COMMITTEE ON SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL-HOUSES, 


ON 


SUBJECT OF A SITE FOR A HIGH SCHOOL 
BUILDING IN EAST BOSTON. 


In Common Councin, April 2, 1896. 


The Committee on Schools and School Houses, to whom 
was referred by the Common Council the order concerning a 
suitable site for a new high school in East Boston, having 
considered the subject, respectfully submit the following 
repoit: 

The committee have investigated several sites that would 
be suitable for a new location for a high school in East Bos- 
ton, and have selected the following as being the best 
adapted for the purpose. 

The first is fronting on the westerly side of Meridian 
street, nearly opposite “Princeton street, running from No. 
Bid to 284 inclusive, and including Nos. 241 and 243 Bor- 
der street; in all, 21,310 square feet of land. The assessed 
valuation of this lot and the buildings thereon is $27,000. 

The second proposed site is also on the westerly side of 
Meridian street, between Trenton and Lexington streets, in- 
eluding Nos. 316 to 324, and the lot ahead MAGiro. 
Block 43, on Border street. It contains 21,160 square feet, 
and is Reesncad at $43,200, land and buildings. 
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The third location is on Monmouth square, taking No. 1 
of that square, Nos. 37 to 48 White street, and Nos. 46 to 
52 Monmouth street. It contains 17,862 square feet, and is 
assessed at $31,100. 

The fourth site is at the corner of Marion and Princeton 
streets, including Nos. 55 to 63 Princeton street, Nos. 1 to | 
5 Hunnewell place, and Nos. 74 to 80 Saratoga street. The 
number of square feet in this lot is 19,900, and the assessed 
valuation 18 $38,500. 

All of these proposed sites ofter facilities for the erection 
of a well-located, airy, light, and commodious high school 
building, and the committee respectfully recommend that a 
copy of this report be furnished to the School Committee 
for their consideration.

To the City Council: 

I return herewith without my signature two orders pro- 
viding for the appointment of committees to arrange for the 
delivery of eulogies upon the lives and public services of 
the late ex-Governor Robinson and the late Governor 
Greenhalge. 

I regret. to feel obliged to withhold my approval of any 
action which is intended to show the respect felt by the city 
government of Boston, and by our citizens, for the memory 
of men who have been distinguished in the public service of 
the Commonwealth, and have creditably filled the office of 
governor, but I do not believe there is a proper occasion for 
the passage of either of these orders. Eulogies should only 
be provided for by the city government, in my opinion, in 
very exceptional cases, unless the subject of the eulogy was 
directly connected in some way with our city. The death 
of a governor of Massachusetts during his term of office is 
such an exceptional event that a eulogy might properly have 
been provided for by this city if it were not for the fact that 
the Commonwealth has already arranged for a public memo- 
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rial service in memory of the late Governor Greenhalge. 
This will be held in this city on April 18, and the eulogy 
will be pronounced by Senator Lodge. . It seems to me that 
this renders any separate exercises under authority of the 
city government not only unnecessary, but undesirable. 
An address in memory of the late ex-Governor Robinson is 
also to. be delivered by Senator Lodge in the town of Lex- 
ington, which was his birthplace; and as he was in no way 
associated with our city, it seems to me that there is no 
occasion for a eulogy here. 

While I should not decline to approve an order providing 
for a eulogy upon any distinguished citizen, when the occa- 
sion seemed to call for it, upon the score of the expense » 
involved, I desire to call your attention to the fact that the 
cost of such exercises, including the printing of the address, . 
has amounted in the past to between one and two thousand 
dollars in each case.

To the City Council: 

I transmit herewith for your information the preliminary 
report of the Committee on Public Baths. appointed by me 
to investigate the question of establishing one or more pub- 
lic baths, to be kept open all the year round. As first ap- 
pointed, this committee consisted of three members, but in 
order to give it a more broadly representative character the 
number of members was subsequently increased to seven. 
The committee is now made up as follows: Mr. Robert A. 
Woods, of the South End House, Chairman; Mr. Edmund 
Billings, Superintendent and Treasurer of the Wells Memorial 
Institute; Mr. Edward J. Ryan, President of the Building 
Trades Council; Mr. Michael W. Meyers, President of the 
Plumbers’ Union; Dr. E. M. Hartwell, Director of Physical 
Training in the Boston Schools; Miss L. B. Pingree, for- 
merly a member of the Boston School Committee, and Mrs. 
Mary M. Kehew, President of the Women’s Educational and 
Industrial Union. It seemed to me desirable that the first 
bath to be established should be designed for the use of both 
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men and women, and for that reason two women were ap- 
pointed upon this committee. 

It should be understood that the report now presented is 
a preliminary one, and that it does not necessarily represent 
the tinal opinion of each member signing it upon all of the 
points covered. The immediate object in view in asking for 
this report was to secure careful consideration of the ques- 
tions where the first bath should be located, what should be 
the character and arrangements of the building, and what 
would be the probable cost of construction and of mainte- 
nance. 

‘The location recommended by the committee seems the 
best that can be selected for the erection of the first bath. If 
this bath is largely used, I have no doubt that a number of 
other baths will be erected in other sections of the city. 
The recommendations of the committee as to the capacity 
and arrangements of the bath-house seem to be well consid- 
ered. I believe that the annual expenditure by the city of 
the amount estimated by the committee as the cost of main- 
tenance will be amply warranted by the public benefits 
which will be realized. 

I earnestly recommend that the larger sum-recommended 
by the committee, namely, $65,000, be provided as speedily 
as possible by loan. If the appropriation is made available 
at an early date, it should be possible to have the building 
completed by next autumn. 

The question at once presents itself whether such a public 
bath should be placed under the charge of the Board of 
Health, or whether it should be under the management of a 
separate department. I believe that it would he desirable, 
at least for some years, during the stage of trial and develop- 
ment, to have such baths administered separately by a special 
board of unpaid trustees; and if the appropriation is passed 
I shall later recommend the passage of an ordinance provid- 
ing for the appointment of such a board. I should, in any 
event, continue the present committee to act in an advisory 
capacity in connection with the planning and construction of 
the building and the administration of the bath. 

I transmit herewith a draft of an order prepared by the 
Corporation Counsel for making the appropriation above 
recommended.

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be authorized to ex- 
pend the sum of sixty-tive thousand dollars ($65,000) for the 
purchase of a lot of land and the construction of a public bath- 
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house thereon; such bath-house to be arranged for the use 
of both men and women, and to be kept open all the year, 
to be constructed in accordance with the provisions of Section 
22 of Chapter 449 of the Acts of 1895, providing for the erec- 
tion of buildings not for the use of any department ; and 
that to meet said appropriation the City Treasurer, at his 
discretion, issue and sell coupon bonds or registered cer- 
tificates of indebtedness of the City of Boston to said amount, 
payable at the office of the City Treasurer of Boston twenty 
years from their date, and bearing interest at the rate of four 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annually at such times 
as the City Treasurer shall determine.

PRELIMINARY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON PUBLIC BATHS. 


To His Honor the Mayor: 


The committee appointed by your honor some weeks ago 
to consider the question of public baths for the City of Bos- 
ton beg leave to submit the following report in answer to 
the questions indicated in your letter of appointment: 

(1.) Should the bath be absolutely free or should some 
small charge be made? 

On this point your committee are agreed that in order to 
secure the largest possible use of the baths it would be best 
to omit all fees, and make the use of the baths entirely free 
of charge. This would simply be following the precedent 
furnished by the Public Library and the Park System. We 
believe it to be as fully justified on grounds of public policy. 

(2.) Where should it be located? 

It is the opinion of your committee that the solution of 
the problem of public bathing facilities will best be solved 
by a series of district bath-houses, rather than by one or two 
great central bathing establishments. In pursuance of such 
a policy, the committee feel that the first experimental bath- 
house should be located at a point where it will meet the needs 
of the largest number of people who are without bathing facil- 
ities in their own homes. After careful consideration, we 
believe that a location near the corner of Harrison avenue 
and Dover street would be easy accessible to a larger con- 
stituency than any other point in the city. This locality can 
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readily be reached by people in all parts of the South End, 
from Kneeland to Dudley streets, as well as by most of the 
residents of South Boston. 

The location we propose has the great advantage of being 
near the geographical centre of Boston. It is highly impor- 
tant that the first experimental bath-house should be so 
placed as to come easily under the observation of the greatest 
number of citizens from all parts of the city. 

As to meeting the needs of the largest possible number of 
people without bathing facilities in their own homes, the only 
other location which ‘might seem as favorable would be the 
one near the Charlestown. bridge, which would command the 
North and West End wards and also the Charlestown wards. 
In the report of the State Bureau of Statistics of Labor for 
1892 we find that in these wards there are 65,680 persons 
without bathing facilities in their own homes. The South 
End location would, for the present, meet the needs of that 
part of Ward 11 near Park Square, also of Wards 12 to 19, 
inclusive. In these wards, though the distances are some- 
what great, the number of persons without bathing facilities 
in their own homes is 87,376. It might be contended that 
the North End location would also meet the needs of the resi- 
dents of Kast Boston, which would give it a slightly larger 
constituency than the South End location, but that point 1S 
inaccessible from East Boston, anda radius which would in- 
clude East Boston within the constituency of the North End 
location is sufficient to include all of the North End and 
West End wards within the constituency of the South End 
location. This consideration suggests again the value of a 
location in the heart of the city. 

(3) What should its capacity be? 

We recommend that the building contain a total of forty 
baths. This would easily provide facilities for 1,000 per- 
sons per day; while there would be a maximum capacity of 
1,500. ‘This estimate is made on the understanding that the 
building would be open from 8 A.M. till 10 P.M. We 
recommend that the hours on Sunday be from 8 A.M. to 
4 P.M. 

(4) How should it be planned ? 

The bath-house should be planned to accommodate men 
and women in absolutely distinct apartments, with separate 
entrances and waiting-rooms. In this way the bath-house 
would be open to women at all times, instead of on certain 
days only, as is the plan in some other cities. | 

We recommend that there be on the first floor twenty-four 
baths for men and boys, twenty-two of which should be 
spray-baths and two tub-baths. There should be twelve 
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baths for women and girls, of which seven should be ring 
spray-baths and five tub- baths. In the basement there should - 
be four spray-baths to be used on special occasions. The 
spray-baths are recommended on account of the great eco- 
nomical and sanitary advantages which they offer, with no 
loss, to say the least, in cleansing value. A larger propor- 
tion of tub-baths is proposed for women than men because 
of the comparative reluctance of women to take the spray- 
baths; though the ring-sprays remove most of the features 
to which they object. 

We also recommend a public lavatory in the front part of 
the basement, where it can easily be entered trom the street. 
The remainder of the basement should be given up to a 
laundry, and heating and ventilating apparatus. The baths 
on the main floor should be lighted by a sky-light. The 
front part of the building should be two stories high, the 
second story containing apartments for attendants. We 
also wish to emphasize the importance of having the most 
approved system of hot-water supply and ventilation; of 
making the bath-rooms and waiting-rooms as pleasant and 
inviting as possible, and of giving the building as a whole 
the dignity that should go with such a public undertaking. 

A lot of land fifty by one hundred feet would be required. 

(5) What will it probably cost? 

Judging from the cost of several bath-houses visited by 
the committee, we would recommend that the appropriation 
be not less than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), and, if 
possible, sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) for land and 
building. 

The annual expense for the operation of the proposed 
plant will be about seven thousand dollars ($7,000), not 
including the cost of water supply. 


SPECIAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(a) In consideration of the work already done by the 
Boston Bath House Company, a philanthropic organization, 
in furnishing baths at a low rate, we recommend that, as the 
establishment of a public bath-house i in the proposed location 
will compel the company to give up its present establishment 
on Harrison avenue, near Harvard street, the city take such 
action as may be feasible to assist this company to provide 
a suitable bath-house in some other section of the city. 

(6) In addition to these suggestions, your committee 
would respectfully recommend — considering the special 
interest of the workingmen of the city in this project — 
that the experiment be made of erecting the bath-house on 
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the day-labor plan, under the direct superintendence of city 
authority. 

(c) We recommend that steps be taken toward placing 
simple outfits of spray-baths in school buildings in various 
parts of the city for the use of school children and of people 
living in the immediate neighborhood of the schools.

Dear Sir: The following school buildings have been 
visited and examined, particularly in regard to the disposi- 
tion of stairways, fire-escapes, exits, and danger from fire.

The number of buildings visited is 184, and in the fore- 
going list are designated by letters and numerals, as A-1, 
A-2, etc. Anexplanation of these is as follows: ) 


Class A-I.— Buildings of brick having two or more inde- 
pendent ways of egress and two five-feet wide iron staircases, 
each entirely independent of the other and easily accessible 
from every room. ‘These staircases are enclosed in brick 
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walls, plastered directly on the brick, cut off at every floor 
and the basement by tinned doors hung on spring hinges. 

The boiler compartment is practically fire-proof, being 
surrounded by walls of brick, and ceiled with plaster on 
wire lathing over a mill construction. The fuel-rooms are 
similarly situated, but in some cases have mill-constructed 
ceilings unplastered. The first floors of these buildings are 
of mill construction. The bearing walls are of brick, plas- 
tered without furring, and the ceilings are wire-lathed and 
plastered. 

The use of wood for finish about windows and doors is 
reduced to a minimum by the supplication of cement for trim- 
ming, and the danger from fire is therefore small. 

Class A—2, — Buildings of brick, having fire-proof boiler- 
rooms, or rooms practically so, but without any cut-offs at 
Staircases, or in basement. The stairs are of iron within 
brick walls. Otherwise, the buildings are constructed the 
same as those of Class A-1. 

Class A—3. — Buildings of brick, having iron staircases 
well placed. The walls are furred with wood and plastered. 
A great amount of wooden sheathing is used in dado finish. 
The hboiler-rooms are practically tire-proof. 

Class A-4.— Buildings ot brick, having wood-furred 
walls, an abundance of sheathing for finish, stair ways of iron 
not well placed, anda fire-proof ] boiler-room. ‘The first floor 
is of mill construction.. 

In Class A-3 and Class A—4 some of the buildings have 
many stud partition walls, simply plugged at foot with plas- 
ter blocks or brick. 

Notes. —The Morton-street School-house, Dorchester, 
classed as A-—4, is a wooden building, with two iron stair- 
-ways enclosed in brick walls, and well cut off at floors and 
in the basement. 

The Williams School, Roxbury, is classed as A—4 on ac- 
count of having a mill-constructed, unplastered ceiling over 
boiler-room. By expending about $50 for wire lathing and 
plastering, this building could properly be classed as Ao. 

Class B-1. — Buildings of brick, with stairs of wood, or 
of iron with wooden treads, aac loeed in walls of brick, 
furred and sheathed. The stairs are well placed, easily ac- 
cessible from all rooms, but not cut off. The boiler-rooms 
are practically fire-proof. The ceilings of these buildings 
are of wooden laths, and plastered in most cases 

aes D2, -— Buildings the same as in Class Het except 
that the staircases are not so well placed, and in some cases 
the fuel-room is not sufficiently cut off or protected. 

Class B-3. — Buildings of wood, fire-plugged and 
stopped, and provided with abundant means of egress.

Class C.— Old buildings of brick, well designed and 
conveniently arranged. The stairs are well placed, and in 
most instances enclosed in furred and plastered brick walls. 
The runs of stairs are also sheathed dado height. The 
buildings of this class can be placed in Class B—2 by fire- 
proofing boiler-room, or, by going further and putting in 
iron staircases, they can be placed in A-2. ‘The work sug- 
gested here in regard to the fire-proofing of boiler-rooms 
should be done immediately i in many cases. 

Note. — The Lyceum Hall building, Dorchester, is classed 
here, as it is a fire-plugged building of wood, in need of only 
a slight expenditure for wire lathing and plastermg cellar 
ceiling. | 

Class D,— Old brick buildings with one staircase, or two 
badly-placed staircases which would serve no better than one 
in an emergency. These buildings should have a fire-proof 
boiler-room and an outside escape or staircase in any event. 
Buildings having a practically fire-proof boiler-room, but in 


Oo 
need of another stair for emergency, are also classed under 


this head. 
Olass E’. — Buildings similar to those of Class D, but in 


a poorer condition and more immediately m need of fire- 


escapes and fire-proofing of boiler-rooms, as well as general 


repairing. 
Class #’. — Buildings of wood in good condi or build- 


Ings in need of slight. repairs to boiler and furnace rooms 
necessary to give efficient cut-offs. Buildings of brick and 
wood combined in their construction and in ood. condition, 
but with stairs badly placed and in need of another stair- 


case, are classed under this head. 
Class G. — Buildings of brick, and of brick and wood in 


poor condition; in need of extensive repairs to boiler snd . 


furnace rooms, and permanent outside staircase, beside 


much repairing in general. 
Class FH. — Buildings of wood in fair condition, in need 
of cut-offs at stairways, and other work in boiler and furnace 


rooms, etc. In some cases in need of extra exits and stairs 
in case of an emergency. 


Class I. — Buildings of wood; in most cases totally un-, 


suited for school buildings, and veritable fire-traps, not to 
mention their shortcomings from a sanitary point of view. 


The buildings which are provided with fire-escapes have 
the Dunn patent folding-ladder, except in one instance, that 


of the Harris School, Dorchester. Upon examination it was. 


found that these fire-escapes were in all cases free from rust, 
and the several parts in a condition to be easily adjusted. 
The ladder in this apparatus is capable of being operated 
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from balconies by means of a lever, entirely independent of 
lock and brake at the ladder foot. 

These fire-escapes are found on most of the buildings 
under Class C, and if the same amount of money had been 
expended in putting the boiler-room of this class of buildings 
in proper condition, the fire-escapes would have been un- 
necessary, as stair arrangements are excellent. 

As the conditions under which fire would be likely to 
originate are almost entirely confined in these school build- 
ings to the basement story, where are located the heating- 
apparatus, fuel-rooms, ash-pits, and rubbish pockets, it 
would seem to be apparent that, by cutting off the connec- 
tion between that and the upper parts of the buildings at 
the staircases and wherever else possible by tinned doors, 
plaster block, and brick partition, and wire lathing, the 
chances of fire spreading would be materially lessened. 

In many cases the cast-iron pipes from the heating-appa- 
ratus are carried up from basement to roof, exposed to view, 
and without any protection whatever, except borders of soap- 
stone and metal sleeves where the pipes pass through the 
floors. The purpose of thus exposing the pipes is that the 
heat from them may be utilized for warming the corridors 
and halls. They are, however, likely to be, and in many 
of the buildings actually are, by their location and condi- 
tion, a menace to the safety of the scholars and teachers. 
For example, in the Tileston School, Mattapan, the flues are 
placed actually in the centre of the corridors, and blocking 
up fully three feet of the same, directly between the head 
of the stairs and the only exit in this wooden tinder-box. 
Another example of this kind is found in the Edward 
Everett School, Dorchester, where these smoke-pipes are 
run up in the outer string of the stairs, as if expressly de- 
signed to ignite the staircases at the very beginning of a 
fire, and cut off instantly the only possible chance of escape. 

The attitude, towards these unsatisfactory conditions, of 
those responsible for them is evidently a very passive one, 
since no intelligent precautions against the possibility of fire 
from these pipes were observable anywhere. This is the 
more difficult to understand, inasmuch as attention was 
sharply drawn to the danger ‘from these pipes when over- 
heated, in several instances, by the charring and burning of 
the sheathing around them. The usual yemedy in these 
cases has consisted in merely renewing the sheathing and 
protecting it with tin or zinc, or else replacing it with a coat 
of plaster for a space of three feet on each side, and com- 
monly upon wooden laths. 

In this connection a consideration of the causes of the 
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school-house fires of the current year is instructive. The 
Winthrop School, on Tremont street, near Khot street, is a 
building heated by furnaces. The one under the south-east 
room became overheated, and fire was discovered in the 
‘using about hot-air pipes in the south-east room on second 
floor. Previous to the fire, the furnaces were bricked up 
to a wooden lath ceiling without an open-air space between. 
The vertical runs of hot-air pipes were cased in wood. ‘This 
wooden casing has now been removed and the pipes exposed 
in rooms. The brick walls about furnace have been taken 
down some eighteen inches in height and new connections 
made, but the ceiling is now relathed with wooden laths and 
plaster ed, leaving the conditions practically as prejudicial to 
the safety of the building as they were previous to the fire. 

On January 2 the Winthrop-street School, Roxbury, 
caught fire from an overheated furnace. The damage re- 
sulting to the class-rooms was repaired, and the building 
reoccupied ; yet the wooden-lathed ceiling over the furnace 
is still exposed; and, pelns now without even the slight 
protection afforded by 3 g inch of plaster, is in a more 
dangerous state than ever. 

In the Brimmer School, during January, 1895, the boiler 
setting was removed and some old work replaced by new. 
In the performance of this work the asbestos jacket was 
removed but never replaced, and the boiler top is within 
eighteen inches of a wooden-lath and plastered ceiling. The 
expense of rejacketing same has been wasted over and over 
again in the consumption of coal necessary to make steam 
in its present uncovered and dangerous condition. The 
state of affairs in this building is almost criminal. The re- 
mainder of the cellar is unplastered, and the cellar itself is 
in no wise cut off. But one stairway serves the hall and 
class-rooms in upper story. An additional outlet is an urgent 
necessity from the upper story of this building, together 
with other work mentioned in the description of the condi- 
tion of the school. 

On many of the buildings lightning-rods are provided, 
but in a number of cases they are improperly grounded, and 
in some instances remain hanging in mid-air without proper 
connections, and are a source ‘of danger. Such is the condi- 
tion at the Mather School-house in Dorchester. This build- 
ing, which is without fire-escapes, has two stairways, only 
one of which runs from basement to upper story, serving 
both the hall and the class-rooms on this floor. The space 
in cellar under the wooden stairway is used for storing 
wood. This is very well designed to effect the destruction 
of the stairway at the very outstart of a fire. 
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In the Ira Allen School the doors open inwardly, as do 
those of the Ware School. In the Dorchester High School 
half*the double door is locked. Many of the schools have 
exits which are much too narrow for readily emptying the 
buildings in case of emergency. In the newer and more 
nearly fire-proof buildings hose is provided for wetting down 
the ashes, whereas, in the older buildings, even the most 
combustible are without this requisite. 

Attention should be called to the fact that since the aboli- 
tion of the slate in the school-rooms the paper used by the 
children for writing purposes is, after it has served its pur- 
pose, burned, by the janitor, in the boilers. This chokes up 
the boiler-tubes, which renders the consumption of extra 
coal in order to get the required amount of steam to heat the 
building, and also damages the boiler, as the boiler-tubes 
are not, cleaned out by the janitors oftener than once a 
month. The city would save money if measures were taken 
to have this paper collected, even if obliged to pay for col- 
Jecting it; but there are many paper-stock dealers who 
would only be too glad to have the privilege given them for 
collecting this paper. 

The modus operandi of the Dunn pattern of fire-escape 
seems to be unknown to the majority of the masters, teach- 
ers, and janitors; and, in some cases, even the parties 
responsible for its employment on the school buildings seem 
to have regarded it as purely ornamental, since it is applied 
in such a manner to some of them as not to be useful. Thus, 
in some instances, no provision is made for escape from 
the upper stories of the building on which this apparatus is 
placed. In one building in particular (Norcross School) 
only the upper story has any need of a fire-escape, — and 
even that could be dispensed with, —and yet, while the 
lower stories are actually provided for, the upper one is not. 
The same conditions exist at the Cushman School. 

The School Committee does not manifest a sufficient 
appreciation of the necessity of giving proper instructions 
concerning the use of fire-escapes, and the Inspector of 
Buildings is not careful enough in reference to controlling 
their location and maintenance. In the Medford-street 
School, Charlestown, a well-placed staircase, designed to be 
used in case of emergency, was found to be completely 
blocked-up by an umbrella-stand at its head. Nor was this 
the only fault. This special emergency stair-outlet was 
actually locked at foot, and the janitor never has had a key 
to it during the six years in which he has had charge. 
Consequently, while all of the scholars know of the existence 
of this staircase they, have never been trained to use it, and 
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in case of panic would be prompted to rush down it, only 


to find themselves in a death-trap. In the Old Roxbury: 


School-house, also, several of these heavy umbrella-stands 
block the landings of a principal staircase. 

Attention is called to the condition, in regard to the fire- 
danger at the Lawrence School, Hawes Hall, Bunker Hill 
Primary, Adams Street, and the Harbor View Street. In 
the last-named school the unintelligent placing of an air-tight 
stove in the centre of a staircase-well for the purpose of 
warming the corridor. This purpose is fulfilled, but the 
same result could be had by a furnace in the basement, and a 
register provided with far greater safety. 

Union-street School and Auburn School, both in Brighton, 
should be demolished, and a new building erected in each 
case. The old Oak-square Primary is abandoned, and the 
old Brighton High School can he whenever the School 
Committee so order, as the new High School building is 
furnished, and can be occupied at a moment’s notice. 

Cross street, Charlestown, is unfit for school uses, and 
should be abandoned; and the children can be accommo- 


dated in the schools in the vicinity, where there are many | 


vacant rooms. 
Chapel Primary, Bennington street, Kast Boston: This 


building 1s unfit for school purposes, and another more suit-_ 


able place should be found to house the children. 

Smith-street and Vernon-street Schools, Roxbury, are in 
need of new buildings. The Ingraham School should be 
abandoned when a new school-house is built at the North 
End. 

The Way-street School can be abandoned September next, 
when the new Genesee-street School is delivered to the 
city. 

As proper means of ventilation are necessary in the old 
buildings where smoke-pipes of cast-iron from furnaces and 
boilers are exposed, no account of remedying this evil is 
taken, and no estimate is given, the commission being of 
the opinion that a stack suitable to the needs of an adequate 
ventilation system should he built when funds and the school 
holidays permit. In the meantime, a jacket of asbestos will 
give the needed protection and an opportunity to determine 
the exact size and disposition of the stack. 

The recommendations made in this report for proper pro- 
tection and adjustments and adequate fire-escapes on the 
school buildings of this city can be covered by an appropri- 
ation of $50, 000. 


John A. Andrew School, Dorchester street, South Boston. 
(Class B-1.) 


a 
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Is a four-storied building of brick, rooms and ball, with 
half the basement above grade. Three wide flights of wooden 
stairs on furred and sheathed brick wall run from basement 
to upper floor and are readily accessible from the exhibition 
hall and each class-room. The partition between staircases 
and exhibition hall are studded. 

The boiler-room is located in a fire-proof room built of 
brick walls, and ceilings with brick arches on iron beams. 

Fire-escapes would ‘be unnecessary here. ‘Tinned cut-off 
doors in basement would be an additional safeguard, however, 
in case of fire, and would cost about $100. 

Ticknor School, Dorchester and Middle streets, South 
Boston. (Class G.) 

Is a three-storied, twelve-room brick building, with two 
_ four-foot staircases, easily accessible from each school-room. 
In addition to the staircases as a matter of egress in case of 
fire is the Dunn pattern fire-escape, consisting of a light iron 
balcony with wooden floor at the sills of windows at second 
and third floors, and a shut-up lock ladder from upper bal- 
conies to ground. 

Boilers are located in the open basement directly under a 
school-room without any precaution against fire save plas- 
tering on wire laths directly over boilers. The rest of the 
ceiling is plastered on wooden laths. Fuel, paper, and 
janitor’s truck of all description is stored in this compart- 
ment. An open wooden fence separates the boiler space 
from the remainder of the basement. 

Adequate fire-escapes will cost $600. 

Construction of suitable boiler-room will cost $500. 

Shurtleff School, Dorchester street, South Boston. (Class 
C.) 

Is a three-storied, fourteen-room and hall brick building, 
with two five-feet staircases, convenient of access, enclosed 
in furred and sheathed brick walls. 

A battery of three boilers is placed directly under main 
hall, the space over the two larger boilers being fire-proofed 
with brick arches and iron beams. The space over the fire 
end of the third and smallest boiler, and which is the only 
one used constantly, is protected by a sheet of zinc about 
four and one-half feet square. No precaution is taken for 
protecting the wooden lath and plaster over back end of this 
boiler or any other portion of cellar ceiling, which is all of 
wooden lath and plaster, including fuel-room. : 

Proper protection of boiler-room and cellar by wire lath 
and plastered ceiling with cut-off doors in basement will cost 
$750. | 

Clinch School, F street, South Boston. (Class D.) 
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Is a three-story six-room brick building, with basement 
entirely above grade of street. Has two wooden staircases 
in sheathed brick walls. The boiler is in a fire-proof room 
surrounded by brick walls ceiled with brick arches and iron 
beams. As both staircases are on front of building, and the 
building is practically four stories, a fire-escape seems neces- 
sary and can be easily put on rear at windows of teachers’ 
closets. The partition between these closets should be re- 
moved and outside light and air given to wardrobes thereby. 
The cost would be $500. 

Alger School, Seventh street, South Boston. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story, eight-room brick building, with two flights 
of wooden stairs, each five feet wide in furred and sheathed 
brick walls, easy of access from every school-room. Boiler- 
room is fire-proof, of brick walls, arches, and iron beams. 

Flowe School, Fifth street, South Boston. (Class B-1.) 

An eight-room, two-story brick building, with wide 
wooden staircases at each end of building, easy of access 
and enclosed in furred and sheathed brick valle The boiler- 
room is fire-proof. 

Norcross School, D street, South Boston. (Class C.) 

A. three-story brick building, with fourth story in a French 
roof; has two wide staircases ‘at front and rear of building, 
enclosed by walls of brick, furred and sheathed. Four fire- 
escapes of the Dunn pattern are in place on the outside of 
the building, with balconies on second and third floors and 
ladder to ground. The fourth story is not provided with 
this latter auxiliary for emergencies, nor are the two stair- 
cases reached from the fourth-story school-rooms without 
passing through the exhibition hall. There are fourteen 
rooms and a hall in the building. | 

Boilers are in a practically fire-proof room. The doors of 
this room should be tinned, and the basement ceiling wire- 
lathed throughout and fire-stopped. This will cost $500. 

Bigelow School, Fourth and E streets, South Boston. 
(Class D.) 

A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building, with 
two wide staircases of wood at each end serving as a means 
of egress from the upper stories. The building is heated by 
furnaces placed under central corridor. Protection of ceiling 
over the portable furnace is disregarded entirely. The 
smoke-pipes from the furnace are carried up through the 
building for the purpose of heating the corridors. “These 
pipes are exposed to view, are of cast-iron, four in number, 
without any protection whatsoever save at the floors, where 

a soapstone border and a sheet metal sleeve are provided. 

This building is without means of escape in case of fire. 
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Iron stairways to replace present wooden ones, and lathing 
cellar ceiling with wire, and plastering same will cost 
$2,500. 

Drake School, C street, South Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story, six-room, brick building, having wooden 
stairs in the middle, and is warmed by furnaces which are 
located under school-rooms in basement. One school-room 
on first floor is used as a cooking school and contains a 
portable range and several gas-stoves.- 

The furnaces are bricked up in a room with wooden laths 
and plasterceiling throughout, although two compartments 
adjoining have a fire-proof ceiling and were evidently 
designed for the reception of the heating apparatus. By 
locating the furnaces in these compartments, two tinned 
doors would effectively serve as a cut off for apparatus. 

Fuel-room should be rearranged and entire basement ceil- 
ing wire-lathed and plastered. The building has Dunn fire- 
escapes on two ends of the building. 

Changing position of furnaces, protecting cellar ceiling 
will cost $300. 

Adequate fire-escapes will cost $600. : 

Lawrence School, B street, South Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story brick building with fourteen rooms and hall, 
with two wide staircases of wood, built in sheathed and 
furred brick walls, and a fire-escape of the Dunn pattern 
outside the building. The boiler-room is directly under the 
centre of first story hall with fire-box end of boilers immedi- 
ately under head of the back staircase (the one most used). 
Coal is piled under stairs at front of boilers, and no precau- 
tion whatever is taken to cut off the boiler-room from the rest 
of the building, only a studded partition built on run of stairs 
forms the separation. The boiler-room is ventilated through 
a large window-opening in rear vestibule, also in a studded 
partition, these partitions are sheathed on both sides. The 
vestibule window-opening intended to serve as a vent, in the 
case of the slightest fire in boiler-room would become a flue 
and immediately destroy the staircase most constantly used. 
The fuel is stored in room ceiled with wooden lath and 
plaster and under school-room. The ceiling over boilers is 
without protection, and the condition of affairs here most 
dangerous. 

Wire lathing and plastering basement ceiling and proper 
protection to boiler-room will cost $500. 

Mather School, Broadway, South Boston. (Class G. ) 

A three-storied, twelve-room brick building with two 
four-feet staircases of wood, and three fire-escapes of the 
Dunn pattern on outside of the building. It is heated by 
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furnaces, the wooden lathing and plastering being protected 
by a sheet of galvanized iron over top of furnaces. The 
smoke-pipes are of cast-iron exposed to view from basement 
to roof and utilized for warming corridors. Other means 
for warming corridors should be provided. This building is 
classed as G on account of general condition more than on 
account of lack of fire-escapes. 

The lower floor of the building was rearranged recently 
for the purpose of gaining a larger kindergarten, and also 
rooms for teacher and janitor. “Cost of wire lathing and 
plastering basement, etc., $500. 

Parkman School, Silver street, South Boston. (Class G.) 

A three-storied six-room building of brick with two nar- 
row stairs serving upper floors. Building is heated by 
furnaces in open cellar. Ceiling of wooden laths and plaster 
protected by sheets of tin over furnaces and pipes. There 
are no fire-escapes on the building. But three of the rooms 
are occupied, and the building was condemned by this com- 
mission. The children can be accommodated in part at the 
Mather School, where one room is vacant, at the Howe 
School on Fifth street, and at the Alger School on Seventh 
street, where there are many vacant seats. 

Hawes Hall School, Broadway, South Boston. (Class G.) 

A two-story brick building , with two narrow stairways not 
easily accessible as school-rooms, separating them. The 
building is heated by furnaces located in open basement ' 
which is ceiled with ordinary lath and plaster.. Sunk girders 
show below the ceiling line and are left unplastered and in 
places are bricked in walls of furnaces. The cold-air boxes 
are of wood protected by tin and other sheet metals, but 
insufficient, as they are charred in many places by smoke- 
pipes. In this building also are exposed cast-iron smoke- 
pipes utilized to warm corridors. 

Fire-escapes will cost $350. 

Protecting beams in basement ceiling, etc., will cost $500. 

Simonds School, rear of Hawes Hall, Broadway, South 
Boston. (Class G.) 

A three-story, three-room brick building, with one wooden 
staircase in front and Dunn pattern fire-escape at rear. 
Furnace located under school-room. No attempt to protect 
ceiling, which is of plaster on wooden lathing. A cast-iron 
smoke-pipe exposed from cellar to roof is here again used to 
warm the staircase hall. 

Fire-escape will cost $250. 

Choate Burnham School, Third street, South Boston. 
(Class A-2.) 


A new two-story, eight-room brick building with two. 
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staircases of iron, five feet wide, in plastered brick walls, 
well placed and easily accessible from rooms. Boilers under 
school-room, and are surrounded by walls of brick with ceil- 
ing of wire-lathing and plaster on mill construction. 
anooin School, Broadway, South Boston. (Class C. ) 

A fanrteon=toom and hall, four-story brick building, with 
two five-feet stairways of wood-sheathed ° brick walls. Has 
four tire-escapes of ‘the Dunn pattern at sides of building. 
Boilers and coal-rooms in basement under school-rooms with- 
out any attempt made to protect wooden lathed and plastered 
ceiling or cut-offs from the building. 

Wire-ilathed ceiling and tinned doors will cost $500. 

Benj. Pope School, O and Fifth streets, South Boston. 
(Class B-1. 

A two-story, eight-room brick building with two wooden 
staircases partly enclosed in wood, partly in brick. Boilers 
and fuel-room fire-proofed. Stairs conveniently located 
within easy reach of class-rooms and exits. 

T. N. Hart School, Fitth and H streets, South Boston. 
(Class A-3.) 


A thirteen-room and hall, pee story brick building, with 


two five-feet iron staircases at ends of building, within easy 


reach of every room, and as the fuel and boiler-rooms in 
basement are fire-proof, additional means of escape in case 


of fire are unnecessary. 
Gaston School,. Fifth, Sixth, and L streets, South Boston. 


(Class B-1.) 


A fourteen-room and hall, three-story brick and French 

roof building, with three five-feet wooden staircases at ends 
of building and near exits. Stairs are enclosed in furred 
and sheathed brick walls. 
_ Boiler-room in basement is enclosed in walls of brick ; has 
a ceiling of corrugated iron sprung between iron beams. 
Coal-room adjoining has an ordinary ceiling of plaster on 
wooden laths, and like the boiler-room is directly under a 
class-room. Basement ceiling should be wire-lathed and 
plastered, especially over the coal-bins. ‘To protect eutire 
ceiling and properly cut off statrs will cost $650. 

‘Capen School, Sixth and I streets, South Boston. (Class 
D.) 

A story, six-room brick building with French roof. 
Has two four-feet wooden staircases at front of building. 
It has no fire-escapes. Boiler and cellar under wardrobes, 
and coal-room located under exit. Boiler-room is practically 
fire-proof, but balance of room should have wire-lath and 
plastered ceiling. Basement should also be cut off. 
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Fire-escapes should be placed on this building, cost, 
$350. 

Wire-lathing and plastering basement, etc., $250. 

Tuckerman School, Fourth street, South Boston. (Class 
E. 

in three-story, six-room brick building; has two three- 
foot winding stairways of wood, each well placed to serve 
the rooms, but in an emergency would be useless on account 
of the windows, and in the event of one stair being cut off 
by fire, access is had to the other only by passing through 
another school-room, and opening three doors intervening. 
There are two Dunn fire-escapes on the building. Two 
bricked-up furnaces are placed in the open basement. No 
cut-off at stairways or elsewhere. Wooden lath and plaster 
ceiling. 

Fire-escapes might be placed in space connecting the 
rooms on each floor and now used as a teachers’ closet, at a 
probable cost of $500. | 

Wire-lathing and protecting basement, etc., $250. 

Bailey-street School, Dorchester. (Class F.) 

A building of brick first story, and wooden second story, 
containing four rooms, and has two staircases of wood at 
front end of building. Boiler-room directly under centre of 
corridor, ceiling wood-lathed and plastered; no protection 
whatever. An outside staircase of iron from second-story 
wardrobes would give ample means of escape from the build- 
ing in case of fire. To do this will cost $150, and to 
properly protect basement would cost $250. 

Henry L. Pierce School, Dorchester. (Class A-3.) 

A two-story, twelve-room and hall brick building, with 
generous staircases of iron. Exits are good and _ boiler- 
room is practically fire-proof. 

Morton-street School, Dorchester. (Class A-4.) 

A two-story, four-room wooden building, with iron stair- 
cases in plastered brick walls, cut-off doors, etc. Boiler- 
room is practically fire-proof. 

Thetford-street School, Dorchester. (Class H.) 

A four-room, two-story wooden building, with one six- 
feet staircase. The boiler is in open basement under 
corridor at head of stairs, with galvanized iron over to pro- 
tect wooden lathing and plastering. Boiler section of base- 
ment separated by an open fence from play-room. There 
are no fire-escapes. The School Committee have now in 
preparation plans and specifications for an extension to this 
building, and as the law requires suitable means of egress 
and proper protection and cut-offs to boilers, they will prob- 
ably attend to this if so directed. 


\ 
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Adams-street School, Dorchester. (Class I.) 

Two stories of wood, containing two rooms, and is with- 
out a basement. Has a three-feet stairway to second floor, 
under the run of which on first floor is a closet utilized for 
the storage of coal. The rooms are heated by air-tight 
stoves. The stove on the lower floor is almost directly i in 
front of exit, which is had through a wardrobe. Two stoves 
edt the school-room on the second floor, the space being 
larger, part of the first floor being used for fuel, janitor, 
and store rooms. The fuel-room is at the head of stairs. It 
seems useless to expend money on this type of building, 
which is a relic of past ages, but a fire-escape could be pro- 
vided by building a corner tower of wood and plaster block 
at no considerable expense. 

Stoughton School (New), Richmond street, Dorchester. 
(Class A-1.) 

in process of erection and will be completed in Septem- 
ber next. It will contain fourteen rooms and hall. Build- 
ing classed A-1. 

Stoughton School (Old), River street, Dorchester. 
(Class I.) 

A two-story, eight-room school building of wood, with 
one double flight of stairs, divided by a wooden partition on 
front of building. The wardrobes are in halls and the gen- 
eral arrangement of building bad. The Fuller-Warren 
system of heating is in use in this building. The furnaces 
are in open basement, unprotected at ceiling,.and no cut-offs 
at staircase or elsewhere. No fire-escapes on the building. 
The new building on Richmond street will be completed in 
September next, when this old building should be abandoned 
for school purposes. 

New Minot School, Neponset. (Class B—2.) 

_ A three-story brick building of seven rooms and hall, two 
wooden staircases about five feet wide, conveniently ar- 
ranged, and has two independent ways of egress. The 
boiler-room is fire-proofed. <A fire-escape from third-story 
rooms will cost $300. 

Note. — This building is planned for possible extension, 
and three rooms could be gained here for an expenditure of 
less than $10,000, and six rooms could be had together with 
a ventilating system for the entire building for the sum of 
$25,000. The Walnut Primary School could then be aban- 
doned. ° 

Walnut-street School, Neponset. (Class I.) 

An eight-room, two-story wooden building of the same 
type as the old Stoughton School, but has two staircases, 
one an addition of recent years. The building is heated by 
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bricked-in furnaces and a small hot-water heater. The 
woodwork in basement improperly protected by tin and 
wooden lath and plaster not at all. Heating-apparatus located 
in open basement without cut-offs. To properly protect 
woodwork, plastering, and build proper cut-off at staircase 
would cost $500, and an expense that we do not recommend 
in a building so ill-suited to its uses. 

Dorchester High School. (Class C.) 

A three-story brick building with French roof, two stories 
of four rooms each, and on the third floor is a hall and elass- 
room off the same. The boilers are in a practically fire- 
proof room in centre of building and under class-rooms. 
The stairways are of wood well arranged at each end of . 
building. The exits are two three-feet doors with mullioned 
bar separating ; ; one-half is arranged with spring lock, and 
bolt can be drawn from within. The other half is locked 
and key not at hand. ‘To protect basement properly would , 
cost $400. 

Harris School, Dorchester. (Class F.) 

A nine-room wooden building with hall. Two wide stair- 
cases from first to second floor. The one nearest Mill street 
continues to third story, where exhibition hall is located. A 
very good fire-escape of iron runs from one of the hall 
windows down to roof of first-story L. Ata slight expense 
this escape could be arranged to take care of second story 
quite conveniently in case of emergency. Boiler-room 
under wardrobes enclosed in brick walls with doors leading 
from boiler-room covered with zinc, except exterior doors, 
which are glazed wooden doors. Ceiling of lath and plaster 
over boiler-room unprotected; laths exposed directly over 
the fire door. Iron beams supporting first-story corridor 
partitions unprotected. Fuel-room unprotected. 

This building is the best of its type, is in good condition. 
Each room provided with a wardrobe having outside light. 
Wire-lathing basement ceiling and the cutting-off of boiler- 
room will cost $650. 

About twenty-five feet distant is a temporary one-room 
wooden school-house, built during the past year, and to-day 
is unoccupied although furnished and supplied with books 
March 16, 1896. 

Gibson-street Primary School, Dorchester. (Class F.) 

A two-story wooden building with four rooms. It has 
two five-feet wooden staircases at front of building. Boiler 
directly under school-room without protection or cut-off. 
Wooden lath and plaster ceiling. Coal stored under school- 
room. . 
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A fire-escape could be provided in a studded and terra- 
cotta lumber bay at rear at cost of $450. 

Gibson Grammar School (old). (Class I.) 

This building is of the same type as the old Stoughton 
and Minot Schools. Has two staircases, warmed by the 
Fuller-Warren system with furnaces in open basement. 
Basement ceiling, wooden laths and plaster. No cut-offs at 
stairways. No fire-escapes are necessary, as the stairs are 
well arranged and the exits good. The building itself, 
however, is unsuited for its uses. 

Gibson Grammar School (new). (Class A-2.) 

A. two-story, twelve-room and hall brick building, with 
two five-feet staircases, well placed and cut off below, be- 
sides being enclosed in plastered brick walls and two fire- 
escapes outside of building. — Boiler-room practically 
fire-proof, being enclosed in brick walls and ceiled by wire 
lath and plaster on mill construction. 

Atherton School, Dorchester. (Class C.) 

A two-storied, eight-room building of brick, with two 
wide staircases of wood, well placed in furred and sheathed 
walls of brick. Space directly over boilers protected with 
iron beams and brick arches. Fuel-room under class-room 
without protection for wooden laths and plaster ceiling. 
There are no cut-off doors. No fire-escapes on building, and 
none necessary if precaution to cut off boiler and fuel rooms 
in basement is taken. ‘This will probably cost $500. 

Quincy-street Primary School, Dorchester. (Class F.) 

A one-story building of wood, containing two rooms ; has 
ample exits, and is warmed by furnaces. Ceiling of laths are 
exposed over furnace, and no precaution is taken to protect 
woodwork from the excessive heat. Ordinary repairs on 
building would cover any item of expense here. 

Lyceum Hall, Dorchester. (Class C.) 

A two-story building, recently altered for school pur- 
poses. Is well cared for in regard to staircases, they being 
five feet in width, of wood, well placed to give proper means 
of egress. This building is two stories in height, containing 
six class-rooms, and four smaller rooms, which are properly 
speaking recitation-rooms, although some of the latter are 
used for class-rooms. 

Building is heated in part by furnaces, the ceilings over 
which are not protected, and part by steam- boiler, the space 
over which is plastered on wire lathing. 

Staircases should be cut off from basement, and ceiling 
should be wire lathed, cost of which would be $400. 

Mather School, Dorchester. (Class C.) 


A three-story building of brick; with wide wooden stairs 
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in furred and sheathed brick walls. This building contains 
ten rooms and hall, the hall being utilized for a class-room. 
Hall and class-room occupying upper floor are served by one 
staircase only, the other stair ending its run on second floor. 
Boiler in basement under school-room without any precau- 
tionary cut-off, and unprotected ceiling of wood laths and 
plaster over. Lightning-rods should be removed from 
building, or repaired and properly grounded. ‘The space in 
basement under staircase running up through building should 
be kept clear and not utilized as a storage place for fire- 
wood, as at present. There are no fire-escapes on this 
building, but they are necessary, and will cost $500. Boiler- 
room cut-offs will cost $500. | 

Old Mather School, Dorchester. (Class I.) 

Of same type as the Stoughton and Minot Schools, with 
one staircase of double run from second story. Contains six 
rooms. ‘The boiler and fuel room is located under a school- 
room in the same compartment. No cut-offs whatever, and 
wooden-lathed and plaster ceiling is unprotected. Building 
unsuited. 

A one-room temporary school building, built during the 
past year, is occupied. 

Savin Hill-avenue School, Dorchester. (Class F.) 

A one-story, two-room building of wood, similar to the 
Quincy-street School. Has ample exits. Floor timbers 
exposed throughout the basement. The building is warmed 
. by furnace. Ordinary repairs will cover any expense here. 

Harbor View-street School, Dorchester. (Class F.) | 

A two-story, four-room building of wood with one four- 
feet six-inch staircase to second story in sheathed well. 
Warmed by furnaces safely placed. The hall is warmed by 
an air-tight stove placed on first floor directly in well centre 
of staircase leading to second floor, —a particularly bad 
place. This building should have another means of egress 
from second floor. <A stair bay leading from wardrobes on 
second floor would cost $400. 

A temporary wooden school-house used as an annex, in 
school-yard, occupied. 

flired building, Town Meeting square, Dorchester. 
(Class I.) | 

A building hired for temporary purposes and contains two 
rooms. This building will probably be vacated when the 
school-house now building on Harvest street is completed. 

Old Edward Everett School, Dorchester. (Class I.) 

Is of the same character as the Stoughton and Minot 
Schools. Contains six rooms, is two stories in height, built 
of wood, and has two wooden staircases sufficient for easy 
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egress. ‘The building is heated by furnaces, one portable 
furnace placed directly under staircase nearest Willis street. 
These stairs originally ran to the basement, but were dis- 
continued in recent years to admit placing furnace. The 
space is floored over, the unprotected timbers showing in 
cellar. Smoke-pipes from furnaces are here again utilized 
to heat halls, and run up through the building at outer string 
of staircase. Building entirely unsuited for its use, and 
should be abandoned. 

New Hdward Everett School, Dorchester. (Class B-1.) 

_ A three-story, ten-room and hall brick building. Has two 
well-arranged stairways and three very good exits. Has a 
very ood | fire-proof boiler-room of brick walls, ceiled with 
brick arches and iron beams and cut off by tinned doors. 
The level of boiler-room floor is dropped séveral feet below 
that of basement. 

Tileston School, Mattapan. (Class I 

A three-story, eight-room and hall building of wood, with 
poor staircases, and but one real exit. One stair alone serves 
the exhibition hall on third floor. The other stair ends at 
second floor, and the corridors in front of the latter are partly 
choked by exposed cast-iron smoke-pipes from furnaces 
directly in the centre. The egress in this building is bad, 
in fact dangerous. The furnaces are located in basement, 
directly under corridor floor; timbers exposed in basement, 
and protected insufficiently by tin and galvanized-iron over 
smoke and hot-air pipes. The building is entirely unsuited 
for its purpose. 

Glen-road Primary School, Dorchester. (Class F.) 

A two-room, one-story building, similar to the Savin Hill- 
avenue school and Quincy and Hobart streets Schools, with 
ample means of egress, but insufficiently heated by one fur- 
nace. The children are given extra recess in this building 
during cold days ostensibly for the purpose of visiting sani- 
taries, but in reality to allow the opportunity for getting the 
blood in circulation and warming themselves. The teachers 
attend to their duties in street-wraps or shawls. Another 
furnace is a necessity. 

Florence-street Primary School, Roslindale. (Class F.) 

A two-storied wooden building, recently enlarged from a 
four to a six room building. Has two stairways of ample 
width (four feet), but poorly placed in side centre of build- 
ing. Boiler under corridor ceiling, with wire-lathed and 
plaster ceiling over same. Fuel-room in open basement, 
without protection or cut-offs. Estimated cost is $400.’ 

Charles Sumner School, Roslindale. (Class B-1.) 

A ten-room and. hall building of brick. Has two con- 
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veniently placed stairways, about five feet in width, in furred 
and sheathed brick walls. The boiler and fuel rooms are 
fire-proof.’ | 

Wise Hall, Roslindale. 

A hired building, one room, located on South street. This 
building will probably be abandoned on the completion of 
the new school on Beech street. Wise building also occu- 
pied as temporary quarters. 

Baker and Poplar streets School, Roslindale. (Class H.) 

A one-room building, very much in need of repairs. Cut- 
off for furnace and proper protection for same would prop- 
erly come under repairs. : 

tobert Gould Shaw School, W est Roxbury. (Class 
A-2.) 

A seven-room: and hall building of brick, two stories: in 
height. Has two flights of iron stairs, five feet wide, well 
placed. Boiler-room in brick walls. Ceiling wite-lathed 
and plastered on mill construction. 

Sharon and Canterbury Street, Roslindale. (Class A-1.) 

A six-room, two-story brick building : stairs arranged in: 
the best possible manner for egress. Cut off by tinned 
doors from second corridor and in basement, and enclosed 
in plastered brick walls. Boiler-room practically fire-proof, 
brick walls, etc., and ceiled with plaster over wire lathiny on 
mill construction. 

Mt. Vernon School, West Roxbury. (Class F.) 

Is a three-storied building of wood, contains three rooms. 
Has two wide staircases well placed. Furnace in basement 
under teachers’ dressing-room, and without any cut-offs or 
protection at ceiling. To properly protect ceiling, ete., will 
cost $300. 

Washington-street School, Germantown. (Class I.) 

A two-storied, two-room building of wood, with one stair- 

‘are, and warmed by portable furnace, without cut-offs or 
protection to the wooden lath and plaster ceiling. A poor 
site for a school building, and the building is in poor condi- 
tion generally. 7 

Canterbury-street Primary School, Roslindale. (Class H.): 

A two-story, two-room wooden building in good condition. 
Has one narrow wooden stairway. The building is warmed 
by furnace without proper protection or cut-offs. To prop- 
erly protect ceiling, etc., will cost $200. 

AG Agassiz School, Jamaica Plain. (Class D. ) 

A three-story building of brick, containing six rooms, 
with two wooden staircases, five feet wide, and the building 
is provided with Dunn pattern fire-escapes on rear of build- 
ing. Warmed with furnaces without proper cut-offs. Proper 
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fire-escapes will cost $300, and to properly protect basement 
will cost $300. 

New Agassiz School, Jamaica Plain. (Class A-2.) 

A three-story brick building, containing fourteen rooms 
and hall, provided with two iron staircases five feet wide, 
enclosed in brick walls. Boiler-room is located in basement 
under school-room, and is practically fire- ee 

Bowditch School, Jamaica Plain, (Class A-3.) 

_A three-story brick building, containing twelve rooms and 
hall. Iron stairs enclosed in brick walls, and sheathed. 
They are conveniently located. Heated by Fuller-Warren 
system of heating, and well protected. 

fillside Primary School, Jamaica Plain. (Class D.) 

Building in plan somewhat similar to old Agassiz School. 
Stairs in sheathed and furred walls of brick. Steam-boiler 
under school-room, in basement. No cut-offs. Fire-escapes 
of the Dunn pattern on building, and never have been used, 
in trial or otherwise. Proper fire-escapes will cost $300, and 
protecting basement $300. 

Margaret Fuller School, Jamaica Plain. (Class A—2.) 

A two-story brick building, containing six rooms, with 
two flights of iron stairs, in brick walls, conveniently 
located. Boiler-room well protected. 

Lowell School, Jamaica Plain. (Class B-1.) 

A three-story brick building, containing. fourteen rooms 
and hall. Wooden stairs five: feat wide, well located, and 
surrounded by sheathed and furred brick walls.  Boiler- 
room is practically fire-proof, having a ceiling of corrugated 
iron sprung between iron beams, and filled with concrete. 

Wyman School, Jamaica Plain. (Class A-2.) 

A two-story building, of brick, with two flights of iron 
stairs in brick walls. Boiler-room well protected, 

West Roxbury igh School. (Class D.) 

A two-story brick building, above grade of street two 
stories, and in rear three stories in height, difference in grade 
making the extra story at rear. Has four class-rooms and 
laboratory, and exhibition hall, which is also used for school 
purposes. Warmed by portable furnaces in cellar, without 
uny protection whatever. Ceiling of wooden laths and 
plaster; and building has no fire-escapes. Fire-escape would 
cost $300; and to protect basement properly, in the vicinity 
of $300. 

Lucretia Orocker School, Jamaica Plain. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building, with eight rooms. ‘Two 
flights of wooden stairs within sheathed and furred brick 
walls, Staircase has also a sheathed rail. Boiler-room is 
practically fire-proof. 
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Chestnut-avenue Primary School, Jamaica Plain. (Class 
ie . 

A two-story building of wood, with one staircase of wood. 
Heated by furnaces in open basement, with lathed and plas- 
tered ceilings, and without protection. 

Heath-street Primary School, Jamaica Plain. (Class I.) 

A two-story wooden building, similar to above school, and 
warmed by portable furnaces in open cellar. Floor-beams 
protected by sheet-iron, and sheathed partition near furnaces 
protected by oalvanized iron. Ceiling unplastered. This 
building has winding staircase about four feet in width, and 
the exits are but three feet six inches in width. This build- 
ing is unsuited for school purposes, and doubly so by recent 
installation of plumbing. 

Washington School, Allston. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building, with ten rooms and hall. The 
hall is situated in first story; staircase-rail furred and 
sheathed. Two wooden staircases, in brick walls, also furred 
and sheathed. Boiler and fuel rooms are practically fire- 
proof. 

Webster Primary, Brighton. (Class H 

A two-story building of wood, with four rooms. Two 
staircases of wood, about three feet six Inches wide. Boiler 
and fuel room in open basement, under school-rooms, with 
no protection over boiler. With wire lath and plaster, and 
suitable cut-offs at stairs, the building would be amply 
protected. 

New Brighton High School. (Class A-1.) 

A three-story building of brick, with two staircases of iron 
in plastered brick walls. ‘The stairs are very easy of access 
from all rooms, and are cut off at every floor by tinned doors 
on spring hinges. Boiler-room under basement corridor 
well protected “by wire lathing and plaster on mill construc- 
tion ceiling. 

Old Br ‘ighton fligh School. (Class I.) 

Two stories of wood, with French roof; hall located in 
roof. Boilers in basement immediately under school-room 
with no protection of any kind, the wooden timbers showing. 
Two flights of wooden stairs well located, but with no cut- 
offs. The building will probably be abandoned, as New 
Brighton High School is completed and furnished. 

Bennett School, Brighton. (Class C.) 

A three-story brick building containing seven rooms, one 
room unoccupied. Boiler located under corridor, and fuel- 
room under class-room. No protection of ceiling. Two 
wooden staircases in furred and sheathed brick walls. To 
properly protect basement will cost $500. 
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Bennett Annex, Brighton. (Class B-2.) 

A two-story six-room building of brick. In the basement 
is the carpentry and a cooking school. Boiler and fuel room 
is fire-proof. Stairs of wood four feet six inches wide, with 
sheathed rail. 

Winship School, Brighton. (Class H.) 

A two-story, four-room wooden building. Boiler and fuel 
room in basement under school-rooms without any protection 
or cut-offs. Stairs of wood four and one-half feet wide. 
Cost of proper means of protection about $200. 

Union-street School, Brighton. (Class I.) 

A two-story wooden building, containing two school-rooms 
heated by furnace. Floor-beams protected by galvanized 
iron over furnaces. Ceiling unplastered. Fuel-room in 
basement, without cut-offs at stairs or elsewhere. The stairs 
are wooden, four and one-half feet wide, but the exits are but 
three feet wide. 

Wiliam Wirt Warren School, Brighton. (Class A—2.) 

A two-story brick building, containing eight rooms. 
There are two five-feet wide staircases in the building within 
plastered brick walls, very easy of access from all rooms. 
Boiler under school-room enclosed in brick walls. Ceiling 
mill-constructed and protected with wire lathing. 

Auburn School, Brighton. (Class I.) 

A two-story wooden building containing four rooms. 
Warmed by furnaces in open basement. Fuel-room also in 
basement. No protection. Has two staircases of wood four 
feet wide. : 

Hobart-street School, Brighton. (Class F.) | 

A one-story, two-room wooden building similar to Savin 
_Hill-avenue School. Warmed by furnaces in the basement 
in open cellar. The ceiling of basement is unplastered. 

Oak-square Primary School, Brighton. (Class B-3.) 

A one-story, two-room building of wood, with boiler-room 
under passage, practically fire-proof, having wire-lath ceiling 
on mill-constructed floor, enclosed in brick walls, but with- 
out any tinned doors cutting off room from stairs. A small 
patch of mill-constructed floor shows in the boiler-room and 
should be wire-lathed and plastered. The cost of this work, 
together with tinned doors, will be $100. 

One room in this building is unoccupied. 

Old Oak-square Primary School, Brighton: (Class I.) 

A two-story building of wood, which has been abandoned 
for school-house purposes since the completion of the new 
primary schocl. 

Emerson Primary School, City. (Class G.) 

A three-story brick building containing six rooms. 
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Warmed by two bricked-in furnaces and one portable furnace 
directly under exits. Has one five-feet double run of stairs 
divided by rail in centre, making two and one-half feet runs. 
Under side of stairs over furnaces, unprotected. Smoke- 
pipe from furnaces runs plumb through centre of stairs for 
the purpose of heating hall. The same is unprotected except 
where it passes through floors, where it is surrounded by 
soapstone border. There are two Dunn pattern fire-escapes 
on rear of the building. Fire-escapes and proper cut-offs in 
basement will cost $600. 

Welles School, City. (Class B-2.) 

A four-story brick building containing twelve rooms and 
hall. It has two staircases of wood five feet wide in sheathed 


brick walls. The boilers are located in basement under 


central hall. Room is fire-proof, being protected by brick 


arches between iron beams at ceiling. The class-rooms 


should have square-headed windows brought up i to 
ceiling in this building. 

Winchell Sc thool, City. (Class B—2.) 

A two-story, twelve-room building of brick. Wooden 
stairs five feet wide, in plastered brick walls. Stairs are 
not very well arranged for exit, but, owing to fire protec- 
tion, fire-escapes unnecessary. The* boiler-room is _fire- 
proof. 


Phillips School, City. (Class C.) 


A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building. One 


school-room in basement. Has two staircases in sheathed 
brick walls, with doors off the half landings. Warmed by 
bricked-in furnaces inthe basement, the room being practi- 
cally fire-proof, ceiling of brick arches, and tiled floor over. 
There is one other bricked-up furnace between basement 
school-room and coal-room. The cold-air box is improperly 
protected from the smoke-pipe, and hot-air pipes from last- 
mentioned furnace. Smoke-pipes, four in number, are util- 
ized to heat corridors and hall, running from basement to 
roof, exposed to view. They are of cast-iron, with no pro- 
tection except a soapstone border where they pass through 
floors. The building is provided with Dunn fire-escapes. 
Furnace-room should be cut. off by tinned doors, and better 
protection should be given the furnace now in position be- 
tween basement class-room and coal-room. Coal-room in 
this building is under school-room, and ceiling of same is 
of ordinary wood and lath, and plaster. Cost of cutting off 
basement and plastering ceiling of same will cost $500. 
Grant School, City. (Class G.) : 


This is now a branch of the Phillips School. A two-story 


brick building. It is warmed by one portable furnace and 


a 
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one bricked-in furnace directly under school-room. Coal- 
bins and fuel storage rooms are in room with portable furnace, 
with wooden-lath and plastered ceiling. Wooden cold- 
air box improperly protected. Building has one four-fect 
staircase in centre of building. Exits measure four feet.’ It 
has two Dunn fire-escapes. TF ire-escapes are necessary in 
this building, and one of the ever-ready pattern will cost 
(front and rear) $300; and properly protecting cellar, 
ete., will be $250 additional. 

Sharpe Primary School, City. (Class G.) 

_A three-story, eight-room brick building with two stair- 
eases three and one-half feet wide, in sheathed and furred 
brick walls. Occupying the main portion of first floor is a 
large room utilized as a ward-room. Rear part, partitioned 
off, is used as a kindergarten. Three bricked-in furnaces 
furnish heat for building, and are located almost under head. 
of stairs. Cast-iron smoke-pipes run up through the build- 
ing, exposed and without protection except soapstone border 
at floors. No cut-offs in basement. To properly protect 
this building will cost $300. 

Allston and Somerset streets School, City. (Class G.) 

A two-story, four-room brick building. One staircase four 
feet.wide. Warmed by two bricked-in furnaces under school- 
rooms in no way cut off. Ceiling of basement wooden lath 
and plaster. JF ire-escapes are necessary, and should be 
placed on Allston-street end of building. To do this will 
cost $150, and it will cost $250 additional to properly pro- 
tect and cut off basement. 

Plummer School, East Boston. (Class B-2. ) 

A two-story, ten-room brick building, with unfinished hall 
in roof story. Six rooms are occupied for class-rooms, and 
two for kindergartens. Two remaining rooms are unoccu- 
pied. Heated by the Fuller-Warren system. Fuel-room 
in the basement. ‘There are two flights of iron stairs poorly 
placed in centre and end of the building. 

Tappan School, East Boston. (Class B-2.) 

A two-story, eight-room brick building, with two wide 
staircases of wood in furred and sheathed brick walls. The 
boiler-room is fire-proof, and the fuel-room ceiling of wood 
laths and plastered. The partitions between teachers’ closets 
and children’s wardrobes should be taken down for the pur- 
pose of gaining light and air in the wardrobes. 

Adams School, East Boston. (Class C.) 

A three-story, thirteen-room and hall brick building. Two 
wooden staircases in brick walls. Under-side of stairs 
sheathed in places; also run of stairs sheathed. Three of 
the rooms are in the basement, and unoccupied. Coal and 
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fuel room in basement. Wooden-lath and plastered ceiling ; 
laths exposed in places. No protection, and no cut-offs. 
The building is provided with Dunn fire-escapes. A thor- 
ough overhauling of this school is necessary. To properly 
cut off boiler-room and basement will cost $500. 

Chapman School, East Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story brick building with thirteen rooms and hall. 
Two staircases of wood conveniently located. Boiler-room 
under class-room in basement with wooden lath and plastered 
ceiling divided from fuel-room by wooden partition. Fuel- 
room should be fire-proofed and cut-offs placed at stairs. 
Proper fire-escape will cost $450, and to properly protect 
basement about $600. 

Emerson Primary School, East Boston. (Class B-2.) 

Similar in plan to Tappan School, two stories high. Corri- 
dors are utilized for wardrobes. Two staircases of wood 
with sheathed dadoes and plastered on furred brick walls. 
Boilers are in fire-proof compartment. Fuel-room adjoining 
is under class-room and protected only by lath and plas- 
tered ceiling. Under-side of stairs is sheathed in part. 
To properly cut off basement will cost $400. | : 

Emerson Grammar School, East Boston. (Class C.) 

A three-story, twenty-room and hall brick building. 
Boiler-room is fire-proof. Fuel-room adjoining is not fire- 
proof, and is ceiled with wood laths and plaster, laths in 
places showing. Smoke-pipes from boilers utilized to heat 
halls. They are of cast-iron and exposed to view and unpro- 
tected save at floors, and only then by soapstone border. To 
properly cut off basement and protect same will cost $900. 

Kast Boston High School. (Class C.) 

A three-story brick building adjoining Public Library, six 
class-rooms and hall over library portion of building. Has 
two staircases of wood. Fire-proof room about boilers, but. 
fuel-room has wood lath and plaster ceiling, without any 
protection. There are three Dunn fire-escapes on building. 
Boiler and fuel-room should be cut off by tinned doors, and 
ceiling of basement protected, also suitable fire-escape to give 
access to hall. Total cost, $600. 

Chapel Primary School, Bennington street, East Boston. 
(Class I.) 

Evidently a hired building, as second story is used for 
church purposes. On lower floor are two school-rooms. 
Water-closets, wardrobes, and boiler-room are located under 
school-rooms in open basement. A very poor condition of 
things exists here, as there is no ventilation and the odor 
from the water-closet thoroughly impregnates the children’s 
clothes, and-the building is in poor shape generally. 

Note. The sanitary arrangements recently installed, and 
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a more ignorant working out of a sanitary problem, cannot be 
imagined, nor present condition of affairs possibly be any 
worse. 

Blackinton School, Kast Boston. (Class A—2.) 

A two-story, six-room and hall brick building with two 
flights of five feet wide iron staircases well placed. Boiler- 
room is fire-proof. Fuel-room has mill-constructed ceiling. 
Railing around front entrance is falling down, owing to the 
fact that the mortar has been picked out of joints in stone- 
work. This should be repaired now, for if left until later it 
will be necessary to rebuild the same. 

Lyman School, East Boston. (Class C.) 

A three-story brick building with fifteen class-rooms, 
office, and hall, with two six-feet wide staircases, in furred 
and sheathed brick walls. Under-side of stairs sheathed in 
places. Staircase walls also sheathed. Boilers in basement 
under school-room with wood lath and plastered ceiling. 
No protection or cut-offs. Outer string of stairs is braced 
from landings. SBoiler-room should be fire-proofed and stairs 
cut off, and the cost will be about $500. 

Cudworth School, East Boston. (Class A-2.) 

A two-story, eleven-room brick building, with two flights 
of iron stairs, well placed at either end of building, and of 
easy access. Boiler-room practically fire-proof, with wire- 
lath and plastered ceilings over mill-constructed floor. 
Boilers are two inches out of plumb at front, caused by 
settlement in soil. Fan-room wall settled ; a shrinkage crack 
shows in studded partition of Kindergarten. This condition 
has existed since February, 1895. $600 will put boilers 
back in place and make all necessary repairs. 

Harvard Hill Primary School, Charlestown. (Class E.) 

A two-story brick building with eight class-rooms. Buase- 
ment entirely above grade. Wardrobes located in corridors. 
Has two wooden staircases in furred and sheathed brick 
walls. Boiler-room located in cellar without cut-offs or 
protection except tin over fire-pot. Floor-timbers are 
exposed. Boiler-room should be protected and cut off, and 
the cost will be $500. | 

Harvard Grammar School, Charlestown. (Class C.) 

Three stories of brick, containing fourteen rooms and 
hall. Two wooden staircases, well placed, of ample width, in 
sheathed and furred brick walls. Under-side of stairs is 
sheathed in places. Ceiling over boiler fire-proofed by 
brick arches and iron beams. Iron columns support same, 
and iron beams unprotected. Cost will be, for necessary fire 
protection, $550. 

Common-street Primary School, Charlestown. (Class E.) 

A three-story brick building, containing six class-rooms. 
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Has a double run of two three-feet wide stairs and one five- 
feet wide staircase in centre. Heated by furnace in base- 
ment. ‘The boiler-room is unprotected ; timbers are exposed. 
This building should have boiler-room fire-proofed and also 
provided with cut-offs. An ever-ready fire-escape should be 
put on rear of building. To do this work, together with 
proper protection in basement, would cost $500. 

Frothingham School, Charlestown. (Class B-1.) 

A three-story sixteen-room and hall brick building. It 
has two wooden staircases well placed in sheathed and 
furred brick walls. The exits are good. Boiler-room is 
fire-proof, ceiling of iron beams and arches between, covered 
with concrete. There is a basement class-room, making 
total number seventeen rooms. 

Moulton-street School, Charlestown. (Class A—2.) 

A two-story brick building containing six rooms. It has 
two flights of iron stairs, five feet wide, in plastered brick 
wall. Stairs are centrally located and with an easy tread 
-and rise. Boiler-room is fire-proof. 

Polk-street School, Charlestown. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building containing six rooms. Has 
two six-fect wide staircases of wood in furred and sheathed 
brick walls. Boiler and fuel rooms are fire-proof. 

Prescott Grammar School, Charlestown. (Class C.) : 

A ten-room and hall, three-story brick buildmg. Heated 
by furnace in basement without any protection or cut-offs. 
Ceiling over furnace in basement without any protection ; no 
cut-offs. Ceiling over furnace, wood lath and_ plaster. 
Stairs of wood five feet wide in furred and sheathed brick 
walls. Cast-iron smoke-pipes from basement, four in num- 
ber, are run up through the building , exposed to view. No 
protection except a soapstone border at floors. This build- 
ing has Dunn fire-escapes. To properly protect cellar 
ceiling, etc., will cost $500. 

Warren Grammar 8 chool, Charlestown. (Class C.) 

Same as Prescott School. Stairs five feet wide, of wood. 
Sheathed stair-rails. Under-side of stairs sheathed in places. 
Contains: fourteen rooms and a hall, four stories, of brick. 
Some of the wardrobes are on the half-landings of stairs. 
Boiler-room under school-room without protection at ceiling. 
The building should have tinned doors in basement. There 
are two fire-escapes of the Dunn pattern on building. To 
properly protect cellar ceiling, etc., will cost $500. 

B. F.. Tweed School, Charlestown. (Class A-2.) 

A two-story six-room brick building with two iron stair- 
cases five feet wide, conveniently arranged. Boiler-room 
practically fire-proof.

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Charlestown High School. (Class C.) 

A four-story brick building containing six class-rooms, 
about same number of recitation-rooms, and hall. Boiler- 
room fire-proof, ceiling of iron beams and_ brick arches. 
Doors from boiler-room are well placed. Ceiling should be 
tinned. Wooden stairs in the building ‘are well placed. 
Ceiling of basement protected and cut-offs will cost $450. 

Cross-street Primary School, Charlestown. (Class I.) 

A two-story wooden building with two rooms. Heated 
by stoves. Has one narrow stiircase three feet wide with 
nine-inch treads and seven-inch risers. Exits are three feet 
wide. Floor-beams exposed in coal-room in cellar under 
school-room, and building unsuited to its uses. 

Mead-street School, Charlestown. (Class E.) 

A two-story brick building of four rooms. Heated by 
furnaces in open basement. Timbers are exposed. Two 
wooden staircases at either end of building. To properly 
isolate basement and heating-apparatus will cost $300. 

Bunker Mill Grammar School, Charlestown. (Class C.) 

A four-story building containing fourteen rooms and hall. 
Building is of brick. Has two staircases of wood in sheathed 
and plastered brick walls, five feet wide. Under-side of 
stairs sheathed. Wardrobes at landings as well as on main 
floor. Boiler-room is proof against fire, but has no cut-offs. 
Fuel-room is under a class-room and has a wire-lathed ceil- 
ing. Cut-off doors will be all that is necessary. It has the 
Dunn pattern fire-escapes. To properly protect basement 
ceiling will cost $500. 

Bunker-fill Primary School, Charlestown. (Class E.) 

A two-story brick building containing eight rooms, one of 
which is unoccupied. It has one double run of stairs at one 
end of the building five feet in width. Boiler-room in base- 
ment under school-room, and is_ particularly dangerous. 
Wooden beams exposed all about.and over boiler and smoke- 
pipe has caused charring in places. This school is particularly 
dangerous. Dunn pattern fire-escapes are on the building. 
A proper fire-escape and wire lathing basement ceiling, and 
plastering same, beside necessary cut-offs, will cost $850. 

Medford-street Primary School, Charlestown. (Class F.) 

A two-story wooden building containing four rooms. 
Warmed by furnaces in open basement, ceiling protected by 
wooden lath and plaster, and over furnace by galvanized 
iron. There is one flight of stairs in the front of building 


ra) 
in common use. Another flight leading from second story is 
used only in cases of emergency. The door to this staircase is 
blocked by an umbrella-stand and has never been used. The 


children have never been trained to go down these stairs. 
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In fact, the janitor of the building never had a key to the 
exit below. There are no steps from this exit leading to 
grade at outside of building. The difference between level of 
floor and grade of yard is perhaps three feet. 

In this school is carpenter school on first floor, and the shav- 
ings from the benches constantly find their way into the 
floor register. This register should be placed in the wall, 
being a menace in the present position. To properly pro- 
tect ceilings and to cut off furnaces from play-rooms, etc., 
will cost $300. } 

Martin School, Boston. (Class A-3.) 

A three-story brick building containing fourteen rooms 
and hall. Has two iron staircases at ends of building well 
placed. Boiler-room fire-proof. Coal-room also fire-proof. 

Phillips-street School, Boston. (Class KE.) 

A two-story brick building containing eight rooms. Two 
flights of wooden stairs in centre of building. Building is 
heated by furnaces in basement without any protection or cut- 
offs. They appear to be in good condition. The building 
needs fire-escapes and protection at ceiling, which will cost 
$750. 

Smith-street Hindergarten, Boston. (Class I.) 

A two-story wooden building of two rooms. One stair- 
case; warmed by furnace; insufficiently protected, and un- 
- suited for its uses. 

Comins School, Boston. (Class C.) : 
A. four-story brick building with thirteen rooms. It has 
two flights of four-foot four-inch wooden stairs. Two 
boilers in basement in front of building under school-rooms. 
Over boiler ceiling is wood lath and plastered. * There are no 
cut-offs. Staircases are in brick walls furred and sheathed. 
Smoke-pipes are exposed from basement to roof. They 
are of cast-iron and protected only at floors by a soapstone 
border. Dunn fire-escapes on building. Proper protection 

at cellar ceilings, necessary cut-offs, will be $500. 

Cotiage-place Kindergarten, Boston. (Class H.) 

A two-story wooden building containing four rooms. 
Warmed by furnace in basement, unprotected. Floor 
timbers are exposed. But three rooms occupied. It has: 
two staircases of wood. There is need of another means of 
egress from second floor. As there is enough space in rear 
of building to build a bay with another flight of stairs, it 
should be done. The cost will be about $400. 

Dwight School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story brick building with fourteen class-rooms and 
hall. Heated by two boilers in basement, under centre of 
corridors. Ceiling over. same of wooden lath and plaster, 
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exposed in places. — Boilers have no protection over. Fuel- 
room in same condition. There are two four-feet four-inch 
wooden staircases in sheathed and furred brick walls, and 
with sheathed rail. There are four Dunn fire-escapes on the 
building. Fire protection will cost $500. 

Everett School, Boston. | (Class C.) 

A four-story brick building, with fourteen rooms and hall. 
There are two wooden staircases. There are four Dunn fire- 
escapes on the building. In plan the same as Dwight School. 
‘Tiled floor in first story, over boiler-room. Boiler-room is 
practically fire-proof. Fuel-room adjoining is not.. Proper 
cut-offs and protection at ceiling will cost $500. 

Sherwin School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A three-story brick building, with sixteen rooms and hall. 
‘Staircase five feet wide, in furred and sheathed brick walls, 
well placed. Boiler and fuel room, wooden lath and plas- 
tered ceiling. Boiler-room should be protected, and would 
‘cost $700. : 

Weston-street Primary School, Boston.. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building, containing eight rooms. Has 
two flights of wooden stairs in sheathed and furred brick 
walls. Boiler-room is practically fire-proof, with brick 
arches and iron beams. fFuel-room has wooden ceiling. 
Cut off by tinned doors. 

Dudley School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 

A three-story brick building, containing fourteen rooms 
-and hall. It has two staircases of wood, five feet wide. 
Similar in plan to Gaston School, South Boston. Fuel-room 
under school-room ceiled with wooden lath and _ plaster. 
Boiler-rooms practically fire-proof, with corrugated iron 
. sprung between iron beams and bricked over. 

Old Roxbury High School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A four-story, French roof, brick building. Fourth story 
used for the storage of furniture. This building has 
_two staircases of wood, well placed. Boiler-room under 
school-room ceiled with wooden lath and plaster.  Fuel- 
-room in same condition, without cut-offs or protection. 
This building is classed as D, as staircases are not as well 
placed as in the preceding class. Wire-lathing and plaster- 
ing ceiling will cost $400. 

Bartlett School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story, six-room brick building, one double run ot 
‘stairs to first story, and single run from second to third. 
Warmed by furnaces, which are located directly under school- 
rooms, partially protected by tin. Building in need of 
- adequate fire-escape, which will cost $700, and plastering 
ceiling over wire lath in basement will cost $300. 
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Dillaway School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 


A three-story, twelve-room brick building. Staircases — 


five feet six inches wide, in furred and sheathed brick walls. 
Fuel and boiler-room in basement practically fire-proof, and 
well cut off. | 

Vernon-street Primary School, Boston. (Class I.) 

A two-story wooden building, containing four rooms. 
Has two staircases of wood, three feet six inches wide. 
Furnace in centre of basement, without protection or cut- 
offs. Over the furnace, ceiling is wooden lathed and is 
exposed. 

Vernon-street Annex, Boston. (Class I.) 

A two-story, private dwelling, altered into scbool pur- 
poses. Contains four rooms, two of which are used at pres- 
ent. Has one staircase. Warmed by furnace, and has no 
protection or cut-off whatever. This building is ill-adapted 
for the purpose. 7 

George Putnam Grammar School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 

A three-story, ten-room and hall brick building. Has 
two flights of stairs well placed. Boiler-room is practically 
fire-proof, ceiling of arches and iron beams.  Coal-room 
adjoining has a mill-constructed floor over and plank parti- 
tion dividing room from space utilized for the storage of 
wood. Fuel-room should have _ wire-lathed ceiling and 
tinned cut-off doors. To do this would cost $500. 

Williams School, Boston. (Class A-4.) 

A two-story brick building with four rooms, two well- 
placed stairways of iron, five feet in width. Boiler-room ‘is 
located in basement under wardrobes and has mill-constructed 
ceiling. This ceiling should be wire-lathed and ‘plastered, 


which would cost $50. The coal-room is practically fire- _ 


proof. 

Lewis School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story, twelve-room and hall brick building, with 
an addition for teachers’ and master’s room, This addition 
built during last year. The building is warmed by furnaces 
in basement. The basement is unprotected and there are no 
cut-off doors. There are two wooden staircases five feet in 
width in furred and sheathed brick walls. The:smoke-pipes 
run up through the building to heat halls, and only protected 
at floors by soapstone border. 

Munroe-street Primary School, Boston. (Class H.) 

A two-story wooden building containing two rooms. It 


has one wooden staircase four feet wide in front corner of the — 


building. Warmed by portable furnace under school-room, 
improperly protected and in no way cut off; floor-timbers are 
exposed. To protect basement, etc., will cost about $150. 


— 
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— Roxbury Migh School, Boston. (Class A-3.) 

A three-story brick building with three iron staircases 
with oak treads. Stairs well placed at ends and centre of 
building. Hall has a fire-proof roof over same. The boiler- 
rooms are practically fire-proof. 

W inthrop-sireet School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A two-story, four-room brick building. Has a winding 
staircase at one end of the building anid another, without 
winders, at other end of building. Both of the staircases are 
of wood. The building is heated by two furnaces im the 
basement without any protection whatever. This building 
caught fire on January 2, 1896, from an overheated furnace. 
The repairs were made after the fire and the building im- 
mediately reoccupied again, but no attempt was made to 
protect the ceiling against a recurrence of this danger. | As 
a matter of fact the condition is as bad, if not worse, than 
that previous to the fire, for the reason that the ceiling over 
the furnaces which caught fire has not even been replastered. 
Wire lathing and plastering cellar ceiling will cost $250, 
and adequate fire-escapes will cost $250 additional. 

Hugh O Brien School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 

_ A three-story, fifteen-room and hall brick building. It has 
three iron staircases with oak treads, fairly well placed at 
centre and rear of building. The upper part of the staircase 
on rear of building, running from second to third floors, is 
of wood. Boiler and fuel rooms are practically fire-proof. 

_ Joshua Bates School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building containing eight rooms; stair- 
ease of wood, well placed in sheathed brick walls with 
sheathed wainscot and railing. Boiler-room practically fire- 
proof, with brick arches and iron beams. ‘The coal-room has 
ceiling of mill construction. 

Hyde School, Boston. (Class C-1.) 

_ A three-story brick building of fourteen rooms and hall; 
two well-placed iron staircases with wooden treads, in furred 
and sheathed walls of brick. Boiler-room is practically fire- 
proof. The coal-room is entirely outside the building. 

Tra Allen School, Boston. (Class G.) 

A two-story combination wood and brick school of four 
rooms; and wooden staircases badly placed. The exits open 
inwardly. Two of the rooms are in the brick portion and 
two in the wooden portion. The building is heated by 
furnaces in basement.» The timbers are exposed in cellar. 
One furnace is partially protected by sheet tin. The cost of 
putting proper fire-escape on building and properly cutting 
off basement and protecting ceiling ‘of same, together with 
change in exits to conform to the law, will cost about $350. 
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Day Chapel, Boston. (Class G.) 

A hired building-of wood, with four rooms, three of them 
occupied. Is warmed by an air-tight stove. The room is’ 
occupied by entering class of about thirty children. 

Hustis-street School, Boston. (Class A-1.) 

A two-story, six-room brick building, primary. It has 
two iron staircases, five feet in width, and cut off every — 
floor, and in basement by tinned doors, hung on spring’ 
hinges, surrounded by brick walls plastered directly on the’ 
brick. Boiler-room practically fire-proof, being wire-lathed: 
and plastered. Coal-room has mill-constructed ceiling. 

Dearborn School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story, fourteen-room end hall building. Has two 
staircases of wood in furred and sheathed brick walls. These 
staircases are fairly well placed. Dunn fire-escapes are on 
the building. | Boiler-room in basement plastered with ordi- 
nary wood lath and plaster ; ceiling without any protection and 
no cut-offs. To properly put this basement in condition 
would cost about $600, and an outside iron staircase would 
cost $450 more. 

Yeoman-street School, Boston. (Class C 

A three-story, French roof, twelve-room ‘brick building ; 
two wooden staircases, well placed in furred and sheathed 
brick walls. Boiler-room, under school-room, has wooden: 
lath and plastered ceiling. There are no cut-offs. Fuel- — 
room is in same condition. It will cost about $500 to put: 
the basement in proper condition, together with cut-offs. 
This building is provided with Dunn fire-escapes. 

Gleorge-stre eet School, Boston. (Class E.) : 

A three-story, six-room brick building, with two wooden 
staircases poorly placed in central hall. “Building i is warmed 
by three furnaces directly under stairs, with wooden lath and 
plastered ceiling. This ceiling over far naces is protected by 
tin. There are Dunn fire-escapes on the building. An out- 
side fire-escape should be placed on building, and will cost’ 
about $500, and to properly cut off basement and protect 
ceiling of boiler-room will cost about $350 more. 4 

Mt. Pleasant-avenue Se ‘hool, Boston. (Class H.) 

A two- -story wooden building containing two rooms, warmed 
by furnace in basement, with wooden lath and unplastered 
ceiling, wooden beams showing: The ceiling over boiler is 
protected by galvanized iron. To properly protect this base- 
ment would cost about $150. 8 

Floward-avenue School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story, six-room brick building. Boiler-room prac- 
tically fire-proof. There is a portable furnace placed in 
centre of cellar, under corridors, to give aid for ventilatiom 
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purposes, and without proper protection over the same. 
This furnace should be removed to boiler-room, and the ex- 
pense charged to ordinary repairs. 

A two-room, temporary wooden annex has been built in 
the yard of this school, and is occupied. It is warmed by» - 
air-tight stoves. 

Abby W. May School, Boston. (Class A-2.) 

A two-story, six-room brick building, with iron staircases 
well placed. Boiler-room fire-proof, and exits very good. 

Girls’ Normal School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story brick building, with French roof. Basement 
almost entirely above grade. There are two wooden stair- 
cases running from first floor. 

It also has from third floor to a finished part of the roof 
story another staircase of wood, about four feet six inches 
wide, with closet underneath on the third floor. This stair- 
way is the only means of exit from this drawing-room, lo- 
cated in the finished part of roof story. The flight is in one 
continuous run of twenty-five steps, and very faulty on ac- 
count of the length of this run. The boiler-room is practi- 
cally fire-proof, it is below basement level, and has ceiling of 
brick arches and iron beams. It should, however, he cut off 
by tinned doors from rest of basement. The building has 
no fire-escapes, and the stairs are not within easy access of 
all the rooms. fF ire-escapes should be placed on both ends 
of the building, and an easier flight of stairs constructed to 
fourth-story drawing-room. The cost of doing this work 
would he about $1,000. 

Hnglish High and Latin School, Boston. (Class A-2.) 

A three-story brick building, well constructed, and, in the 
main, fire-proof. Boiler-room is fire-proof and well cut off. 
Tinned doors will be the only requirement to completely 
isolate this section of the building. The building contains 
eight wide staircases of iron within brick walls, beside fire- 
escape in towers off toilet-rooms. Some of the exits, how- 
ever, are kept locked. 

Baldwin School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story, six-room brick building, with one double 
run of five-feet stairs. This building is warmed by furnaces. 
Smoke-pipes run from basement to roof, exposed to view, 
- for the purpose of heating halls. They are of cast-iron — 
and protected only at floors by soapstone border. This 
building should have tire-escape, which would probably cost 
$300, and the basement should be ceiled with wire lath 
and plastered, and properly cut off. This would cost about 
$300, —this expenditure, of course, provided the recom- 
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mendation of the Sanitary Commission condemning this 
building is not complied with. 

Cushman School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story, sixteen-room brick building, with two stair- 
cases of wood in furred and sheathed brick walls. Fire- 
proof boiler-room of iron beams and brick arches. The | 
remainder of basement ceiling is wooden lath and plaster. 
This building has the Dunn fire-escapes, with balconies at 
third and second stories, but none at the fourth story. It: 
has no tinned doors to cut off boiler-room. There are three 
bridges of iron connecting this building with the Hancock 
School building in the rear. 7 

Hancock School, Boston. (Class D.) j | 
A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building. 
There are two staircases, one of them of iron with wooden | 
treads on the end of school nearest bridge connection with 
the Cushman School, and the other of wood. These stair- 
cases are in furred walls. Dunn fire-escapes are on the — 
building. The bridges connecting with the Cushman School » 
should be dropped on two of the floors from window-height 
to level of floor in each building. It would also be well to 
put in additional staircase of iron in rear of this building. 
The cellar ceiling is of wooden-lath and plaster. The coal- 
room is in same compartment. ‘This entire cellar should be 
wire-lathed and suitable boiler-room constructed. The cost 
of doing this work in both the Cushman School and in this 
building would be in the neighborhood of $2,000. 

Hancock Annex. (Special.) 

This building is a tenement building, two rooms in the 
lower story of which have been taken for school purposes. 
The entrance to these rooms is gained by climbing an iron ~ 
stairway enclosed in a corrugated iron shell from the yard of 
the Hancock School. ‘The dimensions of the rooms are 
18 feet by 32 feet by 8 feet 8 inches high. The difference 
in grade between Hancock-school yard and floor of school- 
rooms is probably about seven feet. 

The surroundings of this temporary tenement school- 
house are very filthy. On the building are fire-escapes for 
the use of the tenants who live above the school-rooms. | 
The fire-escapes are littered with portable wash-tubs, old 
bottles, rubbish, and swill. These wash-tubs also serve as 
refrigerators. The balconies of the ftire-eseapes are used for 
the purpose of airing bedding, ete. When the second-floor 
haleony is so occupied as an airing-place for bed-clothes, the 
light for the school-rooms is almost entirely shut off. The 
water-closet for the tenements above is simply separated © 
from the children’s school-rcom by a wooden door tempo- 
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rarily: nailed up. There is a sink in each school-room 
trapped with .an ordinary S trap. Directly in the centre of 
_ the school-rooms under ceilings are waste and soil pipes run- 
ning from the upper stories of the building. These pipes 
ure exposed to view and are carried along ceiling of class- 
rooms to a column and boxed. Evidences of a recent leak 
in the soil-pipe is noticeable from discolorations on the 
ceiling. : 

In the interior of this “tenement school-house” are two 
light wells, which do not go down to the ground, but are cut 
off at the sill height of school-rooms by a roof. This roof is 
also a depository for swill, old clothes, and other refuse 
matter. On good authority it is learned that they have had 
two’ cases of diphtheria within the past week. From 
another source it is learned that one of the teachers was 
taken with diphtheria. These rooms are occupied by forty- 
three children, mostly of Italian and Jewish parentage. 
Their ages range from nine to fourteen years. As the medical 
records at City Hall are not open to inspection, a verifica- 
tion of the above cases of diphtheria could not be had. 

The place is totally unfit for the purpose it is occupied 
_for, and should be vacated immediately. 

Eliot School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building, with 
two flights of wooden stairs, in furred and sheared brick 
walls. Warmed by furnaces directly under corridor, with 
wooden lath and plastered ceiling. The smoke-pipes are, as 
in other schools already meutioned, used for corridor heat- 
ing purposes, and are exposed. It will cost about $900 to 
properly protect and cut off this cellar. 

Ware School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story brick building, containing four class-rooms 
and ward-room which is used for school purposes. The stairs 
are four feet wide. This building has a French roof, which 
is unoccupied. Building is warmed by furnaces, the room 
not being cut off and ceiling unprotected, the same being of 
wooden lath and plaster. The exits from this school open 
inwardly. In this school building also are the exposed 
smoke-pipes used to heat the corridors. 

- The cost to properly protect this building would be about 
$300. 

Freeman School, Boston. (Class D.) » 

A three-story brick building with six rooms. One stair- 
case, five feet wide. Two bricked-in furnaces. Ceiling over 
same improperly protected by tin. In this building the 
smoke-pipes run throughout the building and serve as heat- 
ers for corridors. Dunn fire-escapes are on the building. 
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An adequate fire-escape would cost about $350, and to prop-: 
erly protect the building would cost about $200. 

Pormort School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story brick building of six rooms. One staircase 
about six feet wide in sheathed and furred brick walls ; 
sheathed railing also. The coal-room in the basement is 
wooden lathed. The furnace is in basement in room ceiled 
with brick arches and iron beams. Another means of exit 
would be necessary in case fire cut off the one stairway. 
To, provide this means would cost about $250, and to prop- 
erly protect furnace-room would cost about $100. 

Quincy School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building. 
Has two wooden staircases well arranged. The wardrobes in 
this building are without light. The building is heated by 
furnaces in basement with wooden lath and plastered ceiling 
over. Smoke-pipes used to heat corridors. There is no 
proper protection over boiler incellar. The cost to properly 
cut off and protect cellar in this building would cost about 
$500. This building would be classed as C if wardrobes 
were lighted from outside. 

Tyler-street School,, Boston. (Class D.) ; 

A three-story brick building with six rooms. One wooden 
staircase about three feet six inches wide. ‘This building is . 
warmed by furnaces improperly protected. Another stair-- 
case is a necessity and would cost about $250. To properly 
protect cellar would cost $250 additional. 

Franklin School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story brick building with fourteen rooms and 
hall. There are two staircases. of wood within furred and 
sheathed brick walls. The boilers are located in open base- 
ment directly under corridor, with ceiling over of wooden 
lath and plaster unprotected. To properly protect basement. 
ceiling would cost about $500. 

Groton-street School, Boston. (Class D.) 

This building is divided into six rooms and is three stories 
in height, of brick. But four of the rooms are occupied. 
There is one staircase of wood about three feet wide. Fur- 
naces are located in the basement without proper protection 
to the wood lath and plastered ceiling over the same. To 
properly protect this building and put on fire-escapes would 
cost about $500. 

Quincy-street School, Boston. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building with eight rooms, and with 
two flights of wooden stairs in furred and sheathed brick 
walls. The boiler-room is located in basement and has ceil- 
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ing over same of iron, beams with corrugated iron sprung in 
between and concreted over. 

tice Training School, Boston. (Class D 

A fourteen-room and hall, three-story brick building, with 
three wooden staircases in furred and sheathed: brick walls. 
The boiler-room has wooden lath and plastered ceiling unpro- 
tected. To properly cut off the basement and protect the 
same will cost about $700. 

Appleton-street ‘School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story, twelve-room brick building, with two 
flights of wooden stairs, one running from basement to upper 
floor , and the other stopping at second story. No fire-escapes 
on this building, but are necessary. Boiler-room is located 
under school-room, with wooden lath and plastered ceiling 
over same, and no protection. Boiler is insufficiently jack- 
eted. To properly protect the boiler-room and ceiling of cellar 
with cut-offs, together with necessary fire-escapes, would cost 
about $1,000. 

Fayette-street School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story brick building, containing six rooms. There 
Is one staircase of wood, double run, about four feet in 
width, enclosed in furred and sheathed brick walls. The 
furnace-room is located in basement, directly under corridor, 
with wooden-lath ceiling over furnace, the same being unpro- 
tected. Fuel-room is practically tire-proof. The smoke- 
pipes are exposed in this building, and serve for heating 
corridors. To properly protect ceiling in furnace-room, and 
provide cut-off doors and fire-escapes would cost about $500. 

ftutland-street School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A three-story brick building, with six rooms. ‘Two stair- 
cases of wood, three feet six inches wide, in sheathed and 
furred brick walls. Boiler-room is in open basement, un- 
protected. Wooden lath and plastered ceiling over the 
same, with the wooden laths exposed. To properly protect 
and cut off this basement would cost about $300. 

Pierpont School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A two-story brick building, containing two class-rooms 
and a kindergarten. It has two flights of wooden stairs 
about three feet wide, in furred and sheathed brick walls, 
fairly well placed. This building is warmed by furnaces 
improperly protected, the ceiling over, which is of wooden 
Jath and plaster. A fire-escape on this building is a neces- 
sity, and will cost about $175. ‘To properly protect cellar 
will cost an additional $250. 

Ingraham School, Boston. (Class I.) 

A three-story brick building, containing three rooms. 
The furnaces are in cellar, under the school-room, improp-. 
erly protected by wooden lath and plastered ceiling. There 
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are two wooden staircases, not readily accessible. On the 
outside of the building is a fire-escape, enclosed in a corru- 
gated iron shell. This building is improperly lighted, and 
is unfit for school purposes. 

Way-street School, Boston. (Class I.) 

A three-story brick building, containing three .rooms. 
There is one narrow staircase, placed in one corner of the 
building. There are no fire-escapes. The building is 
warmed by furnaces directly. under school-room. The 
cellar ceiling is sheathed with boards. This building is also 
unfit for school purposes. 

Waitt School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A. two-story brick building, containing eight rooms. 
There are two wooden staircases; in sheathed and furred 
brick walls. Warmed by furnace located in basement, under 
school-room, without protection, the ceiling being of wooden 
lath and plaster. In some places the plaster has fallen off. 
The coal-room is almost entirely outside the building. To 
properly cut off the basement would cost about $500. 

Genesee-street School, Boston. (Class A-1.) 

A three-story, nine-room brick building, practically com- 
pleted. This building has two iron staircases, in plastered 
brick walls. Cut off at every floor and in basement by 
tinned doors hung on spring hinges. Boiler and fuel rooms 
are practically fire-proof, 

Brimmer. School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building. 
Two wooden staircases in studded walls. The boilers are 
located in basement. During January, 1895, this boiler 
was overhauled, and the asbestos jacket. which was taken off 
was never replaced. This causes excessive heat to reach the 
wooden lath and plaster ceiling directly over the boiler, 
the same not being protected in any way. Wooden beams 
are exposed. There are Dunn fire-escapes on the building. 
But one staircase serves the upper floor, containing hall and 
two class-rooms. This building should have efficient fire- 
escapes, and the cellar should be cut off and properly pro- 
tected. The cost of this work would be about $1,200. 

Winthrop School, Boston. (Class C.) 

A four-story, fourteen-room and hall brick building, 
with two staircases of wood in furred and sheathed brick 
walls. There are no wardrobes in this building, the chil- 


dren hanging their clothing in the halls. The building is - 


heated by furnaces in basement. The smoke-pipes are used 
in this building for heating corridors, and run up through 
the building, exposed and protected only at floors. A 
teachers’ water-closet is under the stairs. The building is 


———— 
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connected to adjoining business block by bridge from third 
story. This building was on fire the early part of this year, 
caused by an overheated furnace. The damage done at this 
time has been improperly repaired, and no intelligent precau- 
tion has been taken to prevent a repetition of the fire. The 
space over the furnace has been relathed with wooden laths 
and plastered. The hot-air pipes running throughout the 
building have simply had their casings removed and are now 
exposed to view. To properly cut off this basement and 
wire-lath and plaster the ceiling would cost in the vicinity of 
$500. 

This building is the poorest in Class C on account of the 
lack of wardrobes. A basement-room could be fitted for this 
purpose. . 

West Concord-street Primary School, Boston. (Class D.) 

A. three-story brick building containing twelve rooms. 
There are two wooden staircases from the first to second 
floors and one from the second to the third floor. The boiler 
is located in basement with ceiling over fire-pot end of boiler 
protected by iron and brick. ‘The remainder of the ceiling 
is wooden lathed and plastered. The building should have 
suitable fire-escape, which would cost about $300, and the 
ceiling of the cellar should be cut off and properly pro- 
tected, the cost of the same to be about $400. 

Bowdoin Grammar School, Boston. (Class A-1.) 

A partially completed and occupied three-story brick 
building. When completed the building will contain sixteen 
rooms and hall. 

FHlorace Mann School. (Class A-2.) 

A three-story brick building containing sixteen rooms. 
Boiler-room fire-proof. There are two iron staircases_ 
arranged in centre of building. ‘The boiler-room is fire- 
proof. | 

Prince Primary. (Class A-2.) 

A two-story brick building containing eight rooms. It 
has two wide staircases of iron well arranged. Building 
heated by Fuller-Warren system of furnaces. 

Prince Grammar School. (Class B-1.) 

A two-story brick building containing twelve rooms and 
hall. There are three staircases of wood well placed. 
There is an abundant means of exit. Boiler-room fire- 
proof. 

Mechanic Aris High School. (Class A-2.) 

A three-story brick building arranged for trade-school 
purposes. Mill constructed. There are two iron staircases 
readily accessible from all rooms. Boiler-room is practically 
fire-proof; ceiling of mill construction, wire-lathed. 
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In the detailed list above, temporary school-houses are 
classified as annexes to the school-houses on the lots of 
which they are built, although in the list of school-houses 
visited, these as well as buildings hired for school purposes 
are given a number as an independent building. This will 
account for the difference between the number of schools 
visited, as shown on the list of schools visited, and the 
number enumerated in the summary following.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The committee recommend the immediate removal of the 
Dunn fire-escapes. ‘There should be built instead stairs with 
railings connecting the balconies. The stairs should run to 
the eround. Position of new fire-escapes should be approved 
before putting in place, as lack of judgment is often seen in 
the present arrangement. 

The constr action of balconies and stairs should be of iron, 
but the treads of stairs and floors of balconies should be of 
14 inch thick strips of hard pine, stained black, so that the 
snow and ice will melt at once. Iron treads and floors are 
not only an utterly useless precaution against fire, but are 
absolutely dangerous in winter by holding the ice and snow 
and keeping them continually slippery. When a fire is such 
as to endanger the wooden ‘floors of a fire-e escape, whether 
that floor be of wood or iron, exit must be found in some 
other direction. There is no more absurd ruling in our 
Building Laws than that requiring iron floors to fire-escapes. 

All existing lightning-rods and connections should be 
either put in thorough condition or removed. 

No recommendations are offered in regard to condition of 
heating-apparatus, as the matter has been fully considered in 
the former report of your committee. For the immediate 
safety of the most dangerous cases the Building Commis- 


sioner has power to order remedies. These are conditions 


that never should have been allowed.

Drar Sir: The order from the Board of Aldermen re- 
_ questing the Board of Health to examine into and report the 
sanitary condition of the school buildings in the Bennett 
District, Brighton, has been received, the school-houses 
examined, and the Board of Health respectfully reports as 
follows : 
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Faneuit Prrwary ScHooLt, Hopart STREET, BRIGHTON. 


Ventilation: Old-fashioned shafts, never used. Over- - 


flow vault discharges into cesspool in front of premises. 


Vault is filthy, offensive, and defective ; has been in use nine. 


years and has never been cleaned out. Cesspool, at times, 
has overflowed, but has never been cleaned: sinks and urinal 
also discharge into vault. Thirty-four pupils; not over- 
crowded. No sewer in street. 


Winsuie Scnoot, Dieuron Puiacr, Brienton. 


Ventilation poor. Old-fashioned shafts of no use. Offen- 
sive flush vaults at either side of building, and are practically 
inside of building. Windows from class-rooms open into 
sheds in which they are located. The rain conductors from 
these sheds discharge into the vaults and are not trapped. 
The top of shed, where the rain condictors are located, is 
on a line with the windows in the upper rooms. 

This school is over¢rowded, one room having 74 pupils. 
It contains 9,450 cubic feet, being a little less than 128 
cubic feet to each pupil. Sinks dischar ge into a cesspool at 
rear. Vault discharges into sewer. Ashes and rubbish in 
cellar. 


NEw Oak—-SQuaRE Primary ScHOOL, Oak SQUARE, 
BRIGHTON. 


This school is now in a fair sanitary condition, as the 
cremation system has been taken out, the Mott automatic 
flush closets substituted, and premises connected with sewer 
in street. 


BENNETT ScHOOL ANNEX, CHESTNUT HILL AVENUE, 
BRIGHTON. 


Ventilation: Old-fashioned shafts appear to be of little 
use. 

Flush vault in basement, used by the girls and teachers, 
discharges into overflow vatilt in yard of Bennett School ;

This vault is defective, as it “does not retain water 
unless it has a constant supply.

RELATIVE TO 


LOCATING A NEW FERRY LANDING FOR THE 
EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


In order to carry out the provisions of chapter 435 of 
the Acts of the year 1895, entitled “An Act relative to the 
Establishment of a new Ferry Landing in the City of 
Boston,” and in pursuance of an order passed, January 20, 
1896, authorizing the committee to consider the advisability 
of locating and maintaining a new ferry landing in East 
Boston in connection with a new landing on the Boston side 
at Rowe’s wharf, the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
on Streets and Sewers (Ferry Division), who have given 
the subject considerable attention, respectfully submit the 
following 
: REPORT. 


The people of East Boston have beea asking for better 
transit facilities for years, and the various city governments 
have had under consideration at different times the construc- 
tion of bridges and tunnels, but no definite conclusions were 
arrived at, and the-citizens of East Boston, while paying 
their proportion for improved transit facilities in the city 
proper and its suburbs, have had to content themselves with 
the same ferry accommodatians that have been in operation 
for the last twenty-five years, with no improvement during 
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that time. The volume of travel has so increased that the 
present ferries are totally inadequate to accommodate the 
ereat demands of to-day, and last year the Legislature, 
recognizing the justice of Kast Boston’s request, passed an 
act authorizing the city to establish a new ferry landing for 
. the accommodation of the East Boston citizens, at some 
point in Boston proper north of the southern boundary of 
Fort Hill wharf; and your committee, realizing the 1m- 
portance of the subject, have utilized every source of in- 
formation available in order that the city may be enabled to 
improve the transit between the city proper and East Boston 
in such manner as to obtain the best results for the citizens 
generally. 

When we consider that transit facilities are in process of 
construction in the city proper that will cost from seven to 
ten millions of dollars, and others in contemplation that will 
necessitate an expenditure of three millions of dollars addi- 
tional, and that while the citizens of East Boston will have 
to pay about ten per cent. of this amount, they will receive 
no material benefit, it is only reasonable and fair that they 
should receive every assistance to enable them to avail them- 
selves of the means afforded by the Legislature to improve 
the ferry accommodations. : 

The committee have carefully examined the ferry systems 
of New York and Philadelphia, taking into consideration the 
requirements of the service, size of boats, and necessary yearly 
outlay for repairs, and have given two public hearings. Some 
of the remonstrants laid great stress on the fact that the 
Ferry Department had cost the city some $80,000 a year to 
maintain, in excess of its revenue. Why, one avenue in the 
city proper has cost the city yearly for the past ten years 
twice that sum for construction, and for the past seventy- 
three years the average expenditure yearly for street widen- 
ings and changes, exclusive of construction and maintenance, 
has been $540,541.21, or a total of $39,459,508.73, the 
material benefit of which for transit facilities is an open 
question ; and your committee are of the opinion that they 
are not in error in claiming that the citizens of East Boston, 
who have paid ten per cent. of these expenditures, have re- 
ceived no benefit whatever, and that their request, which 
necessity demands, is entitled to fayorable consideration. 

The committee are of the opinion that in the establishing 
of a new ferry landing, the very best features that modern 
service has demonstrated should be secured in slips, boats, 
and head-houses. The system operated by the Hoboken 
Ferry Company is, to the minds of the committee, the best 
adapted to the East Boston ferry, the location of the-land- 
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ings and the routes travelled over being not unlike those of 
the East Boston Ferry Department. The company has a 
water frontage in Hoboken of 375 feet, of which 325 feet 
are utilized by the head-houses and slips, from which passen- 
gers are conveyed to the Barclay-street and Christopher- 
street ferry landings in New York. These ferry landings 
are about the same distance apartas the North Ferry, Boston 
side, and the proposed new landing. 

The slips of the Hoboken ferry are constructed on a plan 
that commends itself to your committee. The entrances to 
the slips are 120 feet wide, narrowing down to the exact 
width of the bow of the boat, thereby securing greater safety 
to passengers and teams as well as protection to the boats. 
The slips are from fifty to seventy feet longer than the boats, 
thus avoiding the action of the current in entering the slip. 
The boats of this company are twice the size of the East 
Boston ferry-boats, some of them being provided with upper 
decks and having a seating capacity of five hundred and 
ninety. 

The course travelied by these boats is not unlike that of 
the East Boston ferry-boats. The route is diagonally across 
the river. The Barclay-street ferry-boat crosses the lines 
of the other ferries diagonally, as well as of every transatlan- 
tic steamer except the American line, also the lines of all the 
Sound steamers and numerous excursion steamers ; and your 
committee will be pardoned for venturing the assertion that 
the traffic of transatlantic, Sound, and excursion steamers is 
ona greater scale of magnitude in,the North river than in 
Boston harbor, and in no way does the travel of the ferry- 
boats interfere with other steamers ; and it is also a fact that 
the percentage of accidents in the North river is less than in 
any other navigable river in the world, and it is fair to pre- 
sume that the apprehension of interference in Boston harbor 
with the travel of excursion steamers is without foundation. 

The boats are of steel, with propellers instead of paddle- 
wheels, thus obviating the swash generated by paddle- wheel 
boats when entering the slips. Their construction is the re- 
sult of years of experience by competent men, and they have 
the best ferry-boats in operation in this country. They are 
safer than the side-wheelers, and have demonstrated their 
superiority commercially and practically. This company 
carried 27,000,000 passengers last year, without in any way 
interfering with the ocean or excursion steamers. 

The demands for increased accommodations in the Ferry 
Department are imperative, and prudence dictates that an 
additional landing should be secured in such location as not 
only to meet the wants of the present, but to anticipate the 
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demands of the future. The completion of the subway and 
the consummation of the new Union Station may accomplish 
for a time the motive that prompts them, — the retention of 
business in the present somewhat crowded business section ; 
but the future growth of Boston will perforce compel an 
extension of business south and,west, and the new ferry 
landing should be located as far south as possible. The 
wharves south of Rowe’s wharf have not sufficient depth to 
admit of the construction of slips suitable for a ferry land- 
ing. The slips, in order to be convenient for the purpose, 
must be longer than the boats. Such slips will remove 
many of the “objections now raised against a ferry landing 
near Rowe’s wharf. 

The longest ferry-boat now in use, the “ rhe O’Brien,” 
is about 180 feet long. The present slip is 200 feet long ; 
the drop, including the supplementary, is 117 feet, and from 
the head of the drop to the street line is 30 feet, and the 
total length of the ferry landing from the street line to the 
Harbor Commissioners’ line is about 350 feet, with a water 
frontage of 125 feet. 

The new landing, in order to meet the ferry requirements, 
should be about 400 feet from the street line to the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line; this establishes the fact that the new 
ferry landing could not be located south of Rowe’s wharf, as 
the distance from the street line to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line, at the Bangor Steamship line, is about 300 feet, 
and narrows down from this point to the Fort Hill wharf. 
3elieving that some recommendations as to the kind of boats 
to be used might properly be made at this time, your com- 
mittee, after a thorough and personal investigation of the 
different kinds of ferr y-boats 3 inuse, feel warranted in stating 
that, in order to obtain the very best practical and commer- 
cal results, they are of the opinion that a double screw ferry- 
boat of the type of the “Hamburg” and “ Bremen” of the 
Hoboken Ferry Company seems to combine the latest and 
best features that long-continued service has demonstrated to 
be requisite. These boats are 222 feet long over all, 62 feet 
over guards, and 35 feet beam on water line. The als are 
of steel, and depend on longitudinal bulkheads of steel each 
side of the machinery, to secure longitudinal stiffness to pre- 
vent springing of the hull and vibration of the upper works. 

These boats are double-decked, and have an upper saloon 
35 feet wide by 10 feet high. A promenade hood extends 
around the upper saloon, butting against the pilot-house, 
ceiving the whole a pleasing appearance. The lower aladhe 
have a height of 13 feet, anda double stairway leads from 
ach lower saloon to the upper one. 
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The engines are double compound, 20-inch and 30-inch 
diameter by 28-inch stroke, working at 125 pounds steam 
pressure. 

There are two horizontal boilers of the gun-boat type, 9 
feet 1 inch in diameter by 21 feet long. 

The cranks in each engine are set opposite each other, 
and when the engines are coupled the centre line of cranks 
in one engine will be at right angles to that of the other. 

This arrangement of engines and cranks gives the 
smoothest possible running engine, and causes the least 
possible friction wear on “the main bearings. One high- 
pressure cylinder is always receiving steam “at. boiler pres- 
sure, so that the engines will always instantly reverse when 
going ahead or backing. ‘The pumps are all independent. 
The air and circulating pumps are of the Blake type, driven 
by compound steam cylinders. This type of boat in the 
Hoboken ferry has proved to be the most economical and 
profitable boat to run, has the largest passenger capacity, 
and is the easiest and most quickly handled. These are the 
only boats that can be successfully run through the ice. 

Accepting this as the best type of boat, the conclusion 
then is that for the East Boston ferries we should have boats 
of the double-screw type about 165 feet long and 57 feet 
beam, with double compound engines about 15 inches and 
30 inches diameter, cylinders by 20 inches or 22 inches 
stroke, independent combined air and circulating pump 
driven by compound steam cylinders, independent duplex 
feed pump controlled by float in filter-box hot well, inde- 
pendent fire and bilge pump, and independent pump giving 
artificial circulation in the boiler to keep an even tempera- 
ture in top and bottom of the boilers, and two boilers of 
the gun-boat type. 

As the ferry-boat “ast Boston” is only 165 feet long 
against 222 feet of the Hoboken boats, and as all of the 
larger boats depend on the longitudinal steel bulkheads for 
strength, a wooden hull using the same steel bulkheads 
would seem to be the best for our purpose. The wooden hull 
is cheaper in first cost, and does not require the yearly out- 
lay of a steel hull to keep the bottom painted and protected. 
The steel hull should be hauled out on the railway or dry 
dock once in six months to be cleaned and painted with an 
anti-corrosive and an anti-fouling paint, while a wooden hull, 
especially if coppered, requires hauling out only once in 
three or four years. A steel bull, if not frequently hauled 
out and protecte sal , rapidly wastes away, as was shown in the 
case of the city fireboat “Flanders,” which was such a con- 
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tinual source of trouble in this direction, that on the new 
fireboats the city adopted the wooden bulls. 

The boat “City of Chelsea,” of the Winnisimmet Ferry 
Company, has an iron hull, and this company when building 
their new boats “ City of ‘Boston ” and “ City of Malden” 
built wooden hulls. 

The objection is frequently raised to wooden hulls that 
the long shaft is liable to get out of line. ‘This is an imagi- 

nary tr ouble, as will be proved by ferry-boat “ Kast Boston.” 
In this boat, in anticipation of the above, two flexible coup- 
lings were used which would allow the shaft to go 4 inch or 
more out of line without straining the shafts or causing 
undue friction. 

The “East Boston” has truss frames of wood, which are 
continually shrinking endwise, so that they are almost use- 
less for the purpose intended ; ‘but a steel longitudinal bulk- 
head or a truss frame of steel beams would furnish the 
necessary strength to prevent vibration of the hull. 

The finish and ornamentation of the cabins in the New 
York boats and the upper-deck saloon and promenade are 
attractive features which it would be well to incorporate in 
our new boats. 

Electric lights would of course be used throughout the 
boat. 

A steam steerer has been used on the East Boston ferry- 
boats, but given up as it was noisy, and boats of this size 
are easily handled by hand, especially as there are always 
two men in the pilot-house. 

In the opinion of your committee the Rowe’s whart 
property is the most available for the new ferry landing. 
It has a water frontage of 250 feet and is 400 feet from the 
street line to the Harbor Commissioners’ line. ‘This would 
allow for the construction of three slips provided with 
improved racks, also suitable drops and supplementaries 
and a head-house. 

Your committee are also of the opinion that the ferries on 
the East Boston side should be consolidated on a plan some- 
what similar to that of the Hoboken Ferry Company’s in 
Hoboken, with one generous avenue to the entrance to the 
ferry. This would admit of track locations to enable the 
street cars to run continuously, and thus avoid the difficulties 
now encountered by the system of street-car service in 
operation at the North Ferry. This, of course, would cost 
more than the sum mentioned in the act, but the sale of the 
property abandoned would, in the opinion of the committee, 
amply provide for this additional cost. 

The dilapidated condition of the ferry property on the

East Boston side, South Ferry, is certainly a disgrace to the 
city of Boston, and to put it in any sort of serviceable con- 
dition would necessitate a large expenditure of money ; but 
it occurs to your committee that any expenditures that are 
to be made for the improvement of the ferry service should 
be so made as to place the Ferry Department in keeping with 
the demands of modern improvements, and the consolidation 
of the ferries in East Boston would certainly be a move in 
this direction. Captain Woolsey, of the Hoboken Ferry Com- 
pany, who was in Boston last week and inspected the ferries, 
strongly indorsed the position of the committee on this 
question, and it certainly must commend itself to any person 
who has given the subject any attention. 

Your committee are also of the opinion that the location 
of the new ferry landing in Boston as near the business sec- 
tion as possible will meet the approval of all fair-minded 
and public-spirited citizens, and your committee therefore 
recommend the establishing of the new ferry landing in 
Boston at some point to be selected later between the Boston 
& Bangor Steamship Company’s wharf and Long wharf, 
inclusive, the consolidation of the ferries in East Boston, 
and the use of propellers instead of side-wheelers in the new 
boats, and accordingly recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying orders.

MARSH LANDS, WARD 15. 


In Common Covncit, May 14, 1896. 
The special committee of the Common Council on Marsh 
Lands in Ward 15, having considered the subject, respect- 
fully submit the following report : 


Your committee have carefully inspected the several par- 
cels of land where the nuisances exist, and with the valuable 
aid of the Board of Health are prepared to abate in a great 
measure the existing nuisance, for the benefit of the citizens 
of Ward 15. For many years the citizens and taxpayers of 
this ward have repeatedly protested against the offensive 
odors arising from stagnant water remaining on these vacant 
lands, and many cases of diphtheria were reported in the 
neighborhood, which were readily traceable to the condition 
of these premises. The committee made several visits and 
received reports from the inspectors connected with the 
Board of Health. These reports are herewith submitted. 

Blake street, rear 64 and 66 Boston street. —'There are a 
few depressions where water stands after a rain and soon 
becomes offensive. A little fillmg will abate the nuisance. 
The lot has a drain and is not affected by tide-water. 

Vacant lot between 14 and 28 Rawson street. — The water 
is standing in a few depressions. Very little filling will 
abate the nuisance. Offensive odors are readily noticed. 
The lot is drained and is not affected by tide-water. 
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Vacant lot between Vale, Ninth, Mercer, and Dorchester 
streets. —This is a large lot of low marshy land, partially 
covered the year round by water, which in warm weather 
becomes very offensive. The lot should be filled and drained. 
Considerable filling will be required, as the land is so spongy 
that it will settle at least three or four inches. 

Vacant land rear of 317 to 835 Eighth street. — Stagnant 
and offensive water on lot, and needs filling and draining. 

Vacant land between Dorset, Bellflower, and Boston streets. 
— This land was filled last year by order of the Board of 
Health and is now in good condition. ‘There is a drain to 
sewer in Boston street. 

Land between Hyde and Kemp streets, Dorchester avenue, 
and tracks of N. Y.; N.H., & H. R.R.—Thisis a tract of low 
marshy land divided by Washington avenue into two sections. 
There are a few houses on Kemp street and Dorchester 
avenue, all of which are connected with the sewer. The 
section between Washington avenue and the railroad at a 
high course of tide is covered with water. There are many 
holes and depressions where water remains and in warm 
weather becomes offensive. The section between Washing- 
ton avenue and Dorchester avenue does not appear to be 
affected by the tide, but is wet. in places. The only way 
the nuisance can be abated is by filling, and it will take about 
twenty inches to fill properly. This refers to the section 
between Washington avenue and the railroad tracks. 

In summary your committee beg leave to report that the 
Board of Health will undertake to procure the filling of 
these Jots by the owners as far as they can under the law 
covering such cases, and your committee therefore submit 
the accompanying order.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER ELEVEN OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


Chapter eleven of the Revised Ordinances of 1892 is 
hereby amended by inserting a new section, to be section 4 
of said chapter, as follows, and renumbering section five : 


Section 4. Said collector, upon the application of any 
person interested in any parcel of real estate and the tender 
of a fee of twenty-five cents, shall certify in writing whether 
or not there are any claims of the city for taxes, assessments, 
or otherwise against said estate, or any part thereof, in his 
office for collection, and if there are any such claims, shall 
certify the nature and amount thereof.

determine this question, but owing to the standing of the 
petitioners, the committee deemed it proper to give them a 
hearing, and the importance of the testimony from eminent 
professional men induced the committee to have the same 
printed, which 1s appended to this report. 

Six hearings were given, lasting from three to four hours 
each, beginning on February 26 and ending on March 25, 
at which the petitioners endeavored to prove by the testi- 
mony of members of the medical profession that the con- 
tinuance of the Home in its present location is a menace to 
public health, and to the health of the neighborhood, and by 
the testimony of the real-estate owners, that it is an injury 
to adjoining property. 

In considering the medical testimony, your committee 
realize the difficulty under which they labor, and are fully 
conscious of their liability as laymen to err, as well as the 
criticism to which they expose themselves for presuming an 
opinion on the testimony given by the medical experts who 
testitied before the committee. 

The religious policy of the Home having been offered by 
some of the witnesses for the petition, among other reasons, 
why the Home should be removed, the committee are very 
positive that the religious tendency of the institution must 
be totally disregarded in determining whether or not the 
Cullis Home for Consumptives shall be further maintained 
at its present location. While the committee would much 
prefer to see the charity of Schiller control the policy of the 
Home, they must admit that the religious persuasion of the 
founder and the veligious policy of the trustees are sacred 
rights which must be respected and tolerated, and under no 
circumstances be allowed to enter directly or indirectly into 
the consideration of the question before the Board. 

The testimony of the medical experts that consumption is 
un infectious disease, and has been so acknowledged by the 
medical fraternity for the past fourteen years, your com- 
mittee have no intention of questioning, but the extraor- 
dinary methods of disseminating the consumption bacilli, 
according to the evidence of the medical experts who testified 
at the he: arings, justifies the committee in the conclusion 
that they must be exaggerated, else the Board of Health of 
the city of Boston, as well as those of other cities in the 
Commonwealth, have been derelict in their duty in not 
having before this established some regulations to’ prevent 
the wholesale slaughter wrought by the ‘consumption bacilli. 
The testimony of one of the medical experts In answer to 
u member of the committee, that he favored the location of 
a home for consumptives where the soil would be sandy or 
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gravelly, so that the germs would pass with the water 
through the soil, is hardly in accord with the opinion of Dr. 
Koch and other eminent bacteriologists, who have demon- 
strated that the bacillus of tuberculosis yields to the rays of 
the sun, and that two or three hours’ exposure to the sun 
results in complete destruction of the vitality of the germ. 
If the testimony of this physician concerning the longevity 
and activity of the bacillus of tuberculosis is correct, then 
your committee, laymen as they are, hazard the statement 
that he is in error in recommending the planting of that 
germ in soil out of reach of the sun, ‘which will result only 
in focussing the disease for future use. 

Since the beginning of the hearings some very important 
discoveries have been made in the medical world which will 
tend to reduce the disease of consumption in a greater 
degree than has been or can be accomplished in that of 
diphtheria. According to the testimony of medical experts, 
as eminent as any who have testified at the hearings, it has 
been demonstrated by actual experiment that application of 
the Roentgen or X rays to the human body destroys the 
activity of the germ of tuberculosis. In the opinion of your 
committee this discovery will entirely remove the objections 
to the Home from a medical standpoint that do not exist in 
the imagination. Admitting that consumption is, according 
to the medical testimony, a very serious menace to public 
health, the presumption is a fair one that the Board of Health 
must assume some supervision of homes for consumptives, 
and see that proper quarantine regulations are adopted and 
enforced; and in the communication from the Board of 
Health, dated December 16, 1895, they express the opinion 
that, with proper regulations, no danger to any one could 
arise from the presence of the hospital on its grounds, and 
your committee are, therefore, of the opinion that all danger 
from the consumption bacillus can be eliminated with proper 
quarantine regulations. Your committee thought it advis- 
able to incorporate in the report the following information 
from the Health Department, New York, as it seems to 
fortify the position taken by the Board of Health of the city 
of Boston on the subject : 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, No. 301 Morr STREET, 
New York, February 13, 1894. 


Consumption is a disease which can be taken from others, and is not 
simply caused by colds. A cold may make it easier to take the disease. 
It is usually caused by germs which enter the body with the air 
breathed. ‘The matter which consumptives cough or spit up contains 
these germs in great numbers — frequently millions are dischar ved in 
a single day. This matter, spit upon the floor, wall, or elsewhere, is 
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apt to dry, become pulverized, and float in the air as dust. The dust 
contains the germs, and thus they enter the body with the air breathed. 
The breath of a consumptive does not contain the germs and will not 
produce the disease. A well person catcbes the disease from a con- 
sumptive only in some way taking in the matter coughed up by the 
conswnptive. 

Consumption can often be cured if its nature is recognized early and 
proper means taken for its treatment. In a majority of cases it-is not a 
fata] disease. 

It is not dangerous for other persons to live with a consumptive, if 
the matter coughed up by the consumptive is at once destroyed. This 
matter should not be spit upon the floor, carpet, stove, wall, or street, 
or anywhere except into a cup kept for that purpose. The cup should 
contain water, so that the matter may not dry, and should be emptied 
into the closet at least twice a day and carefully washed with hot water. 
Great care.should be taken by a consumptive that his hands, face, and 


clothing do not become soiled with the matter coughed up. If they do: 


become soiled they should be at once washed with hot soap and water. 
When consumptives are away from home, the matter coughed up may 
be received on cloths, which should be at once burned on returning 
home. If handkerchiefs are used (worthless cloths which can be burned 
are far better) they should be boiled in water by themselves before 
being washed. 

It is better for a consumptive to sleep alone, and his bed-clothing and 
personal clothing should be boiled and washed separately from the 
clothing belonging to other people. 

Whenever a person is thought to be suffering from consumption, the 
name and address should bé sent at once to the Health Department, on 
a postal card, with a statement of this fact. A medical inspector from 
the Health Department will then call and examine the person to see if 
he has consumption, providing he has no physician, and, if necessary, 
will give proper directions to prevent others from catching the disease. 

Frequently a person suffering from consumption may not only do his 
usual work without giving the disease to others, but may also get well, 
if the matter coughed up is properly destroyed. 

Rooms that have been occupied by consumptives should be thoroughly 
cleaned, scrubbed, whitewashed, painted, or papered, before they are 
again occupied. Carpets, rugs, bedding, ete., fram rvoms which have 
been occupied by consumptives, should be disinfected. The Health 
Department should be notified, when they will be sent for, disinfected 
and returned to the owner free of char ge, or, if he so desires, they will 
be destroyed.

In regard to the effect that the Consumptives’ Home prop- 
erty has on adjoining property, no evidence was submitted 
to substantiate the declaration in the petition that it depre- 
ciates the value of real estate in the neighborhood. The 
history of real estate in that neighborhood, since the estab- 
lishment of the Home, contains a very different story con- 
cerning the values of property in the neighborhood, and 
xhows.a steady increase in values during the period that the 
Home has been maintained in its present location. And, 
indeed, it is an open question whether or not it retards the 
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appreciation of property in the neighborhood, but it is 
possible that it may slightly adjoining estates. But the fact 
must not be lost sight of that Dr. Cullis established his Honie 
for Consumptives some twenty-five years ago, and it is fair 
to credit him with having selected the present spot on account 
of its isolated position at that time, for to any person ac- 
quainted with the neighborhood twenty-five years ago it will 
be recollected as a place sparsely settled,.and as much of a 
country place then as any of the places suggested by the 
petitioners to-day. And the particular location selected at 
that time, at the junction of two main avenues, justifies the 
belief that it was a proper respect for the feelings of others 
that prompted the doctor in the selection of the site. At 
that time no one ever dreamed that such rapid strides would 
be made in the development of property in this section in 
twenty years, and when we consider that Dr. Cullis was to 
a certain extent the pioneer settler in this locality, and that a 
large majority of those petitioning for the removal of the 
Home have located in that vicinity since its establishment, 
your committee respectfully submit that the trustees of the 
Home founded by Dr. Cullis have certain rights that are en- 
titled to respect, and that to order the removal of the Home 
because it may possibly retard the appreciation of real estate 
adjoining, would be neither fair nor just. 

The policy of the city concerning the hospitals under its 
control must also be taken into consideration in determining 
the question. 

The City Hospital, which is maintained by the city, has 
been treating for a number of years patients aftlicted with 
infectious and contagious diseases, and in 1892 began con- 
structing on Massachusetts avenue, adjacent to the Hospital 
proper, seven buildings for the treatment of contagious dis- 
eases exclusively. These buildings were completed Sep- 
tember 1, 1895, and from then up to the present time, a 
period of eight months, 1,920 cases of contagious diseases 
were treated in this department. 

In 1891, 517 cases of contagious diseases were treated in 
the Hospital proper. 

In 1892-1893, 825 cases. 

In 1893-1894, 951 cases. 

In 1894-1895, 1,233 cases. 

And these buildings are maintained by municipal authority 
in the very heart of the city. 

It is also a fact that persons afflicted with consumption 
will not be received at the hospital proper, or in any of the 
contagious departments, not from fear of contagion, but 
because it is considered a waste of time and a useless expense 
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to treat what are considered hopeless and incurable cases, 
and they are sent away with every man’s hand turned against 
them with the exception for nearly a quarter of a century of 
Dr. Cullis’s and his assistants’, whose Home, that has been the 
only refuge of these unfortunate victims, the city of Boston 
is now asked to have removed from the city. Again, the 
city maintains on Canterbury street, not far from the Cullis 
Consumptives’ Home, and very near Franklin park, a hospital 
for the reception and treatment of patients afflicted with 
small-pox, and on Swett street, a main thoroughfare con- 
necting the city proper with South Boston, the city main- 
tains an epidemic hospital for the reception and treatment of 
patients who may be aftlicted with Asiatic cholera. This 
building is known -to the medical fraternity as an epidemic 
hospital; but to the majority of the citizens it is known as 
the pest-house, and feared as such. While it may be claimed 
that the small-pox hospital is happily located, owing to the 
fact that the site is in such close proximity to the cemeteries, 
the same claim cannot be made for the location of the epi- 
demic hospital or pest-house on Swett street. Your com- 
mittee respectfully submit, in view of the policy of the city 
concerning the contagious and epidemic hospitals and pest- 
houses in its control, that the Board of Aldermen can 
hardly, even if it had the power, with any consistency, 
order the trustees of the Cullis Consumptives’ Home to 
abandon its property and go elsewhere. , 

The city certainly has no right to order a location outside 
of the city limits, no matter how desirable such an order 
might be, and it is also a fact that must be apparent to 
every member of the Board of Aldermen,-that to order the 
removal of the Home from its present location to any other 
location within the city would be met with an opposition 
from citizens and owners of property in the neighborhood of 
any such new location, based on such grounds of justice as 
would compel the Board to listen and hesitate before passing 
any such order. ‘This leaves only one of two courses for the 
Board to adopt — either to order the discontinuance of the 
Home for the purposes for which it is established, or to recog- 
nize the rights of the trustees by declining to grant the 
prayer of the petitioners. Your committee are not prepared 
to say to the citizens who may be so unfortunate as to be 
atficted with consumption, “The city will provide no refuge 
for such as you; you are outcasts from society; you are 
entitled to no consideration, and the only Home that has 
opened its doors to receive you, when all others were closed 
against you, will be allowed to exist no longer. 

“You may have had reason, perhaps, to believe that this is 
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a Christian community, but by an order of the Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Boston such delusion is dispelled, 
and you must go elsewhere — anywhere — except within the 
limits of the city of Boston.” 

Your committee, therefore, are of the opinion that this 
Home for the unfortunate consumptives should be encour- 
aged by the city and assisted by the Board of Health to 
adopt and enforce such quarantine regulations as, in the 
judgment of the health authorities, would reduce to a mini- 
mum all dangers of communicating. the disease, and secure 
relief for the sufferers, and your committee accordingly 
report that in their opinion no further action is necessary on 
the part of the Board of Aldermen.

its inmates, it has acqured a valuable reputation, far and near, for its wise 
Christian charity, as the Cullis Consumptives’ Home, of Grove Hall, Dor- 
chester; so that its removal would tend to place it beyond the knowledge, and 
to deprive it of the aid of many of its patrons and friends, who are wade 
scattered througbout the country. 
2d. That in the judgment of the Board of Health, supported by the 
opinion of numerous reputable physicians, the continuance of the work of 
the Home on its present site need work no peril to the public health. 

3d. That experience has proved the great advantage of locating hospitals 
and sanitariums for the poor of great cities upon grounds which are within 
cheap and easy access, by street railroads, for the mass of the people, and 
tor the convenience of visiting physicians. 

4th. That the pending order for removal is manifestly unjust, in discrimi- 

nating against this particular institution alone, among alt the other similar 
benevolent institutions in the city. 

Sth. That the benevolent character of the work of this Home for a long 
period entitles it to favorable consideration on the partof the government of 
the city, fur whose poor it has provided important relief.

To the Board of Aldermen, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN :-We have received the order of the Board of Aldermen re- 
questing the Board of Health to investigate and report as to whether or not, 
in its opinion, the establishment of a new hospital, known as Dr. Cullis’ Con- 
sumptives’ Home, on Blue Hill avenue, will be detrimental to the health of 
the citizens of Boston from a sanitary standpoint. 
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-In reply we have to say that the subject has been duly considered after 
taking expert testimony upon the question. It is an established fact that 
‘‘consumption ” is an infectious disease which may be communicated directly 
by the breath of the diseased person, or more commonly and iniirectly from 
the dried sputum in the form of dust. This infective dust may be blown to 
considerable distances and will retain its power to infect for a long time. 

It is proposed, in the building plans, to locate the hospital about 165 feet 
from Blue Hill avenue, 120 feet from Seaver street and 105 feet from private 
land. If the patients are to expectorate about the grounds, such grounds 
will become a source of danger to the public, and would be, even if located 
at a much greater distance from public travel and private dwellings. The 
same would be true with any lack of care within the hospital. On the other 
hand, if all sputum and the exhalations from the lungs are kept under control 
and the infective matter destroyed, no danger to any one could arise from the 
presence of the hospital or its grounds. The control and destruction of all 
sputum would reduce the danger to a minimum, and, with unremitting watch- 
fulness, would be practicable. 

' The Board of Health has not attemptod to deal with the question of real or 
fancied damage to surrounding property, or whether the location is more or 
less favorable than any other. These are questions which do not come within 
the province of the Board of Health to consider.

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Boston Homeeopathic Medical Society 
it is exceedingly desirable that this Home, which, in caring for about four 
thousand poor consumptives, has done such an immense amount of good, and 
has saved the City Treasury so much money, should be continued in the 
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proposed new building near its present location, and that poor consumptives 


who are taken care of in such an institution are far less a menace to the: 


health of the community than when scattered about the city in their homes.

STATEMENT BY J. E. Kinney, M.D. 


J. E. Kinney, M.D., sixteen years in general practice. Am ac- 
quainted with the Consumptives’ Home, and am the medical examiner 
for the Penn. Life Insurance Company. I live in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the hospital and have attended quite a number of patients there. 
I live perhaps four or five hundred yards from the hospital, and appear 
here as a remonstrant. Believe consumption to be a contagious disease, 
and believe it to be 1 menace to the public health. It has been estab- 
lished since 1882 that consumption is an infectious disease. Of course 
it ean be controlled — that is, it can be controlled by collecting the ex- 
pectorations and destroying them, but the only way to cure consumption 
is to preventit. The disease is as contagious as leprosy or small-pox, 
and every intelligent physician is of the same opinion. The consump- 
tion mortality is one in five, and as the disease is spread by its infectious- 
ness everything should be done to prevent it. It isa menace to the 


healthy citizen. ‘The disease is’ spread by its bacilli, which are micro-— 


scopic. Animals have the germ and human beings can contract it. 
Tuberculosis of the hip-joint in one of my patients was caused by drink- 
ing the milk of a cow affected with tuberculosis. Bacilli are produced 
by the million; you can’t count them any more than you can count the 
stars. ‘The only safety is in keeping them wet. You can freeze them 
and keep them in that state for months, then thaw them out and they 
will be as lively as ever. Consumption is not hereditary, the child may 
inherit a weakness of its parent, but if it dies of consumption it is 
caused by inhaling the germ. No disease is contagious unless the 


patient’s system is in a condition to take it. Have made some post- 


mortem examinations where the lungs were apparently in a perfectly 


healthy condition with nodules that had healed, showing that the 


patient had been affected with tuberculosis, but had been cured. We 
don’t know how many of us may be infected at the present time. This 
hospital is a menace to public health, and as such should not be in a 
residential district. For a harsh climate for consumption, Boston takes 
the biscuit. The tuberculosis bacilli if inhaled results in consumption. 
The baciili live and are capable of spreading disease for years after 
having been expectorated. 

I think this hospital is a menace to the public health. It is necessary 
that consumptives should have pure air, and if shut up the mortality 
would certainly be greater. Consumption will kill in about two years. 
The only way to stamp out consumption is to isolate it the same as 
smiull-pox or cholera. Consumption has been understood only within a 


short time, say since 1882. 
Cross-EXAMINED BY WILLIAM D. TURNER. 


There was a public hearing on this subject before the Board of Health, 
which I attended. If sputum could be controlled it certainly would 
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reduce the danger to a minimum. If a consumptive expectorates on the 
street he is just as much a source of danger as a leper or a_ person 
afflicted with small-pox allowed to be at large: Another thing is the 
exhalations. Dr. Ernst testified at that hearing that by allowing a con- 
sumptive to breathe on a plate and collecting the moisture it will show 
bacilli in large proportions. Don’t think hospitals should be allowed 
in residential portions of the city. Consumptives are not secluded or 
treated as small-pox or diphtheritic patients, but should be. 

(To Alderman Dyar.) The Penn. Mutual. Life Insurance Company 
would not insure a man who lived and slept with his wife who had con- 
sumption. 

(To Mr. TURNER.) Have never seen a case in my fourteen years prac- 
tice that [ could trace to the Home. Have had one ease of tuberculosis 
of the hip-joint that | did trace to drinking a cow’s milk. 

(To Alderman Dyar.) The mortality from consumption is twenty per 
cent. of the entire mortality. From diphtheria, the mortality was 
twenty-five per cent. to forty per cent., until the use of anti-toxine was 
introduced, when the mortality was reduced to eight per cent. or twelve 

er cent. 

The bacilli are transmissible directly by kissing or by using the same 
drinking utensils or by a pocket-handkerchief. The bacilli have been 
found on a lady’s skirt that were taken from the sidewalk and carried 
for miles. I would much prefer a small-pox hospital near my house, 
as small-pox is treated to-day, to a consumptives’ hospital. It has been 
proved that a house in which a consumptive had died, atter being left 
unoccupied for some time, when reopened was found to contain the 
bacilli. 


STATEMENT BY HOLMES M. JERNEGAN, M.D. 


Dr. Holmes M. Jernegan, 375 Commonwealth avenue, in general prac- 
tice. Consumption is an infectious disease. Before the year 1826 it was 
not considered contagious, but in 1826 Laneck, in operating upon a patient 
who had tuberculosis of the spinal column, contracted the disease. In 
using the saw he cut a finger, and thus contracted the disease. In 1865 
Konien experimented by inoculating animals, — guinea-pigs and rabbits, 
— producing the disease, which resulted iu the infected animal produc- 
ing the bacilli in their original form. Koch, the great bacteriologist, 
demonstrated that the disease could be transmitted from man to man, 
from animal to animal, and from animal to man; and where a chicken, 
for instance, had fed on substance containing the bacilli, a person eating 
of that chicken became infected with tuberculosis. The consumptive at 
large is as much a source of danger as a leper or a small-pox patient at 
large would be. 


(What follows is a stenographic report. ) 


The United States Government disinfects the rags that come into our 
seaport towns when there is any danger from cholera in Hamburg, in 
Paris, or in London. But here you have a disease that kills a great 
many more of our people every year than die from all of these contagi- 
ous diseases combined. A very small proportion of people in our city 
— far less than one per cent., only a fraction of one per cent. I think it 
is — die from diphtheria or typhoid fever. 

We have found that typhoid fever possesses a germ, that that germ is 
in our water, that it reaches our water from our privies. What is the 
result? Our privies are put away yonder. Our water supply is 
guarded, itis tested from time to time; and to-day it smacks of criminal 
carelessness when we find that any neighborhood is infected with typhoid 
fever. When we find that a man’s privy has overflowed into his well, 
and that he and his family ave sick with typhoid fever, we say that that 
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man has been criminally careless. We no longer excuse it as one of the 
diseases we cannot guard against. We can guard against it. res 


We can guard against diphtheria to a very great extent; we can guard © 


against scarlet fever; we have our contagious hospitals here in the city 
of Boston where we put our scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and diphtheria 
cases, and we surround them with proper disinfection. Things are not 
dumped into the streets and allowed to run down the gutters, as used to 
be the case years ago and is the case in many foreign countries to-day. 
Everything isdone with a view to preserving sanitary precautions, — 
protecting the public, —and the public is protected in every way save 
against consumption. pay 

For fourteen years we have realized that consumption is a contagious 
disease. We realize that when a man afflicted with it spits upon the 
street and it dries, it floats with the dust into your building here, that it 
rests upon the cornices and the top of the doors, that it is dragged in on 
to your carpets ; and you, gentlemen, are sitting day after day and even- 
ing after evening in a room that, I guarantee, is infected. 

Now, to establish a hospital like the Cullis Home in a section of Bos- 
ton that is being fast built up and surrounded by fine residences, where 
children are playing about the streets and on the sidewalk, and to allow 
thirty, forty, or fifty patients to travel about the grounds, spitting on the 
sidewalks, walking to the drinking-fountain and drinking from the cup 
there is a thing that never should be tolerated; and, gentlemen, I assure 
you it has occurred year after year since the establishment of that 
home. : 

My business relations take me to Grove Hall daily. Day after day 
I have seen four and five of these consumptives sitting upon the stone 
wall or under the trees on those grounds, one by one walking to the 
drinking-fountain, drinking from the cup, and then putting it back in its 
place for the next man who comes to drink from and become infected 
if his tissues are in a condition to absorb and develop the disease. 

When you speak of controlling thirty, forty, fifty or more’ patients, 
and those patients consumptives, within the walls of any institution, I 
tell you that it is absolutely impossible. In the first place, one of the 
essential features in the treatment of consumption, even for the comfort 
of the consumptive, is to give them plenty of fresh air, plenty of exer- 
cise, plenty of open space in which to enjoy themselves. When that is 
done, they are spitting about the grounds. Within the buildings you 
may control the sputa, but you cannot control the exhalations from the 
breath ; you cannot control their clothing, always. 

When they spit upon the ground a sparrow comes and he picks it up; 
the sparrow flies over on to yonder hill and there his excrement is 
picked up by the chicken; the chicken develops tuberculosis; you eat 
the chicken, gentlemen ! 

The grass that is cut to those grounds is fed to the cows, and in a very 
short time the cows become tuberculous. You are all familiar with the 
fact that during the last two years a large number of cows so affected 
have been killed through the State of Massachusetts. Where has that 
tuberculosis originated ? How is it that so many of our cattle to-day 
are diseased and affected with consumption? Why, they have picked 
up the germs of the disease from the grass, from the hay, and those 
germs have been deposited directly trom man, indirectly by birds, 
chickens, and other animals. Meat becomes charged with the tubercu- 
losis germs. Beef may be full of it; chickens may be full of it; dogs 
may eat meat affected with it and their excrement fertilizes the soil, the 
grass grows up and the cow eats it, your children drink it in the milk, 
and tuberculosis comes from the milk that they drink. 

Your daughter may liave a lover, he may kiss her, she may develop 
tuberculosis, and so it spreads. : 

f tell you, gentlemen, it is a serious question. There should be an 
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institution under the charge and control of the State Board of Health, 
having supervison of diseases of this nature, just as much as small-pox 
hospitals are placed under the control of the Board of Health. Sup- 
pose I should come to you here as a physician and say to you. ** Gentle- 
men, I think I have discovered a method for treating small-pox. I 

wish you would give me a permit to start ‘a small-pox hospital out here. 
IT want to carry on someexperiments; [ want to treat these poor fellows. 
[can do them lots of goud.” Would you grant mea permit? No. 
That is under the control of the Board of Health, as it should be; and 
there is no reason why a Consumptives’ Home should be started as a 
private institution, a private charity, based on sentiment — because it 
is all sentiment. 

This matter of a Cullis Home is all a matter of sentiment. I knew 
Dr. Cullis when I came to Boston, twenty-three years ago. I brought 
from an old friend of Dr. Cullis’ in New York City, by his request, a 
letter of introduction. I called on the doctor, wno received me very 
kindly. I found him to be a very kind-hearted, Christian gentleman ; 
but the first question he asked me was this: ‘* Do you love the Lord 2” 
He was running the Cullis Hospital on the plan ‘* Do you love the 
Lord?” Now, [ have no objection to any man here loving the Lord or 
loving anyone.else, but we don’t want torun hospitals on the plan of 
‘* Do you love the Lord 2” 

He was not a man of any attainments asa physician. He was known 

as a mun who anointed the head with oil, who prayed for the patient, 
and if they had faith they were cured. His treatment in the Cullis 
Hospital was, to a great extent, carried out on that plan. As far as I 
have known, year after year the Cullis Hospital has had no board of 
physicians, no directing board. If a board appeared on paper, very 
sood. ‘The patients went to Warren street to different physicians. 
When they were in pain they received a little opium or an injection of 
morphine. Dr. Kinney has attended a great many of them. 
It has been a happy-go-lucky home, and they have spit all over the 
grass and over the streets, have gone into the stores and tasted.a sample 
of everything. have gone out and drank from the fountain there, and 
have disseminated this disease, — if it is possible to be disseminated, and 
we know it is. 

Now, gentlemen, I advocate a State Hospital for the care of that form 
of contagious disease known as consumption. I advocate that that 
hospital be surrounded with all the sanitary precautions that surround a 
small-pox hospital. or a hospital for the care of leprosy or diphtheria. 

In our acute contagious diseases we are only obliged to control 
patients for a few days or a few weeks, but consumptives must be 
constantly controlled; and, while [ advocate that they have the best of 
care, the best of food. that they be the ‘best housed of any class of 
people, [ also advocate that they be placed far from the habitations of 
man, surrounded only by the atmosphere of heaven, away from every- 
thing that they can infect and destroy. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Doctor, do you think it practicable, under any 
reasonable regime, to run that hospit: ul in Ah ui part of the city without 
its being dangerous to the people of the city ? 

A. No, sir; absolutely not. 

Q. What amount of supervision would be necessary to absolutely 
control the sputum of the patient ? 

A. It cannot be controlled. You cannot make a regulation that can 
be lived up to, even in State prison. You can say “to a man, ‘ You 
shall not spit on this floor,” but he will spit on the floor. He may not 

spit when you are looking, but he spits. You cannot control a man’s 
desires in that respect. “You cannot control the exhalation from his 
lungs; you cannot control him when he drools on his clothes and the 
clothing has to be washed. 
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Can these bacilli be carried by flies ? 

They can, yes, sir. 

And earried on the air, out of the windows? 

Yes, sir. 

. (By Mr. Haypen.) Is it not difficult to trace the causes of con-. 
sumption — as to how one patient gets it from others ?P . 

A. Yes, sir; absolutely impossible, except in certain cases. About a 
year ago I lost a patient through tuberculosis— one of the most inter- 
esting cases I have ever treated. The young man was a man of very 
great promise, engaged to a very beautiful young lady. She devel- 
oped tuberculosis of the larynx, and he bestowed his attentions on her 
up to the time of her death. A few months after her death the young 
man developed tuberculosis of the larynx. He saw the noted special- 
ists of the city. Dr. Langmaid and several of the other noted spe- 
cialists here examined him and pronounced it tuberculosis. He finally 
came into our hands, and I treated him. The tuberculosis of the 
larynx subsided somewhat. He went to the Adirondacks, where his con- 
dition to a certain extent improved, and came back. He, then, how- 
ever, developed tuberculosis, first in the lungs and then in the abdomen. 
The abdominal glands became involved and then the joints, and he 
died of general tuberculosis. 

There was a case where we could trace the commencement of the 
disease, the origin of it. But it is very seldom, when you have dried 
sputa on our streets, when you have dried sputa about the floors and 
about the rooms, passing about with the air, being driven out-doors into 
the atmosphere perhaps miles away from the point where it originated, 
to tell positively how some man, woman, or child who is born of stru- 
mous parents and who becomes infected, became inoculated with the 
disease. 

It is generally conceded by experts on this trouble, by the leading 
thinkers of the world to-day, that tuberculosis must be guarded aguinst ; 
that if a man has tuberculosis his wife must not sleep with him, that the 
room must be thoroughly disinfected, that his breath must be disin- 
fected, that he should inhale disinfectants, that the room should be as 
sparsely furnished as possible, and that, if it is necessary for an attend- 
ant to sleep in the room, there should be a great amountof ventilation. 
Those are the rules Jaid down by the best thinkers of the day, and it is 
necessary, you see, that we should have an institution where those peo- 
ple are under the charge not only of men who simply want to do good, 
but under the charge of men who have a scientific education and who 
know how to take care of such patients. - 

In Dr. Cullis’ Home I don’t think they are properly taken care of. 
I think the Home is kept clean, that they have something to eat, when 
the Lord has answered his prayers; but I think a great many times 
they are short of meats, medicines, and everything. I say this because 
inmates have told me so. 

I don’t think we want in our midst an institution that has been con- 
ducted on any such lines. I don’t think we want in our midst an insti- 
tution the only excuse for whose existence today is that the Homeo- 
pathic School of Medicine want a clinical school to demonstrate to their 
students how tuberculosis advances and how it ends its course. 

@. (By Mr. HayveNn.) Doctor, do you agree with Dr. Kinney, that 
the only way you can stamp out the disease is by isolation ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is absolutely the only way we know to-day. Dr. 
Edson, of New York, the president of the Board of Health of New York 
City, has advocated a phenol preparation which is injected under the 
skin. Iam experimenting with it now. I don’t know what the experi- 
ments are going to resultin. A great many physicians are trying it. 
I think there will be discovered by and by a method of destroying the 
bacilli. We don’t know to-day any sure method. 
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Q.. The only way of preventing the spread of the disease, then, is by 
isolation ? 

es, (Sits: 

Q. (By ‘Mr. Dana). And if all this sputum could be gotten together 
and destroyed the disease could be stamped out? ‘That is, it is not 
communicated in any other way than by the sputum ? 

A. It is a germ disease. A man may inherit a weak constitution, 
a strumous constitution, and with that strumous constitution he is more 
liable to it — that is, the seeds are more liable to bear fruit. 

_ Q. (By the CHatRMAN.) Doctor, there is not a State institution for 
the treatment of the disease, to-day, is there? 

A. I understand there is one that is started — that is under way. I 
understand they have purchased land. 

Q. The last Legislature passed a bill with that end in view ? 

4A. Yes, sir; I think that is so; and I think this Board of Aldermen, 
the Mayor of the city of Boston, and every influential man in the city 
of Boston and in this Commonwealth, should lend to that institution 
their aid and support. I think we cannot do too much to foster an insti- 
tution that will take from our midst patients who are infected and place 
them where they can be cared for under proper sanitary conditions. 

Q. How are you going to provide for them in the meantime, before 
the State institution is established ? 

A. Just as we have always provided for them. I want to say one 
more thing regarding the Cullis Home, and that is, that I object, every 
member of the Board of Aldermen must object, and every citizen must 
object, to Boston and Massachusetts becoming the dumping-ground for 
all the consumptives in New England. I understand that the Cullis 
Home has drawn no lines, that patients have been coming there for 
years from New Hampshire, Maine, and Rhode Island. In fact, I know 
that one patient, whose brother went there to ascertain if they would 
take him, lived in Rhode Island. He died before he got here, but it was 
arranged that he should come here. Therefore, I know that the Cullis 
Home has been open to consumptives from all over New England. Now, 
’ while we sympathize with the poor, sick patients all over the country, 
we don’t want this Commonwealth made a dumping-place for consump- 
tion, small-pox, or cholera, and we do not propose that it shall be. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Doctor, didn’t you know that the State Consump- 
tive Hospital had alr eady been located at Rutland, in Worcester County ? 

A. Lunderstood that ground had been bought for that purpose. I 
did not understand that any buildings had been erected. I think that 
is to be conducted under the supervision of the State Board of Health, 
is it not P 

@. I so understand. 

A. Yes, and that is a proper move. We don’t need private institu- 
tions for consumptive patients any more than we need them to take care 
of the small-pox and diphtheria cases we have in our midst. In the case 
of small-pox and diphtheria we pay our taxes to have patients taken care 
of. We don’t care to have private institutions for that sort of thing, and 
there is no reason why we should for the care of consumptives. 

QY. Do you think Dorchester is a peculiarly appropriate place for the 
building of a consum ptives’ hospital ? 

A. I think so, if the aim is to kill them off as rapidly as possible. I 
think Dorchester has been made the dumping-ground for almost every- 
thing. They opened up the sewer outlet at Moon Island, and ran the 
sewer down there; then they put in the garbage plant, and now they 
want to build a consumptives’ home. Ithink Dorchester people, among 
other virtues, possess vreat patience. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar. ) I would like to ask, Dr. Jernegan, in the 
case of a person afflicted with consumption, who is constantly moving 
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about, if his exhalations are not a menace to. the public ? —that is, for, 
instance, in sleeping-cars, hotels, and various places.

(. And the exhalations may be on the RED eS, about the berths, or 
on the bed-clothing ? 

A. Yes, sir. I think that tuberculosis has not been generally under- 
stood. I don’t think the public have been aware of how serious a matter 
tuberculosis is. 

Q. Then, doctor, don’t you think, in the light of recent developments, 
that if there were no cases of consumption here, everybody would be in 
favor of quarantining against them, as they would against cholera, 
small-pox, or anything of the kind? 

Avie eSy Si, 

@. There is no question about that? 

A. No question aboutit. The time willcome when consumption will 
be quarantined against. 

QY. You don’t think it is possible to control the expectorations of a 
consumptive ? 

A. I think it is possible only to a limited extent. I think the great 
danger comes from the poorer classes of people, who are ignorant of 
sanitary laws. I think if a man can be confined in his own home, can 
disinfect his breath, can use a spit-cup which is disinfected, and takes 
pains not to use a handkerchief, not to soil his clothes,°and goes out in 
the open air, keeping away from the other members of the “family, he 
can be protected and taken care of to a very great extent. But I think 
then there is danger. You cannot eliminate the danger; it is absolutely 
impossible. The only thing you can do is to make the danger as slight 
as possible. 

QY. You were asked a question a moment ago if you did not think 
Dorchester was a bad place. ‘The fact that it is near the salt water and 
is open to the east winds is one’reason, is it not, why it is a bad place? 

As Xussy sir: 

@. It would be better to have an institution fifteen or tment ‘miles 
back from or west of Boston, would it not? 

A. Yes, sir. The proper place for a consumptives’ home is where 
the soil is gravelly, where there is little dampness, where there are 
less sudden changes than there are in Dorchester, where there is less 
moisture in the atmosphere. 

Q. Supposing, doctor, you had a child or near relative of yours wiht 
became infected with consumption, what would you do, woe — was a 
good consumptives’ home ? 

A. If there was a good consumptives’ home under proper manage- 
ment? 

@. Yes. sir. 

A. I should by all means send that child or relative there and isolate 
him from the family, as I would a small-pox case. There is a question 
of sentiment comes in, and of course people dislike to do those things ; 
but the time has come when it is just as essential to do that in a case > of 
consumption as it is in a case of diphtheria or small-pox. 

@. You spoke of inoculating guinea pigs with these germs. How 
long alter inoculation did they die? . 

In seven to nine months, I think, 

It doesn’t act as quickly as that, then, on human beings ? 

No, sir. Guinea pigs and rabbits, I think, lie sooner. 

The average time in the case of : a human being i is about what ? 

I should say — 

Take this case you cite of a young man, for instance ? 

Perhaps two years —about two years. Some will die very 
ckly. In some cases three months closes the scene. In other cases 
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the time is three or four years. I think the average is, perhaps, two 
years. 

Q. If it were necessary to have the present buildings or to have more 
modern buildings, which would you prefer — if we have got to have one 
or the other there ? | 

A. I don’t think I understood that question. 

Q. Well, if it were necessary to have the present buildings there on 
the Consumptives? Home grounds, or they were to have a modern hos- 
pital, which would you prefer ?* 

A. Oh, by all means a modern hospital, so that it could be flushed 
and washed down. ) 

Q. Do you know what percentage of those afflicted with phthisis are 
cured ? 

A. Well, I think perhaps not more than two per cent.; I haven't 
made any definite study of that —a very small percentage. 

Q. Where the cases are very pronounced, there is no cure ? 

A. No cure. Itis only in the early stages that there is cure. In 
these, very few live. 
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(By Mr. Turner.) Dr. Jernegan, how often have you visited 
this Cullis Home ? 

A. I never have entered the doors. 

@.. Never have been there ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Are you aware what the question is that this committee is con- 
sidering ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is it P 

A. It is a question whether new buildings shall be built there, and I 
understand that there is a protest entered “against the building of new 
buildings or against the continuation of the Consumptiv es’ Home there. 

oul ‘will state then, for your information, that the committee is now 
considering a petition that this entire tract be restricted so that it cannot 
be used for hospital purposes, and it is not considering an application 
for a permit to build a new structure. Now, you said, in answer to a 
question of the alderman, that if the question was whether they should 
go on with the old buildings or build new ones, you would prefer to 
have new buildings built, did you not? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. And if that is really the alternative, then the permit ought to be 
granted by the Inspector of Buildings, —that is, if they have a right to 
continue their old hospital, which has been there thirty years. 

A. I don’t think they have any such right, sir. 

Q. I know, but supposing they have such a right, and the alternative 
is whether they shall do that or build a new home, one in a better loca- 
tion, farther removed from the street and surrounded by a grove of 
trees, which do you think ought to be done? Do you not think the 
latter course the better ? 

A. I protest, sir, against the imainténatice of a Consumptives’ Home, 
in that section, anyway. 

Q. I simply ask you what would be your choice ? 

A, I don’t propose to make any choice. I consider it too serious a 
matter. It is a menace to the community. 

). Task you simply to assume the case. 

A. Well, I don’t choose to do so. 

@. Another question: you do not advocate the closing of the court- 
house, because there is probably some consumptive infection there, the 
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closing of this city hall, the State house, or any other public buildings, 
for that reason? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. And removing them to a distance from any other buildings ? 

Ax IN O}/S10: 

Q. Now, which, in your opinion, would be the worse — to allow these 


patients of the Cullis Consumptives’ Home to mingle among the classes - 


of the community they come from, without any restraint whatever, or 
to gather them into a home in which they are to some degree restrained 
and prevented from contaminating the neighborhood ? 

A. | think if they could be gathered into a proper home and restrained 
under proper sanitary measures it would be better. 

Q. There would be less danger ? 

A. There would be less danger. But I don’t believe the Cullis Home 
has ever been a proper place, and I don’t believe we want to take any 
chances to-day as to what it is going to do in the future, judging by its 
past. I advocate a State hospital for those patients — not a private in- 
stitution. 

Q. [simply asked you, doctor, which would be the greater danger — 
to leave them absolutely free throughout the community, without any 
restraint, or to gather them into this home, and you said, if I under- 
stood you, that it would be better to gather them into the home. 

A, No, not into this home. - You said a properly constructed home. 

(. And I now say properly constructed. 

A. Thatis right. But that is not a properly constructed home. It 
is an old wooden building filled with dust and disease. I don’t believe 
it does a consumptive a particle of good to go there. I don’t believe 
consumptives have ever been treated there with a view to curing or 
relieving them. ‘They are simply taken there as people are taken to an 
incurable home, aud made comfortable. They wait there until they die. 
That is all there is to that institution. 

Q. Didn't you know the home was only supposed to take incurable 
patients P : 

A. Yes. But [ don’t believe we want such an institution in our midst. 
If people are incurable, send them where they cannot infect others. 

Q. Do you imagine that this committee has the power to send people 
out to Rutland if they don’t choose to go? 

A. No, but we can voice the sentiments of the people, and when the 


sentiment of the people is aroused in such a direction it will have a 


great deal to do with sending people to such an institution. 

Q@. Supposing the institution at Rutland to be the only State institu- 
tion, how far is that from Boston, and how long would it take to go 
there ? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. ‘wo hours ? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. What is the fare? 

A. I don't know. [am not a railroad man. 

Q. Assuming that it takes two hours to go there and that some little 
expense is involved in doing so — 

A. Yes, sir. 

%. Do you imagine that these poor people would go there where 
their friends cannot ever visit them, by reason of the expense incurred 
in going to and fro, and do you imagine they can be compeiled to go 
there ? 

A. Certainly. Iimagine we can compel a small-pox patient to go to 
a Suitable institution. 

@. You don’t understand that this committee has any such power ? 

A. | understand this committee’s legal status, sir. I do not appre- 
hend for a moment that they will be expected to act on a question-of 
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that kind. This is simply a matter of public sentiment, and when pub- 
lic sentiment reaches the point where it is strong enough we will remove 
our consumptive patients as we remove our smal]-pox patients to-day. 
Q. Isn't that a question for the Legislature to pass upon, rather than 
the Board of Aldermen ? 
A. Weil, inregard to any matter that requires action of tne Legislature 
we will appeal to the Legislature ; but in matters which require the action 


of the Board of Aldermen we will come here. We are yoing through 
to the end. We are commencing at the lowest round of the ladder and 
going up. 


Q. But is it fair to cut off a consumptives’ home which has been in 
Dorchester taking care of consumptive patients, for thir ty years untila 
change is made wher eby — 

A. Itis a mere sentiment. sir, nothing but sentiment. 

Q. Let me finish the question — pntil some provision is made where- 
by those patients may be taken care of, instead of allowing them to be 
distributed among the community P 

Mr. HAYpvEeN. — We agree to that, Mr. Turner. 

Mr. TURNER. — I want to see if the doctor agrees to it. 

* Dr. JERNEGAN. — Before I answer such questions, I would like to 
know where those patients come from, what proportion of the occn- 
pants come from Boston ? 

Mr. TURNER — Most of them from Boston. 

Dr. MALLORY. — Ninety-nine per cent. 

Mr. Turner. — Ninety-five per cent. 

Dr. MALLory. — Ninety-nine. 

Dr. JERNEGAN. — How many patients from outside the State ? 

Q. (Mr. TuRNER.) With that understanding, Dr. Jernegan — 

A. I would like my question answered before I- answer another one. 

Q. Exactly. When we have achance to be heard we will put in our 
own case. But lam nowasking you, under cross-examination, whether 
it is fair to cut off this home and turn those patients out into the com- 
munity until some provision is made for them ? 

A. That depends, my dear sir, entirely on the condition of affairs 
there. I will say, also, that I have been cross-examined a great many 
times, but I am not now ina court of law, and I propose to know the 
basis for such a question before I give an answer. If those people are 
to be turned back into their homes, and those homes are in Boston, I say 
keep them there until some other place is provided. But if their homes 
are in Rhode Island, New Hampshire, or Maine, I say that we are under 
no obligation to maintain a pest-house here for the neighboring States. 

Q. Assuming that they come from Boston ? 

A. Then make the best of the present evil, I should say, but don’t 
extend that evil, and don’t let it exist any longer than it is absolutely 
necessary that it should exist. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) I understand the doctor to say that the 
location he favors for a consumptives’ home should be sandy or gravelly, 
so that the rains will wash everything away ? 

A. Yes, sir; so that when the wind blows over it, there will be none 
of these germs for it to carry, but that everything will pass with the 
water through the soil, to the lower strata. 

~Q. And youalso believe that railroad fares and distance are not to be 
considered where human lives are at stake ? 

A. No, that cuts no figure. It is all a mere matter of sentiment. 

Q. And I suppose you think that if the Legislature can pass Jaws to 
kill a man’s cattle, it can also pass laws to remove those aftlicted with 
consumption to a hospital ! P 

A. I think so, yes, sir. If we can send a man to State prison and can 
keep him there, as a protection to the community, we can send a man 
suffering with contagious disease to a proper institution. 
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Q. It doesn’t make any difference whether it is small-pox, scarlet 
fever, or phthisis ? 

A NO, Sir. 

Q. (By Alderman MAHONEY.) Do you believe the city should estab- 
lish a Gonsumptives’ home ? . 

A. No, sir; [ think the State should do so. — I think that consumption 
is disseminated widely through the State of Massachusetts, as it is all 
through the New England States, and, as fully twenty per cent. of our 
people die of consumption — that j is, of tubercular disease of the lungs, 
liver, kidneys, or some portion of the body — I believe it is the duty of 
the State to establish a home and an asylum for that class of people. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) And you believe in compelling them to go 
to that home, whether they care to do so or not? 

A. I do, unless they have sufficient means so that they can surround 
themselves with sanitary measures in their own homes. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Doctor, there is one question I would like to ask 
you. If it were a question of choice between the erection of this hos- 
pital on the proposed site, or on some more isolated site where the hos- 
pital could serve the same people in the same way, which site ba 
you choose ? 

A. One far, far away from the habitation of man, sir. 

Q. (By W. H. WiLtver.) What do you think of the location of 
Wellesley and Grantville ? 

A. | think Wellesley, Grantville, and the easterly section of Dedham 
taken from Needham have always been considered the best localities 
around Boston for consumptives, on account of the gravelly soil, absence 
of east winds, and quickness with which moisture dried up. 

Y. You are aware that one of our most celebrated physicians in the 
treatment of these patients has sent such patients out that way P 

A. Yes, sir; all the physicians have sent patients as far as possible 
to places where there is such a gravelly soil, which will carry off 
moisture. 

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Don’t you know that Dr. Bowditch sends 
patients to Sharon? 

A. The same conditions prevail there as regards soil and climate. 

Y. You are not.a specialist ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. And Dr. Bowditch is ? 

AG YAS SIL: 

Mr. E. B. WitpER. The proposed new home has been spoken of as 
farther from the street than the present one. The fact is, as I under- 
stand it, that it will be nearer — that the one they wish to locate will be 
nearer the street than the old one. 

Dr. JERNEGAN. — Yes. I understand that a large portion of that land 
has been cut off along Blue Hill avenue, so that the distance between 
the street lines of Blue Hill avenue and Washington street has been 
very much diminished. 

Mr. Witprer. —I think I am right in that. 

Dr. JERNEGAN. — Yes, I think so. 


STATEMENT BY ParRK COMMISSIONER E. C. HopGEs. 


(By Mr. DANA.) Your full name ? 
Edward C Hodges. 
vs you occupy any official relation to the city ? 
Tam Chairman of the Board of Park Commissioners. 
Do you care to be heard here in remonstrance to the prayer of the 
petitioners ? 
A, 1-do. 
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@. Will you state the position of the Board of which you are 
ehairman ? 
_ A. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, my argument is of necessity a very 
brief one. Not being a medical expert, I presume that I, with others, 
must take the opinion . of medical experts, that tuberculosis of the lungs 
is a contagious and infectious disease. My argument is made on the 
basis of that assumption, which I believe is not "questioned to-day, 
— Weare al! aware — and I suppose nobody is better aware than the 
gentlemen of the Committee of the Board of Aldermen — that the city 
of Boston has spent through the Board of Park Commissioners a great 
deal of money in providing resorts and places which would be con- 
ductive to the health of the people of the city of Boston. One of those 
places, as you all know, is Franklin Park, where people living in the 
city are supposed to go to get pure and fresh air and to get all the bene- 
fits possible from country air. 

Necessarily we have not only spent a creat deal of money in keeping 
the parks pure and clean, providing sanit: ary arrangements. etc., but we 
have given great attention to pr otecting the appr oaches to the park and 
have done what we could to protect the moral and physical welfare of 
the people who use the park. 

Representing the Board of Park Commissioners, gentlemen, I do 
object, and most emphatically, to the establishment of a hospital near 
the park and near one of the approaches to the park, especially a hos- 
pital for the continement of patients having an infectious or contagious 
disease. 

The location of this proposed new hospital for which application has 
been made, as I understand, directly abuts on the park, and [ wish to 
object to it for two reasons. ‘One is that the great mass of people going 
out through Blue Hill avenue to seek health and pleasure in the parks 
are obliged to pass immediately in front of the proposed building. 

Mr. TURNER. — May I say, Mr. Hodges, that the committee are not. 
now considering the application for a permit to build, but the order that 
this location shall not be used for a hospital. 

Alderman Dyar. — I believe Mr. Hodges has the floor. 

Mr. HopeGes. — The proposed or the present location P 

Mr. ‘TURNER. — ‘The committee are now considering the order for the 
hospital to be abolished altogether, not for a permit. 

Mr. HopGEs. — Well, I will say that my argument will hold as far as 
the present hospital or the proposed ‘hospital is concerned. The 
present hospital is directly in the line of travel of the people who use the 
parks. I should object, and do object most strenuously on behalf of the 
Park Commissioners, to the establishment and maintenance of this 
hospital in the vicinity of the park, or where the people going to the 
park will pass in the vicinity of it. My objection is based on the 
assumption that tuberculosis of the lungs is an infectious and contagious 
disease. That is the argument, gentlemen, in a nutshell, and is mall I 
have to say. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Are you a resident of this section, Mr. 
Hodges? 

A. Lam not. I used to be. I was born in Roxbury, but am now a 
resident of the Back Bay. 

@. (By Mr. Dana.) Do you know anything in reference to the prac- 
tice of the West End Road in running cars out there Sundays and 
holidays ? 

A. | simply know that a great many thousands of Heels use the 
Blue Hill avénue cars to reach Franklin Park, and those cars go right 
by this location. 

@. Have you any idea of the number of people using the entrance to 
the park which is near the proposed site of the hospital ? 

A. It is simply a matter of guess, but I think at one time, when there 
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was an exhibition of fireworks, sixty thousand or seventy thousand 
people used that entrance to Franklin Park. 

Q. Is there any other entrance used so frequently as that ? 

A. I think the majority use that entrance to Franklin Park. Some, 
of course, use the School street and Walnut avenue entrance, but the 
majority use the other. fe 

Q. (By Alderman Dyan.) I would like to ask Mr. Hodges if he 
doesn’t think that on the completion of the avenue the travel will be 
greatly increased ? 

A. With the extension of Blue Hill avenue? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. Yes, sir, without any doubt. That is one of the great avenues of 
the city, and is used very extensively in connection with the park. 

Q. Do you also believe, after the testimony given here by the doctors, 
that there is great danger from the germs contained in the sputum, that 
dries and may blow all over your park system P 

A. I think there is no question about that, simply taking the testi- 
mony of scientific and medical men. 

Q: I say, after their testimony ? 

A. Yes, sir; after their testimony I haven’t any question about it at 
all. 

Q. (By Alderman Manoney.) Do the other Commissioners agree 
with you on this question P 1 

A. I thinkthey do, sir. I don’t think there is any question about it. 
They authorized me to represent them. 3 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) ' And you appear here officially for the Board ? 

A. J appear officially for the Board. 


CrOSsS-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. TcrRNER.) Have,you ever seen the present hospital that 
is out there ? 

A. A great many times, even before it was used as a hospital. 

Q. How long has it been used as a hospital ? 

A. I couldn’t tell you. 

Q. About thirty years ? 

A. No, my remembrance is that it has not been used as a hospital for 
thirty years. 

Q. ‘'wenty-six years? 

A. I knew the location when it was occupied, I think, by Mr. Klous. 

Q. Have you read the report of the Board of Health_on this matter ? 

A. I have not. 

Q. Let me quote one sentence from it: ‘* The control and destruction 
of all sputum would reduce the danger to a minimum, and, with unre- 
mitting watchfulness, would be practicable.” You would not dispute 
that conclusion of the Board of Health? The Board of Health is, at 
least, the proper authority to deal with that question, is it not? 

A. I simply say that [ don’t appear here as a medical expert. I 
simply take the word of those supposed to be up in medical terms and 
science. 

Q. But isn’t the Board of Health the proper authority to pass on that 
question of whether the control and regulation of the hospital is prac- 
ticable or not ? 

A. Well, I should say they might be, although I don’t know what 
other tribunals or medical authorities might conflict with their opinions. 

Q. Now, which would you rather have, as a matter of your own pref- 
erence and feeling of what is best — the present hospital as it is or a 
new building on the remainder of the tract, surrounded by a grove of 
trees and shut off from the road? Assume for a moment that the trus- 
tees have a right to maintain their old hospital there, and that it cannot

be abolished, which would you prefer — that they continue to occupy 
their old hospital or build a new one in the manner they propose? Have 
you seen the plans ? 

A. No, I have not. 

Q. They propose to erect a new building in the centre of the tract, 
surrounded by a grove of trees. 

Mr. E. B. WILDER. — As there is no grove of trees there now, it 
would take a great many years to surround it. 

A Spectator. —Didn’t I understand the gentleman to say a few 
moments ago that the question of erecting a new building was not the 
question that was being considered at the present hear ing? 

Mr. Turner, -- It is simply a question of abolishing the old one, 
and I ask him which he would rather have — the old hospital or a new 
one? 

Mr. Hopes. — I will answer that by saying, with due regard to the 
public health, that the farther the hospital is from the park “system the 
better it will suit me. 

(By Mr. Turner.) I have asked you regarding your choice of 
those two things: Isn’t it better to have a new hospital than to keep the 
old one there ? 

A. I think [ have answered your question by saying that the farther 
from the park system the hospital is the better it will suit the Park 
Commissioners. 

QY. Then I suppose the new one would suit you better than the present 
one. 

Mr. E. B. WILDER. — The new one is nearer. 


STATEMENT BY CHARLES F. WITHINGTON, M.D. 


@. (By Mr. Haypen.) Your full name 

A. Charles F. Withington. 

@. And where do you live, Doctor? 

A. I live in Roxbury, on Warren street, at the corner of Elm Hill 
avenue, near the park. 

And you are a practising physician ? 

Tam. 

You have practised for how long? 

Fourteen years. 

And you are a member of any medical societies ? 

Of the Massachusetts Medical Society and some others. 

Do you make any specialty ? 

No, | am a general practitioner. 
And you are familiar with the disease known as consumption ? 
Tam. 

What have you to say to the committee about the contagiousness 
of that disease and the control of it? 

a. It is universally admitted that itis a contagious disease, trans- 
mittable and communicable through the exhalations, and particularly 
through the expectorations of a patient so afflicted. I think there is no 
question about that in the minds of any medical men. 

My feeling in regard to the continuance of the present hospital and the 
building of another one is a two-fold one: first, my own individual in- 
terest as a citizen in that near neighborhood, having gone to the place 
where [ now live and having built a house there partially with reference 
to proximity to the park, where my own children can go and where I 
like to go myself. Therefore I say that the maintenance of anything 
prejudicial to public health in the use of that park affects me as an 
individual citizen 

In the second place, as a physician, the establishment or maintenance 
of that menace to the public health in connection with that park, 
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appeals to me, of course, even more than it does as an individual. T[ 


think myself it is absolutely impossible:to establish that amount of 
supervision over a hospital of this sort which will protect the public 
when the public is brought in immense numbers, as it is, into the im- 
mediate proximity of the institution. 

Q. Are you a member of the City Hospital staff, doctor? 

A. I am; yes, sir. I am one of the visiting physicians of the City 
Hospital. There is no remedy to prevent the spread of this disease ex- 
cept isolation. : 

Q. You mean a remedy directed to stamping out the disease ? 

A, Stamping out the disease; yes, sir. There is no other remedy 
than that. 

Q@. And that is the theory on which medical men have to work in. 
order to stamp out the disease ? | 

A. Itis. 

Q. What is your opinion about the percentage of deaths, mortality, 
from consumption ? 

A. Itisin the neighborhood of twenty per cent. of the total mortal- 
ity; twenty to twenty-five per cent., I believe. 

Q. As the other physicians have stated ? . 

A. I have not heard any of their testimony. That is my impression. 

Q. Well, you agree with the others. Now, you live within a short 
distance of this place ? x 

A. Within five minutes’ walk of the park; yes, sir. 

@. And what do you know of the amount of travel that goes by. 
there P 

A. It is enormous, particularly in the summer months, the warm 
weather, from April to October, and even into November. ‘There are a 
great many thousands of people during that time in the park. They 
are continually using the street cars which go to that part of the city, 
and are dispersing themselves over the whole extent of the park, lying 
upon the grass and spending hours together there. Now, if patients go, 
as they have been going, hitherto, out of the hospital, about the strects 
and upon the park, and are expectorating upon the park, it is as certain; 
as anything can be, in the light of medical knowledge, that the contagion 
of that disease will be spreading over the park, that people who are 
spending hours there lying upon the grass may come in contact with the 
expectoration of those consumptive patients, and if they do not do that, 
will be likely to inhale particles blown in the air with the dust of the 
park, and will suffer from that exposure. 

Q@. Do you think it is practicable to so confine the patients that there 
will be no menace to the community from the disease ? 

A. It might be, if they are so sick that they are confined to the bed ; 
otherwise it is impossible, provided they are able to be about. I should 
personally vastly prefer to see established in this proposed location a 
hospital for diphtheria or sinall-pox, rather than ene for consumption, 
for this reason, that patients suffering from diphtheria and small-pox, 
are suffering from an acute disease that keeps them in their beds and 
rooms, and the contagion, under those circumstances, ean be limited. 
A patient suffering from consumption is not confined to his room, as a 
rule. Nothing short of a prison will keep him from the open air. 
Neither should he be kept from the open air; and if the hospital where 
he is taken care of is placed on the edge of a great public park it is 
morally certain that, sooner or later, he will find his way on to that 
park. Then any supervision over him and his actions is at an end, and 
whatever contagion he carries with him will be spread and the effects 
of it will be manifest. 

QY. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Are patients in this institution allowed to 
wander about at their pleasure ? 
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A. They do go about. . I don’t know whether there is any restriction 
put upon them or not. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) I would like to ask the doctor if he sees 
any particular advantage to be derived from having a grove of trees 
about the institution? In other wor ‘ds, wouldn’t it be better not to have 
them, inasmuch as there is more shade and dampness with them than 
without them ? 

A. Sunshine is one of the agencies which is known to be inimical to 
the growth of the bacilli of tuberculosis, as of other morbid germs, and 
I suppose the more sunshine there is the less the danger. 

Q. You don’t believe the patients in travelling about always use a 
spit-cup, do you? 

A. I don’t believe they do, no. 

Q@. I suppose if you had your choice of diseases and had to have one 
of them you would prefer to have small-pox or diphtheria to consump- 
tion P 

A. I, myself? 

@. Yes. 

A. J would rather not be obliged to make the choice, sir. 

Q. Well, you think consumption more dangerous than either of the 
others, do you not? 

A. Oh, the mortality is higher, yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know anything about the valuation of property about 
Grove Hall ? 

A. No, sir. I should prefer not to express an opinion about it. I 
am only familiar with the preperty in my own neighborhood. 

-@. (By the CHairMAN.) Do youthink this hospital affects the value 
of property there ? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Well, if this were a diphtheria or small-pox hospital don’t you 
think it would Jessen the valuation more than would be the case with 
the present institution ? 

A. Possibly it would, because the public terror of those diseases i is 
greater than of consumption at present. 

Q. (By Alderman Manoney.) Doctor, do you live near this present 


hospital ? 


A. Within five minutes’ walk of it; yes, sir. 

Q. Did you ever hear anybody objecting tv it before this petition 
came into the Board of Aldermen ? 

es LES: 

Q. (By Mr. TurNER.) Are you one of the abutters? — 

* A. No,Tam not an abutter. I have heard men complain. I re- 
member distinctly having heard a man complain of having consumptive 
patients from that hospital sitting on his front door-steps expectorating 
on both sides of his front walk. 

Q. (By Alderman MAHONEY.) How many of these inmates have you 
seen out around there in the park, say, in the summer-time ? 

A. I don’t know. There is no way of distinguishing them from other 
persons to a certainty. I don’t spend very muc ch time about Grove Hall 
itself, and see very little of it comparatively. I am speaking more 
particularly with reference to the danger that would exist—in my 
opinion — which now exists, and which would be correspondingly in- 
creased — if a larger number of such persons were brought into that 
neighborhood and let loose upon that park. 

'@. IL merely asked you that question because one gentleman has 
stated that seventy-five per cent. of them wander out from the house. 

A. I could not give any opinion of that. Many who live nearer un- 
doubtedly could. 
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Cross—EX AMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Doctor, do you know about how many pa- 
tients there are in this Home ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether or not there are about thirty-seven ? 


A. I don’t know anything about it, sir. 
(. And do you know about how many consumptives would go out 
there in that vicinity, anyway, irrespective of the Home? 


A. I don’t know of any way in which anybody could answer that - 


question. 
(). Of course, there would be hundreds of consumptives that would 


go through the parks and through Blue Hill avenue, from time to 
time P 

A. Hundreds from time to time, yes; I don’t know that there would 
be hundreds at any one time. 

Q. I am simply taking the average number of consumptives that 
would go there any way. So, would it increase the danger to health in 
that community if, of the thirty-seven patients, five or ten were allowed 
to go out of the building around the grounds P 


A. I should think it would increase the amount of danger by the 


amount of danger that comes from five or ten consumptive patients. 

Y. Wouldn't that amount of increase in the danger be almost imper- 
ceptible P 

A. No, I should say it would be a perceptible and decided increase 
over whatever danger already exists. 

(. Did you know that of the thirty odd patients, seventy-five per cent. 
were confined to the beds or to the house ? 

A. I don’t know anything about the institution or how it is run. 

(. If that were so, you think jt would be practicable to control their 
sputum and exhalations ? 

A. So long as they were in bed, yes, sir. 

Q. And the only addition to the danger would be the few — the five or 
six — who were allowed to roam about the grounds ? 

A. The danger to the public at large, in my opinion, would come 
from those who were not confined to their beds. 

(). From these five or six P 

A. That is, provided careful supervision was exerted over the others. 
The mere fact that a patient is in bed doesn’t make him cease to be a 
danger, provided he is carelessly taken care of. 

Q. How long ago was it you were spoken to about these patients 
expectorating on the doorsteps P 

A. I couldn’t say ; sometime last year, I think. 
(%. Did you hear the complaint from the person bimself ? 


A. Yes. 
QY. Sometime last year ?P 
A, Yes; 


@. (By Dr. MALLory.) When the conversation occurred did he 
claim that it had taken plaee previously ? 

A. He said that sometime last’year that had been his experience. 

Q. (By Mr. Turner.)  Isn’t it only in recent years that the public 
have been aware of the danger of contagion in consumption ? 

A. Certainly. 

(. And so if it happened ten years ago, it would not be any reftection 
on the management of the institution, would it? 

A. ‘Ten years ago? Yes, it would have been. It is fifteen years, 
about fifteen years, since the contagiousness of consumption was dem- 
onstrated. 

Q%. You knew that there was no attempt made to establish this insti- 
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tution as a curative home, but simply as a refuge for people who went 
there ? 

A. I supposed it was largely a refuge. 

_ Q. Well, what would you suggest, doctor, as the proper thing to do 
with these patients if they are taken out of this home — the proper thing 
for this committee to do with them, I mean? What can this committee 
do with them except to allow them to circulate in the community ? 

A. I don’t understand that this committee has any control over them. 

Q. Now, would it be fair to turn those poor people out of the home 
— assuming they come from Boston — until some provision is made by 
law compelling ‘them to go somewhere else, allowing them in the mean- 
time to associate with their friends and relatives in the heart of the 
city ? 

os That is a difficult question to answer. I feel that they are a men- 
ace where they are, and that the danger to this neighorhood where I live 
and do a large part of my work is greatly increased by bringing in con- 
sumptives, who do not live there, and who ought not to contaminate 
that rezion. We are made to suffer from people who do not live there. 
We suffer, undoubtedly, something from consumptives who belong 
there, whose homes are there, and who spread a certain amount of 
danger. 

Y. But if you turn them loose, without restriction, will there not be a 
much greater danger to the community — I don’t mean to this particular 
portion of the community, but to the community where they must go? 

A. Ishculd doubt if there was any more danger than there is now. | 

Q. Don’t you think the fact that they are kept in a building, under a 
corps of doctors, etc., is a good thing; that they are thereby prevented 
from circulating through the community ? 

A. I don’t know how they are kept there, but if they are sick in bed 
of course they would be obliged to remain in the building. But those 
ae in bed are a source of dan ger now, and are allowed to remain so. 

(By Alderman Dyar.) { would like to ask, Doctor, do you know 
ican consumption is increasing or not — whether there is a greater 
percentage of deaths from it than there were ten or fifteen years ago ? 

A. I cannot answer that question. 

Q. (By Dr. Matnory.) Assuming, Doctor, that it is difficult to 
regulate and control the patients who are allowed to move about, don’t 
you think it is better for them to have a five acre lot than a twenty-five 
acre lot ? 

A. I think it is less dangerous to the public to have a twenty-five 
acre lot, if they are confined to it and the public can be shut off from 
that space. If they are to be allowed on a small area and permitted to 
spread outside of that, then they are more of a menace to the public. 

Q. With the use of the spit-cup, cannot the attendants have better 
supervision over them and watch them more carefully in a five-acre lot 
than in a twenty-five acre lot, seeing that nobody spits on the ground, 
but uses the spit-cup ? 

A. ‘That would not be absolutely assured, by any means, even if it 
were a one-acre lot. I suppose the narrower the limits in which a man 
is kept, the closer the supervision that can be kept over him, provided he 
is kept within those limits. 
~ Dr. Matrory. — Exactly. 


STATEMENT BY PAUL H. KENDRICKEN. 


(By Mr. Dana). Your full name? 

Paul H. Kendricken. 

You are one of the Park Paniniciondis ? 

I have had the honor of. serving on the Park Board. 
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QY. Did you have anything to do with the purchase of Franklin Park 
or any portion of it? . 

A. [had something to do with the laying out of Seaver street and 
the reconstruction of that portion of Franklin Park to blend in with the 
new lines of Blue Hill avenue. ou 

Q. Will you state what facts you know in regard to that matter ? 

A. When I had the honor of serving on the Board, the Board spent 
$100,000 on Seaver street, and a great deal of money in reconstructing. 
the front of Franklin Park. My action in the matter was induced 
as much as by anything else because the signs were up for the sale of 
the hospital. The Consumptives’ Home was for sale. We all felt a 
great relief that that piece of property was to be wiped out, and did not 
hesitate to spend this money to embellish that section of the city. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) How long ago was that? 

A. Two years ago. Now, everybody knows that the Consumptives’ 
Home is a perfect sham. There is no use hiding the fact. One of the 
wings of that building was built by a gentleman from Providence to 
get Providence people into it and interested in it. Most of the people 
who go there are foreigners; they don’t belong in Boston. The statis- 
tics ought to show it. The chapel was out on the edge of the street. 
They came out. sat on the walls, and talked with the public. Everybody 
‘felt kindly towards them. We had a great deal of trouble in that dis- 
trict by reason of that hospital, and we don’t want the hospital continued 
or extended. We want it wiped out. We have had enough trouble out 
there. Oakland Garden was a terror to us. The people coming there 
“broke our orchards, our fences — destroyed everything 

Then the inmates of this hospital have been a constant menace to that 
section. They go about these grounds, in and out, and it is a bad place. - 
We want to get clear of it. We don’t want it continued. Letus do the 
next best thing to help the unfortunate creatures who are in there. The 
Hartshorn wing is a miserable sham structure. They wouldn’t be 
allowed to build it to-day. It is a wooden shell. Isn’t that so? 

Dr. MALLory. — I suppose it is as well built as any other part of it. 

Mr. KENDRICKEN. — I guess that is so, too. 

Dr. MaLttory.— As good as buildings were generally made at the 
time Of course, now buildings have modern improvements. 

Mr. KeNpricken. —If you had a fire there it would suit the physi- 
cians who have expressed themselves so freely here to-day, I think, as 
it would burn up the elements of contagion. The whole milk in the 
cocoanut is that the citizens of that district are up in arms against the 
continuance of that place. It is an eyesore to the community, and they 
don’t want it. 

(. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Wasn’t it the intention of the managers to 
sell the place two years ago P 

A. Yes, sir; three or four years ago. 

@. What was the reason they did not sell? 

A. I believe they bought a place to remove to, and, I understand — I 
don’t know how true it is — that they sold the place they bought to ad- 
vantage, and now have the money to build a new building. Thatis the 
way | understand it; perhaps I am not correct. I have four acres of 
land within 500 feet of these hospital grounds, and I don’t like those 
grounds, kept as they are. ‘They have been a perfect nesting-place for 
years, not only for the public going by but for the inmates coming out. 

@ (By Mr. Dana.) You reside in that portion of the city ? 

A. On Elm Hill; yes, sir. Tam not 1,500 feet or 3,000 yards away — 
Tam right there I have been inthe hospital many times, and lam sur- 
prised that they should say 75 per cent. of the people are in the beds, 
because 90 per cent. of them are out on the crass. 

Dr. MALLory. —I did not say that. 

Dr. KENDRICKEN. —I so understood it. 
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Dr. MALLory. — Hither in bed or about the house. 

Mr. KeNpRICKEN. — Very well; I am glad you have got them out of 
bed. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) I will ask Mr. Kendricken if he can tell 
me what land is worth per foot out there — that is, the average price for 
it ? 

A. Sixty cents — some a little higher, some a little lower. 

Q. But it averages about sixty cents, you think ? 

AsecXYes. 

Have you any idea how many acres, or how many feet, there are in 
this. piece of property ? 

A. [always thought there were about ten acres. I don’t know how 
near | hit it. I[ judged by comparison with the land around my own 
house — four acres. 

Q@. Do you think the fact that the hospital is there is a detriment to 
your real estate ? 

A. Yes, sir, I do; and to all real estate. It is in that condition that it 
is nobody’s hospital. 

Q. (By Alderman Manoney.) I would like to ask you one question, 
Mr. Kendricken. Do you believe the city should establish a hospital for 
consumptives ? 

A. I would rather leave that to the scientists. I am inclined to favor 
the State view, selecting the best site in Massachusetts, high, gravelly, 
clear, and free from trees around the house, and let the sun and pure 
air in to the unfortunate creatures. The State government established 
an insane asylum at Danvers, and fares and convenience were never 
considered at all. You could not pick out a worse place for an insane 
asylum than Hawthorne Hill, the home of ‘‘ The Scarlet Letter.” 


CroOss—EXAMINATION. 


(By Mr. TurNER.) When did you buy your land ? 

Seven years ago. 

The home was there at the time you bought ? 

Yes, sir. 

Most of the people there came after you did? 

They did, yes, sir. 

Now, what are you going to do with these poor patients if you 
close up this house, or what is this committee going to do? 

A. You buy land elsewhere and build a home until the State gets 
things in shape to take the matter in hand. Take this money that you 
are going to use to build a new building and buy some low-priced land 
in a “place well situated fot the purpose and build a home, and keep 
them there until the sentiment drifts around to the State taking charge 
of such patients. 

Q. Were you not aware that the trustees gave up the project to build 
outside the city limits because they found that these poor people would 
not come there at all, but would simply stay where they were and 
wander about with their families ? 

A. Why don’t you give them a chance, give them a show ? 

Q Take such a place as Rutland, which is a long ride from Boston, 
at a big fare, do youthink people would oo there! > 

A. Yes, sir. An hour’s ride would do them good, and the fare is 
only about forty cents. 

Y. You know these people that this home takes care of are without 
means of support except through their friends and relatives. You know 
that. 

Mr. Parker. — Wouldn't the State send them to a State hospital ? 

Mr. KENDRICKEN. — Undoubtedly there would be means of transpor- 
tation furnished if the State had the matter in hand. 
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Q. (By Mr. TurNEeR.) This committee could not furnish the means 
to take care of them if they shut up the home. 

A. We don’t ask them to shut up the home, but to discontinue it 
where it is. 

Q. Is it fair to discontinue it until some other place is provided ? 

A. Yes, sir; I would wipe it out. The city of Boston has institu- 
tions to-day to take care of these people which are kept as nicely as my 
parlor or yours, and good food is furnished. 

Q. What institutions ? 
A. The most excellent institutions in the United States, down on 
Long Island. It would pay you to go down there and see what those 

institutions are. 

Q. You would not put a consumptive on an island in Boston Harbor, 
would you? 

A. Well, I think they would get along fully as well as they do out 
where they are now. You have not succeeded very well with them 
out there. There are lots of funerals. You often hear the deadhouse 
bell tolling. By the way, what are your statistics of deaths ? . 

Dr. MaLLtory. — Well, some of them are brought to us in a carriage. 

Mr. KENpDRICKEN. — My dear sir, you had a sign up there, didn’t you, 
‘*'Those who enter here leave all hope behind” ? 

Mr. TurNER. — Oh, no—they go there to get hope,-and they get 
hope. 

Mr. KENDRICKEN. — Well, we want that hospital discontinued, and, 
above all things, we don’t want this new one constructed until this thing 
is settled. ; 

.Q (By Mr. Turner.) Isn’t there another consumptive hospital in 
Dorchester ? 

A. I don’t know of any. 

(. There seems to be no attempt to abolish any other except this one? 

A. Will you kindly tell me witere there is another one? 

Q. On Quiney street, in Dorchester. 

A. Oh, on Jones’ Hill? Yes, I remember now. 

. Don’t you think that ought to be abolished, if this one is to be 
abolished ? . 

A. Yes, sir; I entered my pretest at the time. 

Q. It isn’t fair to abolish one and not the other. Supposing a legacy 
should be given to a Consumptives’ Home in Dorchester and this one 
had moved away — wouldn’t there be an important question involved? | 

A. Well, if the people there are satisfied that one shall remain there, 
let them have it. But we are not. We want this place wiped out, and 
we will have it wiped out. 

Q@. What authority has this committee got to wipe it out? 

A. | understand that they have authority. : 

Mr. Turner. — Well, if there is any statute or ordinance in regard 


to that matter, I would be glad to have the counsel on the other “side 


refer me to it. 


Mr. Dana. — Perhaps that question will come up later, on the legal 
aspect of the case. 


REDIRECT EXAMINATION. 

1 (By Mr. Dana.) Do any of the patients there pay any board at 
all} : 

A. I don’t know about that. 

Mr. Dana. —I suppose counsel will admit that it is a free institution ? 

Mr. TURNER. — Yes. 

@ (By Mr. Dana.) And it is yeur opinion that if the present hospi- 
tal is removed and no new hospital is erected, as proposed, that the 


value of a real estate, as well as of the surrounding real estate, will 
increase } 
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A. Well, it would change the whole tone of the community. 

Q. Well, isn’t the removal of the hospital likely to increase the value 
of real estate ? 

A. [should think so. At any rate it would clear it up. 

@. If it did increase the value of the real estate, ans that real estate 
was sold by this hospital, it would be perfectly possible for them to buy 
cheaper land elsewhere and erect a hospital there ? 

A. Yes, and [ should be willing to have my property taxed a little 
higher if this property was cleaned out. It would be a good thing for 
the neighborhood. 

Q. And you don’t think it would lead to the extinction of the hospi- 
tal, even if they were prohibited from erecting the proposed building ? 

da. Oh, no. 

Q@. They can go elsewhere. It is simply.a question of whether they 
erect their building here or somewhere else ? 

A. Yes., I think that science has advanced so rapidly at the present 
day in regard to the care of those patients that they should be advised 
by scientists in the erection of a building. Iam sure that a clayey hill 
is a verv bad location. 

Dr. Ma.iory. — It is a sandy soil there, and our ceJlar is as dry as a 
bone. 

Mr. KENDRICKEN. — Then you are very fortunate. My place is clay, 
and I supposed you would be clay. Well, you will be clay in the end. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) You said there were about ten acres in 
that lot of land there. That wouid approximate half a million feet. 
Now, if the hospital were removed and that land was put on the market 
it would bring them in somewhere in the neighborhood of $300,000, 
wouldn't it? If the hospital were removed the land would sell readily, 
you think, for sixty cents a foot? 

A. Ido; yes, it would sell for more than that after the streets go 
through, but whether it would fetch sixty cents per foot on the basis of 
the present number of square feet [ don’t know. If there are ten acres 
. there, there would be in the neighborhood of 440,000 feet, and you can 
readily see that that would bring ina large sum of money. You can 
buy a pretty good farm for $1,500 or $2,000 situated on sandy soil, 
and you cuuld build elegant buildings for the purpose, situated on high 
land at some desirable point, and things would be much better for 
everybody concerned than they are at the present time. They can get 
a very good price for their land; there is no doubt about that.

The CHAIRMAN. — Gentlemen will please come to order. The hear- 
ing will proceed. 


STATEMENT BY GEORGE E. ATHERTON. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Your full name, Mr. Atherton ? 
A. George E. Atherton. 
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Q. (By Mr.:Dana.) Where do you reside, Mr. Atherton ? 

A. Now in Brookline. 

@. You are an owner of property in Dorchester near this hospital? » 

Jo RAGS yes 

Q. Will you describe what property ? 

A. ‘lhe estate of Samuel Atherton. 

Q. Will you describe the size of the estate and its location P 

A. On the corner of Washington and Columbia streets about 
175,000 feet; on Wayne street, a house and about 7,000 or 8,000 feet. 


QY. Do you object to the proposed erection of the new hospital ? 

A. Most emphatically. 

Y. And will you state in your own way the grounds of your 
objection P 

A. I think it is an injury to the real estate as well as to the abutters 
and neighbors. J resided for five years at the head of Schuyler street, 
No. 23, so I passed the grounds daily, morning and night, twice a day. 
I had a very good opportunity of seeing and knowing what was 
going on. 

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) How near is Schuyler street, Mr. Atherton ? 

A. Schuyler street leads up on to the hill directly opposite the chapel 
there of the consumptives’ home. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Are you familiar generally with the values. of 
real estate in the vicinity of this hospital ? 

A. lLought to be. | 

Q Well, how do the values of the land right in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the hospital compare with the values of lands situated a little dis- 
tance away ? 

A. ‘I think it is a detriment. 

Q. Well, is the value of that land on which the hospital is situated 
lower than the value of the surrounding land ? 

A. Well, I can answer that question, perhaps, in another way, 
by saying — 

Q@. Do it in your own way. ; 

A.—that I sold the house No. 23 Schuyler street for 20 per cent. 
less than it cost me after trying for two years to find a purchaser, and 
the greatest objection I found on the part of prospective buyers who 
examined it was its proximity to the consumptives’ home. I resided in 
that vicinity from 1856 to 188) —that is, twenty-four years. I left there 
in 1880 and went to Brookline. 

%. (By the CHarrmMaNn.) Did you leave there because of that insti- 
tution, because of this home being so near your own house ? 

A. That probably influenced my judgment more or less. : 
@. (By Mr. Dana.) Have you any property out there now which 
you have been trying to sell ? 
_ A. There is No. 6 Wayne street, which my sister has lived in. She 

is now out in Colorado. 

Have you found any difficulty in selling that property ? 

I have had no applieation for it as yet.: 

Well, what have you found to be the great difficulty in the way ? 
Well, the lack of a buyer, I should say. ; 

Well, are the buyers held back by any particular cause ? 

I haven’t found out about that; I couldn’t say as yet. 

. Did your sister live for any length of time in the vicinity of this 
hospital ? . 

A. Oh, yes, lived there in this house No. 6 Wayne street for about 
ten years. 

Q@. Is she living there now ? 

Asa OhYno. 

Y. Where is she living ? 

A. Colorado Springs. 
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What did she go out there for? 

On account of the sickness of her husband who has consumption. 
Now, is there anything else you desire to state to the committee ? 
Well, perhaps the city would get what information they wanted — 
by asking the questions and allowing 1 me to answer. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) Mr. ‘Chairman, { would like to ask Mr. 
Atherton a question. Owing to the fact that consumption is more 
generally considered to be contagious now than it was ten years ago, is 
there more feeling against the hospital in the neighborhood at the 
present time than there was then ? 

A. Well, judging from the expert medical testimony of Wednesday, 
I should say yes.

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Mr. ee ee when did you buy your house 
on Schuyler street — in what year? 


A. About 1875, [ think. 

Q. How far away from the consumptives’ home is it ? 

A. Let me see—must be four hundred yards, I should think. 

Q. (By Mr. ParKerR.) Twelve hundred feet? 

A. That is it—about twelve hundred feet. 

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) One of the nearest houses to the home, then, 
I suppose ? 

Ay Ob no: 


Q. ‘The home was there when you bought your place ? 

A. It was. 

Q. And you think it would AN the value of your place if the 
home were moved away ?- 

A. I don’t own it now; I aad it. As I said at first, I sold it for 
twenty per ceht less than T gave for it after living there for about 
five years. 

@. Yes, but how do you account for the difference in the value— 
because the home was there when you bought it as well as when you 
sold it? 

A. Well, because I wanted to sell it. I sold it to the first customer 
I had the opportunity to sell it to, after its remaining vacant for about 
two years. 

Q. Did you object to the home when you purchased the place? 

A. I don’t think [ gave it much thought. 

Q. You didn’t mean to say that your ‘brother-in-law got consumption 
because of the existence of this hospital there ? 

A. That I didn’t say. 

@. You don’t mean to make any such charge as that? 

A, That I couldn't say — whether he got it ‘there or not. 

Q. (By Alderman DyarR.) Do'l understand you to say you bought 
your house in 1875 ? 

Eau eS. 

@. Well, consumption wasn’t generally considered contagious at 
time, was it? 

A. That I couldn’t say. 

Q. Well, had it been considered a contagious disease at that time, as 
it is at the present time, you undoubtedly wouldn’t have bought the 
house, would you? 

My own brother went to Colorado in 1876 with the same disease, 
and stopped there six years. and came back cured. 

@. Well, at.that time did you consider consumption contagious? In 
1876, when your brother had it, did you think anything about it ? 

No, not that I know of; not that I remember now. 

Q. (By Mr. TURNER.) Do you think it would improve the value of 

land there, Mr. Atherton, if the present home was torn down, and a 
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handsomer one, a newer one, in the middle of the lot, put up in its 
place? 

A. And have the home continue there the same ? 

@. No; I mean to tear down the present building. 

A. And have the same consumptives’ home there ? 

Q. Have a consumptives’ home, but a new one, with modern appli- 
anees and conveniences, in the middle of the lot instead of close to the 
street ? 

A. J don’t think it would make any difference, sir. J think it would 
be just as much a damage to the property whether a new one or the old 
one was there. 

Q. And you haven’t any other instances to cite, except what you 
have mentioned, of damage to property ? 

A. No; except what [have personally seen in going about. 

Q. It wouldn’t be fair for a person to buy a piece of land close to 
this hospital and then say, ‘* I think your hospital depreciates my prop- 
erty, and you ought to get out?” ‘That wouldn’t be quite right, would 
it? 

A. I can only repeat what [said a moment ago. In view of the-ex- 
pert testimony here of the physicians last Wednesday, I should say yes. 
When that was first located there, as I remember it, there were only 
fifteen or twenty, or possibly twenty-five, houses in that vicinity. To-~ 
day there are thousands within the same circumference. Idoa’t believe 
there were twenty-five houses there when that was located there, when 
Mr. Klous sold the property. 

Q. Supposing the home were torn down, whatever danger there is 
would remain just the same after the building was taken down as be- 
fore, wouldn’t it ? 

A. That I am not competent to pass judgment upon, sir. 

Q. Wouldn’t people suppose so generally ? — that is, if there is any 
danger of infection on the land on account of the sputa it would be 
there whether you tore the building down or no, wouldn’t it? Wouldn’t 
people generally consider it so? 

A, That I couldn’t say. [shouldn’t want to own a piece of land 
there unless I was pretty sure it was pretty thoroughly disinfected. 

Q. Well, how would the abolition of this hospital increase the value 
of land in the vicinity if the contagion is still there? 

A. For the simple reason that if you continue it you are simply add- 
ing to the contagion, that is all. 


STATEMENT BY JAMES A. HOUSTON. 


(By Mr. Dana.) What is your full name ? 
James A. Houston. 
And where do you reside, Mr. Houston ? 
At the corner of Maple and Schuyler streets. 
And what is the size of the estate you own? 
About an acre and a quarter. 
How near is that estate to the hospital ? 
About a thousand feet I should say. 
Have you any objections to the erection of the proposed hospital ? 
Yes, I have. 
Well, will you state them to the committee ? 
. Well, I think it is a detriment to the whole community there, 
having those people around about us, travelling the streets, drinking 
from the drinking fountain down there and visiting the stores around 
about there; and they have gone so far as to come to my house. They 
have come to my house for things to eat and drink. 

@ How frequently have you seen the inmates of the hospital upon 
the streets ? 
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A. Oh, very frequently — most any time in the summer time when 
you happened to be walking up and down the street. 
Q. Have you any idea about how many patients they have there on 
the average ? 
No, I have not. 
What is your business ? 
Dry goods. 
What firm do you belong to? 
Houston & Henderson.

Q@. (By Mr. TurNER.) When did you buy your house, Mr. Hous- 


A. Bought the land about fifteen years ago. 
@. And the hospital was there at that time ?

@. Were you aware that this hearing is on the question of the aboli- 
tion of the old one and not the erection of a new one ? 

A. Well, as I understand it, it is in regard to the proposed new one 
and the abolition of the old oné, too. 

' Mr. Turner. —1I understood the Chairman to rule that this hearing 
was upon a petition for the abolishing of the old hospital. 

Mr. Dana. —I understood that the hearing was upon the whole 
question whether the Board of Aldermen were to prohibit the erection 
or use of a building for a consumptives’ hospital on the site out in 
Dorchester, and, as | understand the question, that whole subject is be- 
fore the committee. Is that understood to be the question ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question before the committee is on the peti- 
tion of Augustus Parker and fifty-six others for the passage of an order 
prohibiting the use as a hospital of any building on the estate known 
as the Consumptives’ Home, situated on Blue Hill avenue, Washington 
and Seaver streets. 

Mr. Dana. — Covering the whole territory owned by this: hospital ? 

Mr. TurNeR. — The order introduced would apply to the existing 
hospital. 

Q. Now, I should like to ask you, Mr. Houston, if you think it is 

fair for a person to buy a piece of land next to a school, for instance, 

and then say he thinks the school-house depreciates the value of his 
property and that it ought to be moved somewhere else? How does 
that strike your sense of justice ? 

A. Well, I don’t think that applies to this case. 

Q. Well, is that a fair thing to do? 

A. No;Ishouldn’t think that was a fair thing to do. 

Q. Now, take this case — is it fair for a man to buy a piece of land 
close to that hospital, which has been in existence for nearly thirty 
years — twenty-seven years — and then say he thinks the value of his 
Jand would be improved if that hospital were blotted out, and that 
therefore this Board of Aldermen ought to blot it out? 

A. Well, I think it is, under the circumstances. I have learned that 
that place is a good deal more of a nuisance than I thought it was 
when I bought there. 

Q. Well. if it is properly managed and regulated it should be 
allowed to stay, should it not? 

A. I don’t think they can manage or regulate it so that it would be 
proper for it to stay there. 

Q. Have you ever visited the hospital ? 
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AS FING, SIP. 

Q. Do you know anything about the management or regulation of 
the hospital ? 

A. Only what I have heard. I don't know personally. 

@. (By Alderman Dyar.) Do you consider consumption con- 
tagious? 

‘A. Well, Ido from what I learned from the experts here the other 
day. 

a. You didn’t consider it so when you bought your house there fif- 
teen. years ago, did you? 
Well, J wasn’t decided. I didn’t know much about it. 
I guess it wasn’t generally considered contagious at that time ? 
I believe not. 
Not until 1882, I think the physicians testified here? 
Yes, sir. 
(By Mr. Turner.) Did you ever hear until the otthee day, ee 
Houston, that a consumptive was as dangerous to the community as 
leper or a small-pox patient ? 

A. No, 1 did ‘not. 

Q. ‘That is the only time you ever heard the statement? 

Me Yes. sit. 


PORSHORS 
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Q. (By Mr. Dawa.) But if you were told that by a reputable 
physician you would be likely to believe it? 

A. Yes, sir; I think I should. 

Q. Certain hypothetical questions have been put to you, and I would 
like to put one toyou. Do you not think it would be perfectly fair, if a 
hespital which was located on a certain piece of property was found to 
be a menace to the community in general and the building in which it 
Wis situated was found to be worthless -for use, and if the building 
could be moyed off the premises and the property sold at a ereatly 
increased figure because of the removal, bringing in a large fund and 
enabling the trustees to go elsewhere and locate an institution which 
would not be a menace to the community anywhere — don’t you think 
it would be a fair thing to require them to do that? 

A. Ishould think it would be good judgment for them to do it. 

Q. Don’t you understand that. that is what we are proposing to have 
done now? 

A. [| don’t know what you propose to do, but I think it would be good 
judgment. I think they could sell the property for a pretty good fund. 


ReE-cross EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. TuRNER.) Nobody would be afraid of the contagion in 
a place where we might propose to go, you think ? 

A. Well, they are not obliged to go into such a thickly settled neigh- 
borhood as that is. 

@. You said they could sell the property for a good price. You 
think nobody would fear the sputa on the ground ? 

A. I don’t know about that. They inight pay a good price for the 
property, even if they did. 


STATEMENT BY JOSEPH L. BERGMAN. 


(By Mr. Dana.) What is your full name, Mr. Bergman ? 
Joseph L. Bergman. 

And what is your business ? 

Real estate. 

(@. And where do you carry it on? 

A. 47 Court street. 
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Q. And what lands do you sell, in what parts of the city ? 

A, Well, for the last two years I have done most of my business in 
Dorchester and Roxbury. 

Q. And are you acquainted with the values of real estate in the 
vicinity of the hospital ? 

A. Considerably, sir. 

Q. And what is your knowledge of the values of land right near the 
hospital, and the values of land situated a small distance away ? 

A. Well, I think I know something about the values. 

Y. Well, state to the committee what you know on that subject ? 

A. It happened, I think it was a year and a half ago, that a gentle- 
man placed a large estate in my hands for sale there. I hada customer. 
I went down there with the customer and looked over the Jand. We 
went down to Elm Hill avenue and he looked over the estate. The 
price was $110,0U0. He asked me whether $90,000 wouldn’t buy it. 
Well, I asked him to make an offer. His wife was there, —the gentle- 
man was with his lady, —and she liked the place very much, and finally 
we went back, you know, and passed by the Consumptives’ Home, and 
his wife says, *‘ I wouldn't live there if they would give me the estate 
for a gift.” [ asked her why. She said, ‘It is right near the Con- 
sum ptives’ Home; I don’t want to get consumption or to expose my 
children to it.” This was the answer I got. The result was that I was 
unable to do anything with these parties. I have had several instances 
besides that. J had property on Washington street, right close there, 
also a place probably 3,000 feet away from the Consumptives’ Home, 
land for which I would myself actually give fifty. cents a foot easy. 
I thought it was worth that, and [ didn’t take any notice of the hospital, 
didn’t think of it atthe time. I didn’t know it was so near there myself, 
and it was beautiful land. I brought a customer out there, and the 
party said, ‘* Well, we know this land here, and [ wouldn't give twenty- 
five cents a foot for the land.” — ‘* Why is that?” —« W ell, it is so near 
the hospital here.” When I suggested that it was pretty far, that it 
was about ten minutes’ walk, he said, ‘* Well, when the wind is around 
that way we will get the smell just the same. You can ask the neigh- 
bors and see if that is not so.” And that is the objection. I know the 
objection to property in the vicinity of hospitals here in the city; for 
instance, take Allen street, right opposite the Massachusets General 
Hospital; take Northampton street, where they have that new hospital. 
IT could get more for land right close in the immediate vicinity before 
they put up the hospital than I can now. Also, take property on East 
Brookline street, East Newton street, East Springfield street. On 
East Brookline street I can sell the very same house for twenty per cent. 
higher than I can sell it for on East Springfield street, because it is so 
near the hospital. ‘That is all I have to say. 

Q. Then itis your opinion that the existence of this Consumptives’ 
Home upon this land affects the value of the land upon which it is 
situated, and of the neighboring land in Dorchester ? 

A. Well, my idea is that it will affect it still more in the future, 
because it is no place for a consumptives’ home there. It is a good 
place for dwelling-house property and people will not want to live there 
with that Comsumptives’ Home there, | don’t believe. I shouldn't like 
it. 

Cross-EX AMINATION. 

~Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Mr. Bergman, you say the presence of the 
Children’s Hospital depreciates the value of the surrounding land? 

A. Yes, sir. I don’t mean the Children’s Hospital; I mean the hospi- 
tal for contagious diseases on Northampton street. 

Oe 8 school building has the same effect to a certain degree, hasn’t 
it? Take the school on Newbury street, for instance, — doesn’t it 
decrease the value of the adjoining land, in your judgment ? 
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A. In some cases a school-house will affect a place for first-class 
residential purposes. If aman wants to,buy a house costing $50,000, 
he wouldn’t want to be near a school-house; but take the common 
people who pay $25 and $30 a month, you know, they don’t object to it. 
They haven't much music and company, and think the children very 
good music for them. 

Q. Have you heard of any movement to drive the Children’s Hos- 
pital away in order to enhance the value of the surrounding land ? 

A. Well, 1 don’t know. That is a question which [ couldn’t answer, 
sir. I know that in a good many places they wouldn’t like it, you 
know, but still, they have to put up with it, | suppose. But that is not 
an institution for a contagious disease, you know. ‘This institution is 
for a disease. . 

Q. How long have you been in the real estate business, Mr. Berg- 
man ? 

A. Well, I have been in the real estate business more or less, fora ~ 
good many years, but have been entirely in the real estate business I 
think for six years, now. 

Q. Have you ever heard of any other case where a man’s wife spoiled 
a trade on real estate, because of not agreeing with him and his fancy ? 

A. Well, itis generally the.case. You have asked me a pretty good 
question, and I will say that it is frequently the case that the gentleman 
likes a place and the lady don’t like it. But there is a certain way to 
get around it, by explaining to the lady that it is a good place, that the 
house is a very nice one, that it is a good neighborhood, and in that way 
you can talk it out of a lady generally. But where it comes to a ques- 
tion of sickness, of a hospital being in the neighborhood which will 
probably affect the health of the children and himself, the husband will 
not say much to try to persuade his wife to go there. . 

Q. Isn’t ita fact that people differ about those things, — that some 
object to a school-house or a hospital, and that others do not ? 

A. Well, I told you, sir, in the first place, that if a man buys a first- 
class residential place, a high-priced, fine place, he probably would 
object to being near a school and not like it. But generally, people 
who buy $5,000 or $10,000 houses, or even $15,000 houses, don’t 
object to it, and if they move they can sell the house, you know. 

Q. What is the average value of the houses around this home, — this 
Cullis Home ? 

A. Qh, well, I know of houses there—I have a place now in my 
hands that they ask about $110,000 for. | 

Q. What is the average value of the houses nearest to it? 

A. Well, some of them —anywhere from $10,000 to $25,000 and 
$30,000. 

Q. You think that is the average value? 

A. Well, I should consider it so. Of course, people who go out 
there have more land than they do in the city: The class of people who 
live out there and occupy houses worth about $10,000 would not, per- 
haps, in the city, put up with a house costing $25,000. A man who 
goes out there to live, you know, expects to get a better place, that will 
cost him less, you know. 


RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dana.) In that case you first referred to, you thought 
the wife was sensible, didn’t you? ‘ 

A. Well, if my wife would act in that way I would thank her for it. 

@. (By Alderman Dyar.) Mr. Bergman, I will ask you how 
values of real estate about Grove Hall, in the immediate vicinity of the 
hospital, compare with those on Humboldt and Walnut avenues and 
Egleston square ? 
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A. Well, Isold land on Humboldt avenue, where the neighborhood 


‘Is a poor neighborhood, for one dollar a foot. 


@. Well, in the immediate vicinity of the home what is the land 


worth ? 


A. Icouldn’t sell land to-day right opposite there for fifty cents a 


foot. 


Q. They are going to put the boulevard through there, and land 
really ought to be worth more there than on Humboldt avenue, had it 
not? 

A. [should say so, but nobody will live there; I wouldn’t live across 
the street there if I vot my land free. 

@. And you think the mere fact that the hospital is there is the cause 
of the depreciation in values ? 

A. Yes, sir, the whole cause. The land is the nicest land in Rox- 


bury, where the Consumptives’ Home is, and still the land is there 


awaiting a purchaser. I don’t believe a person could sell it for fifty 
cents less than the land on Humboldt avenue. 

Q. And yet the conveniences, the facilities for transportation, are a 
great deal better there at Grove Hall than on Humboldt avenue, are 
they not? 

A. A great deal. I think if they should take away the hospital the 
property there will increase within two years at least twenty-five per 
cent., and probably fifty per cent. Land would probably bring two 
dollars a foot, where to-day it would probably not bring more than 
twenty-five or thirty cents a foot. 


STATEMENT BY JOHN T. BRADLEE. 


@. (By Mr. Haypen.) Your full name, Mr. Bradlee? 

A. John T. 

@. And what is your business ? 

A. Well, sir, I am not in active business. I have retired from busi-_ 
ness. 

Q. And have you been connected at any time with any hospital ? 

A. Yes, sir; with the City Hospital for a great many years. 

Q@. And in what capacity? 

A. On the Board of Trustees, the first eight years of its life, and 


president of the Board for five of the eight years. 

@. And where do you reside, Mr. Bradlee ? 

A. Beacon street, Boston. 

@. Are you familiar with this Co Saas Home property in Dor- 
chester ? 

A. Weil, now, if you will allow me to state — 

Y. Certainly. 

A. I have always known the Grove Hall estate and have known of 
its occupancy in this way: Recently, about a year ago, in April of last 
year, by the death of Samuel Atherton, who held some considerable 
property in that vicinity, I became executor and trustee under his will: 
and in that way [have given the matter more thought and attention since 
then than I should have done otherwise... Mr. Geore ge Atherton, I believe, 
has already stated to you that the Samuel Atherton estate owns quite a 
large property at the corner of Columbia and Washington streets, and 
there isa house on Wayne street, houses on the same estate 1 unning from 
Columbia street to. Glenarm street, some eight houses in all besides the 
Wayne-street property, and quite a lot of land. In that way, of course, 
I have become more interested in the matter than I would have been 


otherwise. 


@. Well, have you any objections to the further continuance of this 
hospital, and if so, you can state your reasons ? 
A. I have, most decidedly. I believe it to be an injury to property 
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in the vicinity and to be a growing injury, because of this reason: 
Property out there until comparatively recently has been in large 
estates. With the growth of Buston those estates are now being divided 
and cut up, and it is fast becoming a much more thickly populated 
neighborhood, with a large number of homes, stores, ete.,.in the vicinity 
of Grove Hall. I think as that neighborhood grows it becomes more 
and more undesirable that this place should be occupied for a Consump- 
tives’ Hospital. I think it an injury now and I think the injury will be 
greater as the property grows and as the march of improvement sets in 
in that direction. 

Q. Have you made any attempts to cut up the property you repre- 
Sent ? : 

A. No, sir. The property there probably will not be cut up by the 
trustees. It will probably be sold ina lurge piece, in its entirety. I 
want to put it on the market this spring. We were hardly ready to do 
it last season. 


STATEMENT BY JOSEPH W. HOMER. 


Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Your full name, Mr. Homer? 

A. Joseph W. Homer. 

Q. And what ts your business ? 

A. Real estate. 

@. In what part of the city do you deal in real estate principally ? 

A. Well, all parts of the south and south-east portion of Boston.

A. Well, my reason is briefly, that I haven't any doubt that the 
granting of the permit would seriously interfere with the market value 
of our land.

A. Real estate is very sensitive, and people who are buying real 
estate are particularly careful to avoid buying in the vicinity of any such 
institution, anything like a hospital for contagious disease. 

. Who is your co-trustee or executor ? 

A. Mr. George S. Hale 

Q@. And does he object, also? 

A. Decidedly, yes. I think he has asked to be notified of the hear- 
ings. He was here last Wednesday and is ready to come again. | 

@. Do you think, Mr.’ Homer, as a real estate broker, that if the 
hospital was removed from this property your land would be more valu- 
able than it is now ? * 
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A. Decidedly. 
@. On the ground of the general detriment that a hospital is — and 
especially a contagious hospital — to real estate? 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And how much of an impr ovement would its removal be, in your 
judgment ? 


A. Well, I couldn’t answer that question, but I can say a very 

decided improvement. 
_ Q. Do you have any knowledge of the values of real estate in the 
vicinity of Grove Hall and this home as compared with the values of 
real estate farther away, out on Elm Hill, for instance, and in other 
residential parts of Roxbury?

good deal of stock in that alone. 


STATEMENT BY JOHN WALLACE. 


(By Mr. Dana.) What is your name, Mr. Wallace? 

John Wallace. 

What is your business ? 

Real estate. 

How long have you been in that business ? 

About fifteen years. 

And do you deal with estates in the vicinity of Boston ? 

Yes, sir. 

Have you had any transactions with Dr. Cullis, in reference 
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either to the home in Dorchester or in reference to property in 


Wellesley ? 

A. Yes, sir; I have had both. 

Q. Will you please state what those transactions were and when they 
took place ? 

A. Well, I have been trying'to sell this estate for him for a good 

many years, I think from 1885 or 1886, and in 1890, I think, I sold “him 
an estate in Wellesley. 

@ Did you ever succeed in getting a bargain through for the prop- 
erty out in Dorchester ? 

A. No, sir; I never did. 

Q. Will you describe what the estate was that you purchased for the 


doctor in Wellesley ? 


A. That was a farm of one hundred and fifty acres, with a house, ° 
barns, green-house, and several houses on it that were fit to be used for 
any of the purposes that he might wish to use them for, as a residence 
or for Peale. 

Q. And what was the intention of the doctor ? 

A. Well, he intended to build there a hospital as soon as he could 
sell this land here in Dorchester. 

Q. That is, he was going to move the hospital from its present site 
out to Wellesley ? 

A. That was his intention. 

@. Did he ever state that to you? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. That was his intention, fully. He never intended 
to have the hospital remain here. 

@. And did that continue to be his intention, so far as you know, up 


-to his death ? 


A. Yes, sir; he was very anxious to sell this in order to remove 


the hospital, to avoid the expense of carrying so expensive an estate. 


@. When did the doctor die ? 

A. I dont know, exactly. I think perhaps in 1891 or 1892, but that 
is a matter of record. 

Q. Atthat time you still had the pr oper ty in Dorchester in your charge 
to sell ? ; 

aed OS, Sit. 

Y. When did you first learn that the hospital was not going to 
move ? 

A. I think three or four months ago. Mr. Mallory came down and 
told me that they had decided to build there. 

Q. And was that the time when the property was taken out of your 
hands ? 
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A. Well, that is the time they told me they didn’t want to sell 
it, -Ves. 

QY. And up to that time you had the property for sale P 

iA. Yes, sir. ! 

Q. Were you ever successful in obtaining for them an offer ? 

A. Yes, I obtained an offer for them about three or four months ago, 
but it wasn’t accepted. 

Q. And have you any objection to stating what that offer was? What 
was the amount? 

A. It was $165,000. : 

Q. Do you know whether or not the estate is subject to a mort- 

age P 
; A. Yes, sir; it is—that is. lam told so. Of course, I know when 
the doctor was alive it was subject to a mortgage of $66,000. 
Do you understand that that mortgage has been increased or 
decreased ? 

A. IJ think it has been increased. I have been told so. 

Q What is your understanding as to the amount of it now P 

A. Well, the last I heard of it I think it was about $80,000. 

Q. And are you familiar with the values of real estate in the vicinity 
of the hospital ? | 

A. Well, yes, sir; I have had something to do with it, but more 
particularly with that estate and the next one to it than with any 
other. ) ' 

Q. And what is your opinion as to the effect of the existence of thi 
hospital upon the estate — as to the value of the estate P 

A. Well, i should think it would very much depreciate their own 
estate and every other one around it, if they kept it there. ‘There is no 
doubt about that. 

Q. Have you formed any idea in a rough way of how much of a 
damage it is to the estate ? 

A. No, I haven't. I only know what the doctor asked for it, you 
know, when he was alive, and they would probably, I think, get a great 
deal more for it if the hospital was taken away and they should have a 
sale after that was done. | 

Q. Did Dr. Cullis ever state to you any particular reason for the 
selection of Wellesley as the site for the hospital ? ; 

A. Yes, sir; he looked at a great many places, but as soon as he 
caught sight of the estate in Wellesley he never gave up until he bought 


it. One reason I brought forward at the time to get him to buy it—_ 


of course I wanted him to buy it — was that Dr. Bowditch had selected 
that as the best place for consumptive people that there was in Massa- 
chusetts. . 

@. Do you know what the doctor’s idea was in regard to the site of 
the old hospital ? Did he regard it as a favorable place ? 

A. No, he didn’t think it was now. It was better when he first went 
there. but he gave up all idea of having a hospital there. The only 
thing he wanted there was a church. He always reserved a piece of 
Jand for that — if anvbody made an offer he always reserved five or ten 
thousand feet for a church. 

@. Are you familiar with the present condition of the hospital out 
there, the condition of the buildings ? 

No, I am not. 

When was the estate in Wellesley sold ? 

I don’t really know. I didn’t sell it. 

That wasn’t done by you?

It was since Dr. Cullis’ death ? 

Oh, yes; a year or two after he died, I think.

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Mr. Wallace, you say $165,000 was 
offered ? 

ees Sit. 

@. Is that person still ready to pay the price ? 

A. Well, a few days ago he said he would pay $160,000. 

@. ‘That is, some client of yours, whose name you don’t care to give, 
I suppose? 

A. had rather not give it. I could give it, but I won’t. I had rather 
not. ; 

Q@. Why did you want Dr. Cullis to. go out to Wellesley ? 

A. I thought it was the best place for his patients. 

Q@. Well, why did you cite Dr. Bowditch’s opinion in regard to it? 

A. Why, because Dr. Bowditch told me so himself. 

Yd. I know, but — 

A. That was a good reason, wasn’t it? 

@. How do you regard Dr. Bowditch’s standing as a physician ? 

A. Lconsidéred him the best in Massachusetts — the old gentleman, 
I mean. 

Q. The old gentleman ? 

d. Yes. 

@. You were not referring to Dr. Vincent Y. Bowditch? 

Zen NO. 

Q. Let me ask you, Dr. Wallace, if you own or are interested in any 
of the surrounding property here ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you any surrounding property on your books! ? 

A. Ihave not— well, I have “other property to sell there, yes, sir. 

Q. That you wish to seil. Did you ever get any other offer besides 
the one you have mentioned for this property ? 

A. Yes, sir; I had at one time a syndicate that was about to take it. 
They wanted to, preempt it —that is, get a refusal of it for three 
months — for $185,000. 

Q. And did you ever have any other applicants for it besides those ? 

A. Qh, yes, I have had other applicants. 

Q. Well, at the time you held it what was the demand for the 
property ? 

A. ‘There were a great many people talked of buying it, but those 
were the main offers I got for it. 

Q. What price did Dr. Cullis hold it at ? 

A. ‘Two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars. 

Q. Do you think if the property was sold now that the fact that it 
had been used as a hospital would tend to depreciate the price realized ? 

A. ‘That it had been used ? 

Q. Yes, that it had been used as a hospital ? 

A. Ishouldn’t think so. Ifthe hospital was taken away it wouldn’t. 

Q. Well, the danger from contagion or infection would remain just 
the same, wouldn’t it ? 

A. How would it? 

Q. Through the sputa on the ground? 

A. You might plough itup. I guess that would get rid of it. That 
objection is too far fetched. 

Q. Do you know that the only danger from this arises from the 
sputa ? 

' A. Well, I believe I heard so here Wednesday. 

Q And wouldn't that danger remain just the same if you took down 
the buildings ? 

A. I don’t think it would if it was ploughed in; do you? 

Q. Jam not giving opinions. Iam asking you for yours. 
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A. AndIam asking you your opinion. But what is the use of ask- 
ing such a foolish question P : 

(). Supposing you were told by the highest authority on conse 
in the city of Boston that the danger would be exactly the same ? 

A. I wouldn't believe it. I could get rid of it. 

QY. You could?

Q. You wouldn’t accept such an opinion of medical experts on that 
matter ? 

A. I wouldn’t, not in regard to anything on the ground. 

@. Do you know how long those germs s of consumption live P 

A. Idon't know how long they live in the ground, but I shouldn't 
be afraid of them underneath the ground. 

@. You think there is no danger from them on the ground! ? 

A. I don’t say that. I-say, plough this land and put them under- 
ground, and I don’t think they would hurt the place any. 

Q. How are you going to put the germs underground ? 

A. Plough the ground up. That will put them under. 

Q. It depends on whey they go under or not. If they don’t me 
are likely to blow away? 

A. Well, if they blow away there is no danger. 

@. They are just as likely to remain on the surface if you alone the 
ground. 

A. No, sir; they are not. 

Q. Ploughing doesn’t always place things under the surface ? 

A. Good ploughing does. “You can turn them under if you want to. 
That is too far fetched. 

Q@. Don’t you think that that would leave germs on the surface? 

A. I haven’t any doubt that they could “be done away with easy 
enough if the hospital was taken away. 


@. And you wouldn’t believe any medical expert who would tell you 
to the contrary ? 
A. I would not, no, sir. Take the buildings away and the piece of 


land left there isn’t going to be affected by anything of that kind. We 
all know that. 


STATEMENT BY IvERS W. ADAMS. 


@. (By Mr. Haypen.) Mr. Adams, what is your full name ? 
A: ‘Ivers W: 


@. And where do you live? 

A. I live at the corner of Washington and Columbia streets, Dor- 
chester. 

Q. Is that near this property ? 

A. Quite near. 

Q. How near? 

A. Qh, the estate I own runs —well I should think within 250 or 
300 feet of where the cor ners would come together. 
How large an estate ? 
I think about 200,000 feet. 
And as a property owner do you object to this hospital P 
I-do, most decidedly. 
State your reasons to this committee ? 
Well, I object for quite a number of reasons: I object as an 
owner of this estate; I object as a resident of the neighborhood; I 
object as a taxpayer. In a general way, I object to the ‘relocating ‘of 
this home in that vicinity. 


ai a you think that it has a depreciating effect upon the property P 
esc: 


(. And you think it is a menace to the health of the people in the 
Vicinity ? 
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A. Ido, decidedly. I feel so. In consultation, as I have been, with 
quite a number of my medical friends, I have yet to find one who gives 
me an opinion other than that it is not conducive to the general health 
of the residential portion of the community. 

@. Isthere anything else you want to state to the committee P 

A. Idon’t know. I suppose the ground has all been gone over by 
previous gentlemen. I[ have not been present at the hearings and what 
I would present might simply be a rehash of what has been already 
said.

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) I think your objection as a taxpayer might 
be new. What was that objection, Mr. Adams? 

A. Asa taxpayer? 

Q.. Yes. 

A. Here isa very large piece of property that the city of Boston has 
not received any taxes f y lar: I As a 
taxpayer, my taxes are naturally a little higher on that account. I be- 

lieve that property should pay taxes; I believe it stands in the way of 
the improvement of other property in its immediate neighborhood. 
When did you get your property, sir? 
’ When did I purchase it? 
aes,.Sir. 
Fifteen years ago, about, I should say. 
The home was there at that time P 
Was the house there, do you mean P 
- Was this Cullis Home there at the time ? 
It was, yes, sir. 
And how near is your property ? 
Oh, I should say, as I stated before, that the two estates were 
perhaps 250 or 300 feet apart. 
What is the value of your estate ? 
I believe it is assessed for about $60,000. 
And how much is that a foot? 
I don’t know. 
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STATEMENT BY EDWARD REYNOLDS. 


(By Mr. HAYpEN.) Your full name, Mr. Reynolds ? 
Edward Reynolds. 
And what is your business ? 
Provision business. 
And where is your store ? 
487 Blue Hill avenne. 
Where with reference to this property ? 
Well, the width of the street from the property. 
The Grove Hall end of it? 
Yes, sir. 
And do you object to the hospital establishment there ? 
Certainly I do. 
State your reasons to the committee, and any facts you may know 
in reference to it that you care to state. You own your property ? 

A. Ido, yes. sir. One very serious reason is that for eighteen years 
I have been troubled a great deal by patients from the home. I have 
several times sent them from my store, when they were so helpless that 
they couldn’t go alone, in my team up to the home. One man, some 
years ago, lived but a few moments after he got there, after I sent him 
up in my team. This same man had a very bad hemorrhage in the 
store. We got a bucket for him and he vomited blood into that bucket, 
and was so helpless and so weak that I sent him up ina wagon. Some 
few years ago there was a man carried into my store that had a hemorr- 
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hage in the field out back of the store, a very bad one. That same man. 
had another one once afterwards in the store, and I sent him up. Last 
fall there was a young man came there. He didn’t have a hemorrhage, 
but he was so helpless that he couldn’t walk out of the store. I sent- 
him up. I have had those people drink from a glass in my store. I 
never felt like treating those poor sick people any other way than kindly ; 
they were not to blame for their condition, but always I would throw 
that glass away, not knowing that it was dan gerous, as I heard stated 
here ‘by medieal men the other day, but feeling that [ wouldn’t relish a 
drink fromthe glass. I have seen a great deal of those people in eigh- 
teen years, ti: welling about. Isaw a manas near asthe width of this 
room to the fountain die there right in the street, possibly two or three 
years ago. He bled terribly, so much so that the people about there 
took a pail and dipped water out of the watering-trough and washed the 
blood away. I helped lay him up on to the lawn, and a physician came 
along and pronounced him dead, and he was carried on a stretcher up 
to the home. I have seen a good many of those kind of things. Within 
the last months I have seen fifteen of those people different days, in 
about eleven days of the month, pass. I never in my life have seen 
anything like a spit-cup, which | have heard mentioned. If there are 
any such cups in possession of any patients, I never have known one to 
use one. ‘They may have them, but I never have known. of one. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Have you seen them out with an attendant? - 

A. I never saw any attendant, no, sir. They go about, sometimes 
one or two and in warm weather often half a dozen or more together. 
I never have seen anyone with an attencant. 

Y. Where is your store situated with reference to the hospital ? 

A. Well, my store is the nearest store in the place to the hospital. 

Yd. W hat sort of a store is it? 

A. Well, itis a provision store, about sixty-five feet in depth and 
twenty-five feet front. The building is a five-story brick building with » 
apartments above and two stores underneath, a dry-goods store and the 
store that [ occupy. 

Do you think the hospital affects the value of your real estate ? 

A, Well, I think it affects the value of everybody’s real estate in 
that vicinity. I haven’t the slightest doubt of that. 

Q. (By Mr. HaypeEn.) One question, Mr. Reynolds. Have you 
seen patients out every day, or how often in pleasant weather P 

A. Well, [don’t remember well enough to say every day, but I have 
seen them almost any day in pleasant weather, a good deal more in 
warm weather than in winter, but there are always more or less of them 
strolling about the neighborhood. ‘They have been to my house for 
food and delicacies and to my store, and [ have heard of them being to 
a good many others the same way. 

@ (By Mr. Dana.) You have seen them out in the last month or 
two: 

A. Yes, sir; I have seen fifteen of them, surely. : 

Qs. Did they have spit-cups ? 

A. I never saw a spit-cup, no, sir. I never saw anything of the kind 
used for that purpose. 


STATEMENT BY EDWARD G. West, M.D. 


(By Mr. HAypeNn.) Your full name, doctor ? 
Edward G. West. 

And what is your profession ? 

Physician. 

Where do you live ? 

IT live at 630 Warren street. 

Where is that ? 
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A. That is the third house on Warren street from Grove Hall. It is 
perhaps 1,000 feet— scarcely that; well, perhaps a thousand feet from 
the Consumptives’ Home. 

Q. Are you in general practice ? 

A. | am. I am a graduate of the Harvard Medical School and 
Harvard College and a member of the Massachusetts Medical So- 
ciety 

o Now, doctor, what are your views on the contagiousness of con- 
sumption ? 

A. There is no question about its being contagious in every sense of 
the word. It is not as contagious as small- -pox, but it is certainly as 
contagious as syphilis and leprosy and that class of diseases, and can be 
classed with those three diseases as being the curse of mankind. The 
tubercle, the bacillus of tuberculosis, can be implanted under the skin or 
drawn into the lungs, and from that cause consumption may result ; 
and unquestionably, with as much as there is in that vicinity, it affects 
the whole neighborhood. I have been there in that neighborhood 
for sixteen years, and for quite a little while after I first came there 
I was the nearest physician to the home. My wife owns the prop- 
erty where I am: located, and I also appear here as a property 
owner to protest against this hospital being built or even retained 
there. I think the ‘createst danger, aside from the general contagion 
from having the people around about there, is the dan. ger of haying the 
friends of these consumptives with their clothes filled full of the dry 
bacillus which is spat up in the hospital, going up and down in the 
ears with our wives and children. It particularly appeals to a man, —I 
will not mention personal affairs, — but it particularly appeals to a man 
who has a wife or children with a consumptive tendency, who have 
inherited the tendency to consumption. When you expose them as they 
must be exposed to people who visit this home and who ride in the 
electric cars with us, it makes the danger particularly great. Men who 
are as full-blooded as I am can perhaps withstand it, but to people with 
that tendency it is particularly dangerous; and I should be very glad 
indeed to see the hospital removed. I think the effect upon our Teal 
estate has been to make it less valuable, and that it has made the whole 
neighborhood a less valuable place for general living purposes; and 
par ‘ticularly j is it objectionable to the whole city of Boston, inasmuch as 
the cars which go by that home go to one of the chief entrances to the 
park, just beyond. A person who goes there from other parts of 
Boston is more or less affected by not only the patients but by the 
friends, nurses, and everybody connected with the hospital, such 
persons being in the cars, even if they have not consumption them- 
selves, with their clothes thoroughly infiltrated and filled with the dry 
tuberculous material. The material is just as contagious when it is 
dry as when it is moist. 

A few moments ago I heard the question asked here, what would be 
done with the tubercles on the ground if the home should be removed ? 
Experiments in laboratory have shown that the tubercle exposed to the 
sunlight and air will lose its efficacy in a few days. But closed up in 
darkness, and ina dry place, it will last for months, if not for years. 
There is one instance I remember of its being tested after three years, 
being dried in a basin and being laid away. At the end of the three 
years it was tested as to its activity and was found to still exist. How 
much longer it could last I don’t know; but sunlight and air would un- 
questionably purity the grounds and the neighborhood after the hospi- 

tal was removed. It is useless to go over all the other matters which 
have been stated. 

@. (By Aldermen Dyar.) Dr. West, I will ask you if you don't 
consider consumption, controlled as it is at the present time, more dan- 
gerous and more of a menace to public health than small-pox, diph- 
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theria, and cholera, because we do provide against those and quarantine 
such diseases, while we do not quarantine consumption ? 7 

A. Yes, sir; I think there is no question about it. Consumption at 
the present time kills more people than all the other diseases put to- 
gether. 

@. Why do you consider a person more liable to be infected with 
small-pox or cholera than with consumption ? 

A. Itis more contagious. 

Q. Well, why is it more contagious? 

A. That is a fact which I don’t know that 1 can explain. Perhaps the 
germ is more active. 

Q. Well, I will ask you if it is not because the system is generally in 
a condition to receive small-pox and cholera ? . 

A. The system seems to have the power of protecting itself against 
certain diseases. ‘The systems of certain men seem to have that power. 


That protection is not so great against cholera and small-pox as it is — 


against consumption. Then another thing — in consumption you have 
got to actually get the tubercle under the skin or implanted in good 
ground to have it work. Of course, the same thing is true in regard to 
the cholera bacillus, the germ of Koch, which causes the cholera. 
That must be implanted. But thatis a more active germ than the germ 
of consumption is. 

¥. If the system is in perfect condition to receive the bacillus con- 
sumption is fully as contagious as small-pox, isn’t it? —if the system is 
predisposed in favor of it? : . 

A. Yes, sir. Take a depreciated system and each one of them would 
be as contagious as the other. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. TuRNER.) What do you say of the simple experiment 
of going over the surface of this land with a plough, to kill these 
germs ? , 

A. I think it would be more rational to go over it with a torch and 
burn them out, and leave it open to the sunlight and air, allowing the 
chemical influences of the sun to get rid of them. Perhaps that is the 
reason why we don’t all die from consumption. . 

Q. You wouldn’t, then, entirely accept Mr. Wallace’s suggestion as 
to the means of eradicating the danger here in case the buildings were 
removed ? 

A. I don’t know what experiments have been made in regard to 
implanting them under the ground. The sunlight will travel under the 
ground to a great extent, and so will the air; but I don’t like to cover 
up filth, and I don’t think it is a good plan. 

@. If you were given that tract of land, and instructed to exter- 
minate those germs, would the first thing you would do be to go over it 
with a plough ? 

4. I don’t think it would; no, sir. 

Q@. It wouldn’t do any good at all, would it? ; 
A. I don’t know as I should say that. I should leave it open to th 
air for a certain length of time, and then go over it with a plough, and 
plough under the rest. It would necessarily have to remain open a 
week, or two or three weeks; and that would probably kill the germs. 

@. What experiments do you refer to, doctor, when you say that 
experiments have shown that a germ exposed to sunlight could be 
killed in three hours ? 

A. I referred to a post-graduate lecture I attended, given by Dr. 
Ernst, of the Harvard Medical School. I don’t know who made the 
experiments, but he was the authority that I quoted — Harold C. Ernst, 
who is a specialist on bacilli and on that sort of diseases: , 
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Q. And do you think that this disease is communicated by exhala- 
tions of the breath? 

A. Jt may be. 

Q. Well, what is your ground for thinking so? 

A. I said ‘It may be.” I don’t know as I have seen any experi- 
ments which would carry that out. But certainly every patient with 
tuberculosis must necessarily have his or her garments full of the dry 
tubercular material, unless they have been exceedingly careful, by 
using spit-cups and what not, in getting rid of it. What is more, a 
patient who: has tuberculosis of the lungs is very frequently atllicted 
with tuberculosis of the skin, tuberculosis of other or gans of the body, 
and the skin, and the particles which fall upon the floor cet infiltrated 
into clothing, and as the people walk around, the particles fall from 
their clothing. Whether the infection would come from the exhalations 
ot the lungs or from the material which comes from these other por- 
tions of the body, would be a question. You would have to get down 
to a very fine point in making a diagnosis. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar. ‘5 You say you live about 1,000 feet from 
the home ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Have you ever seen any of the patients use a spit-cup out-of- 
doors? ~ 

A. No, sir. 

Q). You have been there how long? t 

A. Sixteen years. 

Q. (By Mr. TURNER.) DHetee: how many people are there, affected 
with consumption, who travel in the street cars without restraint ?P 
What would the proportion be, should you say, as compared with the 
inmates of this home ? 

A. That I don’t know. You mean every day in our street cars in 
Boston ? 

Q. Yes. How many consumptives are allowed to be at large ? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q@. Whatis the proportion? Are they many or few ? 

- A. I don’t know. There are certainly some. But I spoke not only 
of the patients themselves, but also of their friends, nurses, physicians, 
and all who are connected with the Consumptives’ Home. Whoever 
goes into that home carries out with him a multitude, perhaps millions, 
of these tubercles. 

Q. Yes, but | wanted to get at the proportion. How many people are 
there, going at large every day in public conveyances, afflicted with 
consumption, as compared with the number in this home? In the first 
place, do you know how many patients there are in the Cullis Home ? 
I don’t know personally, of my own knowledge. 

How many do you suppose? 

I think [ have heard something like thirty to fifty. 

Supposing there are about thirty- -seven there ? 

Yes. 

How does that number compare with the whole number of con- 
sumptives in the city of Boston, should you say? 

A. It would be a very, very: small proportion. 

@. Could you give any idea in round numbers about how many 
people in Boston are afflicted with consumption ? 

A. Icouldn’t say. I haven’t looked up the statistics. 

Q. It would be many thousands, wouldn’t it ? 

A. Out of the million people surrounding the city of Boston there 
would be many thousands. 

Q. And those thousands of oopi are constantly travelling without 
restraint ? ' 

Suances, SIT. 
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Q. Wherever they wish to go? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. And without any spit-cups? 

A. Without any spit-cups. But the thing we particularly wish here 
is to get rid of this home, where people go to see these patients, and 
where there is continual danger from the patients themselves and from 
those brought in connection with them. 

Y. Yes; but where would those same patients go to if they were 
turned out of this home ? 

A. ‘There are many places that would be very desirable for a home 
for consumptives. 

@. <Aren’t the chances good that they would go right back and live 
with their friends or travel about the streets without any restraint 
whatever ? 

A. Yes; but if their friends are outside of the city of Boston, or out- 
side of the State, I don’t know as that has anything to do with us. 

Q. But don’t you know that all these patients, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, come from the city of Boston P 

A. I don’t know it of my own knowledge; no, sir. I have heard that 
they come from different parts of New England. 

Y. Don't you recognize ‘the need, doctor, of a consumptives’ home 
within the city limits? 

A. No, sir; [think it should be outside of the city limits, and in a 
place where they could have proper treatment, with large quantities of 
fresh air, that they should be on an elevated territory, isolated, just like 
our patients who have small-pox and other contagious diseases — such 
as the city of Boston has just built down here on West Chester park, 
Massachusetts avenue, the Contagious Hospital. 

Q. Didn’t you know that there was a large hospital for consumptives 
in London which has been running there right in the heart of the city 
for many years ? : 

A, ‘That may be. 

Q. Did you know it? 

A. No, sir; I did not know it. 

Q@. Did you know that there was a hospital there called the Bromp- 
ton Hospital ? ) 

A. I did not know it. 

Q@. Under the charge of one of the leading authorities in the world 
on consuniption P 

A. I think that would be objectionable, too, if there is one. 

@. But you hadn’t considered that. fact when you gave your testi- 
mony P 

A. Ihadn’t; butin considering it [should say that that was objection- 
able, having it in London, just as it is objectionable to have it in the city. 
of Boston. That begs the question. 

(. Is Dorchester more consumptive, as a section, than other parts of 
the city, do you think ? 

As? HN OF Sis 

Q@. Have you known of any cases which can be attributed to the ex- 
istence of this hospital there ? . 

A. No, sir. Tuberculosis is common in. all parts of New England, 
and in fact the United States, and it would be very difficult to trace a 
case. Itis of slow progress and slow development. In the months 
that it tukes to develop a patient may be exposed to contagion in a 
great many ways. 

@. Well, let me ask you this: If you can restrain in a hospital or 
home within the city limits certain aggravated cases which otherwise 
would go at large without any restraint whatever, isn’t there a certain 
gain there to the community as a whole, a gain in health? | 
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A. That would depend upon the restraint under which they are kept 
and what is done. . 
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_ @. Yes. Assuming that the home has proper regulations, and that 
every possible precaution is taken to prevent those patients from scat- 
tering disease or extending it ? . 

A. Unquestionably it would be better than to have a home exposed 
as this is now; but unquestionably it would be better still to have it 
outside the city limits : 

(. Undoubtedly; but suppose there are people who will not go a 
two-hours, ride away in the steam-cars, but who will go to a home of 
this character — isn’t it better to have them in some home inside the 
city limits than to allow them to go at large without any restraint or 
restriction, without considering any one locality more than another, but 
taking the community as a whole? 

A. Unquestionably. 

@. Then ahome of that kind is a benefit to that extent ? 

A. A home which was properly conducted, upon the same principles 
that our contagious hospital is now conducted in connection with the 
city hospital, unquestionably would be a benefit; but then comes the 
question, after all, of the attendance, and the nurses, and the doctors, 
and the friends coming to and going from that home and carrying the 
infection into the cars. It would be better outside of the city. 


STATEMENT BY MILBREY GREEN, M.D. 


(By Mr. Dana.) What is your name, doctor ? 

Milbrey Green. 

How long have you been in practice ? 

Since 1867, here in Boston. 

-And you are in general practice ? 

. | am in general practice, but have devoted special attention to 
diseases of the lungs since 1854. I was sent away from Boston by Dr. 
Bowditch at that time, and passed five or six years of my life, except 
now and then a few months, in a medical college, in the various re- 
sorts where consumption is seen. 

@. You are a specialist on Jung troubles ? 4 

A. IJ call myself a general practitioner, but I have devoted special 
attention to that, on account of having trouble myself, and having been 
crippled from a wound received in the army. 1 have devoted special 
attention to it for the last ten or twelve years, but I don’t call myself 
particularly a specialist in that line. 

Q@. Now, doctor, state in as brief a way as you can what you know 
about consumption, its character and the danger from it. 

A. Well, I will say from what I saw at these health resorts, where 
there were colonies of people in consumption, that it was decidedly 
contagious. I have always looked upon it in that light from the way it 
spread. Afterwards, when [ read of the investigations of physicians 
abroad and at home,.I saw that the facts as laid down by them proved 
the contagiousness of it. I have seen whole families affected with con- 
sumption, where there was no question but what one after the other 
yielded from the exposure to it— and sometimes, for instance, where a 
strong healthy man has contracted consumption from his wife. But I 
don’t think it'is necessary to go into that, because Professor Ernst, and 
Dr. Durgin, and other men employed by the city of Boston, and who 
ave familiar with such matters, have all testified that consumption is 
contagious. I don’t think that any physician, practising any school of 
medicine, denies that at the present time. 

Q. Is it always transmitted? Does it ever originate in the patient 
himself ? 

A. Well, I think there is a possibility of that. I have seen cases 
where I thought, the father or mother having consumption before the 
child was born, where one parent at least had been sick with consump- 
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| 
tion for perhaps one, two, or three years before the child was born, the 
child was predisposed to it. But I am more inclined to think from 
what I have seen that more cases occur from direct exposure to the 
germ than in any other way. 

Q. Well, in the case you mention, isn’t it more likely that the disease 
was communicated from the parent, and that the child simply inherited 
the capacity to take the disease ? . : 

A. Exactly. That is what I say. Children inherit the capacity ; 
they are predisposed to it. 

Q. But they are without the disease itself? 

A. I don't say they inherit the disease itself. I say they are predis- 
posed to it, the same way as a person may be the victim of scrofula, or 
anything like that. 

(Y. The same way that certain vegetables grow better on one soil 
than another? | 

YM NGL 

Q. Are you familiar with the location of the present hospital ? 

A. Iam. I have ridden by it ever since 1867, very seldom missing 
a week, sometimes daily and sometimes twice a day, to Mt. Bowdoin, 
where I have a number of patients. 

Q. Have you been in it? 

A. Ihave, but I know nothing about the management of it, except 
for afew years after its removal to Dorchester. I contributed towards 
it myself. I interested my patients in it. | Before it moved there and 
when it first bought the land and started there I did all I could to for- 
ward the interests of it; but after the first two or three years I never 
visited there except occasionally to inquire after some of the people 
there who used to make calls on me. At times every year, until the- 
last four or five years, people who were in there would come to me for 
clothing or for money — most generally for clothing; and I remember 
one man who died six or seven, years ago who came to me every year, 
twice a year, for three or four years; and when he didn’t make his 
usual visit I would sometimes go around and take a bundle to him and 
inquire about him, Butso far as the management of the hospital is 
concerned I know nothing about it for the last ten or twelve years. 

Q. Do you regard the existence of the hospital there as dangerous 
to the community P 

A. I do, decidedly... I have been in the habit of driving in the 
morning with my horse, and in the afternoon sometimes I would go in 
the cars — and I have ridden by that hospital many times mornings and 
afternoons, early and late, and have seen those inmates, men within a 
few days of the termination of their lives, perambulating around ‘the 
grounds, upon the sidewalks, down around the corner where the drink- 
ing-place is, expectorating about; and, of course, I know that this 
expectoration dries and a very little breeze picks it up as dust and 
blows it around. When I first heard of the proposal to remove the 
hospital to the country I approved of it heartily, and was very sorry 
they did not succeed in selling this land-so that they could move. But 
when I found that there was a prospect of their rebuilding in this same 
place, I spoke to quite a number about it and said I thought it was 
perfectly absurd for Boston to spend quite an amount of money in 
parks for the benefit of the people, the children. of Boston, and then 
puta pest-house at the very entrance of a park. I have'been out there, 
very many times in the last five or six years when these poor children 
from the North End and other parts of the citv have come out there on 
the cars. ‘The cars have sometimes been loaded with them, and many 
of them have been set down near Seaver street; and I have said, 
‘* These children are going to.be brought out: here year-after-year and 
landed in front of this hospital, which is about as dangerous as a small- 
pox hospital, and at any rate, if they are not landed there, but farther 
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on, when a breeze is blowing, this dust will be flying about and bearing 
contagion, and may be spreading it among the thousands of poor 
children who are predisposed by their lack of nutritious food and the 
poor neighborhoods in which they live to consumption. Physicians are 
doing everything they can to fight against consumption, and yet here 
we are bringing these children “out to the park to give them tresh air 
a few times a year and exposing them to the disease. It seems to me 
perfectly absurd for Boston to spend so much money in the direction 
of parks and then put a pest-house at the very entrance of the park 
which is most frequented.” 

QY. Do you think it possible for the disease to be communicated ifthe 
windows of the hospital are open in the summer time and the air blow- 
ing? Do youthink it possible for the germs of disease to thus be carried 
from the hospital into the community ? 

A. Well, [ have just received reports of the last three weekly meet- 
ings in January and February of the Academy of Medicine, in Paris, 
and there they have been discussing at those three meetings in succession 
the hospital origin of consumption —of phthisis. A large number of 
those men, who have been investigating the subject for years, claim 
that the hospitals in our large cities—like London, Paris, Vienna, 
Berlin —are a source of contagion, and that a great many cases of 
phthisis originate and are carried away from those _ hospitals. 

Q. ‘The disease can be carried by flies ? 

A. The germs can be carried in any way ; 

@. One more question — do you think that the danger would be sub- 
stantially removed if the hospital buildings were taken down and the 
grounds disinfected ? 

A. I think it would if it were burned. 

@. The ground burned over ? 

A. If the hospital were burned. In regard to the ground, I don’t 
know how they would disinfect that. I think there must be layer after 
luyer, after all these years, of germs. But, at any rate, one great gain . 
would certainly come from their digging up a part of the oround, and 
of course if the hospital was burned down or burned up the round would 
be dug overin some way. Of course, I do know this about the hospital, 
that there has been no regular means adopted of disinfecting that hospi- 
tal. It is saturated from top to bottom with the germs of phthisis, and 
the hospital itself is worse than some of these Paris hospitals, because 
there they do wash them. ‘They take every precaution there, and there 
is not a thing there but what is thoroughly washed with antiseptics. As 
I say, at the last three meetings of the Academy of Medicine in Paris — 
that is, up to the middle of February — they were discussing and ac- 
knowledging that the hospitals of Paris for phthisis were spreading 
phthisis ; and that, of course, the same thing was true in the other large 
cities, Berlin, London, and Vienna. 

Q. But it would be a great measure of relief to the community if this 
hospital were removed? 

A. Decidedly. At any rate, if they were going to build a new one I 
should want thé old one burned down. 


Cross—EX AMINATION. ’ 


Q. (By Mr. TurNeR.) Dr. Green, who are the leading specialists 
on consumption in Boston ? 

A. Well, there is none except Dr. Langmaid, I suppose — I don’t 
mean him, but Dr. Knight, I suppose — since the death of Dr. Bowaitch. 
He is considered the leading man, simply because he commenced with 
Dr. Bowditch many years ago and has been going on probably for some 


, thirty years or more — perhaps thirty-five years. Aside from him there 


are perhaps a dozen men who are engaged in that line, more or less. 
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Young Dr. Bowditch is in general practice, but he is, of course, follow- 
ing in his father’s footstepsas far ashe can. He is, however, in general 
practice. There are many others, but I don’t know of any specialists. 

Y. That is enough. 

A, AsIsay, there is no one I know of except Dr. Knight but what 
is in general practice. 

Q. Have you read the report of the Board of Health in regard to this 
home ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Y. I want to ask, Dr. Green, whether you dissent from the conclu- - 


sions of the Board of Health in regard to this matter ? 

Q. Well, the report of the Board of Health that I saw was in the 
newspapers, and that, as I understood, was to the effect that the disease 
was contagious. They reported consumption as contagious, — Dr. 
Durgin, Professor Ernst, and the others whose statements I,saw in con- 
nection with it. 

Q. Do you assent to this: ‘‘’The control and destruction of all 
sputum would reduce the danger to a minimum, and, with unremitting 
watchfulness, would be practicable ? ” 

A. Yes, sir; in this way, that I think it an impossibility to reduce it. 


STATEMENT BY GEORGE E; HALL. 


QY. (By Mr. Haypen.) Mr. Hall, what is your full name? 

A, George Ti: . 

Y. (By Mr. Dana.) What is your business ? 

A. [am an auctioneer, an appraiser, one of the assessors of Boston. 

Y. And what part of Boston comes within your territory ? 

A. Ward 24, Dorchester, a part of it. 

QY. And the part in which this hospital is situated? 

A. Yes, sir. . 

@. Will you tell, in a general way, what the respective value of real 
estate is situated at the hospital and near it, and of real estate some 
distance from it? 

A. Well, [have always said that the property right around Grove Hall 
ought to be worth in reality double what it is worth to-day, and I think it 
would be if it were not for the Consumptives’ Home. Property farther 
up Washington street, towards Milton, beyond Harvard street, is in 
reality worth more to-day and will sell quicker than it will around 
Grove Hall, which is a centre, which is a junction from Canton and even 
from Providence, right straight along the old turnpike, and from Milton. 


It is a junction and ought to be an extremely valuable place and a — 


centre for stores and residences. 

(. So that the assessments you have levied out there are higher per 
thee foot some distance away from’ the hospital than diréctly next 
to 1t: . 

A. Yes, sir; property is taxed higher clear out to Harvard street and 
Park street on Washington street in reality than it is at Grove Hall, 
wlthough Grove Hall ought to be worth a, great deal more. 

Y. Well, what is the difference in the rough in the value ? 

A. Well, I think the Consumptives’ Home was taxed this last year 
tor somewheres about. twenty-five cents per foot. 

Y. Is the Consumptives’ Home taxed at all ? 

A. Well, it is taxed, All property is taxed, city property is taxed. 
It is exempted from taxation, but we tax it just the same as though we 
got the money out of it. 

Y. But no taxes are collected ? 

A. No taxes are collected; no, sir. They have a small piece across 
the street on Seaver street, where they cut through, that I believe has 
been taxed the last two years —a little small strip. There is no reason 
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why the property right out by Grove Hall, along Warren street, and 
running right out Washington street, should not be worth as much, if 
not more, “than this property going out through Dudley street to 
Upham’s Corner. You take Dudley” street, running out to Upham’s 
Corner, for instance, at the Dudley street station — there is property 
there worth $1.75 to $2.00 a foot, and which has been sold for that 
within the last two or three years. Butit is hard to get thirty, forty, 
and fifty cents a foot for property sold right in the vicinity ot Grove 
Hall. 
* @. Isthere any reason for that difference in value except the exist- 
ence of the hospital there ? 

A. I don’t know of any. I know gentlemen have asked that ques- 
tion, speaking about the Consumptives” Home — whether that ought not 
to make a difference in thé value. I know I did not realize it myself 
when I built. J think I live the nearest to the home of anybody. My 
house is about 306 or 308 feet from the home. [am exactly opposite 
the entrance, the driveway to the Consumptive’s Home, and | think it is 
about 306 or 300 feet from the building to my land. 

Y, How much higher do you think it would be necessary for you to 
‘assess the estate belonging to the Consumptives’ Home if the hospital 
were removed ? 

A. Well, I think if there wasn’t a hospital there, or hadn’t been one 
there for some time, taking it where the boulevard has been carried 
along — I think the property along there would be worth $1.00, $1.25, 
or $1.50 a foot. I have told parties that for years. I bought my 
property twenty-five years ago, and I don’t think there has been any 
time since when I could get what I paid for it. 

Q. Is there any property that would be improved more by the 
removal of the hospital than the property of the hospital itself ? 

A, I consider it as good a piece of property as there is in Dorchester 
or Roxbury — it used to be Roxbury once. 

@. And you think the removal of the home would be as beneficial for . 
the property of the hospital as for any other property ? 

A. ldo; yes, sir. 

@. What is the size of the estate belonging to the hospital P 

A. Well, I don’t recollect exactly — it is a little over 400,000 feet — 
somewheres around ten or eleven acres. 

@. Do you know when the hospital was first erected there ? 

A, Well, it was before my day. It was the old Grove Hall Hotel. 
That hotel was built, I guess, before my day. Old Dr. Abbey had it 
once. It was a spinal hospital years and years ago, afterwards a hotel, 
and afterwards a private residence. Additions have been made to it. 

(. Has there been an increase in recent years of the number of 
people living in the vicinity of the hospital ? 

My es: ‘there have been a great many houses built, and a great 
many estates have been cut up. I know when I moved there, there 
were not more than three or four houses in sight; to-day itis a big 
village. 

Q. And the population has greatly increased ? 

A. ‘There are probably two hundred or three hundred houses in 
sight of my front door where I didn’t see more than three or four 
twenty- -five years ago. Of course, we didn’t think so much about con- 
sumptives twenty- -fiy e or twenty-six years ago. 

@. Have you been in the hospital building | 2 

A. Ihave been in there quite a number of times. 

Q. Well, will you describe what its condition is to-day ? 

A. -Well, I haven’t been in there since some years ago when Dr. 
Cullis asked for a permit to build. He had started a building for:a 
cancer home. At that time | took quite an interest to stop it, and we 
did. I don’t think I have been in that home since. 
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Q@. Do you know its general condition now, whether dilapidated or 
not? 

A. Well, it is a very old building. I don’t think I have been up- 
stairs for ten years. It always was an old building — an old building a 
long while before Dr. Cullis bought it. . 

Q. You understand that the hospital is determined to give it up and 
erect a new building ? 

A. Well, that is what I understood lately. I didn’t know it until 
a short time ago, because Dr. Cullis, I knew, always said before he 
died that it was for sale and calculated to be sold, and the signs were 
out there. I know we were all feeling pretty good because we under- - 
stood they were going to Wellesley. They had bought a place in 
Wellesley. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Mr. Hall, do you know how much property 
is represented in value on this petition to have that hospital removed ? 

A. The abutters on that petition, their value in taxes — that is, a 
year ago, 1894— footed up over $800,000; that is, property-owners 
within a short distance, most of them abutters. That was within 400 or 
500 feet of the land. 

Q. That is the assessed value ? 

A. That is the assessed value. It is probably worth a little more. 
That is not personal property; it is the assessed value of the real 
estate. 

Q. Nearly $1,000,000 then P 

A. Ithink it will cover more than a $1,000,000. I don’t know as 
Mr. Adams name was on the paper. 

Mr. WILDER. — Yes. : 

Mr. Hay. — Well, I didn’t think his name was taken off. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) How long have you lived there, do you 
say ? 

a It is twenty-five years. 

@. The home was established then ? 

A. Yes, sir. . 

Q. They have paid no taxes on that property since it was bought by 
Dr. Cullis ? 

A. They have not. I have taxed it nine years. “They have stated 
here that there are thirty-seven patients. ‘They have given me in the 
office twenty-seven patients, but other people have lived there. I have 
always been very particular since they had the hospital for sale to find 
out how many patients they had there. They have told me twenty- 
seven. 

Dr. MALLory. — The number is ever varying, of course. 

Mr. Haru. — Well, I have taken it in May, because I have been 
interested in the fact that property worth $200,U00 and having twenty- 
seven consumptive patients was exempted. Years ago, lremember, when 
Dr. Cullis was there there used to be seventy, eighty, or ninety patients. 
It was over-run. I don’t suppose anybody has been in that home more 
than my wife. She took an interest in it and she has shed many a tear, 
over the patients, who came to the house frequently for something to 
eat and admitted that if Dr. Cullis had less prayer and more to eat they 
would live longer. 

: Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) How much was the property assessed 
or! 

A. The Consumptiyves Home, I think, buildings and all, something 
like $200.000. 

WY. ‘here are something like 400,000 feet of land there. In your 
estimation what would that land be worth if placed on the market ? 

A: If they take off the buildings the value of most of the property 
on Blue Hill avenue — that is, if the Consumptives’ Home and Hospital 
is done away with— would be worth a dollar a foot. 
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@. And you think if the home was removed there the land, with 
buildings that might be put upon it. would put $1,000,000 worth of 
property into the market? 

A. Yes; I think if the Consumptives’ Home were taken away, the 
new buildings that would be put upon the land would bring into the 
market an estate representing $500,000 or $600,000 of valuable 
property. 

@. You say the patients have come to your house for food, and have 
_ gone about the neighborhood ? 

A. ‘They used to. My wife used to give them food. That has not 
occurred now for two years or more. 

‘Q. Wave they been in the habit of going to others ? 

A. I don’t know. Speaking about. spit= cups, I have seen the patients 
every day and I never saw a patient with a spit-cup yet, or a handker- 
chief or rag to catch any spittle. 

AP And_ they use the fountain there freely ? 

A. Yes, sir; they do. I admit, though, that it is kept better than it 
used to be. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Have you seen any patients fall in the street? 

A. I never have, because I am never there during the day. 


STATEMENT BY AUGUSTUS PARKER. 


You can now state your,reasons as briefly as possible. 

I have known every owner of that piece of property since 1835, 
child and man. I represent a large tract of property on the opposite 
side of Blue Hill avenue. ; 

Gentlemen have said here and doctors have testified that they never 
knew any consumption there. There were nine people in a house where 
I have lived, right opposite there, in twenty-two years, that took con- 
sumption there ‘and died. That was before the time of the hospital. In 
Mr. Wilder’s house, right straight east, there were three who died 
before the hospital was there. Since 1880 Mr. J. Wilder May, District 
Attorney, died there, right opposite that Consumptives Home. His 
wife died of consumption. His son went to Colorado, with consump- 
tive tendencies, and is living there now in health. Mr. Wilder's young- 
est brother died of consumption since the home was there. Mr. Charles 
Atherton was taken with consumption since 1880, went to Colorado, 
stayed there, as has been stated, five or six years, and recovered. My 
niece, at the corner of Seaver street, died there of consumption. Mr. 
Thayer's two children, who attended the Sunday-school there, died of 
consumption. Mr. Hawes, Mr. Wilder’s half brother, the third house 
on Wayne street, is in Colorado now in consumption. ‘There are two 
cases —I don’t want to give their names — that are sick to-day with 
consumption. 

Now, I cannot prove that any one of these people took consumption 
from that hospital or in the cars, and they cannot prove that they didn’t. 
It is an impossible thing to do. 

As for the man: vwement of that concern, the executive ability displayed 
since it was started doesn’t amount to more than a butterfly going 
through the air. There is nothing of the sort there. The people stroll 
about all the time, all around, wanting food. I haven’t lived there but 
twenty-two years, right close by it. ey vot away from the immediate 
vicinity of the nuisance; but I continually see and realize what a nui- 
sance itis. Do you want to ask any questions ? I am ready. 


Q@. (By Mr. Dana.) Augustus Parker ? 
A. That is my name. 

@. Youare one of the petitioners? 

agi VS. Sir. 

Q. And you object to the home? 
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Q. (By the CHaiRMAN.) You don’t live there, you say, at the pres- 
ent time ? 

A. lam within about 1,500 feet, on Seaver street.’ 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) Mr. Parker, about how much land do you 
own in the immediate vicinity of the hospital ? 

A. Jthink there is about six and one-half acres right opposite. 

Q. And do you appear here for the public good or simply because 
you think it will increase the real estate value? 

A. Jappear here for the public good. é 

Q. Did the ancestors of these people whom you have cited as dying 
of consumption-ever have consumption, as far as you know P 

A. Let me say one thing here. The cause of the consumption in 
my grandfather’s house, in my opinion, was largely owing to the condi- 
tion of things. The house was built in 1720. ‘There wasn’t a window 
in the cellar and every season there were from six inches to two feet of 
water in that cellar; and so it was with Mr. Wilder’s. We are on the 
same basis. They talk about dry land there. I will show you the ¢on- 
dition of affairs in a few minutes, on this plan here. (Referring to 
plan.) Here is Schuyler street. On this side of that street there is no 
water. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.). That is, on the south side? ~ 

A. Yes, sir. On the north side of that street, in 1863, I put an eight- 
inch culvert, when I built that street, clear up beyond Maple street. 
Here it turns a little, and that here is under the sidewalk. This 
turns a little, ‘and goes up in this way. When I. put it there at 
first, before there was any sewer, I had to turn it right-down here, right 
in front of this house. That was a house my grandfather lived in, right 
down here, and it came out here and went down here, came out Georgia 
street and went along here. This year they dug for a sewer at that 
point, and an old culvert, which must have been put in there over sixty 
or seventy years ago, is still there, some twelve or fifteen feet under- 
ground. ‘This water runs into the sewer. Now, take Wayne street— 
this is Wayne street — on this side there isn’t any water; on that side 
there is. Now, about twenty feet from Blue Hill avenue there is an 
old well, — or was. I filled it up in 1863. Here was a house stood 
here, built before 1640. That was the well of the house. Just over 
here, about thirty feet, this water came down here, and turned here, and 
it crosses in here, in this way, on to a valley here, and down into Mr. 
Wilder’s right here. When the city, putting in sewers, dug there 
this winter, there was thirteen feet deep between the ledges where they- 
didn’t have to blast; and the sewer on this side is about eleven and 
one-half feet deep. There was an old well there that belongs to this 
house. It was never dry, and was about thirteen feet deep. Now, this 
extends right through a valley here, and into Mr. Wilder’s land. You 
see this plan here. This street running here was laid out by the Board 
of Survey (referring to a blue print map). What date is this map ? 

Alderman Dyar. — The last map, 1895. 

Mr. PARKER. — Now, where-is the home ? 

Mr. WitpER. — There is the home, there is Washington street, and 
there is Blue Hill avenue. 

Mr. PARKER. — Yes, and there is Wayne street. This comes right 
down in here. This is Gallatin street. Now, I want to say one thing 
here. You see by that map that the Board of Survey have made dotted 
lines for streets. ‘This is a copy of the Board of Survey map. Between 
the Board of Survey and the Committee on Streets, or the Commission 
on Streets, that street was obliterated by somebody. Here is where the 
new hospital is to be. By some unknown process the young men in 
City Hall obliterated that street where the Consumptives’ Home proposed 
to build their new hospital. This map is laid out by the commissioners 
as near at a right angle as possible, with the lay of the land. Here is

Washington street and Blue Hill avenue. Now, we have been told 
about the danger from these germs. Right here — here is Mr. Wilder’s 
land — they have made a dump. There they have dumped all their 
rags, dirt, and everything, and they propose to put a hospital within 
twenty-five or thirty feet of ‘it, and there is no danger to them, on their 
side, because they don’t believe in germs. There is a hollow right 
here, that comes in this way, that extends down here, and here is where 
the two sewers in this street will take off all the water that comes down 
from this slope, and carry it down here. This is a rubble stone. 
Right here is the only spot on that place that you can say is dry. 

Q. That is where the chapel is? 

A. That isjust about where the chapel was removed, where this new 
street goes through. The chapelis down here. That is dry. This is 
the valley, and as the water falls that way it will not be relieved by 
that sewer, which will take all the water down on that side. 

Q.. What kind of an outlet have they here now? 

A. They haven’t any. 

@. Then that takes the wash of the land—it comes right into that 
valley here? 

A. Yes, both ways, both sides, and that water runs and drains down 
through Mr. Wilder's land. 

Mr. Witper. — Yes, and it drains right under where their batter 
boards are for their new hospital. There was water and ice standing 
there yesterday. 

Mr. PARKER. — Yes, and they call it dry land. There is no dry land 
except opposite, where what I call my currant bush field is, right here. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) As far as you know, as I asked before, 
were the ancestors of those people youcited as dying of consumption, 
free from it? 

A. My grandfather was. I don’t think my grandmother was. That 
land, this Grove Hall estate, IJ have known every owner of, as I say. 
That land had been in the Seaver family since 1622. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You say you moved away from this site 
because of the nuisance ? 

Yes, sir. 

What is the nature of this nuisance? 

People would come sitting on my wall and spitting around. 

How far are you now from their land ? 

Tam 1,500 feet from the land. 

Do they come to your house now ? 

No. 

What did they come for? 

Came there to rest. My wall was abont 18 inches high, a very 
convenient place. Now, as the Universalist Church, below me, alien zi 
got out noons in fair weather, those steps are filled with them, and once 
in awhile if they are ina house you will see them pull a dirty rag out 
of their pockets and spit in it and put it back into their pockets. What 
is the idea of leaving a man in that condition to go about the community ? 
There is no order there, no authority, the whole thing is mismanaged. 

@. Have you ever visited the hospital ? 

A. Ihave not visited the hospital. I have seen water in that cellar, 
before the hospital went there, over a foot deep; and I heard that aeheni 
that home was finished, when Dr. Cullis finished it, they couldn’t make 
their fires there on account of water in that cellar. There is their ice- 
house, right under these poor people, right in there, where I have seen 
hundreds of tons of ice going into the building. [boarded there in 1855. 

Q. (By Alderman DYAR. 3 Do you know, Mr. Parker, whether the 
patients are in the habit of calling around to the neighbors for food ? 

A. ‘They have been; they used to call at our house, 

Q. Of late years have they done so? 
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A. No, 
Q. Not recently ? 
‘A,+ iNo. . 
Q. Have you ever seen a spit-cup in use on the outside? 
A,. -No, sir. 
Q@.- And you have been there longer than the hospital ? 


A. J have been there 65 years and lived in the house I have referred 
to there 22 years. 

Q. (By Alderman Manoney.) Do you think that hospital injurious 
to the property in the neighborhood ? 

A. Ido, sir. I haven’t had a person ask me for that piece of land, 
in front of that hospital, and I have had it for sale 8 or 9 years. 


CROSS—EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. TurRNER.) Mr. Parker, in regard to the grade of this 
lot where the proposed building is to be, how does it compare with the 
grade at the State House, for instance, do you know ? 

A. The top of the hill, where it is 180 feet back, where Mr. What’s- 
his-name lives, is just as high as the Speaker’s chair in the State House. 

Q. Well, aren’t you aware that this land here is as high as Mt. Vernon 
street ? 

A. That land right where the hospital is going, the land in the street. 
is just 121 feet above mean low tide. The clerk at City Hall copied 
these off in his own handwriting. 

Q. One hundred and thirty-one feet ? 

A. One hundred and twenty-one feet. 

Q@. One hundred and twenty-one feet above what ? 

A. Above mean low tide. The cellar of my house, the bottom of 
it, is 170 feet above mean low. tide, and it has water in it— where I 
live to-day. ah 

@. How many feet above the surrounding streets is the grade of this 
land P 

A. I haven’t measured it. It is right on the street where it is going 
to stand. It says here, at Seaver street, between Blue Hill avenue and 
Columbia street. 

Q. Is it as much as 16 feet and 4 inches above Seaver street ? 

A. It may be. 

Q. And it as much as 7 feet and 8 inches above Blue Hill avenue? 

A. Seven feet and 8 inches, I think; the ledge they have got to cut 
down is. : Xs 

@. Then itis a tract of high land, as high as the ground on which 
the State House is built, or higher ? 

A. That doesn’t make any difference; it is full of springs. 

Q. Thirty-six feet higher than that land ? 

_A. That doesn’t make any difference. Take Parker hill — it is 
220 feet high, with living springs right on top of it. 

(). This is 8 or 10 feet above the surrounding streets ? 

A. That may be, but in the rear of it there is a mud-hole where the 
water for all time runs right out of it. 

(). Have you ever made any borings or excavations on this land ? 

A. Never made borings. I have ploughed land there all over and 
dug it over. I carried on farming for forty-five years. 

@. And the meaning of this movement is to drive the home out? 

A. Yes, sir; drive it out of existence. 

-@. Not merely to removeit, but to drive it out of existence utterly ? 

A. Yes, sir. The State has appropriated $125,000 for a hospital, 
and have provided in the act that the towns and cities shall pay for the 
support of that hospital and for moving them there. 


@. You don’t think, then, that this home has any rights there in its 
property ? , 
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A. It has no rights in its property in that neighborhood to carry on 
this home. 

@. That is your view of the matter — that the home has no rights in 
its property there whatever P 

A. They have no right to run that home there. If they really want 
to do a charitable act, a grand charity, let them sell that property for 
$200,000, and they can then establish free beds in this State Hospital, 
which could probably be estimated, as is usually the case in hospitals, 
for $4,000 or $5,000 each, enabling them to have forty or fifty free beds 
in'the hospital. They can do that with the estimated value of this prop- 
erty. It is all nonsense to be whining around about it. 

Q. Well, even if the executive committee of the institution haven't 
any more ability — 

A. The executive committee of that institution don’t know what is 
done. 

(). Supposing they haven’t any nore ability than a butterfly flvine 
through the air, isn’t it natural that they should want to run their ‘hos- 
pital themselves ? 

A. There is no reason for making that place a nuisance. Here is 
this gentleman who sits right there (Mr. Wetherbee) who has moved 
away from that hospital “and moved upon the hill since it has been 
described as a nuisance. 

Mr. WETHERBEE. — When I came out there and bought I asked you 
if that was any objection to the place, and you said no. 

Mr. PARKER.—I didn’t think this was dangerous at that time. I 
know better now, and you don’t seem to. 

Q. (By Mr. TurneR.) Didn’t you tell this gentleman here (Mr. 
Wetherbee) that the existence of this hospital was no objection what- 
ever, when he was thinking of buying the land? 

A. Ican’t say that I did. 

Q. Do you deny it? 

A. How many years ago was that? 

Mr. WETHERBEE. — Sixteen years ago. 

Mr. Parker. —I don’t deny it. It was considered of no importance 
then. 

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Since the importance of destroying this 
sputa has been emphasized has there been any complaint of late in 
regard to the management of that institution — the last year? 

‘A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know of any one coming ‘and begging for bread the last 
two years ? 

No, sir. 

What is the matter the last two years ? 

The shiftlessness of the last two years, the dirtiness of it. 

Well, come down to particulars ? 

It is particular enough for any one to go up there and see it. It 
is the dirtiest place in the neighbor hood. 

Q. And you feel as if they ought to be wiped utterly out of exist- 
ence ? 

A. Wiped out of existence. 

Q. And that incidentally would benefit your property ? 

A. It might or might not. It would benefit the whole a hcantoreeoes 

Q. You don’t appeat here because the value of the land would be 
improved by the removal of the home, but because you think the home 
ought to be abolished. 

A. Jappear here because I think it is a public necessity to abolish 
that home. Here are 3,000 to 100,000. going by there to that park every 
day, and they are also subjected to contact with people travelling back 
and forth from the hospital in the cars. We are not responsible for 
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people who are consumptive at home, but to have them brought there 
and placed before us is another thing. 

Q. May I ask-you another question ¢ 

Arie NOS) S10: 

Q. Leaving out of sight your private interests and taking it on pub- 
lic grounds, supposing there is a need for an institution of this character 
within the city limits, where would you suggest that it be established ?P 

A. Out where the State proposes to establish such a hospital. They 

can be carried there as in$ane people are carried to institutions. There 
is nothing in that objection, sir. 

(). You may assume what I ask you, Mr. Parker — suppose there is 
a need for an institution of this character within the city limits ? 

A. I don’t assume that there is such a need. You do, and I don’t. 

(). Won't you, to oblige me, assume that some people think there 
is a need for an institution of this character within the city limits ? 

A. I have no objection to their assuming it. I don’t. 

. Now, supposing eminent physicians do think so — on that assum p- 
tion where would you suggest thatit be established 

A. Eminent physicians think that it should be carried on as a public 
institution, and not as this is carried on. 

(). Perhaps so, but where should it be est ablished ? 

A. Wherever the public of the city of Boston want it established. 

(). Where is that? Where are the people trying for an institution of 
this kind? 

A. It should be somewhere down this way — not out. there, because 
the majority of the people are this side of there a great deal. 

. Whereabouts ? 

- A. I don’t know. Iam not selecting spots. 

(). Supposing this land were sold and an attempt were made to locate 
elsewhere, don’t you imagine there would be the same objections ? 

A. No. You advertise and there is not a town in this State ten miles 
outside of Boston but what would want it. 

Q. I don’t mean outside of Boston, but-in the city, limits ? 

A. It isn’t necessary in the city limits. 

(). They have an enormous institution of this kind in London? 

A. Weare talking about Boston. Speaking about London, the his- 
tory of Roxbury shows that Dr. Cullis’ institution is not run on the same 
basis that Mueller’s is. Mueller had sense. He worshipped the dollar. 
He never built a building nor bought a piece of land until he had money 
in the bank to pay for it. This man buys a piece of property for $90,- 
000, mortgages it for $80,000, and there is now $60,000 on it, or there 
was Monday ; ; and two or three years ago they hawked that place through 


Boston to the s savings banks and among the trustees to raise $100,000 . 


on it, and nobody would touch it. 

@. Why not? as 

A. , Because they didn’t have any faith in it. They wouldn/’t touch 
such a rotten concern as that. 

(. What is your opinion of the value of the land ? 

A. It depends on whether that hospital is there or whether it is off 
entirely. 

. ‘Take it either way; with the hospital on or with it off? 

A. I wouldn’t give two cents a foot with the hospital on it, if I had 
to keep the hospital there. I was not brought up on germs. T eat them 
every day, I suppose. Iam the only one left out of five children, and 
they have all died of consumption. 

(). A good many of these cases you mentioned happened here before 
the home was established there 

A. I know they did, but I have referred to them because certain 


people here have said they never knew of consumption in that neighbor- 
hood at all. 
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Q. You don’t mean to have the inference go forth then, that they 
were caused by that home ? 

A. I mean that they cannot prove that they were not, and I cannot 
prove that they were. 

@. How many cases happened before the home came there ? 

Mot WNine. ; 

@. Why did you cite those ? 

A. Because I wanted to prove that it was a damp, unhealthy place, 
without drainage, and they never had any drainage there until a few 
years ago, in that place. 

Q. Well, couldn't you find nine cases of consumption in almost any 
other locality | P 

A. ‘There were only six families in the neighborhood at that time, 
when the nine died. 

Q. How large was the neighborhood? 

A. Itcontained six houses. I can stand here all night and talk with 
you, sir. 

Q. Is it fair, because it will appreciate the value of certain property 
there to abolish this home and drive it out of existence ? 

A. Yes, sir; because they would then have money to do something 
with, and. they haven’t money now to do anything with or to place 
them on their feet. 

QY. You think they can go elsewhere? 

A. ‘They can go elsewhere, out of town. They can go to West Rox- 
bury, next to the small-pox hospital. . There is a beautiful rise of land. 

Q. Doesn’t it all come down to this — whether an institution of this 
kind should be maintained in the city limits or not ? 

A. No, sir; it does not, any more than they maintain an insane 
asylum in the city limits. They are all on the outside, and there is a 
degree of insanity in a man when he is grabbed by the throat with this 
disease. He cannot control himself, he will go where he has a mind to 
if they let him out, and he will get out, too, unless they tie him in. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) You say you wouldn’t give two cents for 
the land per foot, with the buildings on it, if you had to maintain the 
hospital ? 

A. If the hospital had to stand there, I wouldn’t have it. 

(. What do you think the property would be worth, if that property 
‘were removed ? 

A. The land would be worth fifty cents a foot. 

(). Four hundred thousand feet — that would be- $200,000. 

A. Yes, sir; and I understood they had been offered $200,000 for it. 

; Y. (By Mr. Turner.) Would you seil your property opposite for 
the same price ? 

A. I should be tempted to if that thing was there. 

@. Do you know of any statute which will authorize this committee 
to pass an order that after a certain date this institution shall incur a 
fine of fifty dollars a day so long as it remains there ? 

A. I went to Mr. Bailey and explained this to him, and I asked him 
what I should do. Mr. Bailey told me to go down to Mr. Galvin and 
get a copy of the order that shut up a hospital on East Concord street. 

Q. (By Mr. HaypEn.) Mr. Bailey, the City Solicitor, you mean ? 

awex CS, Sil’. 

@. (By Mr. Dana.) You refer toa hospital on West Concord street ? 

A. Yes; West Concord street; and it was on his authority, his sug- 
gestion, that I got a copy of the order in that case. If a hospital can be 
* shut up in one ¢ case it can be done in another. 

Mr. WiLper. — And the authority has been given by Dr. Durgin in a 
hearing. He read the authority by which the: Board could do it. 

Q. (By Mr. Turner.) Do you know of any official opinion by the 
Law Department in regard to the propriety or justice of that. 
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A, No, sir; only he told me what to do, and I obeyed his orders. 

Q. He hasn’t given any opinion, then, so far as you know. 

A. I don’t know. Iam no lawyer. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) Mr. Parker, what was it that you said 
the City Solicitor told you in regard to what you had to go through with 
in-order to close that home, when you asked him about the matter? 

A. Told me to have an order drawn up; and he'said I could geta 
copy of the order in that case from the City Clerk. 

Q. Similar to the one that closed that institution — declaring the 
place a nuisance ? 

We OARS, SIE. 

Q. (By Mr.Haypen.) And that hereafter no hospital be maintained 
on the premises ? 

AMY es isir: 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) The reason they gave in that case was 
that the hospital was a nuisance ? 

A. Yes, sir; dangerous to the health of the community. 

Mr. Haypen. — We have the order that was passed at that time; and 
in this case the order would be drafted on exactly the same.lines. 


STATEMENT BY JUDGE GEORGE Z. ADAMS. 


(By Mr. HaypEN.) What is your full name, judge? 

George Z. Adams. 

And you are a judge of the Municipal Court of the city of Boston P 
Yes, sir. 

And you reside in this vicinity ? 

Within five minutes’ walk. 

And you object to a further continuance of this home ? 

- Jt seems to me there are three good and sufficient reasons why 
this home should not be continued on the old site. The first reason is 
that, in the present enlightened condition of the medical fraternity, I 
suppose, and take it for granted, that it is-well settled that consumption 
is contagious; and I think, in the first place, it is a menace to the com- 
munity. I think it is detrimental to the property in the neighborhood, 
and for that reason it ought not to be tolerated there; especially, as I 
presume, there are other places where it might be put where that objec- 
tion would be removed. My second reason would be that the property 
is altogether too valuable for such an institution to occupy. I don’t 
believe there is a Court in this Commonwealth that would allow a 
trustee — and the agents of this corporation are simply trustees — who 
was called upon to take care of the funds of an institution like that to 
buy such valuable land for such purposes, when he could get much 
better land for one-tweentieth part of the value of that land to-day. 
Therefore, I say, as a business transaction, it seems to me very absurd, 
under the present condition of things there, as they have got to rebuild, 
to undertake to make new buildings upon that land. My third reason 
is this: No one in this room is more anxious to have such charities 
established, maintained, and earried on, than I am, or would do 
more according to their ability to maintain them. But I think we 
have no right, when we take these poor people out and put them into 
such an institution, to put them into a place where their healthis jeopar- 
dized and where they are not as well off as they would be when put in a 
good, available place. The fact has been stated here, and it comes 
within my own knowledge, that this is not a proper place for consumption 
—for people who are sick with consumption — to be left. In my judg- 
ment, it is not a proper place. In the first place, it is the receptacle of 
the water from the hill on which I live, and, although I have had con- 
siderable experience in real estate and the care of it in the matter of 
trusts, I never knew a place that was so clayey and so wet as the hill 
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upon which I live, especially when I went out there. As the hill has 
become settled and stores have been put in and buildings erected, it is 
not so bad as itformerly was. But the soil there, after you have passed 
through the loam, is a pure, hard clay, almost impossible to dig with a 
pick, and the water from that hill runs down in torrents several months 
in the year on to the land of this institution. I don’t believe we have a 
right, when we are intrusted with the duty of doing the best we can for 
poor, sick, and suffering people, to put them in a place where they do 
not have so fair a chance of long life and recovery as they would if. put’ 
somewhere else. ‘It is no excuse to say, ‘‘ We only take incurables, and 
therefore they may live anywhere.” We must treat them as though we 
expected recovery, because so long as there is life there is hope. ‘Those 
wre the three reasons which, [ think, would be apparent to anyone who 
would go out there and look the home over why it should not be allowed 
to continue its existence there. 

QY. (By Alderman Dyer.) Judge Adams, how near to the home do you 

A. Perhaps five minutes’ walk. 

@. And how long ago did you purchase your property there? 

A. Ihave lived on the street [ am now on for about twenty-five years. 
The particular house I live in I built about seven or eight years ago, | 
think. 

@. _When you first moved out that way consumption was not thought 
contagious, was it ? 

A. I had no idea of it. I never should have gone if I had the 
enlightenment which I now have on that subject. 

@. You don’t think there is any necessity of maintaining a hospital 
of that kind in the city of Boston, do you? 

A. I don’t see any necessity of having it in the city of Boston unless 


~ you can get it in some place out of the way, where it is not a menace to 


the neighborhood as it is there. I don’t see why it is necessary to be 
within the limits of the city of Boston. I know an argument has been 
advanced that these people who go out there are very poor, that their 
friends are all poor, that the fare out there is but five cents, and that 
their friends can go out and visit them. I suppose this hospital was 
erected for the care of the sick, and not to entertain their friends. 

@. And you think it would be better for the public health, perhaps, 
if their friends didn’t visit them as often as they do? 

A. I should presume from my knowledge of institutions —and I 
have some —that the patients would be better off without visitation of 
the class of people who are their friends, because they cannot admin- 
ister to their wants in any particular way; they cannot even bring them 
delicacies. 

Y. But the fare for travelling fifteen or twenty miles back would 
not be very expensive? 

A. No; and there are plenty of places there where they can buy 
land for less than $1,000 an acre which would be infinitely superior to 
this. 

Q. (By Mr. HAYDEN.) One question, Judge Adams — do you know 
anything about Dr. Cullis’ purchase of the Wellesley property ? 

A. 1 simply know the fact that he bought property there, and | 
believe it has been disposed of since. 

Q. And whether his intention was to move the buildings there ? 

A. I don’t know directly, but it was so talked. I know I had quite 
a little business in connection with the town of Wellesley and had 
occasion to know that there was a good deal of opposition to his going 
out there. I presume there might be anywhere. But I guess the prin- 
cipal objection made there was that a large territory would be exempted 
from taxation. 

Q. (By Alderman DyAr.) Have you any idea what he paid for that 
property in Wellesley ? 
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A. I don’t know. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Do you know, Judge, that they went to the 
Legislature for an act to have it annexed to this gael ty, so as to have 
it free from taxation ? 

A. They did.

STATEMENT BY REV. EDWARD D. MALLORY. 


Dr. MaLtitory. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask of you and the 
members of your committee, also ‘of the petitioners and their counsel, 
the privilege of appearing on our side to-day. 

Mr. DANna. certainly. 

Dr. MaLLtory. — I would like, further, to ask one favor, and that is to 
make a general observation which it seems to me is of very great im- 
portance. Foran objection to a person or thing to carry conviction to 
the heart of a man — 

Mr. Dana.— I beg your pardon — do you want to make your general 
statement now? 

Dr. MAaLLory. — No; just one single statement — for an objection to 
a person or thing to carry conviction to the heart of a man who wanted 
to know the truth and only the truth, that objection should be stated not 
in general terms, but with specific char ges and with a right spirit. Let 
me, illustrate my meaning. Suppose, Mr. Chairman, I were to come to 


you and say of one of your neighbors, with whom you had lived for 


many years on the most delightful and friendly terms, that that man is 
a bad man; before I could convince you of that fact I would expect 
and want to bring forward specific charges, to relate to you the bad 
words he had spoken or deeds that he had committed, and [ also would 
want to show the motives for it. If I came to you in a good spirit and 
manifested toward that mana kind, loving spirit, also, “and led you to 
suppose that I had come not to turn you against him but to bring you 
on to my side, that we might lead that man toa better life, such a 


spirit, with such char ges, would, I am sure, bring conviction to your - 


heart and lead you to ‘stand -by my side and go with me to that man and 
meet him. But if, on the other hand, I were to manifest an unchari- 
table spirit and come to you with the ‘evident purpose of setting you 
up against that man, your neighbor, then your teeling would naturally 
be to take the side of the other man as against me. 

And now, friends, just before we consider any further objections, I 
want to say ‘this — that this question is of the most serious and weighty 
importance. What is it? ‘lhe apparent purpose of the petition, as 
one reads it, is to remove this building at Grove Hall to another location 

farther out of the city. Gentlemen, it that were all my heart would be 
glad. But there rests upon me to-day a sense that that is not all. 
Some of the petitioners have thought in their minds that that was all, I 
know ; but the leader of the petition, together with some of his most 
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powerful backers, have as their evident object the wiping of this institu- 
tion off the face of the earth. 

Mr. Dana. — I will tell you, Mr. Mallory, right here and now, that if 
you will agree to remove that institution from its present lucation the 
petitioners “will be entir ely satisfied. 

Dr. MALLORY. — If it is not right that it should be there, we want to 
move. ‘The trustees have no feeling but that of the most earnest desire 
to do the right in the sight of God and the sight of man; and I am frank 


- to say here that if in the course of this hearing it is proved that that 


home is the source of contagion to such a degree that it will be a 
menace to the people in that part of the city, we will gladly withdraw 
— for every man on the board is a Christian man and wants to act upon 
Christian principles. If we fail to act in that spirit at any time, we 
want to be wiped off the face of the earth. Weare not perfect; I am 
conscious of our failings; but whatever they may be, the lack of a 
desire to act in a Christian spirit at all times is not one of them. 

Mr. Dana. — Do you oppose the petitioners’ request? 1 cannot make 
out from your remarks whether you are willing to agree to the removal 
of the institution ? 

Dr. MALLory. — No, I am not, unless it is clearly proven that we 
ought to move it. If itis clearly proven that we ought to do so, we will 
gladly do so. 


STATEMENT BY WILLIAM C. COLLAR. 


Q. (By Mr. Dana.) What is your full name? 

A. William,C. Collar — C-o-l-l-a-1 

@. And where do you reside? 

A. I reside on Maple street, very near the corner of Maple and 
Seaver, about 600 or 700 feet from the Consumptives’ Home. 

(Y. How large an estate do you possess? 

A. Itisasmall estate of about 10,500 feet of land. 

(). Do you own other estate in Dorchester ? 

ieee Ose 

@. And have you any objections to this institution that you would 
like to present to the committee? If so, will you please state them? 

A. Yes. I should like to avoid, if possible, taking the time of the 
committee to go over ground that has already been traversed; but I 
should like to say in general that | have heard the testimony at the two 
last hearings, and in general I want to say that I should like to add my 
indorsement and confirmation of that testimony, and of the objections 
that have been made on the score of public safety, the depreciation of 
the value of property, and soon. But two or three other points have 
occurred to me that have not been brought out. The danger to the 
public health has been represented sufficiently, but there is another 
objection of less weight, but still an objection ; that is, that in my judg- 
ment it is wrong to thrust upon the public presence the appearance of 
those poor emaciated, suffering men, in the last stages of consumption. 
I don’t know whether there is any public ordinance to protect the public 
against the aprearance frequently on the street of people who are afflicted 
with loathsome diseases. I suppose the thing takes care of itself, gen- 
erally; but that is an objection, and it ought to have s.me weight. 
I should like to say also, that I think the use of the old hospital in that 
place is very objectionable, on account of the suffering people them- 
selves. The invalids there must go out of doors more or less, if they 
are able to, and there is no place where they can go out and be shielded 
from public observation, where they can be protected from the pity and 
the disgust of passers- by. It is a wholesome instinct of human nature 
to hate : suffering, and those people especially who are afflicted with very 
unpleasant diseases naturally themselves want to keep out of the eye of 
the public. Even animals sometimes crawl] off into secrecy to die. ‘These 
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poor people, if they are to have any air and light at fall, must have it 
right in the midst of people passing to and fro. Many a time I have 
crossed over the street and turned up a side street simply to avoid the 
painful sight of these people close at hand. ‘Then there is another 
objection that has not been mentioned to which I attach great weight. 
I don’t know about the particulars of the interior construction of that 
building, but 1 have been in it and I can judge somewhat from its 
exterior. It appears to be about 100 feet in length and perhaps 30 
or 40 teet in width. It is an old, rambling, wooden building, and it 
seems to me that there is the greatest danger sometime there will bea 
great catastrophe, that there will be a fire there that will burn up one- 
half or two-thirds of those poor bed-ridden people. At any rate, 
I think it is due to the public that the managers of that hospital should 
at least consult public authority to see whether there is, as it seems to 
me there is, imminent danger thut sometime there will be a great catas- 
trophe there. If there should be a fire in the basement of that building 
I don’t believe that one-half or one-quarter of those inmates could 
possibly be saved. ‘Then, with regard to the site of the hospital; if the 
new building is placed on the site that seems now to be proposed, I 
have a word to say. I should object personally, because it would bring 
the hospital probably 100 feet nearer to me than it is now. But I don’t 
think that that ought to have great weight with the committee. 1 do 
say, however, that this ought to have great weight with the committee — 
that a more unsuitable place, as it seems to me, could hardly be found 
for the hospital, if I know where it is to be located — and I take it that 
it is to be not very far from the corner of Blue Hill avenue and Seaver 
street. A pleasing picture has been suggested here by questions 
in regard to ‘this new hospital. It is to bea fine building, embowered 
in trees that will veil the hospital from public observation, and give 
these poor suffering people a chance to wander about and sit under 
the trees in peace, without being exposed to the view of passers-by. 
Now, I should like to say two or three words on that point. In the first 
place, to plant a grove of trees there and have them grow would take at 
least twenty years, and more probably forty, before the trees would be 
of sufficient size to protect such a hospital. ‘The two kinds of trees that 
flourish in that region— of shade trees, ornamental trees —are the 
maple and the elm. A grove of maples, if the soil was suitable, could 
be produced in twenty years; for a grove of elms it would take at least 
forty years, provided the trees could be grown. But the trees never 
could be grown there, and there never can be a grove there of any sort. 
[ have looked the land over. ‘There are a few old stunted apple-trees 
there. Nothing, you may say, will grow on that land except a barberry 
bush; and the idea, theretore, of a hospital embowered in trees is an 
utter sham. ‘Then, if maple-trees could be planted and grown there the 
shade would be so thick as to render it absolutely unadvisable ; and, in 
fact, in the first day’s testimony three or four physicians testified to the 
great importance of having abundance of light, sunshine, and open 
space about a hospital. ‘Those two things could not possibly be com- 
bined there. ‘There is not room, even it your trees would grow, to have 
a grove af trees at a sufficient distance from the hospital to let in sun- 
light and air. I think, therefore, that that idea must be entirely given 
up. ‘Thereis one thing more that has not been mentioned — if it has been 
mentioned, only indirectly — and that is, that I believe the erection of 
that hospital there would be a gross perversion of the trust. I cannot 
understand how people with the duty, the obligation of using money for 
this purpose to the best advantage, could possibly think of building a ' 
hospital there at such an expense as would be involved, when land in a 

suitable place could be obtained worth so much less. I believe these are 

all the points that have occurred to me that have not been especially 

brought out. 
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. (By Mr. Haypen.) Mr. [Collar, you are the principal of the 
Roxbury Latin School ? 
A. Yes, sir; I am the principal of the Roxbury Latin School. 


STATEMENT BY EDWARD B. WILDER. 


Q. (By Mr.pDana.) What is your name, Mr. Wilder? 

A. Edward B. Wilder. 

Y. And what interest do you represent here? 

A. I come as a citizen, and I also represent the interests of the 
estate of my deceased father, Marshall P. Wilder. ? 

QY. Well, will you describe the extent of that estate and its location 
with reference to the hospitak? 

A. Perhaps I can, describe it better by this map than I can in any 
other way. Here is the Consumptives’ Home, the present hospital, I 
should say about here, the new one intended to be there (pointing out 
on map). Our property includes, in width, the territory from Columbia 
street to this line, and from Washington street clear up there almost to 
Franklin park. 

Q. How large an estate is that ? 

A. About eleven acres, sir. 

Q. And it is right contiguous? 

A. Yes, sir; it abuts it on the southern side and goes even farther 
— past Mr. Kent’s. 

Y. Now, will you state to the committee what objections you have 
in this matter? 

A. Well, gentlemen, I object to this because it seems to me that the 
conditions are entirely different from what they were twenty-five or 
thirty years ago, when this home was located here. Then it was 
country. Now it is becoming a thickly populated residential section of 
the city, and it will be but a short time, comparatively speaking, before 
these streets laid out by the Board of Survey through our property and 
that of the Consumptives’ Home will be built upon, and there will be 
right about that very spot a thickly settled residential section. Then 
we have the finest park of our park system right opposite there, and 
our city has laid out an immense amount of money there for the health 
-and pleasure of our citizens. Here is one of our finest boulevards, 120 
feet wide, running from Grove Hall to Mattapan, Milton, and the Blue 
Hill Reservation. Here is one of the largest, if not the largest, elec- 
tric-car houses in New England, sending out something like 1,2U0 cars a 
day, including the Dorchester line. They transport about 40,0U0 people 
every day, and when the city had its 4th of July celebration last year 
they carried 60,000 people on just this division of the West End Road 
— and | heard a gentleman state that he thought there were 150,000 on 
the park that evening. 

Another thing to be considered is that when that home was located 
there, consumption was not considered a contagious disease.. To-day it 
is an acknowledged fact that it is a contagious disease. The fact has 
been brought up here that a good many of the witnesses bought their 
houses since the Consumptives’ Home was located there ; but it seemsto 
me that that fact has no significance at all. Itis true that the bacillus 

' was discovered thirteen or fourteen years ago, but it is within only a 
few years that the public have begun to realize the terrible danger 
and menace to them from this disease. Why, at our first hearing befure 
the Building Commissioner, the president of the board of trustees of 
this home contested the fact that consumption was contagious, and Dr. 
Durgin, the chairman of the Board of Health, was called in to testify. 
He not only said that it was a contagious disease, but that he would not 
live on an adjoining lot to it; and later on in the testimony, wishing to 
understand him distinctly, my brother, here, Mr. William H. Wilder, 
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co-executor with me, said, ‘‘ Doctor Durgin, would you want to live on 
that property next to the Consumptives’ Home?” Dr. Durgin said 
emphatically, ‘‘ No, sir.” I come here also to represent this 
property which I have just described to you, left by my father. 
Sixty-four years ago the 26th day of June, Marshall P. Wilder bought 
that property. For sixty-three years the taxes have been paid, and last 
year the real estate tax on that property alone was $1,611.72. Now, 
yubliec sentiment is such, people are beginning to realize so the con- 
tagiousness of this disease, that they don’t want to build around this home. 
It has been stated at our hearings that there has not been a house built on 
ground abutting this Consumptives’ Home within eight years, and people 
go so far as to say that they would not take a piece of property opposite 
itasa gift. Some one may ask me the question, ‘‘ Why, then, if you 
feel that this property is such an injury to your estate, have you let it go 
so long without doing something about it?” Well, gentlemen, this is 
the reason. Mr. Wallace has testified to you that that property has 
been on the market for a great many years. There has been a sign up 
there for a good many years. Mr. Mallory has given me a private 
price on it, confidentially, and we have expected all along, and I might 
almost say have anxiously waited, for that property to move away. 
This idea of their relocating on the same lot, staying on the site where 
they now are, is only a very recent thing. It seems to me that 
pieces of property like this one which I represent, property like 
that of Myr. Parker and the other remonstrants here, of men who 
have paid taxes for half a century, more or less, should be con- 
sidered, and that the owners of that property have some rights as 


property-owners which. ought to be respected. It means an im- ~ 


mense amount of money to that piece of property of ours if that 
home is discontinued. As I said at another hearing, 1 think that home 
has done a good work. Mr. Mallory and I have been very kind friends, 
and I don’t want to see it exterminated. If Mr. Mallory understood 
me to say that I wanted the home exterminated, he is greatly mistaken. 
I was the first one who started this movement, the very first man that 
took hold of it, and I did it conscientiously, because I felt that it was 
my duty as an executor to look out for that property. I did it honestly 
and conscientiously. If Mr. Mallory thinks I want to have that home 
wiped off of the face of the earth, he is entirely mistaken. 
Dr. MALLory. — Not you. 

- Mr. WILDER. — [ never made that statement to Mr. Mallory or to 
anybody else. I think that home has done-a great work. ‘There is 
many a poor girl who has had a restful place there; but, gentlemen, 
the conditions, as I have said, are entirely different at the present time, 
and the place for the home to go now is into the country, even a short 
distance out. They can ride in about thirty minutes in the steam-ears to 
a place where there will be no east winds and no bad location, as there 
is here, and the patients will be away from the dust and noise of the 
city. I certainly have never asked to wipe the institution out, and 
never have had that intention in my mind at all. The question has also 
been raised, I believe, by some one as to people not being in the home of 
late, and as to what we knew of the conditions inside the home. There are 
various reasons why people have not been in the home. For myself, one of 
the reasons why I have not been of late was because I found it taxed 
my sympathies so much to go in there and see these poor creatures, and 
that is the reason why I have not been in. Others have other reasons. 
Now, there isanother thing. I have heard the statement made that if our 
order was carried out this Consumptive’s Home would be thrown right 
out into the cold. That is entirely in opposition to our idea. There 
must be a business side to this question; there must be a fixed point, a 
time when this order must take effect. I believe as the order now stands 
it is from the date of the passage of the order. But, gentlemen, we did 
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not suppose, after the date of the passage of the order, that if the Con- 
sumptives’ Home did not get out of there in a day or two or three days 
the police force would be ‘Sent out there to put them out. I have heard 
that statement from a number of people of Dorchester— that they will ° 
be thrown out in the cold. As far as Mr. Parker's position is concerned, 

he can sputter, I know, and he did the other day, but at the same time I 
have found that he has one of the kindest hearts, and he has said to me, 
“ | would be the first man to stand by the Consumptives’ Home and see 
justice done.” If you think best, you can incorporate into that order 
before the Board of Aldermen a clause saying that within six months, a 
year, or a year and a half, stating your own time, from the date of the 
passage of the order, they shall cet out, giving them time to do so. I 
certainly don’t want to do anything that is ‘ungentlemanly or unfair 
towards that institution; and I know that Mr. Parker does not. I do, 

however, feel that there is a duty which this committee and which the 
Board of Aldermen owe to the citizens there. You must look after the 
public health of the community as well as atter these few people, who 
are, with all due kindness toward them, practically dead. They are 
incurables, those who go there. I don’t know that there is anything else 
which I wish to state to the committee, except in closing to reiterate 
that fact. 

Q. (By Alderman MaHoney. ) I would like to ask you a question, 
Mr. Wilder. Where do you live at the present time? 

A. | live here, sir, on Columbia street (pointing to the map) — 
right there. ‘This is the original line; this is the proposed widening, I 
suppose. ‘his was made by the Board of Survey. 

Q. Now, do you know of anybody having died of consumption right 
around here, directly caused, through the Consumptives’ Home ? 

A. I don’t know. It would be absolutely impossible to prove that 
they have or they haven’t. People have died of consumption. I lost a 
very dear brother a few years ago in the homestead, where my father 
lived, situated right there ; butitis almost impossible to trace the source 
of the disease. Dr. Durgin, | think, made that statement in the hearing 
before his Board. He said to one of the physicians, ‘‘ You realize the 
almost impossibility of tracing the disease.” These little germs have 
got to be magnified 500 degrees, and then they are only as large as the 
point of a hyphen. It is almost impossible to trace, but I have sometimes 
wondered whether or not my brother didn’t get it there. He used to be 
very intimate with Mr. Bumpus’ son, who was the former superintend- 
ent there, and with Judge May’s son, and they used to play over there 
a great. deal. The thought has come to me a great many times whether 
or not in playing around there on the grass he might not have caught 
the germ there. But I understand it is a fact acknowledged by phy: si- 
cians that it is almost impossible to trace the disease. People may or 
may not have got it there. 

Q. Well, I suppose these streets there have come from the Board of 
Survey ? 

A. This plan was made by Mr. Morrison, of the Board of Survey. 
This is New Seaver street; that one there is also carried through. 

Q. Has that been carried through at the present time ? 

A.: Itis on there —a little light line. 

Q. Has it been carried through ? 

A. No, not carried through. They are just completing this scheme 


Q. Are there streets down through here ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is a street. 

@. You are on this side of the Consumptives’ Home ? 

A. Yes. This is our dividing line, this white line, you see. ‘There 
is a street there, and here is our Tine here. 
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Q. Well, that doesn’t stop you from laying out those streets at the 
present time — the Consumptives’ Home? 

A, Oh, no, they don’t stop us at the present time from laying out - 
those streets. Their present home is located right across that street 
there, and if they should build across that street after those plans are 
officially accepted, of course they can get nothing for their building 
when the street is put through. 7 

@. (By Ald. Dyar.) Mr. Wilder, have you heard any complaints. 
recently of the patients calling upon the.neighbors for food? 

A. Not for food; no, sir. 

Q@. Are they in the habit of calling on the neighbors at all? 

A. One of the physicians who has been here at two of the hearings 
told me that quite often they have come into his place, his office, for 
him. to give them something to help them in a medica) way. They 
have, however, been around in the stores there lately —so I am in- 
formed by some of our witnesses. 

Q. Do you know of any consumption in your family previous to 
your brother’s death ? 

A. Qh, yes, sir. Previous to that there were three deaths. 

Y. Mr. Collar spoke of the danger from fire, he spoke of the length 
of the building and the breadth of the building, but said nothing at all 
about the height of it? How many stories are there in the building ? 

A. How many stories? | 

Q. Yes. 

A. Three or four, I believe. ’ 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) Do you know the height of the building, 
Mr. Collar — how many stories? 

Mr. CoLLar. — Three, I think — three or four: 

Mr. WILDER. — I think there are three or four. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) Three or four; and there is no fire- 
escape ? 

A, I think there is no fire-escape. 

Q@. Do you know how many stairways they have? 

A. IJ donot; no, sir. I haven’t been there for some years. 

Q. (By the CuairnMAN.) Mr. Wilder, your objection to this home 
is because it is located so near your property? 

A. That is one objection; but my first objection was, please remem- 
ber, as a citizen. I think it is no place for that hospital or amy other 
kind of a hospital, in such a location as that,.opposite the park and on 
this boulevard, in what is a thickly settled, residential region. Why, 
some of these streets around here you can see are packed almost as full 
as they can be now with houses. . 

@. y Do you know whether the houses are all occupied ? ‘ 

A, Well, I think the greater portion of them are. There are houses 
there on one side of Wayne street — none on this side, now. Both sides 
of Schuyler street are filled; both sides of New Seaver street— along 
there there are houses on both sides, and filled, I think. 


@. Do you know of any other institution of a similar nature in 
Boston ? 


A. A Consumptives’ Home ? 

())-Y.e8. 

A. I think there is*one over on Quincy street. 

@. You have no objection to that one, have you? 

A. ILhave nothing to do with that one. I haven’t considered that 
case at all. I think the case is entirely different, and I know nothing 
about the conditions in regard to that. I know the location and I drive 
by it; but I know the facts, all about the surroundings, in this case 
where we object, because I was born here, born in the house right here, 
and I have been here since the home was started — before it was started, 
in fact, because it has been there only 25 or 26 years. 
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@. You think that home is a menace to the community ? 

A. Certainly I do, and I want it distinctly understood that I simply 
feel that the best thing for them to do would be to move it into a better 
locality. I think that the east winds are bad; I think there will be con- 
tinual trouble from the dust and the noise. If they use this location 
they will be cutoff there; they will lose all this property, I understand. 
They intend to sell this, ‘and ‘their property will be so much smaller, 
and they will be up here ‘and will get the dust and the noise. I want it 
distinctly understood right now, and I wish to reiterate it, that I was 
the first man who moved in this matter, and that it was not my purpose 
to have the home wiped off the face of the earth. 

Dr. Martitory.— I did not refer to you. I didn’t mean you. _ 

Mr. WivpErR. — Well, I have heard it through others. I don’t think 
Mr. Parker wants it wiped out. Do you, Mr. Parker? 

Mr. PARKER. — I want it to go to a new place, —to have it wiped out 
or go to a new place. 

Mr. WILDER. — He wants it to go to a new place, and he simply 
means that he wants it wiped out from this place here. 

The CHAIRMAN. — We understand your position. 

Q. (By Alderman DyAr.) You said you objected as‘a citizen, and 
not as a property-holder ? 

A. No, sir; I said that I object as a citizen and also a property- 
holder. 

@. And you think it your duty as a citizen to object ? 
oma ot do. 

Q. Why do you not consider it your duty to object to the hospital on 
Quincy street? If consumption is contagious in one spot it is in another, 
and Quincy street is thickly settled, is it not? ? 

A. I don’t know much about the Quincy street institution. I think 
myself that the time will come when all these consumptive institutions 
will move out of town. I think it would be better for them to be out 
of town. 

Q. Well, if it is right to send one hospital out of town itis right to 
send the other out, is it not ? 

A. Well, perhaps so. I don’t know about the other. 

Q@. Well, it is just as contagious at Quincy-street as at Grove Hall, 
isn’t it? 

A. Certainly, the contagiousness is the same. I acknowledge that. 

Q. Then, asa citizen, you ought to have the same objection in one 
case that you do in the other ? 

A. Well, I don’t know but I should take the same ground as Mr. 
Kendricken — that perhaps it would be better for them both to go. 
But, still, I have nothing to do with other one. This is the one in 
which I am interested. 

Q. Well, you are interested in this one, then, because you have real 
estate in that immediate vicinity ? 

A. Yes, and I am interested, too, for the public good. Here is a 
big park and here is a boulevard. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) I would like to ask you’one question, Mr. 
Wilder, in regard to this subject. You understand now that this old 
building which is upon these premises is out of repair and of no use, 
and that the hospital has got to move, anyhow ? 

A. Yes, I understood it was badly out of repair, and I understand 
_they want to build a new building. ‘That’s the way I understand it. 

Q. And they have got to take down the one they have there and 
erect a new one, not on the same site but somewhere else? They have 
got to move? 

A, They have got to move, as I understand it. 

@. At this time? 

A. Iso understand it. Isn’t it a fact, Mr. Mallory, that the old one 
is in bad repair? 
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Dr. MALLory. — It is. 

Mr. WILDER. — Yes, I so understand it. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) And don’t you understand that they can remove 
entirely better now, without loss to the institution, than at any other 
time ?P ib, 

A. I think they can remove better now, for the simple reason that 
they have got to get out of this present building, anyway. They can 
get a good price for their land and can remove the home to some other 
place, getting the consumptives out of that neighborhood, buying a 
place outside in the country and locating there. It will be very much 
less expensive for them to locate in the country. The State only paid 
$10,000 for a 150-acre lot up in Rutland, and they would have a good 
sum left from the sale of this property to help them on in their opera- 
tions. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) What is land worth in that vicinity P 

A. All I can state in regard to that is, that when the city took the 
land here for the widening of Washington street, all the way from the 
watering trough up, it allowed us approximately fifty cents a foot. 
This land here (pointing to a map) they sold for more, when it was 
bought for a church. 

Q. Have you any objection to stating what your land is worth — or 
don’t you have it for sale ? 

A. We are hoping to sell it at wholesale, and we are at a complete 
stand-still now and have been for some months, because of this trouble 
here in connection with the Consumptives’ Home. They cannot do a 
thing, and it means a good deal to them. 

Q. The Consumptives’-Home site is a great deal more valuable than 
this; 1sn tate 

A. Undoubtedly. That land would be worth from one dollar to two 
dollars a foot. When the city wanted to buy land here at the corner of 
Geneva avenue and Washington street they wanted two dollars a foot. 
Here they bought land, I think, for ninety cents — land with forty feet 
front and 125 feet deep, right here, for the hook and ladder house. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Hasn’t the fact that you knew the hospital was 
going to make a move of some kind influenced you in bringing a peti- 
tion at this time? 

A. Certainly; but we have expected, and the neighborhood has 


expected that that institution was going to move, and we have quietly 
waited for it. |

@. And you knew Pr. Cullis, I suppdse ? 

A. I did, somewhat. 

Q. You thought he was a grand, good man, didn’t you? 

A. I think he was a good man. I think he had peculiarities in cer- 
tain lines. I always felt, however, that Dr. Cullis was a good man, a 
conscientious man. 

Q@. And that is a grand work he has established there ? 

A. Undoubtedly. I have said that. 

@. Have you any idea as to how many patients they have cared for ? 

Well, I have seen it stated that there has been,4,000. J think you 
stated it in one of your hearings. 

Q. Do you know of any other similar institution in the country, be- 
sides that one, or have you known of any in past years? 

A. I don’t quite understand your question. i 

@. Have you known of: any other consumptives’ home being’ estab- 
lished in the country besides that ? 

A. Only this one at Quincy street that the chairman has referred to. 

mes: 

A. Oh, I did hear of another, though. I heard there was one just 
over the Blue Hills, in Sharon, a hospital established by Dr. Bowditch. 
I cannot verify that statement, however. I can’t tell whether it is a 
consumptives’ hospital or not, but I have heard it stated that it was a 
consumptives’ hospital. 

@. He has one there for convalescents, I believe? 

fae ees: 

Q. And you think we ought to go to Wellesley on account of the 
_ better conditions for health ? 

A. Well, I honestly think, Mr. Mallory, that this is a very poor 
location for consumptives, here in the city of Boston. I think Boston 
is a poor location for consumptives, anyway, by reason of the atmos- 
pheric standard, the east winds, and the moisture; and then, of course, 
there are the noise and dust that will come in the city. I think it is a 
great deal better for them to be a short distance out. I think the 
people right here in the city don’t realize about the east wind we have 
out there. My brother used to come over every Sunday to see my 
father, you know, who-was quite aged, and said when he came up over 
the hill on Seaver street the east wind struck him. Other people have 
told me that when they got to a certain point on Quincy street they 
were struck by the east wind. You have got to get many miles from 
Dorchester before you get rid of the east winds, which are certainly 
very racking and hard for people with bronchial, lung, and throat 
affections. 

Q. It would be more important to have that home outside some- 
where if it were a home of convalescents than as a home for incur- 
ables P 

A. Well, I don’t know. [ think it would be much better to have 
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Sd 
the incurables where they could have a larger piece of property to run 
about, where they would not be a menace to the public, and where 
they would have more sunlight and air and quiet corners. 

Q. Wouldn't there be difficulties in reaching such a place? 

A. Icannot see that there would. You can go out-into the country 
a long distance in thirtv minutes, on the steam cars — the time it takes 
to go out to this home in the electric cars. 

Q. You know the class of patients we take there now ? 

A. I know very little about them, except that they are people who 
cannot afford to provide for themselves. 

Q. The poorest of the poor? 

Aga .c3: 

Q. Now, suppose we were to go out of the city ten or fifteen miles 
and there is no home here, and a person were very sick and must go to 
a consumptives’ home, and is*too sick to be taken by the electric cars 
and then by the steam cars, where would he be likely to go if he could 
not go ott there? 

A. It doesn’t seem to me, sir, that they would have to go by electric 
and steam cars. They could take the steam cars and go out to a home 
in the country in the same time, thirty minutes, that it now takes for 
them to go out here in the electrics. 

Q. And that would necessitate, then, an attendance at the train and 
an attendant at the other end P 

A. Perhaps so; but I think perhaps there ought to be an ambulance 
service at the other end and this end, too. I think the time has come 
when the public are awaking to the fact that this disease is a terrible 
menace to the public. I think the time is coming when people afflicted 
with this disease will not be allowed, as a rule, to ride in our cars, any 
more, possibly, than people affected with other contagious diseases. As 
far as the expense of going out into the country ten or fifteen miles is 
concerned, it would not be more than twenty-five cents, and I am sure 
that somebody would raise that money to get a poor person out there. 

Q. re you consider it a highly contagious disease ? . 

Tipe Exetoe . 

Q. As contagious as small-pox or leprosy, as stated by some of the 
previous witnesses ? 

A. Well, I have their authority for it. Some of the best experts in 
the city have testified that it is a very contagious disease. Dr. Ernst, 
professor of bacteriology at Harvard College, quoted not only this’side 
but the other side of the water, made a statement in regard to the matter 
before the Board of Health, which has been referred here, that not only 
from the sputum but from the exhalations of the breath the disease 
could be given out. ‘ 

Q. Then you think that the way it becomes communicated is by the 
breath P 

A. I think to a certain extent. 

Q. Ithink if you will look up his statemeut you will find that he said 
the contagion was caused by expectoration ? , . 

A. He did make that statement, and I think he also stated that it 
could be communicated from the exhalations of the breath, and the 
Board of Health in their report also speak of ‘‘ exhalations of the 
breath” as a factor in spreading the disease, if I am not very much 
mistaken. I think they used that term. 

@. Then this sputa is very full of germs, according to the testimony 
that has been already given ? 

AN Csaeir: 

(). Now, suppose five or six patients were to oo out into the park 
and were to deposit their sputa about there, according to the testimony 
we have had, it would be dangerous to a multitude of people, wouldn’t 
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it? I wish, of course, you had a physician here. I want to ask some 
questions which I cannot perhaps ask of an ordinary person. 

A. I think it would be contagious, dangerous to the people, certainly. 

Q. Have you any idea how many people in the city are afflicted with 
this disease? 

A. I know that more people are afflicted with that disease in the 
city, and [ think throughout the State, than with any other disease. 

Mr. Dana. — I will present some statistics before we close. 

Mr. Wiper. — Mr. Dana has some statistics which show just the 
ratio. 

Q. (By Dr. Matyiory.) You spoke about this being injurious to your 
property ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Now, in the city, on Commonwealth avenue, at the corner of 
Dartmouth street, they have erected there an immense high building — 
wouldn’t that be an injury to the surrounding property ? 

A. What do you mean ? 

Q. Wouldn’t the erection of that unusually high building be an injury 
to the property P 

A. I should suppose it would. 

@. And you would naturally suppose that the abutters would object 
to it # 

A. IThad the impression that they were very seriously objecting to it, 
and I have seen a good deal in the papers upon the subject of these sky- 
scrapers, as they call that, in a residential section of the city. 

Q. Well, do you think there is any law to stop it? 

A. To stop what, sir? 

Q. The erection of the building? 

A. I think that is what they are trying to do —to get law if there is 
not one. I don’t know about that. I know this matter of high build- 
ings in residential sections is one that has re come up. 

‘Q. You spoke a little while ago, Mr. Wilder, about there not being. 
any lots built up on along the str eet on either side for how many years! 2 

Mies Well, J répeated “the testimony that was given in one of the 
hearings there. It was said that there had been no houses for eight 
years built around there on the abutting ground. 

@. Do you know what land has been for sale along the abutting 


ground ? 


“A. Mr. Parker’s land. 

Q. Has that been for sale? 

A. I think so—hasn’t it, Mr. Parker? MHasn’t it been for sale on 
Blue Hill avenue? 

Mr. Parker. — It has been for sale up to the time of the boulevard. 
I have paid fifty-two years’ taxes, and would be a fool to offer it after 
that started. 

Q. (By Dr. Mattory.) Do you know of any land for sale on Wash- 
ington street P 

A. Oh, yes; a great deal of the property around there has been for 
sale — where they hought for the Universalist Church and also the lot 
that Mr. Adams bought for Mrs. Miller —all that property that Mr. 
Fillebrown represents, opposite the Consumptives’ Home. 

@. Haven't there been, as a matter of fact, a great many houses 
built in that region ? 

A. Oh, yes, in that region, but the region extends quite a distance. 

Q. Some men would object to a house near the church, wouldn't 
they ? 

A. Oh, I don’t know. 

oo know as a matter of fact that there are parties who would, and 
there are people who would object to a home near a school-house, are 
there not? 
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A. Isuppose there are. For my part, we have rather liked the idea 
of having a church near us. 

Q. And so the people that would object to this would object to other 
institutions. Of course, the great question is whether it is as dangerous 
and as great a menace to health as people suppose it is? ~ 

A. It seems to me, however, that school-houses, churches, and 
residences are not a matter of health, as a hospital is; and you know 
our petition asks that the land shall not be used fora hospital. It is the 
idea of the petitioners that that property should not be used for a hospi- 
tal of any kind. We think it is no location for any kind of a hospital. 

Q. What are the chief difficulties P 

A. Well, the difficulties that we have mentioned, — aa I have re- 
ferred to the park and to the great residential character of the section. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Mallory, if you continue this course we will 
never get through here. I think we understand the gentleman’s posi- 
tion in this matter. 

Dr. MALLORY. — Very well.

Mr. Dana. — Mr. Chairman, with your permission I will submit cer- 
tain tables which are copied from the reports of the State Board of, 
Health. The first table, headed ‘*‘ Consumption,” covers the period from 
the year 1851 down through the year 1893, and gives the number of 
deaths in Massachusetts each year from consumption and the percentage 
of the total mortality. It will be seen by the tables that the percentage 
has very considerably decreased since 1851.

I wish to call the committee’s attention to one or two facts in reference 
to this table. It will be seen that the order of the counties of the State 
is as follows: Suffolk, Middlesex, Norfolk, Plymouth, Bristol, Barn- 
stable, Worcester, Hampden, Essex, Hampshire, Nantucket, Franklin, 
Berkshire, Dukes. The first counties are the most populous counties, the 
counties where the population is herded closest together — that is, so far 
as the rate of consumption is concerned; and in the second column, 
relating to pneumonia, it will be seen that the order is very different from 
the order of counties in consumption. While the order in consumption, 
is in the same ratio as the density of the population, in pneumonia the 
order is in a very different ratio. Then I have here another table which 
shows the comparative percentages of death rates in the different cities 
of the State from consumption. Taking the State as 100, the ratio in 
Newton is 60, in Pittsfield 75, in Gloucester 82, in Quincy 82, in Fitch- 
burg 83, in Malden 86, in Springfield 89, in Somerville 89, in Worcester 
90, in Waltham 91, in Chelsea 92, in Holyoke 92, in Woburn 98, in 
Taunton 94, in Brockton 94, in Cambridge 94, in Marlboro’ 96, in North- 
ampton 97, in Haverhill 98, in Salem 103, in Lynn 104, in New Bedford 
105, in Fall River 107, in Chicopee 113, in Lowell 114, in Newburyport 
114, in Lawrence 122, and in Boston 127. 

There, again, it will be seen that where the population is herded 
together the closest there is the greatest number of deaths from con- 
sumption ; for these last cities I have named are large manufacturing 
cities, where the population live in tenements to a greater extent than in 
the other cities.

Then the State Board of Health, in its report for 1894 as to density of 
population, says:

‘‘In using the foregoing terms, the word dense applies to districts 
having less than one acre to each inhabitant; medzwm applies to those 
districts in which there was more than one acre but less than four acres 
to each inhabitant; and sparse applies to those districts in which there 
were more than four acres to each inhabitant. 

«The data in the foregoing paragraph were pouinacd from a total of 
112.604 deaths from consumption. q 

All those statistics are taken from the reports of the Massachusetts 
Board of Health for the year 1894; and I think the totals are very inter- 
esting as showing that the denser the population the greater the mor- 
tality of consumption — proving what would be expected from the tes- 
timony of the doctors, that the “disease is contagious. 


REMONSTRANCE FROM ALBERT G. Morse, Esq. 


Mr. Haypen. — Mr. Chairman, here is a communication from one of 
the large property-owners in the vicinity : 


ALBERT G. MORSE, 
COUNSELLOR. AT-LAw, 
23 CoURT STREET. 


Boston, Mass, February 24, 1896. 
To the Committee of the Board of Aldermen on Public Health. 


GENTLEMEN: I am opposed to the further continuance of the Consump- 
tives’ Home in its present location at Grove Hall, as I believe its existence is 
an injury to the real estate which I hold in trust for my mother, brothers, and 
sister. 

My father, Albert Morse, came to Dorchester in 1861, and purchased a 
homestead and several acres of land. At the time the home was established 
there seemed no ground for objection. Scientifically there was not so much 
known as now of the causes of consumption. Land was not valued at such 
arate as to make taxes onerous, and the era of improvements and growth 
of population had not set in. 

My father spent considerable money on his land in the way of improving 
its appearance, and willingly paid the increased taxes and assessments made 
thereon as it increased in value. He died in 1887, before he had realized 
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any pecuniary returns, leaving these to be acquired by his children. So I 
represent no land speculators. 

The land [ represent is fine, high land, healthy in every respect, and well 
calculated for residences of a first-class order. 

Am I to find as a stumbling-block in my way the fact that an institution 
for the gathering together of a number of people afflicted with a contagious 
disease is allowed to exist by the authority of the city which imposes taxes, 
and will impose still greater taxes (if the single tax becomes law), and which 
would reap a still larger income, the better the class of houses that shall be 
erected on the land? 

This is not a question of humanity, charity, or benevolence. The home 
has valuable land which can be disposed of to good advantage. It need not 
be hustled away, and can be allowed a year or more. to secure a better 
location, away from the east winds, where it can have large and abundant 
grounds with woods, so conducive to the health of its occupants. 

Consumption is to me more to be dreaded than small-pox. ‘Those affiicted 
with the latter disease the city has already isolated.

A. It would have to be, as I say, under different management than 
it is to-day or has been since it was started. ‘There is no head there to 
manage that institution, and never was.

Q. What did you think of him P 

A. Ithought ne was a nuisance ; never had a bit of confidence in him 
from beginning to end. 

Q. You thought there was nothing good about him at all ? 

A. I didn’t see anything. There was a poor child there that he 
treated, who has been sick thirty years from the effect of his treatment, 
— Mrs. Lewis’ daughter. 

@. He was an honest man, wasn’t he? 

A. I don’t know. 

Y. Haven't you reason to believe he was ? 

A. Well, [have rather a doubt about it, according to my standard 
of honesty. 

Q. Well, what can you say ? 

A. Whatcan I say ?

A. Well,.I don’t want to get into that. I can say too much. 


STATEMENT BY HERBERT C. CLaPpp, M.D. 


(By Dr.MALLORyY.) What is your name, doctor ?

@. This may be a little private — perhaps I ought not to ask it — but 
isn’t it true that you were asked in a private way, ‘when this State Con- 
sumptive Hospital was to be built, with two other experts — 

A. Qh, no, no; don’t go into that. 

Q. Now, will you state to the committee you views on the contagious- 
ness of consumption P 

A. I think that all physicians are agreed, all educated physicians 
are agreed, that consumption in one sense is contagious and in another 
sense is not contagious. Thatis, in a certain sense, in a restricted sense, 
it is contagious, only through the expectoration, through the sputum, 
which contains the germs of the disease ; and even then ‘not in the moist 
state, but only when Bie when the sputum has been dried and wafted 
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wbout by the wind. Then, if inhaled by a person who is susceptible to 
the disease, it is contagious ; that is, it is capable of producing the 
disease within certain limits, but not within the limits in which it is 
sometimes made to appear that it is contagious. That is, it is utterly 
different from the contagion of scarlet- fever, small- pox, and measles, 
and some of those diseases with which it has been compared and the 
contagiousness of which has always been acknowledged, whereas this 
is contagious in only a restricted sense, 

Q. Not in the sense that small- -pox is?

Q. And always kept in a proper manner, as a Consumptives’ Home 
ought to be ? 

A. Iwould state that there is a difference between this home and 
some, in that this home has never pretended to be a curative institution.

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It has been simply a resting-place, an abiding place for those fatally | 


sick with consumption, beyond hope, a place where they can pass their 
last days. It is simply a snug harbor for those who would otherwise 
die in attics or cellars, for instance e; and there has been no special 
attempt to cure such patients. They have only been taken when they 
were hopeless, you might say, as far as recovery goes. 

You knew Dr. Cullis, the founder ? 

Yes, sir; he was the ‘founder. 

You knew him? 

Yes, sir.

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Q. What would you say as to his medical ability? In that respect 
did you consider him an average or a fair man? 

A. Yes, he was a good physician. 

Q. A good, clever “physician E 

A; Yes, sir. 

@. And you think he would see to it that they had proper medical 
attendance all the way through? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, have you any statistics to show the actual danger to those 
persons even who lived right in large consumptive hospitals § ? 

A. Iwill state on that point that the statistics have been gathered 
from several large institutious, showing that, although consumption is, 
in a restricted sense, as I have said, a contagious: disease, yet that 
people may live, where proper precautions are ‘taken, and even where 
proper precautions are not taken — people may live in the immediate 
vicinity of patients affected with the disease for years and years with 
very little chance of taking it. The only statistics that I have just at 
hand, that I can put my hand on at once. are some relating to the large 
Brompton Hospital in London, a hospital for consumptives, which has 
been there for fifty years; and I would say, by the way, that that hospi- 
tal is right in the heart of the city, a very large brick institution. I 
have visited it myself, and it is right in the heart of the ‘city, and [ 
haven't heard any talk of the necessity for its removal. I will say that 
before our ideas were crystallized, as it were, by the discovery of Koch 
in 1882 of the real, actual germ of the disease, the contagiousness of it 
was brought up in an indefinite, a very indefinite kind of way. Many 
doubted it, many believed in it; many doubted and.some believed ; and 
it was in connection with that question that one vf the principal physi- 
cians of this Brompton Hospilal, Dr. Richard Payne Cotton, wrote an 
article for the ‘‘ British Medical Journal,” Aug. 31, 1872. And, by the 
way, it then being only known in this indefinite way that it was con- 
tagious, no special regard was had to the sputum Buon more than there 
would be to the sputum in any other disease. 

This article reads as follows: 


The Brompton Consumption Hospital was opened in the year 1846, with 
ninety beds. Ten years later it was completed; and since that time, two 
hundred beds have been constantly occupied. We have lost, during that 
long period, only one nurse from phthisis, and this was a poor creature 
whose husband had deserted her, and who had long endured, from other 
causes, also, considerable mental anxiety and physical exhaustion. On the 
other hand, the services of the nurses generally have been unusually pro- 
longed, and I can myself testify to their general health being, as a rule, 
remarkably good. Of those now resident, two have been at duty in the hos- 
‘pital seventeen years, one has resided thirteen years, one eleven years, two 
ten years, two nine years, one seven years, one four years, two three years, 
and four two years. The two oldest nurses have lately died of old age and 
general decay, after having long been superannuated. Each of these had 
resided in the hospital for upwards of twenty years. 

Of the gallery maids, whose duty it is to be much within the wards, in 
sweeping and scrubbing the floors, only one has been known to have been 
affected with phthisis, whilst it is obvious, that during so long a period, the 
number of persons thus employed must have been considerable. 

Our engineer has seen eighteen years’ duty within the hospital, and he is 
now in good health. 

We have had, at different times, three attendants in the post-mortem 
room. The first of these is still living, but in infirm health. the result of 
intemperance; the second left with spinal disease; the third has been in his 
office for nearly four years, and is in good health. 

Of the dispensers, one who kept to his post for above ten years is living and 
well; three who have held office in the dispensary since the year 1867. are 
also well; and the present senior dispenser has been with us for ten years. 
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Many others have been in this department since the opening of the hospital ; 
but only one has been known to have been consumptive. 4 

The resident clinical assistants of whom we are able to obtain reliable in- 
formation amount to seventy-eight in number. Three of these are said to be 
phthisical, but only one has been known to have died of phthisis. This gen- 
tleman I knew intimately. He was always of consumptive appearance, and 
one cf his sisters died of phthisis. 

Our resident medical officer, Mr. Edwards, to whom I am indebted for the 
statistics I am now giving, has held office for more than twenty-one years, 
and all those who know him can testify both to his continued health and his" 
undiminished energy and usefulness. The present matron has also been in 
her office for more than twenty-one years, during which long period her 
health has been excellent. 

The present secretary has been at his post for fifteen years, and his only 
predecessor, who is still alive and well, had held the same office for sixteen 
years. The assistant secretary has been at his duties within the hospital for 
eighteen years; and a clerk — whose office it is to register the out-patients, 
and who must on that account, be exposed to an unusually great extent to 
phthisical contagion, did such exist — has been at his work for five years. I 
am happy to add that all of the above are now in excellent health. 


It goes on in that way, and it is needless for me to read all the cases. 
It gives many others who have been connected with the hospital, and I 
will say that this is a well-known physician, one who has been known 
all over the world, and-the article is in the ‘* British Medical Journal,” 
which is one of the foremost medical journals in the world. 

Q. In what parts of our city would the consumptives mostly be 
found — in communities that are thickly settled or in the places where 
there are large air spaces and plenty of sunlight? 

A. Well, naturally in those that are thickly settled. 

Q. ‘Those down in the North End, and such places as that? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you knew about how many there are in the city P 

A. No,I do ‘not; but there must be a great many — must be hun- 
dreds of them, if not thousands. 

Q. Now, if the records of deaths the past year show 1,425, the num- 
ber of patients that have consumption would be very much larger, 
would it not? 

Ave Y Opatsil. 

Q. Those that are living — how many would do you suppose — three, 
four, or five to one? 2 

A. Yes, more than that. 

@. I think that the Board of Health published a little pamphlet a 
few months ago stating that there were about 6,000 consumptives in the 
city of Boston. Now, do these consumptives travel about our streets. 
and in our street cars ? 

A. cay C8, Sire 

@. Do they have spit-cups? Did you ever see them? 

AT YAN OSE : 

Q. They expectorate, then, on our streets and in our cars? 

A. Yes. I will state that this is continually going on, and it is: 
absolutely and utterly impossible for physicians to prevent this when 
they are attending patients scattered about in different houses; and it is’ 
perfectly obvious that the poorer and more ignorant the patients are, 
the more impossible it is to prevent this scattering around of the 
expectoration which contains the germs of the disease. Among 
the more educated classes it is easier, but even there it is, as 
I think all physicians will acknowledge, absolutely impossible to 
have proper restriction over them so that we can be sure that no 
expectorations are scattered about; and in the vast majority of cases it 
is absolutely impossible to contro] them. So that in an institution we 
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have greater safeguards than we can have in any other way. If the 
patients are all under control, especially if the patients are most of 
them in bed, it-is a comparatively easy matter to gather every particle 
of expectoration — or comparatively so, as nearly § so as possible — and 
destroy it by fire or otherwise; and if the patients are allowed to go 
about the grounds, and suitable restrictions and suitable rules are 
provided, it is possible, as far as human foresight can prevent it, to 
prevent the scattering of this expectoration. I would say in support of 
this last statement that, as many know, a hearing on this very matter 
was held before the Board of Health a short time ago, asking the Board 
of Health for their opinion on this matter, and the Board of Health, 
after giving a patient hearing, reported, as any respectable Board of 
Health was bound to do, that tnis disease, although it is communicable 
if proper precautions are not taken, yet in a home like the Cullis Con- 
sumptives’ Home, for instance, if proper precautions are taken, the 
danger is reduced to a minimum; and that, coming from the Board of 
Health of the city of Boston, ought to have considerable weight. 

Q. Now, you know the location where they propose to put up the 
new home? 

Ae -Y¥ es; sir. 

Q. Now, doctor, will you state what you think about that? Would 

it really be a menace to the people in that neighborhood to have the 
home right there, with the rules and restrictions that are in force 
there ? 
_A. Well, I would like to correct one impression which I understand 
has been made to pass about, and that is, that in the grounds of that 
home there is a perfect army of consumptives tramping around, spit- 
ting right and left everywhere, and that their combined products of 
expectoration are a terrible menace to the community. I would state, 
in contrast to that, that the vast majority of the patients in the home 
are actually confined to their beds. ‘They are so sick, it being a home 
for incurables, that they are confined to their beds or to their rooms, 
and only perhaps three, four, or five patients are able to get out of 
doors at all. Only four or five patients are able to walk about outside, 
and I would state that the rules of the institution are such that each 
one of those is obliged to carry a spit-cup with him and expectorate 
into this spit-cup, and if this law is trangressed he is liable to instant 
expulsion. ‘That rule is very well known among the patients; and the 
penalty is a pretty severe one* to one who is poor, absolutely destitute; 
with no place to go and no way of earning his living. It is a tr emend- 
ous whip held over the patient, and it would very naturally be hard to 
overcome such a restriction as this. I have no doubt that the authori- 
ties are as active in carrying out that law as any authorities would be. 

QY. What would be the result of shutting up the Cullis Consumptive 
Home and other consumptive homes ? 

A. I would state this, that the only places I know of for consump- 
tives in the city of Boston — the only places to speak of — are this 
Cullis Consumptive Home and the Roman, Catholic Consumptive Home 
on Quincy street. The City Hospital refuses to take them, very 
properly, and the Massachusetts General Hospital refuses to admit them, 
and the other large hospitals refuse to admit them because their room 
is limited and has to be refused for acute and surgical cases. Except. 
possibly, in almshouses, the only two places I know of are these two 
large places out in Dorchester. -The State Hospital for Consumptives, 
which was started by our last Legislature, of course, is not yet in 
operation, and even if it were. in operation the provision of the State 
Hospital is only for 200 beds, which would be entirely inadequate if, 
these two homes were shut up for-the entire population of Massa- 
chusetts, with the number of people that naturally. would_go to it.: 
Even if it were adequate, even if there were abundant room for 
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occupants, this new State Hospital is to be at Rutland, two hours by 
rail from Boston, and it would be utterly impossible to get many 
people in the last stages of consumption carried out there. — I would 
state, also, that many consumptives, Many poor consumptives, are 
taken care of by their friends in their own homes as long as thee 
are able to be about. When they get bed-ridden and they are unably 
to take care of them, they often want them to go to a consumptives’ 
home; but in this State it is almost impossible to transport them. first 
by wagon through the city, then by rail two hours, and then by wagon 
at the other end. So that, as both these institutions are doing a 
good work, if they are both shut up [ don’t know what would 
become of these poor consumptives. ‘They would perhaps be. left 
to die miserably in the attics and cellars I spoke of, and to contaminate 
their neighbors a thousand times more than if they were placed in a 
proper hospital, under proper restrictions. If this Cullis Consumptive 
Hospital was shut up, I know that the neighbors of the Roman Catholic 
Consumptives’ Hospital on Quincy street are just as violently opposed 
to that institution, as the neighbors of the Cullis Home are to this 
institution, and there is no earthly reason why the one should be 
shut up and not the other. I don’t know that consumption is any more 
contagious in a Catholic institution than it is in a Protestant institution. 
I don’t know that it is any more contagious in a Protestant institution than 
in a Catholic institution. I don’t know that it is any more contagious 
if the treatment is homceopathic than if it is allopathic. I can see no 
reason why if one hospital is shut up the other should not be shut up, 
and in that case I don’t see where these poor, miserable, suffering 
patients would go. The danger to the community would be a thousand 
times greater. On this point, unless the testimony should seem other- 
wise, I will state that I happen to know that it is the opinion of the 
best physicians of Boston, those who pay special attention to chest dis- 
eases; and I doubt if any physicians could be found anywhere, who, 
if they gave unbiassed testimony, would not testify to the same thing 
independently. | 

Q. Knowing the large number of consumptives in the city of Boston, 
don’t you feel that there is just as much need for a consumptives’ home 
as there is for any other hospital ? 

A. Yes, sir. I would state that now the city has provided, at very 
great expense, contagious hospitals just opened last fall, for diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, measles, etc., contagious diseases, and if the Consump- 
tives’ Hospital were shut up I don’t see why these hospitals should no- 
likewise be shut up and have these poor patients transported ten, fifteen, 
or twenty miles out of town. There would be just the same inconvent 
ience, and these people in consumption who are very sick, as I say, can- 
not bear transportation. I think it would be really wise for the city of 
Boston, perhaps, to have two kinds of consumptive hospitals, one sit- 
uated out in the country somewhere, where they would get fresh air, 
the same as the State Hospital is, for those not desperately sick, for 
those for whom there issome chance of improvement; and another near 
at hand and convenient, for those who are absolutely hopelessly sick, 
and are only waiting to die. I would state that nobody in sound mind 
would think of establishing a contagious hospital for diphtheria and 
scarlet fever for city of Boston patients, ten, fifteen, twenty, thirty, or 
forty miles out of the city. It must be in the city; and yet the danger 
of contagion from a hospital like that is one hundred-fold more than the 
danger from a’consumptives’ hospital. . 

_Q. As a matter of fact, isn’t there a contagious hospital right in the: 
city limits ? 

A. That is the one I refer to— on Massachusetts avenue, adjoining 
the City Hospital. | x $ 
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@. And the disease treated there are more contagious than con- 
sumption 

A. A thousand times more so than consumption. 

Q. Don't you think the presence of that hospital in the city would 
tend todepreciate the property around it a little? 

A. Naturally would. i 

Q. Now, just supposing it does and there is a necessity for the hos- 
pital; should that objection, if raised, be allowed to carry weight? 

A. No; the hospital has got to be somewhere, and there is the one 
point that occurs to me just now. If it were proposed to make a hospi- 
tal out of whole cloth — say to start a consumptives’ hospital now at 
Grove Hall, I think the inhabitants would very properly and justly 
object. But the hospital, the old hospital, has been there for twenty-five 
years, and the people have gone there with their eyes open, voluntarily, 
since, and new houses have been built with that hospital staring them in 
the face. Therefore it seems to me they are the last ones to object on 
those grounds. ‘The hospital has got to be somewhere. 

Y. Now, they objected to that on the ground of the district about it 
being built up, but wouldn’t the very same condition of things occur in 
a little while if we were to go farther out of the city ? 

A. Yes, sir. It strikes me if | wanted to built a house in the neigh- 
borhood of a large brewery, a lager beer brewery. it would be impolitic 
in me after I had lived there a few years to complain of the brewery 
and ask to have it removed in the same way. 

Q@ Now, there has been a great deal of complaint, doctor, about this 
home being near the park. That has been the great thing —that it 
would be a menace to the health of the people, the thousands that go 
there. As a matter of fact, don’t you believe that there are hundreds 
and hundreds of patients that go out there every day in the beautiful 
summer weather from the city ? 

A. Yes sir. I would state that everybody knows that physicians in 
their advice to consumptives constantly urge them to keep out of doors 
all they can, to be out of dovrs every minute they can; they constantly 
advise them to get into the best fresh air they can, and they constantly 
advise them to go into our Common, our Public Garden, into our parks. 
And I don’t know why they shouldn’t go there. Our parks are full of 
consumptives, perfectly full of them, — that is, I will take that back, 
I mean there are « great many consumptives in our parks, who frequent 
our parks; and I will state, in reference to the four or five patients who 
have been mentioned who may walk into the park from the Cullis 
Consumptives’ Home, that the proportion of patients who are at their 

homes, who wander into the parks either at their own free will or by 
the advice of physicians, must be one hundred times as many, perhaps 
one thousand times as many. 

Q So, then, vou believe it is really for the safety of the city to have 

- that home located there ? 

A. I think it is more safe for the city of Boston to have poor — 
especially poor and ignorant —consumptives in consumptives’ homes 
than wandering broadcast through the city. However, I should not 
advocate the transporting of every consumptive from every family, 
from every rich and intelligent family, to a home. I think in some 
cases it is far better to let them stay at home. But for these poor and 
ignorant people, who are so hard to control, I think it is a vast improve- 
ment and vastly better for the health of the city of Boston to have them 
in homes like that than to have them scattered around among their own 
residences. 

QY. ‘Then, coming back again to the question of the contagiousness of 
consumption, will people in ordinary health take it or must they be 
predisposed to it? 

A, ‘They must have a certain predisposition to it in order to take it. 
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That is, I know that I personally have inhaled, — from niy constant asso- 
ciation with consumptives I must have inhaled millions and billions of 
the germs, and others are constantly inhaling them, and they will 
absolutely fail to take root and grow and produce the disease unless the 
system is in a certain state. Now, under the present condition of affairs 
1 believe that even with the best restrictions that can be thought of it 
is absolutely impossible to escape inhaling the germs of the disease. 
If all consumptive homes were abolished absolutely and entirely, even 
then we shall have plenty of germs of the disease to swallow, to breathe 
in from these individual consumptives who are scattered about the city. 
The disease being so fearfully common we shall always have plenty of 
seeds; and, therefore, it being absolutely impossible for us to escape 
inhaling the seeds, our chief concern, it seems to me and to other physi- 
cians, should be not to prevent the inhalation of these seeds, — as that, 
of course, is impossible, — but to look out for our general systems, keep 
our health above par and not get into the condition that is favorable for 
the reception and germination of these seeds and the production of the 
disease. ; 

Q. Now, doctor, don’t you think that on a 5-acre lot it would be 
much easier to have a proper supervision of the patients than it would 
on a 25-acre lot or 50-acre lot ? 

A. It would much easier to police a comparatively small lot than 
it would a larger lot; and, of course, the patients might easily 
escape observation in a larger lot. Of course, on a smaller lot they can 
be more easily watched. As I state, when patients are in their homes 
sick with consumption, this police supervision would be absolutely im- 
possible, unless you had a special police officer day and night watching 
by the bedside of a patient; and it would be absolutely impossible to 
provide attendants to give complete supervision. I am only speaking 
of consumptives in the last stages of the disease, who are most of them 
unable to walk around, and if four or five of them are walking around 
in.a five-acre lot it does not seem to me it would be a very severe task 
to police them in such a way that none of their expectoration would be 
cast on the ground. ‘There is one other little point [ would like to speak 
of. In relation to the number of these germs, we know that each 
phthisical patient can expectorate millions of them in a very short 
time; but, lest that should terrify us too much, it is a fact that the 
greatest destroyer of these germs is our beautiful sunlight; that where 
consumptive patients spit on the roads or on the sidewalks, if the sun 
can get at these germs they are very soon annihilated. That is a com- 
fort tousall. Of course, where the expectoration is cast into the shaded 
places, dark and noisome places, there it is a more difficult matter and, 
there their life is longer; but in the sunlight they soon lose their 
Vitality. 

%. Just one more question, — granting that there is proper supervi- 
sion and that no person had the right to expectorate on the ground, but 
‘must do so in a spit-cup, isn’t it true that that home is practically free 
‘from any danger to the community out there ? 

A. Well, l1 should say it was as free as it could be made, as free as 
any home could be made. It is much less dangerous than a single house 
with a single consumptive patient without proper precautions, such as 
exists everywhere through the city. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


@. (By Mr. Dana.) Doctor, how often do you visit this hospital ? 

A. Well, as often as occasion demands, that is, irregularly, of 
course, 

Q. Well, how often is that ? 

A. Well, as has been mentioned by Mr. Mallory, the two resident 
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physicians practically have done the work until recently. Recently, 
now, there is a regular board of attending physicians, one physician 
coming on for three months, another for three months, another for three 
months, and another for the three months — four physicians i in turn cover- 
ing the whole year. ‘ They are the attending physicians. I am the con- 
sulting physician, to be called in when it is “desirable. These attending 
physicians visit the home now every day or two 

Q. But I was referring to you yourself, doctor — have you been there 
personally ? 

A. Certainly. I do there perhaps once a month or two, something 
of that kind, and I am in constant communication with the resident in- 
ternes — that is, the resident physicians. 

Q. That is, you think you are sufficiently familiar with this institu- 
tion to know about its rules? . 

A. Yes, 1 know about the rules of the institution. Of course, I am 
not there to see whether they are carried out. 

Do you know about their enforcement? 

No, sir. 

Don’t know anything about that personally ? 

No, sir: L only know that they can be enforced. 

Do you know what those rules are? 

I suppose you refer not to the common rules, but to the rules 
with reference to preventing the propagation of the discase ?

Q. Yes, sir; in reference to preventing the spread of consumption ?

Y. Do you know the rules that have been adopted there in that 
respect ?

Q. State them again, briefly. 

A. Well, the expector ations from the persons confined to their beds 
or their rooms is gathered up by the attendants and is disinfected and 
- destroyed, either by fire or otherwise. The patients who are able to go 
out, the small number of patients who are able to go out, are required 
to take with them small spit-cups, and they are required —they are 
asked, and in fact required — to spit into these spit-cups; and if they 
_are detected in spitting anywhere else they are liable to instant expul- 
sion. 

Q. Do you know any one who has been expelled for not obeying 
those rules ? 

A. No, sir. 

QY. Do you know what the custom is in reference to the patients going 
out of the institution? Dothey go with an attendant, or do they go by 
themselves ? 

A. Well, I can’t say about that, I imagine it is sometimes both 
ways. I haveseen consumptives walkiag around alone, and I have seen 
them with attendants, both. 

-.Q. How long have these rules been in force ? 

A. That is what I don’t know. I have only been connected with the 
institution myself for about a year. 

@. Well, have you any reason for believing that those rules have 
been in force previous to the year during which you have been connected 
with the institution, or don’t you know anything about that? 

A. I don’t know much about that, sir. 

Q. How did you happen to know that those rules were the rules of 
the institution ? 

A From talking on the subject with the superintendent, Dr. Judd, 
and Mr. Mallory. 

@ Have you heard the testimony here that patients have been picked 
up on the street, falling from sickness ? 

iow NO; Sir. 
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Q. And that they have been in stores expectorating ? 

A. No, sir. When was that, sir? When did those facts happen ? 

Q. I forget just the precise years —I should think within the last 
three or four years. Mr. Reynolds can give the dates. Mr. Reynolds, 
what were the dates of those cases that you mentioned the other day ?P 

Mr. Reynoips — Well, I couldn’t give any dates, Mr. Dana, later 
than last fall. I can give dates of a good many patients travelling 
aboat, and spitting, etc., in the month of February. 

Mr. Dana.— This year? 

Mr. Rreynoups. — Yes, sir; and I can also state that I have seen three 
or four since the last hearing — two yesterday and one to-day ; and I can 
also state that for nineteen years I have never seen a patient carrying a 
spit-cup or anything that looked like one. Ihave seen them spitting 
around the streets, on the lawns of the home, around the streets:and 
other places, but I never have seen them use a spit-cup, and there are 
other gentlemen here who will bear me out in that. 

Mr. Dana — Your store is right opposite the hospital ? 

Mr. ReyNOLbs. — It is opposite the hospital grounds, not opposite the 
hospital. 

Mr. Dana. — Well, we will not interrupt the witness. 

Mr. CLtape.—On that matter I would say that if that is so, it isn’t 
stated whether the patients actually came from this home or not. But, 
in the first place, that is not the fault of the rules, but the fault of the 
execution of the rules. 

Mr. PARKER. — That is just it. . 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Well, doctor, don’t you think that rules of this 
character are most difficult to enforce ? Haven’t you already stated that ? 

A. As I have said at some length, there isn’t a thousandth part of 
the difficulty in enforcing them that there is in enforcing the actions of 
the 6,000, or whatever the number is, of consumptives, scattered around 
the city of Boston. 

@. ‘That isn’t the question. Isn’t it almost impossible to enforce 
rules of this character in relation to patients of the kind that you have 
at that iustitution ? 

A. Well, I suppose everything in this world is, in the absolute sense 
I mean — everything similar is somewhat impossible; but I think these 
rules can as near enforced and carried out as human foresight can do it. 

Q. We have to deal with these matters practically. You can lay 
down certain rules which, for instance, might possibly make an institu- 
tion safe, but if they cannot be enforced there is no use in laying down 
the rules. 

A. Well, it is a comparative matter. The enforcement is a thousand 
times easier than in the case of one individual consumptive who is under 
no restriction whatever. 

Q. Well, you regard the disease, doctor, as contagious ? 

A. Inacertain sense; yes, sir. | 

Q. And how is it carried from one party to another, in your opinion ? 

A. Well, there is absolutely no chance of taking the disease from 
living with a consumptive, from being near a consumptive. I dare say 
one person might be near a consumptive, if the consumptive lived long. 
enough, for thirty years without any danger whatever of taking the dis- 
ease, unless it were through inhaling the dried expectoration, and if the 
expectoration is properly cared for that danger would be removed. 

@. Were you present here when I presented the statistics showing 
the greater mortality from consumption in dense -districts than in 
sparsely settled districts ? 

I am sorry to say that I was not, sir, but I should agree with you. 

Q. I did present statistics of that character. ; 

A, I should agree with you; yes, sir.

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@. Well, don’t you think the greater degree of mortality is due in 
some degree to the character of consumption “and its contagiousness ? 

A. Well, there are other factors that would come in there, especially 
in the poor ‘districts, which your statistics, probably, mostly covered — 
other factors besides the contagiousness of the disease. 

Q. Yes, but when you find that the rate of mortality in one disease is 
larger in a settled district than in a sparse district, wouldn’t it be natural 
to suppose that the greater relative mortality was due to the character 
of the disease ? : 

A. Well, there are other diseases, not contagious, which would be 
affected in the same way. 

Q@. Well, we find — taking pneumonia, for instance — that according 
to these tables, the death rate is quite different in regard to pneumonia 
than in regard to consumption. It doesn’t follow “that in the dense 
districts the mortality is greater in pneumonia ? 

A. Well, perhaps you may not know that in all the latest books 
pneumonia is set down as a contagious disease, too. 

Q. Well, I don’t think it has been generally assumed to be a con- 
tagious disease up to the present time ? 

‘A. Well, you will find it so in all the latest books. 

Q@. Do you so regard it? 

A. Yes, itis contagious, but it is to a limited extent, and that word 
“‘contagious” has to be modified tremendously according to the disease 
you are talking about. Typhoid fever is another disease which is con- 
tagious, but in an entirely different sense. 

‘0. Pneumonia is not treated as a germ disease, is it? 

een, tyes, sil. There are recognized microscopic germs to be 
found in pneumonia. 

Q. Well, you spoke of the Brompton Hospital in London. Do you 
know whether the patients in that hospital are allowed out of the insti- 
tution ? 

A. Well, they were when I was there four or Hat years ago. They 
were wandering about. 

Or, Weil, what part. of London is Brompton in? Isn’t it one of the 
suburbs? 

A: It is not. I am not familiar enough with the city to explain 
absolutely and exactly, but it is just about as much of a suburb as the 
heart of Roxbury is a suburb of Boston, if you call that a suburb — 
the part of Roxbury near the post-oftice, for instance. 

Q. Well, do you know, for instance, what the extent of grounds is 
about the institution ? 

A. Well—from recollection ? 

Q. Do you know whether the grounds are of the extent of the 
ground around the City Hospital ? 

A. Oh, yes; I don’t think the grounds can be more than an acre. 
There are two buildings, one across the street from the other, and they 
are connected by a tunnel under the street. It doesn’t seem to. me from 
recollection — I have no statistics — it doesn’t seem to me there can ibe 
more than half an acre for each building. 

Q. Aren’t they walled in? 

A. Well, a brick wall, the same as any English brick wall; perhaps 
four or five feet high, — and I am not sure but what it is an iron fence. 
I have forgotten about that. 

Q. Well, you spoke of some records in reference to a hospital, as to 
the mortality among the nurses. What hospital was that ? 

A. 'That was this Brompton hospital. 

@. Are you familiar with Dr. Cornet, — perhaps I don’t pronounce 
the name right? 

ae Yes, 
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Q. He is regarded as an authority upon matters of which he writes, 
isn’t he? 

ae ak 

Q. Iwill read this passage to you: 


The number of female nurses in Prussia, as shown by the statistics of 
the Royal Bureau of Berlin for 1885, was 11.048. Of these the Catholic 
Sisters of Mercy numbered 5,470, 49.51 per cent.; Evangelical nurses, 
2,496, or 22.59 per cent.; nurses belonging to’ other societies and 
associations, 352, or 3.19 per cent,; while of unclassified nurses there 
were 2,730, or 24.71 per cent. of the whole. The male attendants at 
the same time numbered 3,162. Of these 383 were Brothers of Mercy, 
205 were deacons, while of unclassified attendants there were 2,574. The 
sifting of these numbers was a labor of anxious care to Dr. Cornet. 
It had already been remarked by Guttstadt that the commercial attrac- 
tions of the hospital were insufficient, without the help of some ideal 
motive, to secure a permanent staff. This motive was found in devotion 
through a sense of religious duty to the service of the sick. The sifting of 
his material made it cléar to Cornet that to secure a safe basis of generali- 
zation, by causing it to embrace a sufficient number of years, he must con- 
fine himself solely to the nurses of the Catholic orders. The greater freedom 
enjoyed and practised by Protestants. in changing their occupation, in enter- 
ing the married ‘state, or through other modes of free action, rendered them 
unsuitable for the purpose he had in view. Cornet’s inquiry extended over a 
quarter of a century. The returns furnished by thirty-eight hospitals, 
served by Catholic sisters and brethren, and embracing a yearly average of 
4,020 attendants, showed the number of deaths during the period mentioned 
to be 2,099. The proportion of deaths from this malady to the total number 
of deaths is known to be very high, reaching from one-fifth to one-seventh of 
the whole. In the hospitals this proportion was enormously increased. It 
rose on the average to almost two-thirds, or close upon 63 per cent: 
of the total number of deaths. In nearly half the hospitals even this high 
proportion was surpassed, the deaths in these amounting to three-fourths of 
the whole. Scarcely any other occupation, however injurious to health, 
shows a mortality equal to that found in these hospitals from this malady. 


A. Were those consumptive hospitals? 

@. Yes. ‘That statement would be rather different from the state- 
ment you made in reference to this Brompton hospital ? 

A. Yes, sir. But, as far as that goes, the nursing in any hospital is 
laborious and dangerous. a 

Q. Yes, I understood it was a dangerous occupation, of course. 
But those statements were made in reference to this particular disease. 
Now, your statistics were of 1872? | 

A. Yes, sir; and they are all the more valuable now because at that 
time there were no precautions taken whatever. 

@. But the statistics would seem to be different in the German 
hospitals from that hospital ? 

A. Well, I suppose the best way would be to take a large number 
of statistics from a large number of hospitals; but that one fact shows 
—and, in fact, there are other hospitals which I have read about, 
which, a» I have said, I cannot put my fingers on immediately, all 
showing —that consumption cannot be the terribly contagious disease 
which some have tried to represent it. That is what I meant. 

@. Did you know the trustees or the managers of the Brompton 
hospital were considering the propriety of moving it elsewhere ? 

A. J have not heard of it; no, sir. 

Q. Ithink Dr. Green made some statement of that character at the 
last hearing. 

A. It seems to me that there ought to be two classes of hospitals. 
Of course, we all agree that it is better for hospitals, where there is 
auy hope for recovery or improvement, to be out in the country. |

Q. Yes, sir. Well, isn’t it better for a consumptive at any rate to 

be out in the country P 

A.- Well, I don’t know that it is. Those just dying I think it is a 
great deal better for them to be handy to their friends, and where they 
ean be taken out without dying on the way. 

QY. Don’t you think it is dangerous for their friends to go to the 
hospital and then circulate out among the people ? 

A. No, I don’t if proper precautions are taken, and it would be 
cruel to keep their friends away. . 

Q. Well, if those precautions are not lived up to might it not be 
dangerous ? 

A. Well, they can be lived up to, and if they are not it is the fault. 
of the execution of the laws, the rules. 

Q. So, after all, it comes down to a practical matter of what is 
possible and what is not? 

wer Y ea: ‘sir. 

Q. You are a homeopath, are you not, doctor ? 

WAST X €8,.SiP. 

QY. And the homeopaths have, in a certain sense, a sort of charge of 
this institution, have they not? ' 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And they use it as a place where they send their students ? 

A. No, it is used very little as that. I will state that unfortunately 
J have not been able to attend these hearings as I would like to, but I 
have heard an occasional statement that was made here. I have heard 
one statement to the effect that that was the reason why the hom«o- 
pathic society sent in strong resolutions urging the retention of the 
home ‘at this place with proper supervision, and I heard that one 
physician here gave it as testimony that the reason they wanted that 
place was in order that they might have clinics —that the Boston 
University School of Medicine might have clinics. But I will state 
that that is entirely erroneous. Perhaps there has been a clinic there 
once in three years, which doesn’t amount to anything practically. 

Q. You,haven’t understood, then, that they have had regular internes 
there? 

A. Well, certainly they have, but that is for the benefit of the insti- 
tution and not for the students. 

Q. (By Alderman Dyar.) Dr. Clapp, you say that you are con- 
sidered an expert on consumption, and you also say that you don’t 
consider that there is any danger only from the sputa; but in the testi- 
mony of one or two of the physicians we had here at our first meeting, 
they said that the exhalations were also contagious. 

A. Exhalations from the breath, do you mean? 

Yes, sir. 

A. Well, 1 will state in regard to that, that the facts have been pretty 
conclusively proved, that the breath has been analyzed time and time 
and time avain, — I mean that the air in a room in which consumptive 
patients have breathed has been analyzed, — without finding any of the 
germs of the disease in that. Of course, there might be occasionally a 
sputum existing in the room from other causes. If a person spit on the 
ground, for instance, bacilli in the air might result in that way — but 
not in the breath. ‘That isn’t true, and if it is true, it is true in-so ex- 
ceedingly limited a sense that no authorities make any point of it what- 
ever. 

Q. It was stated that if a consumptive patient breathed on a plate 
and it was then placed under a glass and magnified, the bacilii could 
plainly be seen. 

A. Well, perhaps some of those were in the air of the room pre- 
viously ; and, as I say, that has been tested time and time and time 
again with the microscope, and it has been proven that they are almost 
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entirely, if not absolutely entirely, absent in such a case. That is, that 
they are not to be found in the breath, only to be found in the sputum. 

Q. Don’t you consider the location of the hospital right there at 
Grove Hall rather a bad one, being so near the salt water—that the 
conditions are rather unfavorable ? The nearer you get to the water 
the more unfavorable the conditions are, are they not ? 

A. Iwill state this — if the purpose for which the home is founded is 
simply as a shelter, a place for people to die in, it doesn’t make any 
difference whether it is near fresh water or salt water, on the hill or 
under. the hill. It is simply a place to die in. But I say, I should not 
advise that place as a curative institution, but just as a last resting 
place, for which it is admirably adapted. The streets are not paved, 
I believe those who are extremely sick can be transported there in 
carriages very easily, and it is very different from transporting them 
over the heavy pavements and railroad tracks of the city to be carried 
out of town. 

Q. Do you know whether the percentage of deaths from consump- 
tion is on the increase or decrease ? 

' A. You mean in the world ? 

Q. No, we will take it here in this State ? 

A. Well, I haven’t looked up that matter lately. I imagine they are . 
a good deal the same as they have been. 

Q. (By Alderman MAnHoney.) I would like to ask Dr. Clapp one 
question. Did I understand you to say there was a consumptive’s home 
on Quincy street ? : 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the name of that? 

A. | think the name is ‘‘ The Free Home for Consumptives.” I 
think that is the name of it. 

Q@. I would like to ask you, doctor, if these patients are brought out 
in carriages as you suggest, haven’t they got to rumble over a mile or 
two of pavements on the way out? Washington street is: paved out 
to Warren street, and Warren street is paved for a part of the way, 
isn’t it? 

A. Yes,sir. I didn’t say it was entirely without pavements, but to 
a great extent without pavements. 


The hearing was adjourned at 5.03 o’clock P.M. to Wednesday, 
March 11, at 3 o’clock P.M.

FOURTH HEARING. 


WEDNESDAY, March 11, 1896. 


The committee met in the Council Chamber, City Hall, at three 
o’clock P.M. 
Present: Aldermen W. F. DONOVAN (Chairman), DYAr, and MAHONEY. 


Mr. Dana. — Mr. Chairman, before the meeting proceeds, I would 
like to offer an additional table, which I omitted to submit at the last 
meeting. It is a very short table, and shows the deaths from all char- 
acters of diseases in the Commonwealth, and in Boston, during the 
year 1894. The report is taken from the Fifty-third Massachusetts Re- 
port of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, prepared by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth. For Massachusetts, which has a population of 
2,238,943, the mortality from consumption was 5,463 ; from pneumonia, 
-,101; from cholera-infantum, 2,676; from accident, 1,860; and from 
diphtheria and croup 1,801. I will not stop to read it throngh, but 
will ask to have it inserted in the record.

One other question I would like to inquire of the committee. I have 
pretty carefully read the testimony, so far as it has now been. put in, 
and there are certain things which I have noticed in the newspaper 
reports as circulating around, but which have not been referred to in 
the testimony. I would like to inquire whether the committee will 
regard any evidence that had not come before the committee? In 
other words, as to. whether newspaper reports and circulated stories 
will be regarded by the committee? If so, it would be necessary for 
us to meet them here. : , | 

The CHAIRMAN. —I think I can say for the committee that we hear 
so much in regard to this matter at the hearings that we do not bother 
with reading anything in regard to it in the newspapers. 

Mr. Lunp. — Well, if I can be assured of that, it will save some time. 


STATEMENT BY REv. JOHN T. RBA. - 


Rev. John T. Rea was called by Mr. Lund and testified as follows: 

Q. (By Mr. Lunp ) Your full name? 

A. John T. Rea. 

@. Your residence ? 

A. My residence at present is Exeter, N.H., where we are connected 
with the Phillips Exeter Academy. 

Q. Your profession P . 

A. Jamaclergyman — Congregational minister. 

Q. Whether you have been connected with the Cullis Consumptive 
Home ? ‘ 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you may state to the committee what your acquaintance and 
connection with that institution has been. . 

A. J was superintendent of the home from January, 1890, to March, 
1893. 

Q. And as a superintendent, what were your duties there? 

A. My duties were very general. They consisted of having over- 
sight ver the home and the grounds during that time, act as steward in 
buying all things necessary for the home, looking after the manage- 
ment of the home, and also as chaplain, conducting the various 
religious services that were held there daily and weekly. 

@. (By Mr. Dana.) Did you say you went there in 1890? 

A. Yes, sir, from 1890 to 1893. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunn.) During that time, doctor, what was the ayver- 
age number of patients P 

A. Well. perhaps forty. Perhaps more than that. We had some- 
where from forty-five to fifty, I think, at one time. 

Q. What was the general condition of those patients when they were 
‘admitted to the hospital ? 

A. ‘They were in the various stages from the first to the third. 

Q. Well, by that, what do you mean? 

A. That some were apparently fairly well, able to take care of 
themselves, to go and come as they pleased. Others were very sick, 
were carried into the home, and sometimes would die the next day. . 
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Q. Any that were regarded as curable that were taken in? 

A. Well, no, sir, I cannot say that there were. 

Q. Now, what proportion of them were able to go out and come 
)

Well, that would vary from time to time. When we had, say, 
twenty-tive men, I think fully half of them — sometimes more than 
that — would be able to go out. Yes, two-thirds of them, sometimes, 
would be able to go out. We always encouraged them to be in the 
open air. ‘They always wanted to be when they were able to come 
down-stairs — that is, in good weather, of course. 

Q. What were the regulations with regard to their going on to the 
street ? 


A. They were allowed perfect liberty at that time, sir. 

Y. At that time? 

A. Yes, unless the weather was not propitious. 

Y. You are speaking of 1890, when you first went there ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
ve (By Mr. Dana.) Were they during the whole time that you were 
there P 


A.., Well, pretty well; yes. 

Q. (By Mr. Lund ) Whether they went out without asking permis- 
sion off the ground ? 

A. They were not allowed to go down town without permission, or, 
to go to any extent out of the grounds. I think they were allowed to 
go up towards the park; but the general rule was that they were not 
allowed to leave the erounds without permission. 

Q Now, in the first place I will inquire as to the treatment of those 
patients in the home, their care, etc., and then I will come to their 
food. 

_A. The medical treatment ? 

Q. Yes, and nursing, ete. ? 

A. They were under good home treatment. 

@. Home treatment ? 

A. Yes, home treatment, and better than any one of them who came 
in there could be in their own homes. 

Q. How many nurses were employed on the average? I suppose it 
would vary ? . 

_A. Well, it varied. They were (counting) two, four, six, eight— 
eight nurses generally. 

0. And what were their duties? 

A. Their duties were to take entire care of the patients and of the 
dining-rooms and the wards. ‘ 

@. And what were the habits, as to cleanliness, of the POLEULE them- 
selves ? 

A. Weenforced cleanliness — of course, it was necessary — as far 
as we possibly could. 

@. Andas to the rooms, what ? 

A. They were always kept very neat and very clean. All visitors to 
the home that I ever heard make any remarks spoke of the cleanly ap- 
pearance of the rooms, especially for an old building. 

Q. In cleansing the walls and the rooms, whether any substance was 
used to fumigate! 

A. No, sir; no special. 

Q). Now, from the time that you went there in 1890, or at that time, 
was there very much said about the contagious qualities of consump- 
tion P 

A. No, sir; not when I went there. It was mooted in medical 
circles. I heard it brought up from time to time, but not discussed as 
it is nowadays. 

Q. Now, upon that being discussed, whether you made any different 
regulations with regard to care or not?” 
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A. No, sir; I didn’t. 

Q. When did you say you left? 
A. In 1893. 

OGpinasgor 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. 


Now, as to the medical attendance. What medical attendance 
was given to them? 

A. There were two physicians there, I think, all the time that I was 
there, who gave a portion of their time to the medical care of the 
patients, 

Q. Examined substantially all the patients? 

A. Qh, yes; every patient was examined. 

@. About how often ? 

A. Within two or three days after they came to the home, and a 
report made and sent to me of their condition. 

Q. And at that time, who was the consulting physician ? 

A. Dr: Cullis. 

Q. Can you give the names of the matrons and some of the principal 
help there in the hospital ? 

A, Miss Benjamin was matron when I went there, and continued in 
that position, I think, for about a year. After that, at the request of 
Dr. Cullis, my wife took the position of matron, and had charge of that 
department. 

Q. What were the matron’s particular duties ? 

A. To oversee the nurses, visit the wards, become acquainted with 
the patients, see that they were as comfortable as could be, and to pre- 
vide what was necessary, that they should be so. 

Y. Who had charge of the food for the patients ? 

A. Of the purchase of the food ? 

Q. No, lam asking now particularly as to the preparation of it for 
them P 

A. When we had a large number of patients, we had a house- 
keeper, whose special care was over the domestics and the food and 
its preparation. When we didn’t, Mrs. Rea had personal oversight over 
that matter. : 

@. Whether you made any delicate dishes for any patients as they 
needed them ? 

A. Oh, yes; little delicacies. Custards and broths and such things 
as those were often made. 

@. And whether it was your custom to look out carefully for the 
patients, as to what food would be better for them and what they would 
require, and supply them with that ? 

A. Yes, as far as that could be done — with limited means, of 
course, in a home that was not endowed. It was done within limits. 
Fowl, chicken, etc., were often bought for very sick patients, tomake a 
little delicate broth for them or something of that kind. 

Q. Now, as to the substance of the food, what did you provide? 

A. Well, we had, I would say, the same as my wife now provides 
for the school boys of Exeter — such as would be provided in any 
ordinary home in Boston. We had beef and mutton, and lamb, and 
occasionally we would buy veal, to make a change. We would have 
these with potatoes and one kind of vegetable, and generally some 
simple kind of dessert. 

Q. How about fish ? 

A. Fish we had once a week. Sometimes we had it twice — that is. 
oysters, 

@. And how about the sufficiency of the supply ? 

A. There was always enough and to spare while I was there. 

Q@. <Any of the patients ever stinted at the table ? 

A. While I was there, I may say that we went through a severe 
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financial straight, but our credit was always good. If it was not at one 
place, there was always somebody else who was glad and ready to give 
us credit to any amount. 

Q. Well, what I was particularly asking for was whether there was 
a sufficient amount always supplied upon the table for the wants of 
every patient? 

A. I never knew of it coming short. Oh, there may have been 
times, of course, when it may not have left an amount behind, as it did 
at other times, but I never knew of a patient going short. If there was 
not enough of one thing, there would be of another. 

Q. In consumptive patients, and especially of the class that came 
there, what would be the variation of their appetites at various times ? 

A. Oh, very great; very great. As Dr. Cullis used to say of some 
there, ‘* They are burning their candle at both ends.” ‘There is a fire 
within, and a fire without, and they feel as though they must eat at 
times; and he always said, ‘‘ Give them enough.” 

Q. They would at times eat a great deal more than others ? 

A. Yes, some would; thén others, of course, while they would 
fancy everything imaginable, as is peculiar to consumptives tu do even 
to the day of death — yearn for salt pork or salt herring or something 
else, and when it is brought to them they cannot touch it. Of course 
they were sick people, and those of you who know a great deal about 
sick people know what their fancies and their vagaries are. 

Q@. Whether you used to have many visitors there ? 

A. There were visitors from time to time, sir, as the register book 
shows. 

@. You kept a register of the visitors ? 

(A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, did you know the people adjoining around the grounds 
there? 

A. Personally? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Well, yes, some of them—not many. I knew ‘of them, of 
course. 

Q. Did you ever have any of them come in and complain about the 
patients becoming a nuisance to them, sitting on their door-steps, or on 
their fences. or expectorating about their premises? Whether you 
ever had any of them come in and make complaints of that kind? 

A. I cannot remember now a single instance. 

Q. Do you remember an instance when any of the neighbors about 
there entered any complaints about the conduct of any of the patients ? 

A, Ido not recall anything. 

Q. Do you remember a Mr. Reynolds, who kept a grocery and pro- 
vision-store close by ? 


A.*. Yes, sir. 
Q. You were occasionally in his place ? 
iA.) Yes. 


Q. In the habit of buying there ? 

A. No, I cannot say that I have; but I may have been so, perhaps. 
It was exceptional, if 1 did. 

@. Did you ever know of any patient going into his store and being 
taken bleeding, and brought by him to the home in a team? 

AL No,:sir. 

Q. Did you ever know of any patient falling in the street or any- 
where about there that he brought home, or to the home, in a team? 

A. No, I don’t remember that. I don’t think it occurred. 

Q. Whether he ever made any complaint to you, or to any party, to 
your knowledge, in and about the home, of any nuisance ?

Q. W ell, what has been your experience as to that locality, with 
reference to the consumptive people, outside of your home, I maean ? 

A. Well, | have heard of very few. I hardly ever heard of such 
thing as consumption about there, in fact. 

Q. Any more than in locations where you have lived ? 

A. ‘No, sir. 

"And was there as much as in some locations where you have 
lived? 

A. Well, that I could not say, particularly. My business was in the 
home, and about it. I was not intimately enough acquainted with the 
neighborhood to form an opinion in regard to that. I never heard of a 
case that I remember now, about there. 

Q. How was it about the grounds being dry or wet about there? 

A. The grounds of most. of the home are very dry, because they 
have a rock bottom. 

Now, while you were there, was there a children’s home, also ? 
Yes. 

And how many children was there ? 

There were while I was there, from eight to ten. 

And what were their ages? 

From four, I think, up to twelve, or thereabouts. 

And under what circumstances did those children come there? 
They were all —I think all of them — the children of mothers 
who had died in the home.

Q. Now, while the parent was. sick, whether those children were 
permitted to have access to them? 

A. Oh, certainly — at stated times, of course.

Qe in how many, if any, of those children have you detected any 
evidence of consumption ? 

Of the disease?

I judge he is 
there to- day, as I saw him this morning. 

@. Healthy and strong? 

A. Yes; a pretty robust-looking boy.

STATEMENT BY Hon. Extigan A. MORSE. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I am one of the trustees of this Con- 
sumptives’ Home, associated with ex-Governor Claflin, Deacon Con- 
verse of Malden, Rev. Dr. Little of this city, and some other gentlemen. 
Dr. Cullis, when dying, left this work in our charge, and we feel bound 
to resist this petition by every means in our power. I regret the absence 
here this afternoon, Mr. Chairman, of my distinguished associates, the 
trustees of this home, but I am sure if they were here they would sub- 
seribe to what I will say in its behalf. This home was founded by Dr. 
Cullis, as you well know. It was born in prayers and tears, and with 
great self-sacrifice on his part. I believe, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen 
of the committee, that God in Heaven only knows and eternity only 
will show the great good that has been done to the poor and unfortunate 
people of this city by this great, noble and God-given charity. [ under- 
stand that during these hearings either before your honorable committee 
or before the Board of Health of this city some attacks have been made 
upon Dr. Cullis. He is not here to speak fur himself — he isdead. I 
understand that at some of these hearings he has been called a crank 
and a fool. Now, the man who made those charges against that great 
and good man ought to hang his head in shaine. I had the pleasure 
of his acquaintance for thirty years, and I can tell you, Mr. Chairman, 
that he was neither a crank nor a fool, and I will tell you what is more, 
that he was one of God’s noblemen. I will tell you more than that, 
that he was a man of business affairs second to very few men in this 
Commonwealth. Notwithstanding what he was able to do as a business 
man and a man of affairs, his whole energies were devoted to the poor 
and unfortunate cf this city. 

I believe, Mr. Chairman, although it is not exactly germane to this 
hearing, that you will indulge me a moment in referring to Dr. Cullis, 
since these attacks have been made upon him before this committee. I 
believe there never lived:a more devoted and self-sacrificing man than | 
Dr. Cullis. All that he was and had he gave to this work, and when 
that great and good man, whose wife is here today, fell asleep, philan- 
thropy and the poor of this city lost a friend. But I have no doubt, 
notwithstanding these slings that were directed against him, that when 
he ,fell asleep he heard the voice of Jesus, sweeter than the voice of 
angels, saying ‘‘ Well done!” . 

On Charles Wesley’s cenotaph in Westminster Abbey, in London, I 
read these words: ** God buries his workman, but he carries on his work,” 
and I believe it is our duty, while God has buried his workman, to do all 
we can to carry on this great work. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, to come to the 
matter under consideration, if this were a proposition to establish a new 
home in this place, it might have a different aspect. But I want you to 
take notice, gentlemen, that this home has been established there for 
more than a quarter of a century; 1 want you to take notice, Mr. Chair- 
man and gentlemen of the committee, that these gentlemen who come 
here, who own real estate and houses in the locality surrounding this 
home, and who come here and object and ask for its removal, have for 
the most part located here, under the shadow of this home, long after the 
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home was established. Mr. Chairman, we have original rights in this 
property, in this locality, and in these premises that it is not just for 
these newcomers to take away from us. 

Mr. Chairman, I desire to call your attention to another grave aspect 
of this matter. Good people in this Commonwealth and in other States 
have thought of this great charity, and have left bequests to a ‘* Con- 
sum ptives’ “Home located in Boston.” Now, they propose to drive us out 
ot the city. They say ‘“‘ You shall leave this city. You shall not have 
a Consumptives’ Home in the city of Boston.” Mr. Chairman, I call 
your attention to this serious aspect of the matter — whether or no you 
are not imperilling these bequests given to us as trustees of this home, 
and as successors of Dr. Cullis, and whether your honorable committee 
is prepared to recommend such a course as shall imperil these bequests 
given for these poor and unfortunate people. 

I don’t say that at the end of litigation such bequests would possibly 
be taken away from us if you were to drive us out of the city, but I say you 
will involve us in litigation, and the eminent gentlemen, not speaking 
of myself, but the other gentlemen, who belong to this Board of Trustees, 
I think, would contest the right to these legacies to the last extremity ; 
but, nevertheless, I say you might undoubtedly involve us in litigation 
to hold these bequests. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, I call your 
attention to another important consideration. This is not the only Con- 
sumptives’ Home in the city of Boston. Thereis another Consumptives’ 
Home within the city limits, located on Quincy street, in Dorchester, 
less than a mile from this home. I say that every single objection these 
gentlemen have raised to this Consumptives’ Home located at Grove Hall 
applies with equal force to that home, and if you are going to drive us 
out of the city [ insist that you shall drive that home out of the city, for 
what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander. It is a pretty 
homely old adage, but it fits this case to the dot. 

Now, what is the difference between these homes— and I have no 
unkind thing to say of the other home, Mr. Chairman, mark you. I | 
think they are doing a good work, and I bid them Godspeed in their 
noble charity. I have no unkind thing to say of that institution, but 
the difference between these homes is simply this—our home is a 
Protestant home and the other is managed by those of the Catholic faith. 
That is the difference between these two homes. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I would like to state that there is a petition which 
the committee will consider as soon as it can get to it against this other 
home in Dorchester from residents in that vicinity. 

Mr. Morse. — Thank you, Mr. Chairman, for that information. I 
had not heard of it before. I hope we will both be treated alike, and I 
am very sure that if we are both treated alike we will both stay. That 
is one thing I am pretty sure of. 

In regard to the argument which I have read in the papers, and which 
_I listened to before the Superintendent of Buildings, I think, being 

present at none of these hearings, if it has any force as applied to the 
Consumptives’ Home at Grove Hall, if it has any force as applied to the 
Catholic Consumptives’ Home on Quincy street, in Dorchester, it applies 
with equal and greater force to the contagious hospitals in this city. 
Less than a mile from Grove Hall, within the city limits, there isa 
small-pox hospital. On Massachusetts avenue, in this city, there is a 
hospital for contagious diseases, where they treat diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, and the other contagious diseases. 

Mr. Chairman, I take the very opposite ground. Instead of asking 
you to drive out of this city these contagious s hospitals, instead of asking 
you to drive out of this city the Catholic Consumptives’ Home on Quiney 
street and the Protestants’ Consumptives’ Home at Grove Hall, I ask 
you to do the very opposite; and I speak by the book, by authority, 
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when I say, Mr. Chairman, that these homes for the treatment of these 
unfortunate people are a measure of safety, instead of danger. In say- 
ing that, I talk by the book and by authority, and there is authority 
here to prove that statement. 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of this committee, I submit to you as 
honorable gentlemen, gentlemen having the welfare of this great Com- 
monwealth and city at heart, I submit to you, as men of common sense, 
whether or no it is not better, far better, to confine these unfortunate per- 
sons in a home where they can be scientifically treated, and where their 
expectorations or the sputum can be cared for, than it is to have them in 
their own homes and scattered all through this city, riding in the horse- 
cars or walking on the sidewalks, and endangering the entire popula- 
tion of the city ? Nota less number of homes, Mr. Chairman, but more 
homes is what you want — more places like this where these unfortunate 
people afflicted with this terrible disease may be cared for. The last 
report of the Board of Health of this city shows that in the last year 
there were 1,425 deaths in this: city from consumption. It is believed 
there are 6,000 persons in this city suffering from the disease of con- 
sumption; and I claim that, so far from these homes being a menace to 
the public health, they are a safeguard to the public health; and instead 
of reducing these homes, and driving them out of the city, 1 submit that 
you should establish more of them. 7 

In this judgment I am sustained, Mr. Chairman, by the opinions of 
eminent medical gentlemen in this city, and I quote Dr. I. T. Talbot, 
Dean of the Homwopathic College of Boston, Dr. H. C. Clapp, an ex- 
pert in lung diseases, Drs. J. P. Sutherland, and F. B. Percy. If this 
city is beseiged by 6,000 consumptives, you ought to increase the forts, 
and not pull down any you have got. 

I ask you, Mr. Chairman, to indulge me for just a moment while I 
brace that statement by reading a statement from medical authority 
which will command respect from you, Mr. Chairman, and from every 
gentleman in this city, and every citizen of this Commonwealth, and this 
will be laid before your committee if it has not already been. 


Boston, Mass., January 2, 1896. 


To the Honorable Board of Aldermen.of the City of Boston: 

At the annual meeting of the Boston Homeopathic Medical Society, held 
on Thursday evening, January 2, 1896, which was largely attended, the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions were unanimously adopted. 


I heard a young man testify before the Superintendent of Buildings 
in regard to this matter. He was a very suave witness and avery young 
man, but he thought all medical knowledge of this disease was going to 
die with him, and I would like to put against him some of the medical 
authorities I have here, and this is one of them. 


At the annual meeting of the Boston Homeopathic Medical Society, held 
on Thursday evening, January 2, 1896, which was largely attended, the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The Trustees of the Cullis Consumptives’ Home. have petitioned 
for a permit to erect a new building for their home, to take the place of that 
occupied by them for the past twenty-five years, and in its immediate neigh- 
borhood, at Grove Hall, Dorchester; and 

Whereas. Certain of the residents of that neighborhood have petitioned the 
Board of Aldermen to forbid the continuance of any home for consumptives 
at Grove Hall; therefore ; 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Boston Homeepathic Medical Society it is. 
exceedingly desirable that this home, which, in caring for about four thousand 
poor consumptives, has done such an immense amount of good, and has saved 
the city treasury so much money, should be continued in the proposed new. 
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building near its present location, and that poor consumptives who are taken 
care of in such an institution are far less a menace to the health of the com- 
munity than when scattered about the city in their homes. 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be presented to the Board of 
Aldermen by the President and Secretary of this Society. 
(Signed) Herbert C. Crapp, M.D., President, 
J. Emmons Brices, M.D., Secretary. 


I think that paper will command the respect of the counsel on the 
other side. I have one more here, Mr. Chairman, of equal importance ; 
and it is signed by Vincent Y. Bowditch, an -eminent physician of 
this city and an expert, and indorsed by Frederick I. Knight, M.D., 
Edward O. Otis, M.D., Henry O. Marcy, M.D., James K. Chadwick, 
M.D., and John E. Butler, M.D. 

Listen to what these eminent medical authorities of this city say: 


To whom wt may concern: 
- Having been asked to give my opinion as to the danger to surrounding 
property from the presence of consumptive hospitals] the first gentleman 
makes the statement, and the others endorse it], I can merely state my con- 
viction that when such institutions have proper regulations for the care of 
the patients there is much less danger to the community at large than from 
the presence of consumptives allowed to live amongst their relatives and 
friends; this being especially the case among the poorest classes. 
I believe, also, that the presence of hospitals for consumptives within city 
limits is a necessity. 


I have here also a statement from William T. Sedgwick, Ph.D., an 
eminent physician of this city, at 32 Chestnut street: 


To whom wt may concern: 

In regard to any well-conducted hospital for consumptives, I am of the 
opinion that itis of great importance to the public health, and that no such 
institution can reasonably be regarded as in any way injurious to the sanitary 
condition of any neighborhood in which it may be located. 


I desire also, Mr. Chairman, to read to you from the report of the 
Board of Health in this city in regard to, this very home. Dr. Dugan, 
Says: 


*¢QOn the other hand, if all sputum and the exhalations from the lungs are 
kept under control, and the infective matter destroyed, no danger to any one 
could arise from the presence of the hospital or its grounds. The control 
and destruction of all sputum would reduce the danger to .a minimum, and, 
with unremitting watchfulness, would be practicable. 


That is the statement of Dr. Dugan, Chairman of the Board of Health 
of the city of Boston. 

‘The CuarrMANn. — Dr. Durgin. 

Mr. Morse. —I thank you for the correction, Mr. Chairman. I have 
been in Washington for eight years, and have losf the names of some 
of the officers of this city. 

Now, itis not my purpose to detain you longer. There are other 
witnesses who desire to be heard, and other gentlemen who can address 
you, undoubtedly, in a more interesting manner than I can myself. But 
I feel very deeply inregard to this matter. This home treats mostly 
poor people and incurable people, and I submit, in view of what I have 
cited in your hearing from these eminent authorities, that it would be 
far better to have them in homes of this kind than in their own poor, 
miserable homes. 

When Melancthon- was dying, Luther: prayed, and said: ‘*O Lord, 
Melancthon must not die! He is needed for Thy work.” | felt the 
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same when Dr. Cullis was dying — ‘‘O, God, he must not die! He is 
needed for Thy work.” But, he is dead, and it devolves upon us, the trus- 
tees left in charge of this great work, to do what we can to carry it on. 
That explains my presence here this afternoon. at some great incon- 
venience to myself, to. plead as best I can that you will give these 
petitioners leave to withdraw, as they ought to have ; and I certainly 
hope you will find it in your way to rebuke those gentlemen who have 
said unkind and untrue things of Dr. Cullis. . 

I plead for this home ; not for selfish considerations in the slightest 
degree. I plead for humanity; for these poor, suffering, friendless 
people, and I beg you, gentlemen, to give these petitioners leave to 
withdraw. 

I thank you, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, for your 
attention. 


CROSS-EX AMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Mr. Morse, I would like to ask you one or two 
questions. You think that Dr. Cullis was a man of good business judg- 
ment? 

A. I think he was a most excellent man of affairs, sir, and if you 
want proof of it, sir. simply value his real estate — taking the price he 
paid for it, and what some of it has been ‘sold for and is offered for now. 

Q. Well. did you not understand that it was his purpose to remove 
this institution, and that that purpose continued up to the time of his 
death P . 

A. The doctor was in some trouble about that, before the time of his 
death, on the score of these legacies. He was in some difficulty about it. 
He had thought of it, and had done something in that direction, I believe. 

Q. Do you understand that he had ever abandoned that idea ? 

A. Well, [can’t say that he ever had, positively, but I know he was 
in trouble about these legacies. He was afraid that if he moved the 
home from the city of Boston the heirs under the legacies would rise 
up and cause him trouble. , 

Q. What legacies are those ? 

A. IT haven’t them in mind just now. 

Mr. Dana.— Mr. Mallory, will you produce those legacies, or copies 
of them, before the committee — giving a list of them in some way? 

Dr. MAaLtory. — There are legacies. 

Mr. Dana. — How much do they amount to in the aggregate ? 

Dr. MaLLory. — We have had in the last two years, perhaps, legacies 
amounting to $25,000 or $30,000, and the Doctor could see that if this 
home were removed from there they would be very seriously involved. 
Before he died he saw that very serious trouble. 

Mr. Dana. — Have you obtained an opinion from any lawyer that 
those legacies would be invalidated if the hospital were removed ? 

Dr. MALLory. — I don’t think we have consulted legal advisers. 

Mr. DANA. — Well, will you please furnish to us a list of the legacies 
to which Mr. Morse has reterred? I want to see what they are. 

Dr. MALLory. — You mean the legacies we have received in the last 
two or three years? 

Mr. Dana. — No, but the legacies that you say may possibly be im- 
perilled. 

Dr. MaLLory. —I will bring down the legacy of a man in Newton 
_who left money to certain. institutions, to be paid after the death of 
certain other legatees, and among the bequests was $5,000 for our 


A nate left to ‘The Consumptives’ Home of Boston” —just simply 
that. 


Mr. Dana. —I want those legacies. 


Dr, Mattory. — I will be very glad to bring that. 
Mr. Dana. — All right. 
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Q@. One question more, Mr. Morse: Did you understand that hospital 
was erected there before a number of these petitioners owned their 
estates out in Dorchester ? 

A. Ithink there were some of them there. 

@. Didn't Mr. Wilder own his estate ? 

A. Well, Mr. Wilder, I think, was there, but most of them were 
not. 

@. And Mr. Parker was there ? 

A. Yes, sir, and several others, but most of them have come there 
since. 

(By Aldermen DyAr.) I would like to ask the honorable gentle- 
man for what reason he pre-judges the decision of the committee when 
he says that if the Catholic Home on Quincy street and the Prostestant 
Home at Grove Hall were both taken under consideration together he 
was very sure that both would be permitted to remain ? 

A. Well, simply that the sense of justice of the committee would 
treat them both alike. 

Q. Oh, well, you didn’t mean to infer that it was a sense of justice, 
but there was something else that entered into it in your mind, don’t 
you think? 

A. Well, I thought if you decided to put them both in the same boat 
we_were content. I didn’t mean the slightest reflection on the com- 
mittee. I have no reason to doubt their action. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Do you understand that the Catholic Home has 
got to abandon its building too — that the building is in such a shape 
that it has got to move? 

A. I presume that doesn’t apply to the Catholic Home. 

Q. Well, it does to your home? 

A. Well, we need repairs there — need a change; there is no doubt 
about that. 

@. (By Aldermen Maunoney.) Is not the home on Quincy street 
known as the ‘‘ Free Consumptive Home ? ” 

A. That may be its legal name, but I think it is generally called 
‘«the Consumptive Home of Boston.” 

y. Is it not open for all classes of people ? 

A. I think so. 

(). . Could you say the same for your home ? 

A. Yes, sir—oh, certainly. But, as I understand it, the patients all 
understand fairly when they come there that it is a Protestant institution. 

@. Well, you know that doesn’t exist in the Qtincy-street home ? 

A. Well, I think it is very generally and universally understood that 
that is under the auspices of people of the Catholic faith. There 
is no doubt about it, is there ? 

Y. The word ‘ Catholic” doesn’t enter into the home at all; it is 
simply a free Consumptive Home in the city of Boston. Don’t you think 
yourself it would be a good deal better for these consumptive people to 
take them out in the country, away from the city ? 

A. I don’t. 

Y. You would yourself, EN like to live right alongside of a 
Consumptive Home ? 

A. Under certain restrictions, such as have been described by Dr. 
Durgin, and as are now prac iced in the en ee, Home, I 
would as soon live there as in my own house. I don’t think there is a 
bit of danger. This nurse looked pretty healthy, and she said she had 
been there fifteen or twenty years. I don’t take much stock in this con- 
tagious business. My brother had a wife who was a consumptive for 
twenty years, and he looks pretty healthy— waited on her night and

O. (By Mr. Dana.) Do you say that you don’t consider consumption 
contagious ? 
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A. That is a mooted question. Iam a business man, not a physician. 
@. You are one of the trustees of this hospital ? 
A. One of the trustees, of course, and very much in love with it, too. 


STATEMENT BY G. L. RICHARDS. 


Mr. G. L. Richards, of Malden, was next called by Mr. Lund. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) What is your full name, Mr. Richards? 

A. G.L. Richards, of Malden. 

qd. You may state to the committee generally what knowledge you 
have of this home. 

A. I might say, gentlemen, that my knowledge is rather limited in 
relation to this home. My knowledge comes from several visits that I 
have made to the home to visit those who have been there, who have 
been cared for in the institution. I have had two friends there, and one 
of them died there; and, so far as I could see, they were given the very 
best of care. I saw the man who died perhaps a week before he died, 
and asked him about the care — not in the presence of any of the offi- 
cials, but while he and I were there alone. I asked him what his feeling 
was as to the care which he was receiving, and he said he was receiving 
the best of care, that everything that could possibly be done was being 
done for him, and he said he was thankful that there was such an op- 
portunity to be placed under the care of such kind friends. 

@. How many visits did you make there? 

A. I made three visits there. 

@. And did you examine the home any while you were there ? 

A. Yes, I was shown through the home quite fully, and I thought 
that the home was exceptionally, exceedingly well kept. 

Q. Clean? 

A. Very cleanly, and every precaution seemed to me to be taken 
that could be taken in a home of that kind.

Q. (By Mr. HAypeN.) You say you had two friends there and that 
one died there and one did not? Did the other die after he got out? 

A. No, sir; he is still living. 

@. Do you know whether he was treated, while in the home, on the 
assumption that he was incurable ? 

dA. The one who lived? 

OvieYes. } 

A. I donot, sir. I don’t know on what ground he was treated. 


STATEMENT BY HENRY MURRAY. 


Mr. Henry Murray, of Charlestown, was next called by Mr. Lund. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) What is your full name? 

A. Henry Murray. 

Q@. And your residence, Mr. Murray ? 

A. I live in Charlestown. 

. Will you state to the committee generally what knowledge you 
have had of this home and how you have found it? 

A. Well, there was a gentleman named John Ayers who was in my 
employ for some time, and who left my employ and went to New 
Hampshire. He came back in the last stages of consumption, and he 
was recommended by a physician to go to a home. He came to me to 
see if I could get him into the City Hospital. I consulted with one of 
the trustees of the City Hospital, and he told me that they didn’t take 
any incurable cases there. The physician then advised me to get him 
to go to that home, saying that it was a very good home, a very good 
place. So I advised him to go there, and he was there, I think, some- 
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thing like sixteen months, I visited him a number of times while he 
was there, and always thought he was very well cared for. The home 
was well kept, everything was clean and comfortable there, and I often 
told him I thought he was fortunate to have so good a place to end his 
days in. He died there. 

Q. Whether at any of your visits he made any complaints ? 

A. Why, he made no complaints — no more than what I should ex- 
pect to hear from any man that was losing his life as fast as he was. 
Did he leave the home, or did he die there? 

He died there. 

Did he leave it at any time while he was there? 

Yes, sir. 

And what were the circumstances of that? 

Well, he left owing to an infringement of the rules. 

Do you recollect what the rule was? 

. Yes, sir. He was a man that had always been accustomed to 
drinking a little, and all the time that he had been there he had been in 
the habit of taking a little whiskey, and he had taken it for a long while 
before the doctor detected it, and when the doctor detected it one morn- 
ing he brought him to an account about it, and I think he used rather 
ungentlemanly language to the doctor, and the doctor told him that he 
thought he would have to leave the institution or else obey the rules, 
and he said he would leave the institution, and he left the institution 
himself. The doctor didn’t tell him to go when he went, but he went — 
on a day quite as stormy as this is— and he went down to a place where 
he formerly boarded, in Maplewood; and after he had been there three 
days he sent for me. That was the first I knew of his leaving the 
home, and I had some talk with him. I said he was wholly to blame 
for leaving the institution, and I urged on him the necessity of his going 
back, because I couldn’t afford to take care of him. He thought I vould 
put him somewhere and take care of him. I told him I didn’t feel that 
I could afford to undertake the task, and I thought he had better go back 
and apologize to the doctor, and I told him it was either a question of 
his going there or to some city institution. He finally consented that he 
would go back there if I could see the parties in charge and get them to 
re-admit him, and I told the gentleman in charge that if he would take 
him back and overlook his little indiscretion I would contribute a little 
towards his support while he stayed there, which I did; and he went 
back there and was quite well contented until he died, and I buried him. 

Q. That is all? 

A. I visited him a number of times, and was always courteously 
received there, and the treatment that the man received there was 
excellent.

%. (By Mr. HAYDEN.) What complaints did he make, Mr. Murray ? 
A. Well, he was not a man over and above religious, and he had 
some little objection to being prayed to so much, and so forth. He was 
a man that never was religious, and he made some objection to that. He 
didn’t like it. I told him frequently when I went there — I frequently 
went there Sundays and heard the services, went in to see him then 
because I couldn’t ¢o other days — and I told him I didn’t think he ought 
to object to anything of that kind — that he was very nicely treated, that 
he had papers and magazines, the place was nicely heated, and I 
thought it was a remarkably good place for a man situated as he was. 

Q. He came from New Hampshire ? 

A. He worked for me for four or five years and went to New Hamp- 
shire, and then came back, and I thought then he was in the last stages 
of consumption. I consulted Dr. Dunn about him, and Dr. Dunn told 
me — 

Q. That is all; that isn’t important, 
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STATEMENT BY REv. JOHN R. HAGUE. 


Mr. Lund next called Rev. aii R. Hague, assistant pastor of the 

eeu -street Church. 

(By Mr. Lunp.) Your full name, Mr. Hague! p

Assistant pastor of the Ruggles-street Church. 

How long have you been connected with that congregation ? 
Nearly three years. 

During that time have you had acquaintance with the Cullis Con- 
sumptives’ Home at Grove Hall ? 

A. Some. 

@. State what acquaintance you have had with it, and give to the com- 
mittee generally your opinion of it. 

A. That can be very briefly stated. I have been there a number of 
times to visit patients ; and have conducted services there, I think, twice. 
They have received, I think, within the last three years, four or five — 
patients who have come from our district of the city — poor people who 
are unable to be maintained at home, or would not be received in any 
other hospital. 

@. You have visited those paticnts, haven’t you? 

AM IX-CS, SITs 

Q. Now, you may state how you found their condition, how they ap- 
peared to be cared for, as to the cleanliness of the place, and any ine: 
that came under your observation while you were visiting them ? 

A. Ithink IJ first went there about two years ago, although I cannot 
tell the time exactly, perhaps a little more than that, and T remarked 
upon my return that it was remarkably clean and well kept. Ihave 
spoken of that since. The patients all testified to the good care they 
received there—the kind treatment ; and I remember of one oceasion 
when a man disobeyed the rules, in some respect which I have forgotten, 
and, like the patient who has just been spoken of, left the hospital of 
his own accord, and afterwards was taken back at his own request. The 
relatives of these patients also testified to the good care they had re- 
ceived. ‘They were allowed to visit them, and were very grateful. 

@. And when you were there, what was the condition of the other 
patients as to cleanliness, so far as you could observe ? 

A. The home, when I have been there, has always been remarkably . 
clean. The ventilation was as good as could be expected under the 
circumstances, and I do not recall having visited when spit-cups were 
not used.

I think myself, judging from what I have seen, that that is a most 
beautiful charity — one that our city can ill afford to dispense with in some 
location —if not inthe city, near the city—easy of access. But, as far 
as the conduct of the heme is concerned, | think it is a most admirable 
institution.

FIFTH HEARING. 


WEDNESDAY, March 18, 1896. 


The committee met in the Aldermanic Chamber, City Hall, at 3 
o’clock P.M. ; 

Present: Aldermen W. F. Donovan (Chairman), Dyar, and 
MAHONEY. 


The CHAIRMAN. — The committee is ready to proceed. 

Mr. Lunp. — Mr. Chairman, I will first call on Dr. A. H. Plumb. 
He has been long connected with the home and a pastor in the immedi- 
ate vicinity, and I will ask him to make his statement. | 
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STATEMENT BY ReEv. A. H. PLUMB. 


GENTLEMEN: | have no official connection with the Cullis Consump- 
tives’ Home, but having been pastor of a church in the vicinity for 
twenty-four years, and, like other neighboring clergymen, having often 
visited it and conducted various religious services in it, and having 
known much of its merciful and philanthropic work during all these 
years, when I[ heard of the present effort to remove it from the city, — 
an effort made by neighbors and fellow-citizens of such acknowledged 
worth and position that it would be exceedingly pleasant for me to 
coincide with their views were I able to do so, — I felt compelled by 
my sense of justice, and a feeling of personal obligation to the interests 
of a deserving charity, to join any little influence I may possess to the 
endeavors otf the trustees, and other friends of the institution, in its 
defence. I was prompt, therefore, to draw up a petition praying your 
honorable Board that this home may be permitted to carry on its beneti- 
cent work under the improved SOE its trustees desire to furnish, 
and asa signer of that petition I desire now, by your leave, respect- 
fully to submit some considerations in the advocacy of our request. 

I have endeavored to give the most respectful attention to all the 
evidence which has been presented for the removal of the home — of the 
medical men who deem it a menace to the health of the neighborhood, 
and of the real-estate owners or occupants who think it therefore an 
injury to property adjoining. 

It is, of course, to be conceded that we who are laymen in medical 
science must rely on the testimony of professional men on such a ques- 
tion. And so great is our indebtedness to this noble profession that I 
for one am unable to restrain my admiration and respect, but find my- 
self often giving public utterance in praise of the enlightened skill of 
our medical men, their enterprise and the wonderful advances they are 
making in the curative art, or still more worthily in the prevention of 
disease, and especially in the self-sacrificing spirit in which they incur 
all risks, and not infrequently suffer martrydom, in their enthusiastic 
devotion to their merciful calling. And therefore the testimony they 
have presented here we have all found to be most interesting, and un- 
disputed I suppose anywhere now, as to the need of care lest. consump- 
tion be spread by the unnecessary diffusion of its germs. Yet has it 
not been manifest, gentlemen, that they have been somewhat extreme 
in their statements, as all enthusiasts in special knowledge are apt to be, 
especially as to the danger from proximity to sufferers from this disease ? 
I was reading in the papers awhile ago that a physician on entering a 
crowded horse car in New York immediately exclaimed, with the quick 
instincts of his profession, ‘‘I perceive from the odor that there is a 
small-pox patient in this car!” Instantly the car was emptied of all oc- 
cupants save himself and a veiled person in the corner, who confessed 
that she was on her way to a hospital, and for whom the benevolent 
doctor at once provided suitable transportation. At the last hearing 
there was introduced here as a witness one of the consumptive patients 
from the home. Did every one flee from the room? Yet some of the 
doctors who testified against the home not merely claimed that the 
bacillus of consumption needs to be guarded against with a different 
kind of care from that required by some contagious diseases, which is a 
true and instructive statement, but they made the general statement that 
consumption was more contagious than small-pox,.which is certainly an 
affirmation calculated to mislead the public mind and to create unneces- 
sary alarm. 

Furthermore, too little prominence was given in the medical testi- 
mony to the very important and most encouraging fact that strong sun- 
light is always sure to kill the germs of this disease. Awhile ago many , 
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persons were afraid to eat a ham sandwich, lest they introduce into 
their system the dreaded trichina, which sometimes infests swines’ 
flesh, and seem to be sure death if they get into the human system. 
But the fright subsided when they learned that these deadly parasites 
are alway killed by the process of cooking meat,-and no one need 
eat uncooked ham. From the fearful picture presented by one witness 
here it would seem he imagined people were in the habit of eating 
chickens raw. 

But the vital point in the medical testimony it is apparent is simply 
this: In the present condition of our city in regard to the prevalence of 
consumption here, are hospitals in the city for consumptives a necessity, 
and can such hospitals be so regulated as to be rather a safeguard than 
a menace to the public health? On this point I submit the testimony 
is strong and conclusive on our side. Many excellent and reputable 


physicians appeared for those who assail the home, but they are all, I - 


believe, in general practice. Not one of the eminent experts in lung 
diseases appeared for the assailants. Why?. Because those eminent 
gentlemen are consulting physicians to the homes for the consumptives 
in the city. Dr. Vincent Y. Bowditch, Dr. Frederick I. Knight, Dr. 
Edward O. Otis, Dr. Henry O. Marcy, and others, are interested in the 
excellent home on Quincy street, and Dr. H. C. Clapp, Dr. I. T. Talbot, 
and others of the Homeopathic School, in the home at Grove Hall. 
These distinguished specialists, whose reputation extends far and near, 
go into these homes, as several of the physicians testifying for the 
assailants confessed they never had done. As experts their attention is 
almost exclusively confined to the study of the difficult problem thrust 
upon them continually by the presence of vast numbers of the victims 
of consumption here in Boston all the time, and from their profound, and 
thorough, and unequalled knowledge and their wide experience, they 
come forward and give to you, gentlemen, their written testimony over 
their own names, — first, that hospitals in the city for consumptives are 
a necessity, and that such hospitals can be so regulated as to lessen the 
danger to the public health. 

Their judgment that such hospitals, for the present, must be here in 
the city doubtless rests on many sufficient reasons; some of them are 
clearly apparent to anv one. Ido not understand that the government, 
either of the city or of the State, claims any right to come into our 
homes and take every member of our families afflicted with this disease 
and deport them to Rutland or some such place, as the Sandwich Islands 
government deals with the victims of leprosy, carrying them away to 
the island for lepers. And although hundreds of consumptives in the 
city are poor, they simply will not go off away from all reach of their 
kindred, and no one can make them go unless they become absolute 
paupers. They cling to the society of those they love. If they can be 
near them, where they can be cheered by their visits, they will gladly 
go into a hospital, and the evidence has been overwhelming here that in 
such a hospital they are far less a menace to the public health than when 
scattered through the city in their several homes with very insufficient 
restrictions against the spread of the disease. Perhaps, too, these emi- 
nent specialists would be unable to render the vast benefits of their per- 
sonal attendance at hospitals removed to a distance. For they must be 
at a long distance if they are removed from their present locations, 
because no one can find any section of country in the near vicinity where 
the most violent opposition will not meet the effort to plant a hospital 
of any kind; for to bring a hospital into a neighborhood is a very differ- 
ent question from that of permitting it to remain where it has long had 
an established right of occupancy. On the general question of the 
necessity of having such hospitals in the city, and on their being so 
regulated as to be a protection, to lessen rather than to increase the 
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peril to the public health, the evidence before you, gentlemen, I sub- 
mit, is conclusive. 

But some of the medical and other testimony of the assailants has 
been to the effect that the Cullis Home is not and cannot be so regulated 
as to come under this general rule; that it is for some reason or other, 
and various ones have been given, a@ nuisance, improperly managed, 
and deserving of no consideration at your hands. 

It is to be remembered, however, that during much of the life of this 
home medical knowledge had not so far advanced as to make needful 
the restrictions which it is now acknowledged are necessary. And for 
some time of late, too, the progress of the city improvements in this 
section, cutting off portions of the estate, have rendered it impossible 
to erect any suitable enclosure for the grounds, and the buildings now 
occupied have also grown so out of repair that in the prospect of re- 
building, as soon as ‘the city will allow, it has not been practicable to 
keep the premises in a faultless condition in all respects. The feasi- 
bility of conducting a well-regulated hospital on the Grove Hall 
grounds, in a new building, with all the improvements which modern 
medical science supplies, and within such neat and comely enclosures 
as shall make the entire aspect of the place suitable to the character of 
the neighborhood, cannot be doubted. Near the Walnut avenue en- 
trance of Franklin park a large building has lately been erected for 
the enlarged accommodation of the Old Couples’ Home, with whose 
management I have some honorary or advisory connection. The entire 
space on the roof of this building is provided with a cemented floor ; it 
is surrounded by a high parapet, through the embrasures of which the 
occupants can look out on the scenery near and far, while shielded from 
observation of all passers-by; and here, in seclusion and comfort, they 
can revel all day in a delightful sun bath, reclining upon easy-chairs or 
light couches, or walking” to and fro. A similar construction is con- 
templated for the new home at Grove Hall. It has not been the pur- 
pose to plant a grove of trees to overshadow the grounds. There is no 
difficulty in building such a fence as may reasonably shelter the grounds © 
from observation from those walking by, especially as a quick-growing 
hedge in a few years would add to the seclusion the inmates would 
enjoy on the grounds. On the Back Bay Fens five to eight years’ growth 
has ‘availed to produce a protection sufficient for all the purposes 
desired. 

Charges have been made by some of the witnesses that the inmates had 
not been sufficiently supplied with food. On the contrary, positive and 
explicit evidence of those who have been in the best position to know — 
superintendents, nurses, visiting friends of patients, persons who have 
furnished milk and other supplies — abundantly refutes this charge. 1 
have myself been repeatedly appealed to by inmates who have made 
complaints to me about the management of the institution, and I have 
always responded promptly and have found the officers ready to offer 
every facility for investigation, and I have never found the complaints 
sustained. In one case a woman who was a member of a Congrega- 
tional Church invoked my help against. the management, and after the 
most patient inquiry [ found the fault was wholly in the complainant, 
who may have been partly irresponsible but certainly was very ugly in 
disposition, so that she was afterwards removed to a public institution 
where she continued to be a source of constant trouble. It is manifest 
that all institutions dealing with the sick, and sometimes with those who 
are otherwise unfortunate, are liable to be misjudged, if credence is 
given to every flying rumor which discontended and suffering invalids 

may set afloat. 

ery emphatic statements were made here against the character of 
the medical and other treatment at this institution. Several sneering 
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allusions were made, and I think the allegation was made that it had 
not any management — it was a sham. 

What in particular could be the basis of such testimony? Was it the 
idea of the witness that this home was badly managed because its 
medical staff are homeopathists? I am not a hommopathist, but many 
learned and skilful men are. The laws recognize the rights of different 
schools of medicine, and it is not to be expected that this honorable 
Board is to take action against, the property rights of a great institution 
to gratify the jealousies of one school of practice against another, if any 
such exist, which I cannot believe. If not, then does this charge imply 
that the medical staff was neglectful? The testimony here has been 
that Dr. Cullis was in daily attendance during his life, and the present 
superintendent, Dr. Judd, resides on the premises. -Friends of patients 
have testified that their friends had constant medical attendance and 
careful nursing. The general character for conscientious fidelity to 
duty on the part of alljthese religious people active in the management 
ought to count for something against such vag'ue insinuations by 
persons who declare with some heat that they were never inside the 
home. Did they mean that these physicians were incompetent? 
There are many families in good standing in this city, Catho- 
lies as well as Protestants, who long intrusted their households 
to Dr. Cullis’ medical care in his private practice, and they 
will bear witness that many good judges regarded him as a man 
of rare skill and of very peculiar success in his medical practice. 
One witness, Dr. H. M. Jernegan, spoke with undisguised contempt of 
Dr. Cullis, amid the laughter of quite a number of his auditors, and 
alleged as one of the reasons why the Cullis Consumptives’ Home 
should be removed, that when he took a letter of introduction to Dr. 
Cullis he was greeted by the inquiry, ‘‘Do you love the Lord?” 
What had that to do with the property rights of this institution? Why 
did he bring that forward with such emphasis? It was easy for him to 
see that Dr. Cullis asked that question in no flippant temper or with no 
intrusive spirit. He had a sincere interest in the highest welfare of all 
whom he met, especially when they brought letters commending them 
to his regard. According to the very highest authority, that of the 
great Teacher himself, the sincerest friendship could ask no more im- 
portant question of any.man. And if there seemed anything of abrupt- 
ness in the inquiry, it would seem a person of broad mind should look 
beyond a mere matter of taste in forms of expression, and recognize 
and respect the genuine friendliness the question showed. A very dis- 
tinguished medical man with whom Dr. Cullis was once called in 
council was met by the same inquiry as they rode in the carriage 
together, and he was large-hearted enough to appreciate the motive of 
the inquiry, and he has since said that question led him to commence a 
Christian life, and that man has long been an officer in one of the lead- 
ing churches in New York City, where he occupies a position in the 
medical profession which any man might envy. But what did the 
witness imply in adding, ‘‘ This Consumptives’ Home has been run on 
the ‘‘Do you love the Lord principle?” Did he mean that a truly 
religious spirit is incompatible with the scientific treatment of disease ? 
If so, he is in conflict with right reason and also with fact, for reason 
declares that one whose heart and life are in accord with his Maker's 
spiritual laws is thereby better qualified to understand and work in 
accord with his Maker’s physical laws, which is the aim of true science. 
And on every hand in this city, and in the high annals of this profession 
everywhere, are distinguished practitioners whose highest ambition is 
to cherish the spirit and copy the example of the Great Physician. One 
of the witnesses said the home would have been better conducted if 
there had been less prayer and more food. We have seen the falsity 
of the charge that there has not been a sufficient supply of plain and 
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nourishing food. Why would the management have been improved, 
and more entitled to the favorable action of the City Government, if 
there had been less prayer connected with it? There are some fanatical 
people who have the unscriptural idea that to depend on prayer one 
must forbear the use of all effort to help himself. Such was never Dr. 
Cullis’ idea; it is not that of the trustees. Dr. Cullis practised medicine 
while he prayed for God’s blessing on his efforts. Was that proof that 
the home was badly managed? One of the high names on the records 
of medical authorship is that of Dr. Jno. Mason Good. Here are the 
words with which he began each day’s labor: 

‘*O Thou Great Bestower of health, strength, and comfort, grant Thy 
blessings on the professional duties in which this day I may engage. 
Give me judgment todiscern disease, and skill to treat it, and crown with 
Thy favor the means which may be devised for recovery ; for with Thine 
assistance the humblest instrument may succeed, as without it the 
ablest must prove unavailing. Save me from all sordid motives; and 
endow me with a spirit of pity and liberality towards the poor, and of 
tenderness and sympathy towards all, that I may enter into the various 
feelings by which they are tried; may weep with them that weep and 
rejoice with them that rejoice. And sanctify Thou their souls as well 
as heal their bodies. Let faith, and patience, and every Christian virtue 
they are called upon to exercise, have their perfect work, so that in the 
gracious dealings of Thy Holy Spirit and of ‘Thy Providence, they may 
find in the end, whatever that may be, that it has been good for them to 
have been afflicted. Grant this, 0 Heavenly Father, for the love of that 
adorable Redeemer who.went about doing good, and now ever liveth to 
make intercession in heaven.” 

A few years ago I was detained a few weeks in St. Louis, and having 
with me an invalid friend I inquired for a suitable place to stay and was 
told of the Baptist Sanitarium, a sort of hotel health retreat. On taking 
up my quarters there I found a blessing was asked at the table, and the 
guests assembled each day for morning prayers, one of the young 
wonien who waited on the table presiding at the organ. When a criti- 
cal surgical operation was to be perfornied, the surgeons and friends. 
knelt in prayer for divine guidance and help. On Sundays leading 
manufacturers and merchants of the city, men known all! over the land, 

athered with the inmates and managers for a religious service. Was 
the Christian aim and conduct of that institution any reason why St. 
Louis should seek to banish it? 

But when an intelligent gentleman in reputable position comes before 
this honorable Board and argues that this home deserves to be removed 
from the city because it has been run on the ‘‘ Do you love the Lord” 
- principle, what can be the real basis of his emphatic and urgent demand ? 
If it was his meaning that to conduct a home for consumptives in a 
religious spirit, with a sincere desire to please God and to do good to 
the bodies and the souls of the sick and the dying, is an unworthy aim, 
entitled to no consideration here, but on the contrary furnishes a reason 
why such a hospital should be driven out of town, why, then I say such 
a sentiment is an open and outrageous assault upon the noblest instincts 
and holiest impulses of human nature. 

Why, gentlemen, where should we be if such a sentiment prevailed? 
What would become of all those sweet Christian charities which honor 
man and bless the world? Look around you! See the universal respect 
paid to all those benevolent orders and sisterhoods which devote them- 
selves in the name of Christ to the relief of human suffering. Clara 
Barton and the Red Cross Legion, Florence Nightingale, and her army 
nurses, and those angels of mercy, the Sisters of Charity, ministering 
everywhere for the love of God, — what is it but a religious spirit which 
prompts their heroic exertions? Who does not honor them from the 
bottom of his heart? [am sure every one of us must pay all reverence 
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and honor to our Christian friends who have made such noble sacrifices 
generously to equip and maintain the free Consumptives’ Home on 
Quincy street. What obligation were they under more than others to 
raise large sums of money to provide that home, and to weleome 
within it, in Christian kindness, Christ’s lowly poor in their sickness 
and want, and to stand over them night and day ministering tenderly to 
all their wants and supplying religious consolation in their parting 
hours? Why are they doing this? For the love of God. Because the 
Blessed Saviour has said, ‘‘ Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren ye have done it unto me.” Shall we not re- 
spect that spirit? Does it not deserve well at our hands? Should not 
the city be quick to recognize its merciful aid to its poor, and to give it 
every protection, every chance? ‘There is need of more such homes 
rather than less. And, generally speaking, there is nothing on earth 
which can effectually provide such Christ-like ministration except the 
Christ-like spirit. If there may be here and there in Christian lands, 
where a Christian spirit has humanized society, a hospital or retreat for 
the suffering which infidelity builds, a part of the voluntary addition of 
benevolent hearts to the always inadequate provision which public taxa- 
tion supplies, the general fact remains that it is the religious spirit alone 
which has not only so leavened public sentiment as to induce govern- 
ment to provide at public expense for certain needs of the unfortunate - 
classes, but which supplements that public provision by extensive 
private charities, by innumerable Christian institutions, for the further 
physical relief and for the spiritual consolation of the suffering, — in- 
stitutions which are an honor to human nature and the special glory of 
the Christian civilization of these later times. Iam sure that our friends 
who are seeking to remove this home from the city will be forward to 
disclaim the sentiment one of their witnesses here advanced. I could 
not for a moment attribute such a sentiment to them. 

I said at the outset I was reluctant to appear here in a position which 
they might think unfriendly to any of their interests. But I am con- 
fident nothing I can do here against their endeavor can begin to injure 
them so much as the misrepresentation of their true spirit which they 

have here made. They are all excellent citizens, kind, worthy, hon- 
orable men. Only, with their eyes fixed simply on one aspect of: this 
case, they have allowed themselves to be sadly misrepresented here. 
I have carefully listened to all they have said, and with the exception 
of a few words of general acknowledgment from one witness that the 
Consumptives’ Home had done a good work, I have not heard — I hope 
I am mistaken — but I have not heard one single word from any one of 
them all, of the least appreciation of the religious, the Christ-like spirit, 
which has been manifested there. Look at the facts. One of these 
gentlemen very justly said it is a wise instinct of human nature to hide 
scenes of continuous suffering from the common gaze. So itis. We 
cannot bear the sight commonly, and cheerfully meet the engagements 
of active life. But somebody must witness such harrowing scenes all 
the time, if divine pity is to find suitable exercise here And when 
some of our friends are willing voluntarily to take on themselves the 
charge of constantly witnessing not only the sorrowful sight, but of 
personally ministering to the sick and suffering poor in all repulsive 
offices of love, day after day, week after week, year after year, giving 
money and soliciting money and using money, and giving time and 
strength to this sacred work, in the name of the compassionate Saviour, 
and for twenty-five years have kept on doing this, till over four thou- 
sand needy dying ones have received their care, shall all this go on 
before my eyes and shall I be dumb? Where shall I go with my praise 
and gratitude if not to lay it at the feet of such self-sacrificing and 
Christian philanthropy as this? What is there in all the world deserving 
of sincerest homage if not this? How many times on a Sunday afternoon, 
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being able from its near vicinity to go to the home between the services at 
my church, have I assisted in celebrating the Sacrament of the Eucharist, 
and there kind physicians or other attendants have gone with me from 
room to room, tenderly lifting up the head of the dying that the faint- 
ing one might take the cup of the Holy Communion at my hands! Very 
gentle have been the words of comfort and cheer these ministering ones 
have spoken. Very welcome to the sufferer their coming seemed. On 
the walls hung in plain sight, in large letters, the comforting promises 
of the Holy Book. I have never heard, I do not believe any one has 
ever heard, one word spoken in this home against any person’s religi- 
ous views. The effort has always been simply to lead every poor suf- 
ferer, in a spirit of humble penitence, to confide in his heavenly 
Father’s forgiving love, to breathe every desire directly into the ear of 
an ever-present Saviour, and to look up in hope to a heaven whose open 
door is waiting for any and every repentant soul. And let me say this:. 
religious instruction is one of the great ends for which benevolent 
Christian people contribute money to sustain this home, and devote 
their energies to carrying it on, and they have their abundant reward in 
the peace and comfort which in innumerable cases have come to these 
helpless ones in the closing hours of their life. Now, assuredly no one 
can rightly have any words but those of commendation and praise for 
all such ministries of pity and love. Down in their hearts I know that 
these gentlemen here have the sincerest admiration for such magnani- 
mous and Christian service, however silent they have been here in re- 
spect to it. All must feel that any persons who feel called by God to 
engage in such beneficent work should have free opportunity, and the 
heartiest God-speed. They intrude their methods upon no one. All 
are advised before they enter the home of the character of the institu- 
tion. They are free to come or not as they wish, and free to leave it at 
any time they may desire. While they are in the home it has seemed 
good to the managers to conduct the religious services in their own 
simple way. I have never heard of one single case, I do not believe 
there ever was a case, of any inmate desiring to have any other religi- 
ous instruction than that the home provides. The friends of some of 
the patients have now and then desired to introduce instruction of a dif- 
ferent kind. But certainly each institution which offers relief to those 
who desire it should be allowed perfect freedom to administer temporal 
and spiritual aid in the way that seems to it good, since no one who 
does not wish such help need enter the home, or remain a single day 
longer than he desires. Of course if one isin a dying condition asuitable 
ambulance should be provided for his comfortable removal. 

It only remains to notice one other argument urged for the removal of 
the home. It is said the property is too valuable to be used for. this 
purpose. A court might not justify a corporation holding trust funds 
for a benevolent purpose to purchase such a property at its present 
worth. But this property was purchased many years ago, and, as 
stated in the petition, it has acquired a name and a good will which is 
itself a valuable inheritance, and of which it cannot be dispossessed 
without great pecuniary loss. ‘This home is known to benevolent 
Christian people far and near as the Grove Hall Consumptives’ Home, 
Dorchester. Were it removed from the site it has long occupied it 
would necessarily drop out of the knowledge and fail to receive the 
benefactions of large numbers of its patrons. It is further to be con- 
sidered that it is not just to compel the trustees to sell this property tor 
whatever sum they may be able to get for it now or else to abandon the 
home altogether. If it isremoved it must have funds to purchase else- 
where, and to build, and those must be obtained by the sale of this 
property at once, whatever it may bring. These trustees are some of 
them successful, sagacious, far-seeing business men. They do not 
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desire to sacrifice this valuable estate by a forced sale just now. They 
are aware that in a dozen or fifteen years hence the conditions of this 
city in respect to the necessity of such a home may be very different 
from what it is now. Now, such hospitals in the city, the highest 
authorities consider to be a public necessity. But medical science is 
taking rapid strides. Within this week we have learned that Mr. Edison 
has looked through a block of pine wood eight inches thick ; not taken a 
photograph through it merely, but under certain electrical conditions 
has seen with his eyes the movements of his hand on the other side of 
such a block of wood. ‘This seems to be an almost certain presage of 
the time when our learned lung specialists will be able to diagnose the 
condition of the pulmonary organs by daily observation with the bodily 
eyes. This, it would seem, must soon lead to the discovery and use of 
such specific germicides as will lift an immense burden of incurable 
disease from the heavy ills to which hitherto flesh has seemed to be heir. 
And in that day, the home being no longer a necessity, very likely the 
trustees will need no prompting to sell their property, and will be able 
to sell it at a very greatly enlarged price, and with the proceeds to carry 
on a modified charity elsewhere. ‘Those who desire you to force the 
trustees to sell, now say that otherwise their adjacent lands will not find 
purchasers. Perhaps if you allow the home to continue, in: the 
new and beautiful and well-regulated building it is proposed imme- 
diately to erect, it will turn out that its continuance under such circum- 
stances will be no hindrance to such sale of the neighboring estates. 
But if it should be, and the owners are thereby led to retain it in their 
possession till the good time coming which events seem now to fore- 
shadow, no one will then be more grateful to you than these gentlemen 
that, by your action now, they shall be then able to enjoy, with the trus- 
tees, the immense appreciation in value all property in that beautiful 
vicinage will by that time have gained. 

. (By Mr. Dana.) One question— were you aware to what 
schools our experts belonged ? 

A. I think they were all allopathists. I don’t remember. 

Q. I will inform you that they represent the allopathists, homeeo- 
paths, and eclectics. Now, you believe in conducting a charity wisely, 
do you not, not foolishly ? 

i WMY.es sir: 

Q@. Well, do you think it would be the proper place to erect a powder 
mill out there on the present site ? . 

A. No. 

Q. Well, if this hospital out there were a danger to the community, 
as the physicians have testified, wouldn’t you think it better to remove 
it to some isolated spot ? : 

A I have not felt that the testimony is conclusive to that effect. As 
I have stated here, | think it is not. I know it has been said, Mr. Chair- 
man and gentlemen, that Dr. Cullis at one time desired to remove this 
institution elsewhere. Well, we have had varying testimony here as to 
Dr. Cullis’ ability as a business man. Some have said he was no 
manager, and some have said he was a very good manager. I don’t 
suppose that even the most astute of our business men live through a 
long life without some mistakes. You remember about the man who 
had the counterfeit bill in his pocket. It was a very good counterfeit, 
and he said some days he thought the bill was bad, and some days he 
thought it was good, and on one of the days he thought it was good he 
passed it off. I suppose if Dr. Cullis ever made a mistake, one.of the 
times when he was a little off-color in his management was when he 
wanted to sell that home, because I don’t think the trustees ever had 
any approbation of that idea, ; 
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@. (By Mr. Lunn.) Your full name, Doctor, please? 

A. I. Tisdale Talbot. 

Mr. Morse. — Dean of the Boston Medical € ollege, the Boston Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Is that a homeopathic or allopathic 
school ? 

A. It isa school including all branches of medicine. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) What do you mean, Doctor, by ‘‘ all branches 
of medicine”? It doesn’t teach allopathy ? 

A. I beg your pardon; it does teach allopathy. 

@. Both homeopathy and allopathy ? 

A. Yes, it teaches the different forms of administering medicine by 
different schools. It is not limited in any way. 

(). Is it an eclectic institution ? 

A. It doesn’t take any name of eclecticism, although it endeavors to 
teach everything which a physician should need. I did not come here to 
defend the Boston University School of Medicine. 

Q@. No, sir; I simply wanted to know what it was. 

A. Boston University is known here in Boston, and the School for 
twenty-three years has been in active working condition and has gradu- 
ated between six hundred and seven hundred physicians who are in 
practice in different parts of the country. 

Iam sorry, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, not to have prepared my- 
self more carefully upon the subject concerning which I come before 
you; and I will simply state to you some facts that I know in relation 
to it in such a way as they have appeared to me. I knew the Consump- 
tives’ Home in its very beginning. 

When Dr. Cullis, to some extent a sickly and feeble young man, felt 
unable to go to the war, as he told me at the time, he determined in the 
little time he thought he had to stay here to do some good, and turned 
his attention towards those persons given up for death, by reason of 
consumption, with the intention of giving them a home w here they could 
live for the remainder of their days and be made comfortable. The 
home was at first very modest in its character, occupying a little house 
in the West End where I visited it very often. The kindness and care 
which the patients there recelved made it a favorite place not only with 
those who were inmates but with those who were visitors ; and with the 
growth of the home and the great increase in its work, it was decided 
to purchase this place at Grove Hall, which had then for some time 
been unused, and that gave a new, increased, and more extensive char- 
acter to the home. 

In the first place, I must disclaim sympathy with the religious 
opinions held by the founder in certain respects. 

For his method of supporting it I have never had anything of 
sympathy, but the work done there, the good accomplished by it, the 
good which that man, with increasing str ength — instead of dying 
crowing stronger year after year for more than thirty years — has 

one, I envy ; ‘and would that my name might be associated with even 
a small part of the real good accomplished by him. 

I have visited the home a great many times. I have seen those 
persons in the home, persons of sensitive character, of sensitive 
temperament and disposition, many of whom have been brought up 
even in luxury, but whose parents have died and who have been left 
without any one to care for them. ‘hey have come in there and have 
been taken care of tenderly, kindly, and with affection and skill, and the 
words I have had from many, many of them, as to the kindness they 
have received there, have certainly sunk deeply into my heart.

That it has increased and taken care of so many and done it well, 
too, should be a cause for great gratification not only to the trustees, 
not only to those who have been responsible for it, but to this whole 
community; and the mere point of difference I have spoken of, and 
which I am aware a great many feel, seems to me to count very little 
compared with the work that has been done. | 

I think I may speak practically of what has been brought up here, 
having read it, and having heard what was said at the hearing before 
the Board of Health by certain persons in the same line, in regard to 
this being a menace to public health. I have never heard anything 
that seems to me more utterly absurd than that this Consumptives’ 
Home is a menace to public health. We have heard so much of the 
contagiousness of consumption, of the bacilli of consumption, that is 
scattered abroad, that one would almost think if those bacilli are 
scattered abroad by millions upon. millions, where a single bacillus is 
enough to start consumption, that it must be a most dreadful thing, 
and that the single sputum from a consumptive thrown upon the side- 
walk would be enough to devastate a whole province. 

Gentlemen, what is the fact in relation to it? ‘There are consump- 
tives going about all, through the community, spitting upon the side- 
walks, and the sputum is-drying and the air is taking it up. Every day 
through this School street, no doubt, persons in consumption are spread- 
ing that disease in the way the petition names. But what would be the 
case, when you bring together forty, fifty, or sixty of them, and they are 
going over the grounds connected with a home? Why, the amount of 
contagion there is incalculable; the human mind cannot conceive of the 
amount of contagion that would be thus brought together in that little 
community, and one would suppose that there coula not be an indivi- 
dual live with safety anywhere within a great distance of such a spot. 

What has been the case in that place, where this institution has been 
occupied for twenty-five years as a consumptives’ home, during much 
of which time no one thought for a moment of any such thing as con- 
tagion and no care was taken there any more than elsewhere by reason 
of its being a contagious disease, although decency kept it cleanly and 
tidy? One would suppose, of course, that in that vicinity consumption 
would be rife. Now, at the hearing before the Board of Health several 
physicians testified as to the contagiousness of consumption, and that it 
was undoubtedly a menace to public health to have so many collected 
together there, particularly if they were not properly guarded. But 
there was not one of those physicians who. was familiar with the home 
and the locality from the establishment of the home to the present 
time — and there were several such— who knew of a single case of 
consumption there in the immediate vicinity or that could have come 
from the Consumptives’ Home. There was not a single one of those 
physicians who wanted to have the home removed who could testify 
that consumption in that vicinity had increased beyond the rate of 
increase in the population. ‘There was one physician who thought a 
child was given cholera infantum by eating some grass on which some 
of the sputum had probably fallen. But there was not one who gave 
any evidence that consumption, tubercular consumption, had been 
increased in that vicinity. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I believe in proper care of the 
community. I believe in the isolation of those diseases that are con- 
tagious; | believe in properly caring for them; but I do not believe in 
frightening a community about something the danger from which is 
less, a thousand times less, than the danger of being struck with light- 
ning. I do not believe in making people feel all the time that they are 
liable to take this disease. Why, the disease cannot be taken unless the 
system is in a peculiarly sensitive condition to it, no matter how much 
of it you may spread around in the air. Just bear that in mind — that 
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thousands upon thousands of cases, thousands upon thousands of 
individuals, have been subjected to the influence of it who have been as 
absolutely free from contagion as though it were not under any circum- 
stances contagious. 

Again, with regard to the place: it is an old building, occupied at 
a time when there was no thought of contagion from consumption. It 
is now proposed to erect a new building and to put in all the safeguards 
that can be placed against the possibility of contagion; and to carry out 
that idea and to give the conveniences and advantages which hospitals 
‘Should have, would seem to me so far from adding to danger and be- 
coming a menace to the community that, if there ever was any menace, 
it would entirely remove it. 

I do not speak of sentiment in this connection. I know what senti- 
ment is, and when it gets unduly aroused by anything of this kind it 
over-runs reason. I do nut speak of the value of property and the in- 
fluence of the home on property. You gentlemen can judge better of 
that than 1 can. I do not speak of there being a feeling out there that 
they don’t want the Consumptives’ Home there, of the idea that you 
should be asked to wipe out institutions that have done the good that 
this has done because some people are prejudiced against them or be- 
cause their property is at a disadvantage from them. That, gentlemen, 
is a matter for you in this particular instance to consider. 

But, gentlemen, there is a question which you should consider in 
reference to the good of this community done by institutions doing what 
you in your almshouses and in your public institutions cannot possibly 
do — furnishing a comfortable home to these individuals who are sen- 
sitive, who are cared for in private institutions, where they can be 
visited and looked after by their friends, as they cannot be in great 
public institutions. In that view, the wiping out of such an institution, 
and the taking care of the patients in public institutions, is a question 
which you should seriously consider before taking such a step. 

As regards something which has been said here, that this is a good 
place for the Boston University School of Medicine to have their stu- 
dents go to learn, that is very true. They go there to study consumption, 
which every one of them will have to treat. I certainly should feel like 
acknowledging any such implication as entirely true. But we do it 
with regard for the patients themselves, and with yet greater regard to 
the physicians becoming well instructed to understand the disease and 
to treat it, later. Financially or personally, we have no ciaim at ail or 
interest in the institution, only in a general way, as we are _ inter- 
ested in other institutions. Our students go to other institutions, to a 
hospital, which at great expense we do support and to which the city 
has been kind in various ways, recognizing the great good that is done. 
We have them go there to learn just as much as they can, and we 
have them go out here to learn just as much as they can. 

I certainly, from my own personal knowledge of the good that this 
institution has done, feel that to wipe out, to abolish this semi-public 
charity, would mean a great loss to the city of Boston, if not one of the 
greatest losses it could sustain.

Q. As to the location in which that home is situated, whether healthy 
or unhealthy ? 

A. [have had a good many patients in the last forty years in that 
vicinity. I never have known it to be considered an unhealthy situation. 
I think it is quite as healthy as many situations around Boston, and 
much better than a great many. 

. Q. Isn’t it, in your opinion, more healthy than the situation where 
the Northampton-street hospitals are, they being on lower ground ? 
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A. By Northampton street I take it you refer to the city here? 

Y. Yes, up here at the South End. 

A. Well, that is certainly made ground, which has been drained and 
made as well as it could be, but the location naturally would not com- 
pare with that of the Consumptives’ Home. ; 

Y. Supposing, Doctor, that consumption is as contagious as the most 
extravagant witness who has testified here has stated, which would be 
the better — for the city of Boston to have that number of patients con- 
fined within a hospital properly regulated, or to have them in their 
garrets, their homes, and on the streets, scattering their sputum where- 
ever they happened to be ? 

A. Ithink that would be answered at once by the acknowledged 
practice in regard to small-pox. We remember very well when cases 
of small-pox were scattered through the city in different localities, and 
there was a perfect terror here because we had over 1,800 cases in the 
city, and the Swett-street Hospital was built in a hurry and they were 
all brought together there. 1 think the same principle is true in regard 
to consumption. 

Y. So you would regard it as a matter of public health and necessity 
to continue that hospital, would you? 

A. Ishould— that or one equally good. 

(. Whether there are any other localities in the city, all things con- 
sidered, that would be more available for such a hospital than that one 
is? 

A. That wouid be better ? 

Q. Would be better. 

A. I know of none that would be better than that. I am quite 
familiar with the city and have been for a good many years, and I don’t 
know of any location that would be better than that as far as.the care 
of the sick is concerned. 

QY. With that hospital kept as it should be kept, what, in your judg- 
ment, would be the degree of danger of contagion to the surrounding 
inhabitants ? . 

A. I don’t think there would be the slightest degree of danger to the 
surrounding inhabitants. The fact that it has not been for twenty-five — 
years would certainly lead one to think that it will not be a danger in 
the future — that with a new hospital and better arrangements the lack 
of danger would be true to an even greater extent, if possible. 
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@. (By Mr. HaypeEn.) How do you know, Doctor, that for the last 
byenla Bee years it has not been a danger to the health of the people 
there P 

A. I simply take the testimony of four physicians who were opposed 
to its staying there. 

Y. And you judge from that? 

A. I judge in part from that and from my own observation, because 
every year | have been over the ground there more or less during the 
whole time it has been there. 

@. Do you know of any deaths from consumption in that neighbor- 
hood yourself? 

A. No, I don’t know of any deaths from consumption. There eer- 
tainly have been none in my own practice. I cannot think of or recall, 
for the whole period of twenty-five years, any case of consumption in 
the immediate vicinity of Grove Hall that I have ever had under my 
care, 

@. Supposing that in the last fifteen or twenty years there had been 
a dozen or twenty deaths from consumption within 300 or 400 rods of 
that institution ? 
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A. Within the last fifteen years? Will you put that question once 
more, that I may get it exactly ? 

Q. Supposing it should appear that there have been from twelve to 
twenty deaths from consumption in that immediate neighborhoodwithin 
the last twelve or fifteen years, what would you say ? 

A, ‘That would be within a diameter of 800 rods, within a radius of 
400 rods of the home ? 

Q. Within the immediate neighborhood of that institution; yes, sir. 

A. Do you limit the immediate neighborhood to within 400 rods, or 
more — 500 or 600 rods ? 

Q. No, not as far off as 600 rods. _ 1 mean in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, within 400 or 500 rods ? 

A. That is, we will say 400 rods ? 

(@. We will say including the east side of Elm hill and Washington 
street. 

A. Including the east side? Bless my heart, if there have been no 
more deaths than that I should say it has been a very healthy neighbor- 
hood. That is less than one a year. 

Q. Can you say that those consumptives did not take the disease from 
that home ? 

A. I can say that, according to my belief, there is not a space of 
ground in the city of Boston of that size that has not had more than one 
death from consumption a year in the last fifteen years, and some of 
them have had as many as 100. 

Q. Well, aren’t you aware that it is impossible to trace the disease 
— the germs, or the causes of consumption ? 

A. No,I am not. I am aware that it is impossible to trace it to 
contagion. 

Q. Well, you don’t believe in the contagiousness of consumption, do 
rou? 

‘ A. 1do—that it is possible for it to be communicated. 

Q. Well, and how long have you had that idea? 

A. -IJ have had the idea within the last ten years, perhaps, but that 
there are other causes a thousand times more active in the producing of 
consumption I certainly believe. 

. Then you admit that it is a communicable disease ?P 
That it may be communicated. 
Can it be taken in any other way ? 
It can, I believe. 
In what other way ? 
It has been considered from time immemorial as an hereditary 
disease, that it comes down from the parents to children. It is, to a 
certain extent, now believed to be preventable by proper nourishment 
and care, by persons avoiding such causes as colds and lung fevers and 
whatever conditions prostrate persons very much and render them 
susceptible to the disease. 

Q. Well, all that you have stated is a predisposing cause, is it not? 

ice) eS, | 

Q. Well, then, it cannot be taken unless it is communicated from 

some consumptive in some way or other? 
A. I don’t think there is any proof of that at all. 

Q. - Well, you have got nothing to say to enlighten the committee on 
that question, have you?, 

A. In regard to it? 

Q. Yes. 

A. That it has never been known to be taken unless there were other 
causes favorable to it? 

Q. Exactly — more liable to be taken when there are predisposing 
causes ? 
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A. Yes, but it requires those predisposing causes to enable it to be 
taken. 

Q. How often do you visit the institution ? 

A. Ihave been there at times quite frequently. 

Q. Well, within the last two years? 

A. Within the last five years I have been there only occasionally, 
perhaps once or twice a year. 

Q@. Professionally, or in what way ? 

A. Both protessionally and in a friendly way. 

(@. Have you ever observed in what manner it was conducted ?P 

A. Ihave been through it a great number of times. 

Y. Have you supposed that it was conducted properly, as a hospital 
should be conducted ? a ag? : 

A. Ihave never had any reason to consider differently. 

Y. You have never seen anything, then, to find fault with ? 

A. No, perhaps not an ideal hospital, but certainly not badly con- 
ducted. I have never seen anything that would lead me to think that. 

Y. Are you aware of the rules of the Board of Health of New York 
in reference to this disease, consumption ? Do you know what the rules 
are ? 

A. No, I do not. 

@. You don’t know that the Board of Health post property where 
consumption is found to exist, do you? 

Alderman Manoney. — That has nothing to do with this case. 3 

Mr. HaypEen. — I am testing his information, that is all. You didn’t 
know that, did you? 

Mr. Lunp. —I don’t see that that would have any effect on the ques- 
tion here. 

Mr. Dana.—It would show the judgment of New York on that 
subject. 

Mr. Hayprn. — I want to test this man’s knowledge of the disease. 

Mr. Lunp. — The example of New York is not to be followed. 


‘The CHAIRMAN. — I suppose the bringing in of New York is simply 
to show the steps that are taken there. 

Mr. HaypENn. — [ am testing his knowledge of the disease, that is 
all. 


Mr. LuNp.— You are not properly testing his knowledge of the 
disease. You are merely testing his knowledge of what other cities 
have provided in the way of ordinances. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Well, you didn’t-know that, did you? I ask 

you the question. ' 

A. Tell me precisely what I didn’t know. 

Q@. Lasked you if you knew whether the Board of Health of New 
York posted property where consumption existed, refused to admit 
people in there ? ‘ 

A. Dolunderstand you whether they post such property ? 

Y. Where consumption is found to exist — that is, private houses ? 

A. Private houses where there is consumption ? 

Q:. Yes, ‘siz. 

A. I should be very sorry to know such a fact. 

Q- Well, you don’t know it? 

A. No, I don’t know it; and when it is carried on to such an extent 
as that I think the next step would be to confine any person in a prison 
or institution who was so unfortunate as to have consumption, which | 
think would be a dreadful thing. 

Q. : (By Mr. Lunp.) Or treating them as they do the tuberculous 
cows! 

‘A. Yes. ; 

@. (By Mr. Dana.) I would like to ask one question. Are you 
familiar with the State statistics in reference to mortality from consump- 
tien : 
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A. Well, I have been familiar with them more or less all my life- 
time. 

. Yes, sir. Well, do you know —I suppose you do— that they 
show that the mortality from consumption is much greater in dense 
districts than in sparsely settled districts ? 

A. {should suppose it would be. 

Y. Well, don’t you think that fact is attributable to the fact that con- 
sumption can be communicated and is communicated ? 

A. No, not by any means. 

@., What would you give as your explanation ? 

A. The same reason that all diseases in densely populated districts 
are more severe — it is so much more difficult to keep the hygienic con- 
ditions perfect, as in the North End. 

Y. Well, did you know that that was not true of pneumonia ? 

A. That it is not true of pneumania ? 

@. Yes, what you have just said ? 

A. That it is not contagious ? 

Y. ‘That the mortality from pneumonia is not in a ratio to the density 
of the population ? 

A. ‘Then I should consider that rather an accidental condition than 
following from the density of the population. 

@. I want to read to you two or three lines trom a statement by 
Dr. Cornet. 

eer ho? 

@. Cornet. I[ think he isa German physician. Possibly I am mis- 
taken about'that; he may be a French physician. ‘‘ The returns fur- 
nished by thirty-eight hospitals, served by Catholic sisters and brethren, 


and embracing a yearly average of 4,020 attendants, showed the num- 


ber of deaths during the period mentioned to be 2,099. The propor- 
tion of deaths from this malady — that is, consumption — to the total 
number of deaths is known to be very high, reaching from one-fifth to 
one-seventh of the whole. In the hospitals this proportion was enor- 
mously increased. It rose on the average to almost two-thirds, or-close 
upon sixty-three per cent. of the total number of deaths. In nearly 
half the hospitals even this high proportion was surpassed, the deaths 
in these amounting to three-fourths of the whole.” Would you not be 


‘surprised, after what you have stated, to find the statistics to be of that 


character ? 

A. I don’t know that J fully comprehend that from your reading. 

Y. Iwill hand you the statement. 

A. (Examining paper.) I think we have a matter which will explain 
precisely this, if we can have the statistics of the number of deaths, the 
percentage of deaths, in the Consumptives’ Home. (To Dr. Mallory). 
Have you the statistics of the percentage of deaths of patients in the 
Consumptives’ Home ? 

Mr. Matiory. — Of the number there and the number of deaths ? 

The Witness. — Of the number there and the number of deaths. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) I ask you, Doctor, how you explain that state- 
ment ? 

A. lam endeavoring to get at the explanation. 

Y. Well, that is another matter. 

A. No, Jam getting at the explanation of this one thing. 

Q. (By the CuHairman.) Well, Doctor, is it not true that all the 
patients in this hospital are incurables ? 

A. Yes, it was just that point I was coming at. 

Q. Idon’t know that it is necessary to read the statistics, in that case. 

A. Precisely the same thing occurs in other hospitals for consump- 
tion. It isn’t on account of the 'crowding together of those with the 
disease. That was the point which I wished to get at. 
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Q. (By Mr. Dana.) These statistics, you understand, refer to the 
attendants ? ) 

A. The attendants? 

@. Yes, nurses. 

A. I should need to look over those statistics. 

Mr. Lunp. — Do you mean by that that you are showing the mortality 
of the nurses ? 

Mr. Dana. — Yes. 

Mr. Lunp. — Oh, I didn’t get at your point. 

Mr. Dana. —I was showing statistics to the effect that the deaths 
from consumption among the attendants and nurses was greatly larger 
in hospitals where consumption was taken care of than in others. 

The Witness.—I can well understand that, from another cause. 
The nurses who have the care of consumptives are those who are, as a 
rule, of an extremely sensitive, sympathetic disposition, and who would 
themselves, outside of the hospital, be more likely to take the disease 
than any other classes of nurses. ‘T’hat is, it might be so, and, as far as 
my experience is concerned, it is so. 

Y. But if consumption is contagious, it is not likely that it is due to 
the contagiousness of consumption ? 

A. No, I don’t think it is. 

QY. ‘That wouldn’t be your corclusion from the statistics ? 

A. No, it would not.

Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) Has your School passed some resolutions or 
adopted them ? 

A. The Society ? 

Q. The Society. 

A. In the Boston Homoeopathic Medical Society the matter was 
brought up and discussed, and they did pass some resolutions. 

@.° Have you those resolutions ? 

A. I have not those resolutions. They were passed without a single 
dissenting voice. 

Q. (By Alderman MAHONEY.) How many members were present 
at the time ? 

A. I couldn’t say with certainty. There are 225 members of the 
Society, I think, and I suppose there were about 100; my idea would be 
that there were 100 present. — 


STATEMENT BY FREDERICK B. Percy, M.D. 


Q. (By Mr. Lund.) What is your full name, Doctor ? 

A. Frederick B. Percy. 

QY. What school of medicine are you connected with ? 

A. Jam professor in the Boston University School of Medicine. 

QY. How long have you been in practice ? 

A. Sixteen years. 
, Y. Have you any connection with the State Hospital for Consump- 
tives ? 


A. lam one of the trustees of the State Hospital for Consumptives. 

Y. Have you made consumption a study ? 

A. Not a special study — only in connection with work which I 
have been doing at the Medical School for the last ten years, and neces- 
sarily, during the last year, since having been appointed one of the 
trustees, in considering the matter of the proper construction of a 
hospital and its location. 

Q. Are you acquainted with the Cullis Consumptives’ Home, its 
location, ete. ? 
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A. Lam. I know it well. fe 

@. Now, will you state in your own way what you have to say about 
it — its location, and its danger, if any, to the community? 1 would 
rather you would do it that way than interrogate you. 

A. ‘There can be nothing said against its location, considering those 
who are its inmates. It is ideally located for that purpose. In regard 
to its being a menace to those who are about, it seems to me it is not 
comparable as a menace to the park itself, which is in immediate con- 

-tiguity, and on any public day there 100 times more people afflicted 
with consumption who are expectorating upon the grounds and riding 
in the cars than this institution holds during a whole year. 

@. Located there bya public park, what would be the danger to the 
people going in and out of the park were this hospital conducted in a 
proper manner ? 

A. Absolutely none. 

Y. Compared with the same inmates, supposing that the home was 
now discontinued and they were thrown back into their own homes all 
through the city, going upon the streets and about as they might wish, 
what would be, in your judgment, the relative danger to the community 
to what it is to have them in the hospital ? 

A. It is impossible to compute it, from the fact that in one case 
there would be a constant source of danger to those with whom they 
came in contact. Properly managed in the institution, there is no 
question that they are no longer a menace to the community nor to 
those who come in contact with them. The question of location 
is an interesting one, because at the time the Board of Trus- 
tees were considering the question of a location of a State hospital. 
in order that there might be no mistake and no possible reflection 
after the hospital was built, a circular letter was sent to every physician 
in the State of Massachusetts asking him his opinion as to the most de- 
sirable place for the erection of a hospital, with the idea in view of 
building a hospital, please remember, which is a very distinct and very 
different thing from a home. In reply to that letter there came nearly 
2,000 answers. It was a strange and significant fact that so many of 
the replies advocated the location in which the physicians lived ; and sub- 
sequent to that there appeared before the Board of Trustees numberless 
people urging the trustees of this hospital to build a hospital for con- 
sumptives in their immediate neighborhood — and that, too, with the 
idea not of accommodating only 200 patients, which this hospital is to 
do, but accommodating the increasing number of which that is a mere 
pittance. In the consideration of this subject another matter has been 
brought clearly before the Board of Trustees and that is a matter which, 
it seems to me, cannot be too strongly dwelt upon — that this is but an 
opening and that every community, every city, through out the Common- 
wealth, and, in fact I may say, throughout the country, must care for 
its own consumptives, and particularly those who are unable to be 
transported, as they would have to be of necessity in case they should 
go to the place where the State hospital is to be built. This home does 
fulfil for the city of Boston in particular, that need. No one can be 
connected with hospital work — [ mean active hospital work — without 
being firmly convinced of the need of some such home for those who 
come into our hospitals and into our dispensaries. There never has 
been in the last three or four years, during my connection with the. 
Massachusetts Homceopathic Hospital, one single term of service when 
the question of what to do with some poor woman afflicted with con- 
sumption did not present itself to me for solution and many times this 
has been the only place where they could be sent. The rules in the 
hospitals are absolutely inviolable — that a case of phthisis, the diag- 
nosis having been made, is no longer to be tolerated in the building. 

Y. So this Consumptives’ Home is the only place? 
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A. Yes. Of course, the idea of this new State hospital, which we 
expect to” be constructed and in operation in about a year, is to take 
patients in the early stage, under the most favorable circumstances, 
with the idea of restoring their health and bringing them into the com- 
munity once more as working people. 

Q. Doctor, whether you regard it as absolutely necessary for the city 
of Boston to have one or more — say a suflicient number — of con- 
sumptive hospitals or homes to take care of its poor consumptive people, 
within the limits of the city? - 

A. They are a matter of absolute necessity. Remember that I say 
a home, not a hospital. 

Q. Yes,ahome. What will be the result to the health of the city 
of Boston if such a home is not provided P es 

A. There is no question but what tuberculosis will be increased 
among the families of those people who are now cared for by this insti- 
tution. 

Q. Whether, in your judgment, the location of this Consumptives’ 
Home is more apt tu scatter contagion in that location than it would be 
were it in a lower, more thickly settled portion of the city ? 

A. Not nearly so likely to. More than that, I cannot consider that 
that place is a menace at all, because with the proper precautions which 
will be used in a hospital newly constructed, with the precautions which 
[am confident those having the matter in charge are willing to carry 
out, the element of danger is practically nil. 

Y. What danger do you consider there is from the breath of a con- 
sumptive ? 

A, Absolutely none, except in those rare instances where there may 
be a small amount of mucus which is expectorated with the breathing 
out. Consumption is not contagious from the breath. 

Y. There must be come mucus connected with it ? 

ioe es; 

Y. I don’t know but the question is a little ridiculous, but as long as 
one physician has raised the question — supposing a bird should pick 
up some mucus that was expectorated on the grass around that home, 
carry it for miles and then deposit it,and that a spear of grass should 
grow up with that in it and a cow should eat it, what would be the 
effect upon the cow? . 

A. The problem is too difficult a one for me to answer, but I would 
merely say this, in connection with what | brought up a moment ago, 
that the sputum about the grounds, which we feel perfectly confident 
will be entirely controlled, is no more an element of danger than sputum 
constantly cast broadcast in Franklin park during any holiday, and in 
fact during almost any day in the year. 


CROSS—-EXAMINATION. 


Y. (By Mr. Dana.) Doctor, you believe that consumption is con- 
tagious, of course? 

A. From the dried sputum. 

@. Yes, sir; and carried from one patient to another ? 

A. Yes, sir. I believe also that many cases— and I think that Koch 
is one of the most firm believers in the fact —that many cases of tuber- 
culosis, in fact the majority of the cases, are through the milk of cows. 
That matter is now being controlled absolutely by the State of Massa- 
chusetts, so that we are limiting that one factor as a cause of the spread 
of tuberculosis. 

@%. You testify that you don’t believe the maintenance of this insti- 
tution out there in Dorchester is dangerous? 

A. Iam confident it is not. 

Q. Well, on what ground ? 
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A. It has existed there, to my certain knowledge, for twenty-five 
years. I have been acquainted with the institution for sixteen years 
and during that time I was for a year in this immediate neighborhood 
practising. During that time I had no eases of phthisis in that imme- 
diate vicinity. It is reasonable to suppose that in that length of time, 
practising about there, I should have had some cases if the disease had 
spread. More than that, some of my very best friends live there, and 
some — 

Q. But if the testimony were that twelve to twenty patients had had 
consumption in the immediate vicinity of the hospital would you be 
willing to testify that they didn’t get it from the hospital ? 
~ A. If it occurred inthe length of time that was stated by the 
gentleman who testified before me, I should say it was an unusually 
good record for any location. 

@. (By Mr. Lunn.) You would expect more? 

A. Farmore. ‘That is in the city of Boston and its environments. 

Q@. (By Mr. Dana.) Well, what would you say as to those figures 
I read in reference to the German hospitals ? : 

A. I should have to ask you if those figures were with reference to 
the period prior to the last three years? 

@. Undoubtedly. 

A. Then I should think that they were not at all relevant, because 
then the precautions existing against the spread of phthisis in hospitals 
on the other side were practically useless. I speak from experience} 
because I have been there. 

@. Then you put the question, as a practical matter, on the question 
of control of the sputum? 

A. Yes, sir; most assuredly. I claim that the people in the institu- 
tion are far better protected and are far less of a menace to the com- 
munity than if they were living about where most of them would live 
if they were not in this institution, without any precautions. 

Q. Would they not be still less of a menace if the hospital were | 
placed in some isolated spot ? 

A. It could not then fulfil its mission. 

Ff @. Are there any more isolated spots than this in the city of Boston ? 

A. Iknow of no place so admirably adapted for it. 

Q. How about West Roxbury? 

A. Itis too far. 

(). From what? 

A. The city of Boston. A great many people will not send patients 
there. A great many people will not allow members of their family to 
go that distance, when they will allow them to go to Grove Hall or 
Quincy street. : 

Q. Don’t you think that section would accommodate the people of 
Boston, as a whole, as well as Dorchester ? 


A. As well as Grove Hall? No, I think not. 

@. You spoke of certain letters to which you received 2,000 answers? 
As Yes. 

Q. Those letters were sent out to physicians, weren’t they ? 

Eten C8. 

q 


. And wouldn’t the physicians have a personal interest in having 
the hospital located in that vicinity ? 

A. Absolutely none. The governing Board would be appointed 
from Boston, from men who pay special attention to the treatment of 
phthisis. 

Q. Aren’t physicians generally desirous of being near some hospital ? 

A. For an institution of this kind there ean be no desire which I can 
understand for one moment. On the contrary, it is a menace to them 
as citizens, a menace to their family, a menace to their children, if there 
is any menace in an institution of that kind, 
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Q. Do you mean to say that consumption cannot be communicated 
by the breath at all? 

A. I simply quote one or two authorities who are supposed to be 
unanswerable and who make that statement, and if I had my books 
here I could read to you the statement. 

(. Well, you have heard of the experiment with a glass plate ? 

. Lhave heard of it. 

@. Well, don’t you think that that took place ? 

A. It has never been accepted as a truism in tuberculosis. 

Q. Well, I ask you about that experiment. Are you inclined to deny 
that ? 

A. Ishould feel that it could be answered in exactly the same way 
that I answered whether consumption could be.communicated by the 
breath — that there may have been some small amount of mucus that 
was deposited upon the glass slidé. 

Dr. MaLtory. —I would like to interrupt here for a moment. In 
the testimony of Dr. Ernst the reference was not to breathing on a glass ; 
it was coughing on a glass. It does not require expert medical testi- 
mony to see the difference between coughing and breathing on a glass. 

Mr. Dana.— I understood that it was breathing on a glass. 

Dr. MaLiory. — No, coughing on a glass, and, of course, that would 
bring the sputum. 

The Witness. — Well, I have answered the question fully. 


Mr. Dana. —I understood by Dr. Durgin’s report that it was 
breathing. 

Dr. Mattory. — No, coughing. 

Mr. Haypen. — Dr. Durgin said breathing. 

Dr. MatLory. — I can show you the printed report of the Board of 


Health, where it says ‘‘ coughing,” not ‘‘ breathing.” 

The Witness. — I think I have answered it. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Do you know how many of the inmates of 
this institution come from Boston anc how many from other places — 
what percentage ? 

A. That is a question I couldn’t answer. I never have been connected 
in a responsible way with the institution. 

(. Supposing it should turn out that more than a third of these 
inmates came from outside of the city of Boston, is it necessary 
to have that institution for those people in the city of Boston ? 

A. Most assuredly not, except in this way — which was dwelt upon 
by one who has preceded me — that the location of a hospital is a very 
important factor in its maintenance or discontinuance. <A change, of 
course, always acts detrimentally. 

A Well, as far as the public health is concerned, the location of the 
hospital should be in an isolated place, should it not, for the better pro- 
tection of the public health ? 

A. Itis not for that purpose that it is isolated. 

. That is not the question I asked you. 

A. No, it is not. 

(. It is not necessary that the location should be in an isolated place 
for the better protection of the public health ? 

A. MNO, atismot. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) If the strictest care were not taken, however, 
there would be danger ? 

A. Certainly, but not comparable to the danger that these people 
would be constantly giving out if they were not there. 

Dr. Matiory. — Before calling upon Mr. Merrill I would like 
to refer, in view of the line of examination that has been taken by one 
of the counsel here to-day, to the testimony at the last hearing. You 
remember the nurse who had been there twenty-eight years — 

The CHAIRMAN. — That is all in the testimony. 
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Mr. Haypen. — It is all in the testimony, what is the use of wasting 
the time of the committee. 


STATEMENT BY FRANK T. MERRILL. 


Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) Your fullname, Mr. Merrill ? 
A. Frank T. Merrill. I told Mr. Mallory that I would very gladly 
give my testimony for what it was worth here, 2s one who had been a 
neighbor of the home for anumber of years. At present I live some 
distance beyond, in Dorchester, but for five years,I was probably the » 
nearest neighbor to the home, and as such it was constantly before my 
eyes. Before moving there I had considerable knowledge of the home 
from the interest which I had in some of its inmates and interest which 
my family —my mother and one of my sisters — had in many of them. 
They were accustomed to visit the place and knew about it. I can 
testify simply that that knowledge had no effect one way or the other in 
influencing us in becoming the nearest neighbor of the home; that while 
we were there the home was, so far as I was concerned, unobjectionable, 
that the disposition of its managers was to render it so in every respect. 
The first time I saw Mr. Mallory was when his little church there was 
the place of some extra meetings which he was conducting, and the 
ringing of the bell was somewhat of an annoyance to members of my 
family. I stepped across to ask if it was necessary that that bell should 
be rung at all hours of the day. He was holding meetings, it seemed 
to me, very early and very late. As I went into the place I met him — 
the first time I ever saw him—and he very courteously and _ kindly 
caused the offensive bell to cease ringing. We were not troubled 
further. An inquiry on the part of Dr. Cullis as to whether the home 
was a nuisance to us brought out the fact that some of the inmates did 
come over and sit on the steps of the church quite close to our own 
door, so that they were in evidence there more than was agreeable. 
This was not a complaint made on our part, but the knowledge came in 
that way to Dr. Cullis, and after that we didn’t see any more of them. 
These things showed to us a disposition on the part of the managers 
of the home to make it as inoffensive as possible to the neighbors. 
My removal from the place had nothing whatever to do with the fact 
that the home was there. Perhaps that is the substance of my testimony 
— that a five years’ residence as the nearest neighbor developed 
no nuisance on the part of this institution, which was under our eyes all 
the time, and there was this disposition on the part of its managers 
to conduct it in a way that should not be in the least an annoyance to 
those near at hand. I can also say that since that time the members of 
my family have been accustomed from time to time to visit the patients 
in the home. Having made the acquaintance of some of them, and an 
interest being aroused, they continued, and still continue, to go there 
whenever it is convenient, and this matter of fear on account of con- 
tagion has been a thing that has not affected them one way or the other. 
It has seemed to us as the record of these hearings has come up, that 
there was an amount of panic which was largely in excess of anything 
having a basis in the facts of the case. I simply wish to show that, so 
far as we were concerned, having considerable knowledge of the insti- 
tution, as it was before us, there was no objection to the institution. 
Of course, as far as visiting is concerned, the knowledge comes to me 
second-hand ; but members of my family who are now visiting, and who 
have been accustomed to go there, have never been in any way injured, 
and we do not apprehend any injury. 

Q. You do not regard it as any objection to the location, do you ? 

A. Well, we did not, sir. As I say, we went there being acquainted 
with the work of the home, and our leaving had no reference whatever 
to it.

Q. You think that is the most suitable spot in the city ? 

A. I didn’t say that. 

(). (By Mr. Haypen.) You didn’t think consumption was con- 
tagious when you moved away, did you? 

‘A. Not at all. 


STATEMENT BY J. P. SUTHERLAND, M.D. 


(By Mr. Lunp.) What is your full name ? 
J. P. Sutherland. 

You are a physician ? 

A physician. 

And have been for how long ? 

Seventeen years. . 

And what position do you now hold in any institution ? 

I am a member of the staff of the Massachusetts Homoeopathic 
Hospital, and I am on the consulting board.of the Westboro Hospital, 
in Massachusetts; I am connected also with the Medical School, as a 
professor of anatomy. 

@. Where do you reside? 

(). On Commonwealth avenue, No. 9d. 

@. Are you in any way acquainted with this Cullis Consumptive 
Home P 

A. Only as an ordinary citizen of Boston might be acquainted with 
it. I have never visited it. I have never been in its interior. Tam 
simply interested in it as one of the charities of the city of Boston — 
that is, one of the private charities. 

QO: Now, Doctor, what have you to say with regard to the contagious 
character of consumption and its treatment, to protect the health of va 
citizens of Boston ? 

A. It seems to me that that question can be answered in a com- 
paratively few minutes. A very few statements are necessary. Con- 
sumption is unquestionably, in a technical sense, contagious. It owes 
its origin to @ micro-organism, and this micro-organism passes from 
one individual to another. by means of the atmosphere. | think that the 
ideas concerning the contagiousness of consumption have been tre- 
mendously exaggerated, and I will illustrate it in. this way: If a case 
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of small-pox were to be introduced into a colony of say 100 indi- 
viduals who had been previously perfectly healthy, who had no tainted 
constitutions, or anything of that sort, in all probability seventy or 
eighty or perhaps ninety per cent. of those people exposed to the influ- 
ence of the small-pox would succumb to the disease, to the infection. In 
regard to consumption, however — that is, pulmonary tuberculosis — the 
probability is that if a case of consumption were introduced into a 
colony of say 100 people who had been previously healthy, and who 
were at that time strong and in the enjoyment of good health, it is not 
at all unlikely that that case of consumption might exist there for slx 
months or longer, or might actually terminate its course, without com- 
municating the disease to another individual. That is, it is contagious 
to a certain extent, but very, very slightly so. Physicians live in hos- 
pitals where consumptives are treated, and they live there for years 
without contracting the disease. Students and bacteriologists work in 
laboratories— as I do myself — where the sputum of consumptives is 
examined, perhaps almost daily, and we have no fear of contracting 
the disease. There is one thing to bear in mind with regard to the 
microbe that has to do with the contagion of tuberculosis. This microbe 
adheres to moist surfaces. As long as a surface is moist you cannot 
get that microbe away from it except by mechanical force. When the 
sputum has become dried and pulverized, of course the microbes are 
simply wafted about through the air as ordinary dust. There is 
one other point that people overlook, and that I think physicians are 
too apt to overlook, in connection with just this question of the con- 
tagion of consumption. It is this, that a special soil is required in 
which this germ may grow. That is, a special predisposition is nec- 
essary in order for the disease to develop. We are all endowed, all 
inherit, we will say, a certain amount of resistance against this and 
other forms of micro-organisms. Ordinarily we can resist these micro- 
organisms very successfully, because we are all exposed to them. It 
is utterly impossible for us to escape them. Even here in this room 
we are exposed to the bacillus of tuberculosis. We cannot live twenty- 
four hours, a single day, without being exposed to it. But we have 
within us this power of resistance that enables us to throw off the offend- 
ing germ or to destroy it within our bodies, so that it does absolutely no 
mischief. So far as the spread of the disease is concerned, that can be 
absolutely prohibited — not by removing the patients toa wilderness, and 
keeping thera apart from their fellowmen, but by treating them right 
here inour very midst. Al] physicians who have been in practice for any 
length of time have certainly seen a case of tuberculosis exist in a family, 
and run its course to a fatal issue, withour any other member of the fam- 
ily contracting the disease. Thiscan be done in every case, provided the 
individuals of the family or of the community possess the required quality 
of resistance, by simply destroying the expectoration, that is the sputum 
in which the germs live. That can be done by burning it up, destroy- 
ing it by chemical process, or in various ways. My own opinion in 
regard to the danger of a house or a hospital in which consumptives are 
treated — that is, the danger of such an institution to the community — is 
that it is not a menace to public health. It is not a particularly danger - 
ous affair. That is, from my own personal standpoint. I bave no 
hesitation, as I say, in handling the sputum from these cases or in ex- 
amining the germs very freely at any time, orin living in the immediate 
neighborhood where consumptive cases are treated. It seems to me that 
to have such an institution as the Cullis Home is a very great advantage 
to a city, because if these cases are contagious, if they give out a conta- 
gious principle, it is a good deal better to have 20, 30, 40, 50, 60, or 100 
such patients gathered together in one place, where they can be over- 
looked and their sputum collected and destroyed, than to have them 
scattered about throughout the community, because in the first case we 
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have only one focus for contagion, whereas if they were scattered we 
would have as many separate foci as there were patients in different 
houses through the community. I would plead, if I could, not for the 
removal or the obliteration of this institution, but for the establishment 
of larger and similar institutions, not away off in other parts of the 
State but right within our midst, where poor people can be taken and 
where they can be treated during their hours of need. . I look upon this 
Cullis Institution not as a hospital, but as a home, a place where people 
advanced in the disease, probably beyond all hope of cure, can go and 
have their last days made as comfortable as possible. There is one thing, 
also, in regard to the contagion, that just occurs tome. Itis well known 
that where eases are far advanced, as so many of the cases are in the 
Cullis Home, there are very few bacilli to be found in their sputum. 
Oftentimes as the patient is nearing his end, there may be no bacilli at 
all found in the sputum. So that an institution like the Cullis Home 
is far less dangerous to health than the hospitals where the more acute 
cases are treated. I think, also, itis a mistake to think of separating 
these poor unfortunates from their fellow-men by sending them away 
out into the country, isolating them and treating them as “if they were 
criminals, punishing them, in a way, by not allowing them to see 
their friends, because poor people, of course, cannot travel very far 
to see their relatives in institutions. They cannot afford to do so. 
I consider it more or less barbarous to treat such patients as you 
would treat criminals. They are not criminals in any sense of the 
word. They are simply unfortunates, and the great majority of these 
consumptives, and consumptives everywhere are so, not through any 
fault of their own, but more probably through some fault of their 
ancestors. That is, their parents may have transgressed the laws of 
nature in some way and so have transmitted to their offspring a tainted 
constitution, — that is, a constitution unable to resist this and other 
micro-organisms. So that, instead of pleading for the remoyal of this 
institution to a distance, I should plead for its retention where ‘it is: and 
I should plead also for the establishment of similar institutions right 
here in the city of Boston. Much more might be said, of course. 1 
might keep on indefinitely, but 1 think perhaps I have ‘expressed my 
views concerning the contagiousness of the disease. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Where should you advise that this State 
institution be located — in the city or the country ? 

A. Well, this State institution is a hospital—I tried to make that 
point clear awhile ago, where patients may be cured, you know. In 
that case I would advise putting them where they could get the best 
hygienic surroundings — that is, on high land, and land, for instance, 
where there are pine-trees or trees of the pine order, and where there 
is a hilly country, where they can get exercise by walking up and down 
hill expanding the lungs, and so forth. [I should advise the location, in 
that case, in such a situation as I now describe — not for the protection 
of the community, but for the cure of the patients, for the sake of the 
patients, so that they might be so placed that they could get all the 
advantages of climate. and all the advantages of out-door exercise. It . 
would be. as I s say, not for the protection of the community, but for the 
sake of the patients. 


Cross—EX AMINATION. 


.Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Doctor, you spoke of treating this expectora- 
tion. Do you take it in a liquid form or in a dry form! ? 

A, No, we have it in a liquid form, because that is the only way in 
which it can be easily and quickly manipulated. 

(. Well, there is no danger from it while in the liquid form ? 

A. No, that is what claim. 
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-Q. So that you don’t intend to give the impression to the committee 
that you are carrying on any dangerous occupation ? 

A. Yes, it might be dangerous if we should allow the sputum to get 
dry — that is, if we should allow the bottles containing it or the rags upon. 
which it is placed, or the microscopic slides on which it might be laid, 
to remain in the laboratory, uncovered or exposed. In that case it 
would be a source of danger, perhaps not to myself or to my assistants, 
-but to those who had a predisposition to the disease. 

@. You regard consumption as dangerous — that is, regard the 
disease a& being contagious, do you not? 

A. Dangerous if we have that other very, very important factor, a 
factor, if we may say so, more important than the bacillus, that is, the 
predisposition to the disease. 

Q@. That predispositon exists in any community, does it not? 

A. Yes, in any community. 
 Q. Then, if the predisposition exists, the bacilli are dangerous ? 

A. Qh, yes, certainly so. If people are peculiarly prone to such 
trouble I should look upon consumption as, to such a degree, dangerous ; 


yes. 


Q. Isn’t it a fact that the majority of people are prone to the disease ? 
A. No, I don’t think so. 

Q@. Don’t more people die of consumption than of any other disease ? 
A. Other diseases put together? 

Q. No, any other single disease ? 

A. Yes,sir. I believe those are our statistics here. But I think it 


would be better to look at the question in this way — whether more 
patients die of consumption than of all other infectious diseases, or 
more suffer from it than from all other infectious diseases, because it 
is a disease that is infectious. 
. Do you know that the people who died of consumption in Massa- 

chusetts in 1894 numbered 5,463 ? 

A. I didn’t know the exact number; no. 

@. And that the number who died from pneumonia, cholera infan- 
tum, diphtheria, and croup, and so on, scales down from 4,000 to 2,600 
and 1,800? 

A. Yes, I believe so. 

@. Avery large proportion of the deaths come from consumption, 
don’t they P | 

A. Qh, that is very true; certainly. That, of course, must be ad- 
mitted. 

Q. Do you think the disease may be communicated by the breath? | 

A. Not in the very least. It cannot be. 

Q. Then do you disagree with Dr. Durgin who says in his report — 

“les a 

Y. Dr. Durgin, who says in his report: ‘‘It is an established fact 
that consumption is an infectious disease which may be communicated 
directly by the breath of the diseased person, or more conmonly and in- 
directly from the dried sputum in the form of dust ”? ; 

A. Well, now, that is to be explained in this way, that the bacilli 
are not contained technically in the breath. ‘The sputum, or the mucus, 
which is ordinarily expectorated, will collect oftentimes upon the lips or 
the gums, and then the sputum may dry, but it cannot be in the very 
least communicable by the breath. When the sputum dries, just as it 
does in diphtheria, — when the sputum or mucus dries upon the lips, as 
the result of fever or the result simply of the evaporation of moisture, 
then any current of air-— it may be a current from a door or may be a 
current of breath, may take the bacilli. But the bacilli are not in the 
technical breath, the physiological breath. The sputum may dry on the 
lips of the individual, and the individual may puff the bacilli away. 
That is true of diphtheria. If we want to discover whether a patient 
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has diphtheria or not we never ask him to breathe into a culture bottle, 
upon a culture plate, or a slide having a culture medium on it, although, 
sometimes, we can get a bacillus in that way. But we take a little 
spatula or platinum wire, or something of the sort, and actually remove 
some of the mucus or membrane from the throat. It is not in the 
breath, although, as I say, the bacilli, by the drying of sputum upon the 
lips, may be wafted into the universe, we may say. I should claim, 
however, that the physiological breath is not in the least dangerous. 

@. <Aren’t consumptives regarded as so dangerous, as one of the 
physicians has testified, as to be excluded from hospitals ? 

A. They are excluded from hospitals for many reasons, the chief 
reason being that they are chronic cases and if kept in hospitals would 
stay months, sometimes for years, and thus exclude acute cases. ‘That 
is the great reason why they are excluded from hospitals —- because 
they are chronic cases, not because they are contagious, because they 
are not. one-hundredth as contagious as diphtheria, and dipththeritic 
patients are admitted into hospitals almost by the hundred. I should 
claim, for instance, that the new City Hospital buildings on Massachu- 
setts avenue were far more dangerous to the community in their 
neighborhood than half a dozen institutions like the Consumptives’ 
Home. 

Q. Would you regard this hospital as less dangerous if it were 
placed in an isolated spot ? 

A. No, nota particle. The testimony offered early in the course of 
the hearings went to show that such innocent birds as the sparrow 
might be the means of disseminating the disease — that, in fact, they 
did actually flock around the Cullis Home, pick up sputum, go away 
and drop it in pastures, where it was eaten by cows and by chickens, 
poisoning the milk of the cows and infecting the chickens. It was, in 
fact, quite an affecting little tale. 

Q. You have heard the testimony about the patients walking about, 
and how they were the means of disseminating the germs ? 

A. No, I am sorry to say that Ihave not been able to follow the 
hearings at all minutely. : 

Q. Ithink if you had you would have a little different idea about 
the hospital. 

A. Well, I drive about there occasionally. I don’t know how many 
are out, how many are free, but I do know that a consumptive is no 
more dangerous out there than he is here on School street or Washing- 
ton street or elsewhere. In fact, he is not so much so, beeause there 
are fewer people liable to be exposed to his influence. 


REDIRECT EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Lunpb.) Supposing, Doctor, they used spit-cups or spit- 
cloths, so that the sputum was all saved and burned up, would there be 
any danger ? 

A. I think there would be no danger at all. That is the way we 
bring up-our consumptive patients at the present time. That is, we 
educate them to save all the sputum, and we impress upon them to be 
sure to wipe it from their lips, so that none of it dries. ‘That is a great 
point of danger. We do that in our private practice. 


REcCROSS EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Would you say that the hospital had been 
properly run, in the light of modern science, if you had heard that until 
within a month or two they had taken none of these precautions ? 

A. Well, in the light of modern science, no, but modern science, of 
course, has to do with to-day, and not with ten years ago. . 
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Q@. Well, should not those changes have been made, those precau- 
tions taken, long ago in any proper ‘ly run institution ? 

A. Well, it goes, of course, without saying, that as soon as we have 
a remedy for the evil that remedy ought to be applied. 

@. Well, the remedy has been known for the last ten years P 

A. Known to some people, but not generally. 

@. Sufficiently well so that the parties in charge of ‘that institution 
ought to have put those requirements in force ? 

A. That may be, certainly. It has been known — I don’t know how 
many years, but certainly for some little time it has been known. 


STATEMENT BY Mrs. HELEN REA. 


Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) What is your full name?

@. Have you had any connection with the Cullis Consumptive

Q. How often have you been there, doctor ? 

A. Ihave not been there very often, because I have just been ap- 
pointed. I have been there several times though, in the past. 

Q. Now. Doctor, if you will make your statement in your own way 
with regard to the contagion of consumption and also the Cullis Home, 
as you know it. Se sie 

A. Of course, we all acknowledge that consumption is contagious 
to a certain extent. It is of no use to deny that., But when you say 

‘that it is in the air and you cannot pass a building without being in 
danger of contracting the disease, of course it is exaggerated. If a 
hospital or a home — this is not a hospital, it is a home —if a home or 
a hospital for consumptives is carried on in a proper manner, the sputa 
taken care of and burned or destroyed by chemicals, there is no danger 
to the community. 

. No danger? 

A. Nowsir. 

. Then with a new building, properly cared for, you would say 
there was no danger whatever to the community about there? 

As None. 

Q. What would be the danger if these very consumptives were turned 
‘loose upon the city, sent to their own homes, and were going about the 
streets P | 

A. Well, I think the danger would be in proportion to the number 
of cases. If we have thirty-five patients at the Consumptives’ Home, 
which is about the average now, there would be thirty-five times the 
danger to the people of Boston by allowing them to run the streets and 
to be at their homes, rather than having them at this place. 

Q. Well, Doctor, what is your opinion with regard to the necessity 
of there being consumptive homes in Boston? 

A. Qh, there is no doubt about that. There should be a great many 
more than we have. Of. course, these consumptives that are taken care 
of there are poor people. They live in crowded districts, crowded ten- 
ements, and the neighbors all about, living in that way, of course are 
‘exposed. 

__ Q. And there are but two real consumptive homes in the city, aren’t 
there — the Quincy-street home and yours ? 

A. I think that is all. 

@. And your opinion is that the city should have more of them? 

A. I think it should have more. 

Q. Instead of disposing of these? 

A. Yes. You see, we have probably between 5,000 and 6,000 cases 
of consumption in the city each year. I think last year we had some- 
thing in the neighborhood of 1,400 deaths. Now, these two homes can 
only care for about seventy-five people. 

Q%. Therefore you think it a necessity for the city to continue these 
and to have more?

Cross—EXAMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Don’t you think, Doctor, that the same service 
could be better rendered by having a hospital located in some less 
central district ? 

A. Well, it would be hard to get a less central district that would be 
convenient. 
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& But if you could get such a district it would be better, wouldn't 
‘it! 

A. I think it would be useless. I think it is better where it is, in a 
crowded district. : 

(@. Well, doesn’t the whole question depend on how well the sputun 
is taken care of ? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. Well, would you agree with this doctor who says: ‘I cannot 
accept as valid the assertion that in well-ordered hospitals provision is 
‘invariably made for expectoration into proper vessels, the conversion of 
the sputum into infectious dust being thereby rendered impossible. 
‘Take a case in point: One of the physicians to whose kindness I owe 
the possibility of carrying on my investigations, assured me in the 
most positive manner that the patients in his hospital invariably used 
spittoons. A few minutes after this assurance had been given, and 
under the eyes of the director himself, | drew from the bed of a patient 
a pocket handkerchief filled with half-dried phlegm. I rubbed from 
the wall of the room, at a distance of half a metre from the bed of this 
patient, a quantity of dust, with which, as I predicted, tuberculosis was 
produced. If, therefore, physicians, attendants, and patients do not 
work in unison,” — and so forth. Would you not agree with that doc- 
‘tor that as a practical matter, it is a very difficult thing to take care of 
this sputum ? 

, A. No, I[ think it is a practical thing to take care of the sputum. 

Q. Then you don’t agree with that statement? 

A. 1 don’t agree with him fully; no, sir; and even if I should agree 
‘with him, the danger then would be in very small proportion to the 
‘danger of allowing these patients to roam the streets. 

Q. You think they are a great menace to the city when they do 
‘roam the streets ? 

A. Ibeg pardon? 

Q. You think they are a great menace to the city when they roam

A. | do, when they are going about without any instruction as to 
care. 
* @. You regard them as a menace? 

A. Idoas a general thing; yes, sir; but you must remember that 
this is not a hospital. It is a home, and the rules of a hospital could 
not be carried out so fully at a hospital as they could be at a home, 
because these people are subject to be discharged. If they break the 
rules, if they spit on the ground, they are discharged from the home.

A. People are watching them enough in that vicinity without any 
need of attendants. | 

Q. (By Mr. HaypEN.) It isn’t necessary to have a home in that 
vicinity to accommodate patients who come from outside the city and 
State ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know what percentage come from outside the State ?P 

A. Avery small percentage. I think last year there were six from 
outside the State in the building. 

Q. Six from out of the State ? 

A. Six from out of the State, I think. Perhaps Mr. Mallory could 
tell you more about that. 

Q. (By Mr. Dana.) Don’t you think a spit-rag is a very dirty way 
of taking care of the sputum ? 

A. You cannot avoid it in some cases. That is better than spitting 
on the ground. 

Q. Isn’t it better to have a cup? 

A. Better to have acup in the building or on the grounds, but if a 
patient goes on the street he cannot be expected to carry a cup in his 
hand if he can carry a cloth that will answer the same purpose. 

Q. Isn’t it true that if the sputum dries it can be carried off in the air 
and communicate the disease P 

A. Yes, but it takes some time to dry. 

Q. Yes, but isn’t it likely to dry with the heat of the pocket within a 
day ? 

A Well, within a day, but these cloths are only carried a portion 
of the day. When the patient gets back the cloth is destroyed, if he 
goes out. 

Q@. But the minute the sputum dries it is dangerous ?P 

A. Oh, it is dangerous if dry. 

@. And when you shake that rag you spread the contagion ?

The CHairMAN. — Dr. Sutherland, I believe, desires to answer a 
question. : 


STATEMENT BY J. P. SUTHERLAND, M.D. — Resumed. 


I was asked a question which I am not sure that I answered prop- 
erly. I believe I was asked if I knew that five thousand and some odd 
patients died in Massachusetts last year. 

Mr. Dana. — In 1894. . 

Dr. SUTHERLAND. — Yes, in 1894; and I think one might infer from 
the question, and perhaps from the way it was answered, that there were 
more cases of tuberculosis in Boston than of any other infectious disease. 
The point I want to make is simply this, that out of one hundred cases 
infected with tuberculosis perhaps ninety-nine will die, surely, whereas 
out of one hundred cases infected with diphtheria, under modern treat- 
ment, perhaps only ven or twelve, or anywhere from six to sixteen per 
cent. will die. That is, instead of one recovery, as is the case in tuber- 
culosis, in one hundred cases, there will be anywhere from eighty-tive 
to ninety-five recover. So the number of deaths is absolutely no guide 
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to the number of cases of infectious diseases we have. It is the same 
with scarlet fever. 

Mr. Dana. —I only quoted statistics to show the mortality, how 
deadly the disease was. You stated just now that it is more deadly 
than the other diseases. 

Dr. SUTHERLAND. — That is just the point I wanted to make — be- 
cause tuberculosis is a parasitic disease, and when the parasites get 
into the body it is hard to get them out. They feed until they eat up 
the pasture ; whereas these others are saprophytic diseases. ‘That is, 
they are self-limited ; they run a certain time, and then if the patient 
has power to recover he simply recovers. But the figures as read to 
me gave me the impression that there were more cases of tuberbu- 
losis. 

Mr. Dana. — No, we are perfectly satisfied with a statement of the 
fact that this disease is more deadly than the others. 


The Chairman declared that the next hearing would be heid on Wed- 
nesday, March 25, at 3 P.M., and that that would be the last hearing.

STATEMENT BY JOHN F. WETHERBEE. 


. (By Mr..Lunp.) What is your full name? 

John F. Wetherbee. 

Where do you live, Mr. Wetherbee ? 

43 Maple street, Roxbury. 

And how near is that to the Consumptives’ Home ? 

Oh, that is 1,000 or 1,200 feet. 

How long have you lived there ? 

I have lived at that place five years — a little over. 

Before living there, where did you live? 

On Schuyler street. 

How far is that from the home? 

About 175 or 180 feet right across the street. 

How long did you live there? 

Ten years, just. 

Then it has been some sixteen years since you went into the 
neighborhood | P 

A. A little over sixteen years; yes, sir. 

Q. Whether you have had any acquaintance with that home since 
you have been there, and, if so, state what. 

A. I have known of the home ever since I have lived there, 
all the while I lived down there, but until lately I have not 
been connected with it as I have been recently. Last Septem- 
ber the trustees had a meeting and appointed me manager and 
superintendent to have a new building constructed, and to have the 
old one taken away, and to cut up the lower part of the land, and to have 
it built over, and they instructed me also to get plans and specifications, 
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and to have a building with all the sanitary appliances that could 
possibly be put in, to have it made as perfect as possible as regards 
plumbing, heating, ventilating, sun-rooms and promenades, and a 
pavilion built out back. Then, by suggestion of Ex-Governor Claflin, I 
got Mr. Frank W. Hurd, of Congress street, to furnish plans, and he 
submitted them to the trustees. ‘They thought it was all right, and we 
went on and had an engineer survey the land and stake out the cellar 
and put up the batterboards. Then we came to a bold stand in the 
matter on account of the remonstrance. 

@. Did you make an application for it? 

Ak MTs 

Q. Anda hearing was had on that, was there? 

A. Yes, sir; we had a hearing before Damrell,-and then it was 
referred over to the Board of Health, and then we had a hearing before 
the Board of Health. 

@. And their report was made? 

A. Yes, they have it here, I believe. 

Q. Yes, I believe that has been put in. 

4. They made a report. 

Mr. Lunp. — Hasn’t it been put in? 

Mr. HAYDEN. — Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) Now it has been testified here that that ground 
is moist, clayey. State what you know about that. 

A. I know it has been testified that it is very low, wet, clayey land. 

Q. Now give us any statistics in regard to that, anything that has 
come within your knowledge. 

A. I deny it in toto. There is nothing that is low about the land, as 
will be shown by the plans I have got here, with the sworn statement of 
the engineer, Mr. Fuller. Mr. Parker testified here the other day that 
Blue Hill avenue was at grade 121. Now, any one who was not used 
to grades would not know but that was very low; but Mr. Morrison, our 
chief surveyor, gives us figures showing that the archway between the 
State House and the Extension on Mt. Vernon street is between 103 and 
104. I have it right here on my book, with his name. We have located 
our building at 139, and the lowest place in Blue Hill avenue, Mr. Parker 
said, is 121. ‘That was according to his sworn statement. He got it 
pretty near — within 10 feet and 5 inches; and the proposed building, 
as we have it projected there, sets 7 feet and 8 inches above Blue Hill 
avenue. It sets 16 feet and 4 inches above Seaver street, 20 feet and 2 
inches above Columbia street, 11 feet 6 inches above Washington street, 
and 36 feet higher than the State House; and the bottom of our cellar 
is 7 feet and four inches above Seaver street, so that anybody can see 
in a moment that it cannot be very low. Did it ever occur to any of 
you gentlemen in riding out to Grove Hall that after you got beyond 
Dudley street, and climbed the hill, when you got out to Grove Hall, in 
the neighborhood of Franklin Park, you were driving over a swamp ? 

Q. Now, as this land is situated, will wash come from the adjoining 
land on to it and make a mud-hole, as I understood Mr. Parker to 
testify ? 

A. No, sir; there is no such place on the land. 

@. Have you had occasion to dig any cellars there ? 

A. Two in the last few months. 

Q. How did you find the soil ? 

A. Good, gravelly, coarse, stony soil, very ledgy.. I used the 
gravel, screening it for concrete, and any man understands, who knows 
anything about such matters, that clayey soil cannot be used in that way. 

Q. Is there any clay there ? 

A. Ihaven’t seen any. There may be a little clay or loam the first 
five or six inches. 

(. But as soon as you strike through that, you strike gravel ? 
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- A. Yes, sir; strike a good, coarse, stony gravel. It is out there now, 
and can be seen by anybody. 

@. You bought some land there, did you not? 

A. I bought a good deal of land around there in that vicinity. 

Q. Yes; of whom have you bought ? 

A. I bought the first lot of land on Schuyler street — where I built 
my house—of Mr. Augustus Parker. That was sixteen and one-half 
years ago. 

@. The petitioner here and the gentleman who testified ? 

iw $Y 08): sir. 

Q. Did you have any conversation with him at that time in regard to 
tthe Consumptives’ Home P ) 

Meet did; yes, sir. 

Q. What did he say about it? 

A. Well, I didn’t know anything about the Consumptives’ Home, and 
IT asked him what that institution was over there, and he said ‘‘ The 
Consumptives’ Home.” I said, ‘‘ Wouldn’t that be an objection?” He 
said, ‘* Not at all, with this nice grove out in front here.” I never found 
any objection to it myself. I lived there, my wife and J, and we never 
had any person come from the home to beg bread or anything of the 
kind, as has been stated here. 

Q. And you lived — 

A. I lived the nearest except one gentleman who has testified. I 
think there was four or five feet difference between us. I lived right in 
front, on Schuyler street, right opposite the home. I bought that land 
from Mr. Parker at twenty-five cents a foot at that time, and the lot 
adjoining my land, that comes nearest to the home of any land there is 
out there that doesn’t belong to the home cannot be bought to-day for 
seventy-five cents a foot. 

Q. You bought, you say, for twenty-five cents sixteen years ago? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, whether it has depreciated or increased ? 

A. Well, you can figure that yourself — from twenty-five cents to 
seventy-five cents. 

Q. Well, it has gained by fifty per cent. How does that compare 
with the rise farther away from the home P 

A. J think within a radius of 1,500 feet of that home — I cannot 
say much about the southeast side of it, because I have not built over on 
the Dorchester side, but within 1,500 feet radius, from the park clear 
down around until you get to Grove Hall — the property has gone up 
more in the last twelve years than anywhere I know of outside of it, 
- because I have built outside and within that radius. 
~. Q. You say you have built within that radius. How many buildings 
or houses have you built within that radius ? 

A. Oh, I have built right in that radius —I couldn’t tell exactly, 
because I have not got the measurements, but I and my partner built 
three or four on Wayne street; I built five on Schuyler street, I built 
two on Maple street, two on Elm Hill avenue, and I built over a little 
farther, a little more than 1,500 feet,-eighteen or twenty houses on Har- 
vard street, Warren street, Waumbeck street, and Howland street. 

Q. Have you sold any of them? : 

_ A. Yes, sir; sold them all, only the one Ilivein. I didn’t want to 
sell that. 

Q. Whether any objection has ever been raised in connection with 
any of your sales, to your knowledge, on account of the Consumptives’ 
Home being in that vicinity ? 

A. I never heard a thing until [ came down here. 

@. Do you own the house that you first lived in? 

A. No, sir, Ido not; I sold it. I lived in it just ten years and I sold 
it for $1,300 more than it cost me, and you cannot buy it of the man

to-day for what he gave me forit. Isold it about three and one-half 
years ago, somewhere about that; I cannot tell exactly. 

OQ: Now, supposing the new home is built where it is proposed and 
_ according to the plans,-what will be its effect upon the surrounding 
pr operty in your judgment ? 

A. Well, that is a pretty hard thing to tell — exactly what effect it 
would have. It would affect Mr. Wilder’s land more than anywhere 
else, because there would be a couple of hundred feet on the back of 
his land there that would come nearer to the home than anybody’s else 
land. But to Mr. Parker’s land, across that 120-foot avenue or boule- 

vard, as they intend to make it, I don’t think it is any objection at all — 
at least not one-hundredth part of the objection it would be to have 
tenement houses built there. 

Q. Well, by those you mean flat houses ? 

A. Yes, sir; the kind we would have put there in a place like that if 
they didn’t have the home. The land wouldn’t be salable for much of 
anything else but that. 

Q. Well, what if the home were taken away, would that be such land 
as centlemen’ s residences would be apt to go upon? 

A. No, it would not—not high-priced residences, because they would 
get back farther. That lies right between Washington street and Blue 
Hill avenue, and it is a dusty place. It would not be for a gentieman’s 
residence so good as it would be upon the hill and away from the ears. 
In that place ‘the cars are going on both sides of it, and you know that 
people don’t like it; especially as a location for an $8,000 or $20,000 
house, such as you would expect to have on that land, on that account. 

Y. Would you regard it as any objection to the park ? 

A. What? — to have the home there? 

@. Yes? 

A. Not the slightest. There is the location of the proposed building, 
setting back here; this is the whole land. There is Blue Hill avenue and 
there is Seaver street, and we are putting that building right in the centre 
of a five-acre lot.

A. Cutitup. There isa ‘Street that doesn’t show there. Is there 
more than one street down there, Mr. Wilder ? 

Mr. WipER.— There is another street that comes right through here. 
There is the street, on the plan laid out by Mr. Morrison. You will 
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find itonthe plans. It used to be there as laid out by the Board of 
Survey, but when the new commission was handed over to the Street 
Commissioners that street was abolished. But that street was put 
through the land It doesn’t amount to anything there, because they 
cannot put any street through here any way.

Mr. MaAtrory. — A little larger, 1 think. 

The Witness. — Here is the park up here, and there are no buildings 
built up around here at all. 

Mr. PARKER. — That is the geographical centre of Boston. 

The Witness. — Yes, if you reckon to the Dedham line and including 
all those woods. I will say that it is the most valuable piece of land I 
have ever had anything to do with, and I have bought a good deal of land 
there and built a good many houses. One gentleman has come here and 
testified that it is too valuable land for a hospital to be built upon; and 
another man has come here and testified, the next minute, that you 
couldn’t raise a barberry bush there; and another man testified that not 
only is the land wet and clayey, but it isn’t good for anything any way. 
I say there is no truth in the statements that have been made about this 
land not being valuable. It is valuable land, and it is good high land. 

Q. (By Ald. Dyar.) Well, there seem to be all kinds of opinions 
upon it. 

A. Well, I have the survey here to substantiate my claim in regard 
to the high land, and there is the sworn statement in regard to it. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) What is that? (Pointing to plan.) 

A. ‘That is ledge, that is ledge, that is ledge, and that is ledge. 

Q. There is a gully right in there back of the hospital ? 

A. Yes, sir; but it is acontinuous grade. Seaver street is right down 
here, and we are twenty feet here above Seaver street. 

Q. Well, here is that big gully right through the land ? 

A. Excuse me — I can tell you what the grades are. Here is where 
the hospital is, and there is a black mark going down there. This goes 
right through past Wilder’s. Here is where it is 124; there it is 124; 
that is the building. Do you see that black mark? That is the lowest 
part of the land. If you figure it here you will see that there it is 123, 
there 124, there 124, and here is Seaver street down here, and there is 
this black mark. This is 122.25; so the lowest part of that land is the 
same as the level of Seaver street, and our cellar is located 7 feet and 
4inches above. Weare going to fill that place right in. That is what 
we intend to do. 

Mr. Parker.— If it is all high land, I don’t see what you want to fill 
it up for. 

The Witness. — Well, it is high; but don’t want to build on the side 
of a hill. 

Mr. Parkrtr.— There is a spring right there that has been there for 
twenty years. ‘ 

The CHAIRMAN. — I think if the gentleman wants to take the stand he 
had better do so, and not get into an argument at this time. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunn.) Now, I want to inquire whether you have, 
during the time you have been there, been aquainted with any of the 
inmates of the home? 

A. No, sit, I have not, only to see them while I have been there the 
last three months. The most I have ever seen at one time were five, 
four men and one lady walking out. I saw every day three and four 
walking out, through September. I never had occasion to see them 
before that — through September, October, and November. 

Q. Did you ever see them have any spit-cups ? 

A. Always. I never saw one without a spit-cup on the grounds. 
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Mr. REYNOLDS. — The only man in five hundred that has ever seen 
one. 

The WitNEss. — I am speaking to a gentleman here — excuse me. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) I will ask you about the fruit — whether any 
fruit has grown heretofore on the premises P 

A. Well, I don’t know the quantity that has erown there until this year. 
I should think there were 20 or 30 bushels of pears there this year when 
I was there. Speaking of the trees there, this land joins right on to the 
Wilder land, there is only a fence between Marshall P. Wilder’s and 
this, and there was a continuation of the two at some time, was ae 
not, Mr. Wilder? 

Mr. WILDER. — No. 

The Witness. — There are pear trees: all through there, just le 
same.

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) Mr. Wetherbee, what is your business ? 

A. J am not in any active business now, sir. I have been in real 
estate and building. | 

@. Is that ycur last business? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you any arrangement with this institution to take the 
remaining land if the new building is built? 

A. No, sir; not any farther than to eut it up and sell it for them if 
lean. There has never been anything done with that. All I was to do 
was to superintend building the hospital and see that it was done prop- 
erly, and the building was to be built under the laws of the city of 
Boston, and under the restrictions of the Board of Health. 

@. Ididn’t ask you that. You were to be paid for that, I suppose ? 


A. I don’t work for nothing. 

Q. Exactly. Have you ever been in the old buildings ?

@. Ever examined them ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Are they fit to be used now for hospital purposes, in your judg- 
ment ? 

A. Fit to be used ? 

@. Yes. 


A. Why, yes, sir; they are fit to be used, but not so good. There 
has been a good deal said about getting rid of ‘that old hospital. What 
we wanted to do was to have the new one built, because that had got 
old, and we were going to tear the old one down. I have been in- 
structed to have that one taken right away as soon as the new one was 
built.

@. Do you know whether the majority there are in favor of haying 
it removed or to have it remain ? 

A. It doesn’t affect the property up where I live. 

@. Iam not asking you that. 

A. Iam telling you what I know. 

Q. Do you know what the sentiment is ? 

A. No, sir; I do not. 
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STATEMENT BY MILTON A. KENT. 


Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) What is your full name? 

A. Milton A. Kent. 

Q. Where do you live, Mr. Kent? 

A. Blue Hill avenue, opposite the north part of the park. 

Q. How near to the hospital —I mean the Consumptives’ Home ? 

A. Well, my land adjoins the Consumptives’ Home land. I have a 
lot there of about an acre that adjoins the Consumptives’ Home land. 

Q. How Jong have you lived there? 


A. About 12 years. 

Q. Now, Mr. Kent, whether you have had any trouble with the 
inmates of the home about your premises? 

A. Never; never had any trouble at all in that line. nor any objec- 
tion as far as ‘their coming about was concerned. There has been no 
annoyance from the home any more than any neighbors we have had 
there, nor as much as from many neighbors. 

@. You have been there about 12 years. When— about when — did 
you first hear of any objections raised in that vicinity to the home being 
continued there ? 

A. Since this hearing commenced. 

Q. You heard nothing before? 

A. Nothing, before the petition was put in, at all. 

Now is there any objection, according to your opinion, on account 
of the home being there ? 

Bet INO objection to me. 

Q. What effect, in your opinion, has that upon the value of the real 
estate in that vicinity ? 

A. I don’t know. It was there when I bought there, and I bought it 
with no idea that it was any injury — didn’t suppose it was, and I have 
had no occasion to alter my mind in regard to it. It has been conducted 
in a manner that was not objectionable to me as one of the neighbors. 


Cross-EX AMINATION. 


Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) You live some distance from the hospital 
now, don’t you, Mr. Kent ? 

dA. I don’t recollect the number of feet, but it is adjoining the home. 

Q. You are not one of the nearest neighbors ?P 

A. Jam the nearest neighbor on the south. 

Q. Exactly, but that is the other end — the Dorchester end ? 

A. Yes, but I should be the nearest to the new home if they were to 
build it.

STATEMENT BY REv. E. D. MALLory. 


Mr. Lunp.—I will ask Mr. Mallory to make Kis statement without 
interrogation. 

Dr. Ma.titory. — Mr. Chairman, I would like first to call attention to 
certain objections that have been brought forward in these hearings 
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against the Cullis Consumptives’ Home at Grove Hall. These at first 
looked serious, but I think when we look into them and analyze them 
carefully we will find them to be largely imaginary. 

Mr. George E. Hall, on Friday, February 28, in his cross-examination 
said, speaking about spit-cups: ‘‘I have seen the patients every day, 
and I never saw a spit-cup yet, or a handkerchief or a rag, to catch any 
spittle.” When asked if they used the fountain there freely he replied, 
“Yes, sir; they do.” Now mark the next question and answer: 
‘‘Have you seen any patients fall in the street?” ‘I never have, 
because J am never there during the day.” And yet he says he saw the 
patients every day walking about without spit-cups or handkerchiefs or 
rags, and drinking from the fountain. Now how could he see them if 
he was not there? Undeniably through his imagination, if he saw 
them at all. 

At the hearing on March 5, relating to the question of patients falling 
in the street, Mr. Edward Reynolds was asked, ‘‘ What were the dates 
of those cases you mentioned the other day?” ‘ Well, I couldn’t give 
any dates, Mr. Dana, later than last fall. I can give dates of a good 
many patients travelling about and spitting, etc., in the month of 
February.” ‘‘This year?” he was asked. ‘‘ Yes, sir; and I can also 
state that I have seen three or four since the last hearing — two yester- 
day and one to-day.” In reply we simply say that the day of the 
hearing, when he said he saw one patient, and the day previous, when 
he said he saw two, were exceedingly stormy days, so much so that not 
a patient went out of the home on either of those days. ‘The superin- 
tendent, the matron, the nurses, and the patients, all declare this to 
be a fact. 

And yet Mr. Reynolds confidently affirms that he saw patients walking 
about. How? Unquestionably through his imagination, if at all. 

At the hearing February 26, Dr. Jernegan said: ‘‘ My business 
relations take nie to Grove Hall daily. Day after day I have seen four 
and five of these consumptives sitting upon the stone wall or under the 
trees on those grounds, one by one walking to the drinking-fountain, 
drinking from the cup, and then putting it back in its place for the next — 
man who comes to diink from and become infected, if his tissues are in 
a condition to absorb and develop the disease.” In reply to Dr. Jerne- 
gan we say that Mr. Reynolds knows, Mr. Morse knows, Mr. Thayer 
knows, every man who lives near Grove Hall knows, that every day 
when the conditions are favorable a number of people, some of them 
workmen, but mostly idlers, come and sit under the trees and on the 
stone walls near the drinking-fountain, chew tobacco, and drink from 
the fountain. But they are not our patients, and we are not responsible 
for their presence there. Year after year we have put up a sign, ‘* Keep 
off the grass,” and I have personally ordered off men and boys again 
and again, and have asked the policemen to aid us. Dr. Jernegan 
doubtless saw these men and imagines they were patients. He certainly 
could not have known one of our patients if he saw him, for when asked, 
**Ilow often have you visited the Cullis Home?” answered, ‘‘ I never 
have entered the doors.” : 

Mr. Reynolds, Mr. Hall, and others have testified that our patients 
have gone to their doors asking for something to eat or drink. That 
poor-looking persons may have come to their doors asking for food or 
clothing I do not question, for they come to my own house and to our 
neighbors on Crawford street; but that they are patients from the Cullis 
Home is purely imaginary, as are the other cases just mentioned. 

I speak more particularly of the last ten or fifteen years that I have 
been connected with the home. 

Our good friend Mr. Collar spoke of the barren land that has been 
referred to, that would not produce anything but scrub apple-trees and 
a few barberry-bushes. I presume he was thinking of what Dr. Jerne- 
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gan said — that consumptives ought to be far away from the abode of 
man, and that the home must be located away in the centre of some 
desert — when he referred to that. 

Some ten or fifteen years ago, or perhaps more, I have been told that 
the neighbors in the vicinity of Grove Hall were in the habit of kindly 
administering to the patients in the way of delicacies, and that certain 
families had certain patients that they took a special interest in. Now, 
that these patients may have visited these families during the earlier 
years I would not‘deny. Mr. Hall spoke of his wife very kindly ad- 
ministering to the patients, and | am sure that we are very grateful to 
her and grateful to all the friends that have done it. Now, these 
patients may in the early years have gone there because of this inti- 
macy, and asked them for something to eat and drink; but they have 
very kindly testified that recently there has not been any repetition of 
that, if it ever did occur. The only instance I know of in recent years 
of patients going to a house is in the case of Miss Ethel Whitcomb, on 
Maple street. She has for years, in the most loving and tender way, 
visited our home year after year and month after month, and I know 
personally that she has invited patients time after time to her house. 


- With that single exception I know of no other instance, and have no 


reason to believe that any of our patients have gone around seeking 
food, because they have always had suflicient in the home. 

Within three or four weeks I received a letter from a prominent 
lawyer in this city, stating that objections had come to him to the effect 
that our patients had not food enough. He wanted to know about the 
tacts. J went down to his office and thanked him kindly for inquiring 
at headquarters, and authorized him — and, in fact, personally invited 
him as a favor — to come out and make a thorough investigation for 
himself, because I was pained that such false rumors should be circu- 
lated. I gave him a letter authorizing him at any hour of any day to go 
out there and go through any and every department of the home, and to 
see for himself if our patients were not well cared for, if they had not 
abundance of good, wholesome food, and every care that kind, loving, 
Christian hearts could bring them. 

Our friends have objected to the home as being a menace to health. 
One would suppose from the statements of physicians made at this 
hearing that the whole region about Grove Hall would be infected, and 
that hundreds must have died from this terrible disease, which is as 
contagious as small-pox, during the years in which the home has been 
located there. We certainly would expect that the death-rate from con- 
sumption in the ward where this home was located would be the highest 
in the city. That would be perfectly reasonable ; but what are the tacts? 
I hold in my hands statistics of the death-rate from consumption in the 
city of Boston. This is from the Department of the Interior, census 
office, Washington, D.C., 1895; the vital statistics of consumption in 
Boston; Mass., covering a period of six years ending May 31, 1890. In 
Ward 6 the death-rate per hundred thousand of population was 476.72. 

Mr. Lunp. — That is for the six years, I presume? 

Dr. MaLLory. — During the six years.; 

Mr. Dana. — The average rate ? 

Dr. MALLory. — Yes, sir; the average rate per 100,000 for six years. 
In Ward 7 it was 506.57; in Ward 8, 671.56; while in Ward 24, where 
the home was located, it was only 256.37, and that ward was marked as 
one of the lowest of all the wards in this city. Now, that is certainly 
remarkable. 

Mr. Dana. — Do you know the population per acre out there ? 

Dr. Matiory. —- No; but this is per thousand. 

Mr. Dana. — No; I am speaking about the density of the population. 

Dr. MaLiory. — No, I couldn't tell that. Iam glad to submit this as 
one of the papers. It seems to me it is important evidence in this 
matter. 
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Mr. Dana. — That ward is not so thickly settled as some other wards 
of the city. : 

Dr. MALLory. — I understand that, but this is the rate per 100,000. 

Mr. Dana.—I understand that, but I was speaking of the rate of 
death in proportion to the density of the population. 

Mr. Lunp. — Now, doctor, if you have a statement from any foreign 
place as to the effect of a hospital, will you read it? 

Dr. Ma.iory. — Dr. Bell, of Commonwealth avenue, kindly gave me 
this clipping from one of the medical journals, speaking of the presence 
of a large consumptives’ home on the other side, and its influence upon 
the public. I would be glad to put this in. He wished that it might be 
put in as evidence. 

Mr. Lunp. — Where is this located P 

Dr. Matitory. — Falkenstein. 

Mr. Lunp. — You might read it. 

Dr. MALLory. — It goes on to show that in the neighborhood where a 
large consumptives’ home was located, there had not been any increase 
in consumption, but a decrease ; and I am sure that in this neighborhood 
where our home has been for twenty-five years located, as was brought 
out in the last hearing by Dr. Talbot and Dr. Percy, it was shown that . 
the smal] number of cases out there was a most remarkable thing, and 
that that state of affairs could not be paralleled in the city. (See the 
statement in regard to Falkenstein later, in Mr. Lund’s argument.) 

Mr. Dana. — Those were not the only ones, Mr. Mallory. Those 
were the cases that were known to us. . 

Dr. MaLiory. — Now, Mr. Parker spoke about consumption among 
his own friends. He said: ‘*‘ There were nine persons in a house where 
I lived, right opposite there, in twenty-two years, that took consumption 
and died.” That was before the time of the hospital; and then he ex- 
plained afterwards that there was water in the cellar, and that there 
was a damp condition upon that side of the hill, where the land is un- 
doubtedly springy. Well, if those conditions existed before the home 
went there, and there were that number of deaths before the home, the 
conditions certainly existed after the establishment of the home, and if 
deaths occurred there afterwards it was owing to those conditions, and 
is not to be wondered at. 

He spoke of the deaths in Mr. Wilder’s family. In Mr. Wilder's 
house, right straight east, there were three who died before the hospital 
was there; and then he goes on to explain that the same condition ex- 
isted in Mr. Wilder’s house about the lowness and dampness, and that 
if the brother of Mr. Wilder died lately it was doubtless owing to the 
very same conditions that caused the deaths of the previous ones. And 
so with those others cited on Wayne street. It seems to me that there 
is no argument in that at all. Mr. Parker himself said that it couldn't 
be traced, and admitted, and the doctors admitted, that a single case 
could not be traced to the existence of the home in that loeality. ~ 

Now, about the management. That has been severely criticised. 

For a year or two before Dr. Cnllis’s death, on account of extreme 
weakness and suffering, due largely to the oversight of the work at 
Grove Hall, and since his death, the responsibility has rested upon my 
shoulders. Now, we do not claim perfection by any means. I would 
not for myself, and certainly would not for Dr. Cullis. I stood by his 
bedside when he was dying, and one of the last statements he made was 
this: ‘* Delmore,” — he always called me by my first name, — ‘* Del- 
more, as I look back over my past life I can see where I have made a 
great many mistakes. But the purpose of my heart has always been to 
please God ; and now I look forward with exquisite delight to the hour 
when I shall see my Lord.” I shall never forget those words. So far 
as Tam concerned, I suppose I have made mistakes; but my Father in 
heaven knows that I have endeavored, as honestly and faithfully as I 
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knew how, to do everything for the good of the patients, and for the 
best interests of all concerned. 

They have made charges that our patients were neglected. Now, 
during the over thirteen years that I have been actively interested in the 
home, and since Dr. Cullis’s death, complaints have sometimes come to 
me on the part of the patients that they were neglected, and I have 


‘always investigated those complaints. I confess that in two or three 


instances I have found that the charges were just, and the nurses were 
dismissed. I shall never forget one nurse who, when I spoke about 
the complaints, answered me in this way: ‘These are only paupers, 
any how;” and I answered that nurse, with a good deal of feeling, ‘If 
that is the spirit that animates you, you are not fit to serve in this home 
one more day. ‘These patients may be less fortunate than we, but I 
love every one of them as a brother or sister. Jesus says, ‘ Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto the least of one of these, ye have done it unto 
me.’” [ need not tell you that that nurse was soon dismissed to give 
place to one who had the spirit and mind of the Master. 

All Sa these years God has dwelt there in a wonderful way — 
there is no doubt of it; and we have sought, as I say, to do everything 
in a kind, loving, Christian spirit. The nurses we have there now are 
the salt of the earth. Miss Bill, who was here a short time ago, and 
who has been there for 20 years, is a member of Dr. Burr’s church 
on Ruggles street, and is one of the saints of the earth, and one of the 
most faithful of nurses. 

Now, there is another point I wish to touch upon before I close, leay- 
ing this for a moment and going back to the question of contagiousness. 
One of our nurses, Mrs. Hazeltine, has been there about 28 years in the 
home, night and day. Miss Susan, as we always call her, the laun- 
dress, has been there between 21 and 22 years. Christie, our scrub- 
woman, has been with us night and day for 20 years, washing up the 
floors every day. The doctor said to her one day, ‘‘ Christie, if you 
ever get to heaven the first thing you will ask for will be a mop and a 
pail of water to scrub up the golden streets.” She has been.20 years 
in that work; Miss Bill 20 years; we had a superintendent and matron 
there 11 years; our night-nurse, Mrs. Fleming, 10 years; and other 
nurses in Jarge number ranging from 1 year to 8 years — and nota 
single nurse ever took consumption in that home, not one. 

Then, a more remarkable fact than all is the fact in reference to our 
children. We have had since our home opened 99 children. Some of 
them were down on Willard street at the West End before the home was 
moved out there; but about 90 of them have been at the Consumptives’ 
Home. They have all been born of consumptive parents, one or more 
of the parents have died at the Consumptives’ Home; so they would 
naturally inherit a tendency, a predisposition, to the disease. Some of 
them have lived for years at Grove Hall. Charley, whom we have had 
here, has been with us 17 years; and there are several others who are 
present here to-day. I will ask those ladies to stand up. (Several ladies 
stood, in response to the request.) Do those ladies look like consump- 
tives? We have had children there for eight, nine, and ten years, and 
while their parents were there they visited them, they were fondled, 
caressed by loving mothers and fathers who have passed away; and 
among all these children, who have played on the ground where pa- 
tients have expectorated freely in the early years,—— we don’t deny that, 
as in those years it was not known that there was danger, — of all these 
children, who have been in the home day after day, what has been the 
result? Only one of the 90 children, that we know of, died of con- 
sumption. ‘That was Georgie Sawyer. He was an unnatural child, 
thoughtful beyond his years, with an unnatural brain development. 
Instead of playing around like the other boys, he was in the house read- 
ing and studying. He did take consumption and finally died. He was 
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the only, one who died in the home. [I know personally of 40 of these 
who have grown up in years, some of them are married and have fami- 
lies, and all are in perfect health. Now, if consumption were so ter- 
ribly contagious and our home were a menace to the neighborhood, our 
children would have been the first to succumb to it. I seems to me, sir, 
that that is irresistible. You may say that consumption will develop 
later, but why has it not in all these 27 years been developed in those 
persons who have been more susceptible and more exposed than any 
other persons on the face of the earth? 

I have a near neighbor, a good man, who bought a place on Crawford 
street, and when he bought it he had the real-estate man give hima 
writing that no church should go up within so many feet of his home; 
and some little time ago a church was proposed in that locality and he 
objected, and his objection was sustained. Now, he didn’t want to live 
near a church, and he, perhaps, would not be near a church. ‘There are 
people, perhaps,who do not like to live near a school-house, and wouldn’t 
be near one. ‘There are people who object to the hospitals in our city, 
and would not buy, perhaps, in their neighborhood. But we do not do 
away with. hospitals, churches, and schools. We locate them in the 
most favorable places for the greatest number, always. 

As far as I am personally concerned, I have been asked if I would like 
to live near that home. I say ‘‘ Yes,” and I tell you frankly that I 
would like to sell my home on Crawford street and move down near our 
new home, for I tell you, gentlemen, if there is a spot on God’s earth 
where heaven and earth meet it is at Grove Hall. 

In the most wonderful way has God’s presence been manifested in 
that home. When I think of the 4,000 patients who have come there, 
of the large number laden with sin, sad, heavy-hearted, who have come 
there and learned of Jesus Christ and his love for them, and who in that 
simple way have come into the knowledge of Jesus in that home, when 
J think of some of those who have died in the home, and who have been 
as near heaven in their spirit as any I have ever known, I feel it an 
honor to be there, to be very near the ark of God, and I would like to 
have my dwelling there. If I had the money I would be glad to buy 
up the real estate of Mr. Parker and Mr. Wilder, near the home, and 
have it for Christian families who have being doing all in their power to 
further the work of the home for so many years. 

I have nothing further to say, but I have two letters here that 1 would 
like to present. 

Mr. Lunn. — You had better read those., If you simply present them, 
the committee will not hear them. 

Dr. Matriory. —- This is a letter from Miss Martha L. Richardson, 
who for a great many years has been a visitor to the Home: 


I want to offer my testimony for the ‘*‘ Home” at Grove Hall which I have 
known and loved so many years. I first knew the ‘‘Home” in 1874. My 
visits, which much of the time were made every week, covered a period of 
about sixteen years, and only ceased in 1890, when change of residence and 
illness in my family made it impossible to continue. 

I have known many of the patients from the time of their first coming to + 
the“ Home” until the last great change came to them, and I believe that they 
received most tender, loving, and devoted care. 

I have found the wards clean and attractive, with books, bright flowers, 
and comfortable chairs for the sick. I have known patients who have 
expressed the deepest gratitude for the comfort (both spiritual and physical) 
which the ‘*‘ Home” had afforded them through months, nay, sometimes years, 
of suffering, and I believe that the good accomplished through the instru- 
mentality of the Consumptives’ Home can only be understood by those who 
know the work most intimately.

Rev. Mr. Matvory: 

My pear Sir: In answer to your request I desire to state that during a 
practice of ten years in Roxbury I have no personal knowledge of any case 
of consumption that could be traced to the fact of the existence of the Con- 
sumptives’ Home; nor can I[ see why, under proper precautions and restric- 
tions, it should be a menace to the health of the community —certainly not 
so much so as to allow the consumptives to live, without any supervision, in 
their respective houses. 

To grant permission for the establishment of a new hospital for consump- 
tives in an adjoining locality, and then to deny continued existence to an old 
one with a long and reputable past, is, in my judgment, as unjust as it is 
inconsistent.

Q. (By Ald. Dyar.) Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask Dr. Mallory 
what he has to say in regard to the statement recently made by Dr. 
Walcott, who was formerly on the State Board of Health, and is on the 
Metropolitan Water Board, when he says consumption is increasing 
more rapidly in the State of Massachusetts than in any other State, and 
that strenuous effurts ought to be taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease ? 

A. Well, I think that is just what we are doing; and the presence of 
that home and the other home on Quincy street are beneficial. As a 
doctor has stated, if we had more homes it would be more protection. 
It seems to me it is a wise way for the city fathers to gather these people 
out of their homes, where they have no care, and to put them in these 
homes where they will have proper care. 

Y. You think it is better to have them in these homes, inside of the 
city limits, than a few miles out, where it is more sparsely settled? 

A. lIéis for the more advanced stages. Dr. Bowditch, I believe, has 
a home at Sharon for convalescents, but he will not take them in the 
second and third stages. These two homes, [ understand, are run exclu- 
sively for patients in advanced stages. 

Q. Well, if they are in far advanced stages, why not remove them 
a few miles outside the city? I don’t mean eighty or one hundred miles 
or anything of that kind, but eight or ten miles out of the city limits? 

A. Well, one difticulty is that the nearer you get them to their homes 
the easier it is for them to get there. Then there is the matter cf 
expense. It is a very easy thing for you or I to pay five cents on an 
electric car, or fifteen or twenty cents on a steam car; but the difference 
between the five cents and the fifteen or twenty cents is something that 
these poor people have to give great consideration to. It seems to me, 
as Drs. Knight, Bowditch, and Otis, of Commonwealth avenue, as well 
as other physicians say, that it is a necessity to have these homes and 
hospitals in the city limits, as much so as other hospitals; that it is a 
safeguard, and that it would be wise for the city to establish more rather 
than less for these patients in advanced stages within the city limits. 

Q. Asa matter of expense, doctor, don’t you believe that they could 
apply to the proper authorities and receive transportation 10, 12, or 15 
miles out, if they are not able to pay it themselves? 

A. ‘That might be ; but that would involve a very large amount of 
red tape, and people would not want to go to that trouble. 

Mr. Dana. — Could not the hospital pay it? 

Q. (By Ald. Dyar.) It would be only a small matter any way, 
because you can go 10 or 12 or 18 miles out for about one cent a mile. 

A. Yes, that may be; but a great many patients have been brought 
to us in their beds. We have had two die in the reception room before 
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they were taken to the wards, and have had numbers die within a week 
after they were brought there. Their friends very often care for them 
as long as they can, and when they are worn out they bring them to us; 
and sometimes with good nursing they will live a good while, and people 
in a very bad condition will walk around the building and sometimes 
live for a number of weeks, and sometimes for three or four months, 
before they die. 

Q You do not consider that the proximity of the salt water is any 
detriment at all to the location of the hospital? 

A. Well, if it were for convalescents | think it would be better to go 
out of the city; but inasmuch as it is for incurablesit seems to me it is 
no worse than the other hospitals. There is a small-pox hospital 
located very near the salt water, and the hospital for contagious diseases 
on Massachusetts avenue is near the water—very near. We perhaps 
are farther away from the sea than almost any other hospital in the 
city is, and farther away from the influence of it. 

Q. With the wind from the east, do your patients feel as well as they 
do with the wind from the south or west ? 

A. Icould not say about that. I suppose that perhaps affects the 
5,000 patients in the city of Boston as. much as ours. 

Q. Well, it affects patients having that disease perhaps more than 
those having any other disease ? 

A. Itmay. I don’t know. | 

Q. Well, would you not say that lung diseases would be affected 
more than any cther? 

A. I presume they would, yes. 

Q. I would like to ask you one more question. What do you think 
the building would cost that you propose to locate? How valuable a 
building would it be P 

A. At first we thought of putting up a wooden building, and then 
we thought it would be best to put up a brick building, making it as 
fireproof as possible, making it more complete. It will perhaps cost 
in the neighborhood of $60,000, possibly a little over that. 

Q@. You have your plans for the building ? 

A. Well, we started at first with the idea of putting up a wooden 
building. 

Q. And the figures you received for that ? 

A. Well, somewhere in the neighborhood of $50,000. 

Q. (By Mr. Lunp.) Well, your plans would be the same, would 
they not? 

A. Oh, yes; practically the plans would be the same — just a differ- 
ence in the outside construction. 

Q. (By Ald. Dyar.) How many patients do you propose to accom- 
modate ? 

A. About fifty, and we want to have a large place on the roof where 
the patients can go up, as Dr. Plumb stated. That idea was simply an 
experimental one at the first. When he suggested that, I said at first 
that that would be a magnificent thing, and then spoke to the trustees 
about it, and they thought it would be a wise thing for our patients to 
go up on the roof and have the sunlight and fresh air, having an 
elevator to take them up there, and having them screened from the 
sight of everybody. It would be as sunny and beautiful a resting-place 
for them as could be found anywhere, perhaps, in the city. 

Q. Do you know what the valuation of your property is there, 
doctor ? 

A. Well, Mr. Hall could tell. He is an assessor. He is smarter 
than I am on those figures. 

Q. I didn’t know but you knew its value. 

A, What do you mean — its assessed value ? 

Oot Ves site 
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A. Icould not say. I have wever looked it up recently. Mr. Hall 
can answer that. 

Mr. Harty. —I think somewhere about $160,000 iast year. 

Mr. Lunp. — I think that is what Mr. Hall testified. 

Q. (By Ald. Dyar.) You have always been exempted from taxes ? 

A. Yes, sir, so far, with the exception of Seaver street. We have 
been taxed for that.

Q. Exactly; and what steps had been taken up to that time to locate 
out there ? 

A. I don’t know that any definite steps had been taken. We were 
waiting to sell Grove Hall. When the Grove Hall property did not sell, 
of course we were at a standstill. 

Y. You had bought the property ? 

A. Yes, we had bought the property. 

Q. And hadn’t you had plans made of the new hospital, and sketches ? 

A. Yes, sir. The doctor died before he sold Grove Hall. But he 


expected that the syndicate was going to take it, and he had plans drawn 
up about it. 


Q. For anew hospital? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And at that time, as far as you know, the question of fares never 
entered Dr. Cullis’s mind, did it? 

A. I don’t know that it did. 

Q@. And you never heard him discuss that question ? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q@. Isuppose he thought it was better for the patients, didn’t he, to 
be out there ? 

A. Well, his thought was, as he felt that he was drawing near the 
close of his life, that he wanted to get the work all in shape before he 
died, the new buildings and everything like that completed. 

%. What proportion of the patients die in the hospital ? 


A. I could not tell without looking at the records; perhaps half. 
@. You have some idea ? 


A. I should judge half or more than half. 
Mr. Lunp. —I suppose, sooner or later, all die. 
The Witness. — Well, some come and stop awhile and go away re- 
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lieved, and we have some that come there and are troublesome and we 
have to discharge them, as they do in every institution. 

re AG Mr. Haypen.) You think perhaps half the patients die 
there! 

A. Perhaps more than that. I gave a rough estimate. I would 
have to look the matter over. 

Q. Well, it isn’t confined to incurables altogether, is it ? 

A. Oh, yes. We take only consumptives. 

Q. Only incurable consumptives ? 
fas Well, there are some that get a little better, but it is practically 
that. 

Q. Well, they are not so far gone in the disease when they go there 
that they are past all help, are they ? 

A. Ninety per cent., perhaps, are. 

Q. Ninety per cent. — you put it as high as that ? 

A. I guess so. 

Q. Well, the other ten per cent., then, can be relieved by proper 
treatment and proper care, can’t they ? 

A. Well, the last few years we have had very, very few but what 
have been in the very last stages of consumption. 

Q. Well, those that are susceptible of being made comfortable could 
be treated to a better advantage and their lives would be prolonged out- 
side of Boston or in some place where the conditions were more favor- 
able to the disease, couldn’t they ? 

A. Might be. 

Q. Well, you haven’t any doubt of it, have you? 

A. Well, there might be just a few, I dare say, that would be — 
very few that are in that condition. 

Q. And what proportion of the patients come from the city of Bos- 
ton ? 

A. Well, now, you take the last three years — perhaps that would 
give as fair an average as anything you could get. ‘In 1893 we had 
seventy patients. That was, perhaps, the smallest year we have had of 
late years. There were fifty-eight from Boston, nine from Massachu- 
setts, and three from outside of Massachusetts. In 1894 there were 
one hundred and four patients; seventy-seven were from Boston, 
twenty from Massachusetts, and four from outside the State of Massa- 
chusetts. In the last year we had one hundred and nine patients, and 
eighty-six of them were from Boston, nineteen from Massachusetts, 
and four from outside of the State. And perhaps it would run like that 
in other years. That is about a fair average — three years. 

Q. This means, on an average, twenty-five per cent. of people out- 
side of the city of Boston? 

A. Well, three or four out of one hundred and nine from outside of 
Massachusetts. 

Q. Well, outside of the city of Boston —I am not talking about 
Massachusetts. 

A. Twenty-three out of one hundred and nine outside of Boston — 
that is, from the immediate surroundings, those towns immediately sur- 
rounding Boston. 

Q. Then it is not true, is it, that ninety-nine per cent. of them come 
from the city of Boston ? 

A. Well, I confess that I am mistaken about that. 1 stated it on the 
spur of the moment, without giving the actual count from the record. | 

Q. (By Mr Dana.) I think you corrected some one else who said 
it was ninety-five per cent., by saying ninety-nine per cent. ? 

A. Well, if I so corrected it I am willing to say that I made a mis- 
take. 

Q. (By Mr. Haypen.) You say now seventy-five per cent ? 

A. Maybe, from these figures. 
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(Y. Have you established any new rules for the patients to follow 
Within a few years? | 

A ON OS: 

@. How lately? 

A. About a year ago I think we issued an order that nobody should 
go on the grounds without a spit-cup, that they were not allowed to 
expectorate anywhere. 

(. Exactly; but were there any different rules besides those formed 
a year ago? 

A. Well, the expectoration has all been burned. Before, we disin- 
fected all the cups and put the sputum down the sewer. Since then it 
has all been burned. 

Q. Since when? When was that new rule established ? 

A. Some months ago. I don’t know exactly. 

@. Three or four months? 

A. I think so. 

(. Have you any printed rules about the hospital, for the patients to 
follow, that the patients see ? 

A. We have in the dining-room, where the men all go, a set of rules 
that have been there a great many years for the patients. 

Q. Well, have you any of the new rules that you have been speak- 
ing of P 

A. We haven’t yet; intend to post them up. 

Q. But haven't any yet? 

A. Well, we have them, but they are not printed and put up yet. 

Q. What are you going to have new rules for? What is your object 
in having new rules? 

A. Well, the rule there doesn’t speak about persons expectorating’ 
out on the grounds, and these new rules refer to that. 

Q. That is, the new rules are going to provide for that 

A. Yes, but that has been inside the last year or so. Our home has 
been conducted more like a home than like a hospital, and we have 
tried to make them very particular about their beds and clothes, and 
have told them through the nurses, and they understand it as well as 
though it was placarded right before their faces all the time. 

@. And you conduct the institution on that basis, that it is a home, 
don’t you, and not a hospital ? 

A. We have tried, as far as we can. There are certain rules we ob- 
serve in regard to health. Then we have morning and evening prayers, 
and every one that can gathers to prayers; and we try to make it as 
family-like as we can, and have from the first. 

@. And how do you raise funds for the institution ? 

A. I presume that is a little peculiar. Coming in on the car Mr. 
Collar asked me if we ever solicited funds. I said*‘ No.” He thought 
that was quite remarkable. I said, ‘It is, indeed, very remarkable 
when you think of the existance of the mortgage, of the interest that 
must be paid, and of the expense ; and we have always paid our debts.” 

@. That is, the friends of the institution volunteer ? 

A.. They have so far, Mr. Hayden. 

@. And you don’t solicit at all ? 

A. Well, we have not as yet. 

Q. Well, when the funds get low, how do the friends of the institu- 
tion know about it ? 

A. Well, there is a peculiar state of things. We believe the Lord 
answers prayer. 

@. And you conduct the institution on that principle when you are 
short of funds, and wait until you get the funds ? 

A. We have always met the expenses so far, paid bills and cared for 
the patients. 

Ald. MAnonkzEy in the chair. 
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The CHarr. —I think this is unnecessary. I hope you will not get 
down to religious questions. 

The WITNEss. — We try not to, if we can help it. 

Mr. Haypen. — No, we will keep it out. 

Q. Have you ever told anybody, Mr. Mallory, that this institution 
was a nuisance P 

A. Never — never had sucha thought in the world. I think it is 
one of the grandest institutions on the face of the earth. 

Q. You never told anybody such a thing as that? 

A. Ican’t recall it. Cannot imagine how I ever said such a thing, 
no. 
Q. Mr. Mallory, are there any votes here on record about building 
this new institution or staying here? 

A. (Referring to records.) I will just read it to you, if you wish. - 

_ Q. Let me see where it is, first. 

A: Here itis. (Showing record to counsel.) 

@. Are all the trustees in favor of this proposition now to build a 
new hospital ? 

A. Entirely so, I believe. 

Q. Every one of them? 

A. There is one I haven’t seen. He is away in Baltimore, — Dr. 
Townsend,— but the rest are heartily in favor ofit. I don’t know about Dr. 
Little — 1 don’t know how he feels. He has very recently been elected, 
and as he is the pastor of some of those who have appeared here, of 
course he may feel a little delicate in regard to the matter. I have 
not asked him, but he may feel a little delicate about it. He was elected 
at the last meeting. 

@. Do you know whether he is opposed to it? 

A. Ldon’tknow. He has never said so. 

Q. Never has said that he is? Mr. Mallory, will you produce that 
record of the patients that you have had there, that you had here last 
time? (The record referred to was handed to counsel.) Now, what 
does this show here ? — the names of the patients ? 

Yes, sir. 

And that is where they reside ? 

Where they reside, where they come from. 

And that is where they are born? 

Yes, sir. 

And so on? 

Of .course, these others we fill out later. 

Wait a moment — these are the ones that die ? 
Yes. 

Those discharged ? 

Yes.

“who, if need be, can go on the stand and testify that all these years the 


cellars have been as dry as a bone from January to Decemver, if that is 
needful. 

The CHAIRMAN. — It is not necessary. 

Mr. Lunp.— You give up the contention that that is damp, low. 
ground ? 

Mr. HAypeENn. — It is admitted that he would so testify, if you want to 
put it in that way. 

Mr. Lunn. — That he will testify as Mr. Mallory has suggested ? 

Mr. HayYvEN. — Yes. 

Mr. Lunp. — Then, upon the suggestion of the Chairman, we will not 
put him on the stand. 


ARGUMENT BY RODNEY LUND, Esq. 


This, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, is a matter of a good deal of im- 
portance. It is a matter to this home of some hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ importance, under the evidence as it has come in here; and, 
therefore, it is a matter that this committee and the Board to which you 
report should carefully examine into, with reference not only to the 
Home, but with reference to the people of the city of Boston. 

As I understand the proposition here, it rests upon a petition that the 
Board of Aldermen will ‘* pass an order prohibiting the occupancy or use 
as a hospital of any building, in whole or in part, on any portion of 
the estate commonly known as the Consumptives’ Home, situated on 
Blue Hill avenue, Washington and Seaver streets, Ward 20. The 
occupancy or use of any building for such purposes at said locality is a 
source of danger to the health of those living in that vicinity, and tends, 
in a very great degree, to depreciate the value of reai estate in that 
neighborhood.” 

That seems to be what is before the committee. 

Now, there is but one authority given to the Board of Aldermen with 
rezard to this, and that is by way of implication, unless the Board of 
Aldermen can find something that I cannot in the statute. It is by way 
of implication in the 73d section of chapter 80 of the General Statutes, 
and when you examine that you will see perhaps a little peculiarity. 
It does not delegate ; it merely assumes that there is a power. The sec- 
tion reads thus: . 

‘¢ Whoever occupies or uses a building for a hospital in a part of a 
city or town prohibited by the mayor and aldermen or selectmen shall 
forfeit,” etc. Now, that applies not to a particular piece of real estate. 
That is not the intention of the Legislature. It is where the board of 
aldermen have set apart or said that a certain portion of a town, a cer- 
tain part of it, shall not be occupied by a hospital. Therefore, I submit 
that the Board cannot select out, it has not the authority from the Legis- 
lature to select out, a single estate and say that no hospital shall be put 
upon that. If Your Honors will examine the position of it, it stands 
substantially as the right to establish fire districts, and when those are 
established the erection of certain structures within them can be pro- 
hibited. | 

Now, I call the attention of the Board to that. Here they do not ask 
to have a certain portion of the city of Boston set off, or to have hospitals 
prohibited in a certain section of the city of Boston. Therefore, it does 
not come within the contemplation of the Legislature. 
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The 70th section says: 

‘* Anv town may establish within its limits, and be constantly provided 
with, one or more hospitals for the reception of persons having a dis- 
ease dangerous to the public health.” 

Now, that contemplates that they shall be established within the city 
of Boston to take care of contagious diseases. Consumption, until re- 
cently, has not been regarded as a contagious disease ; and now it is not 
regarded, upon the medical evidence, as a contagious disease of the 
same class as small-pox, diphtheria, and some others. But you go a 
little farther, to the 72d section, and that answers substantially one of 
the propositions which is made in this case: 

‘*No such hospital ””—that is, when established even by the city — 
‘shall be established within 100 rods of an inhabited dwelling-house, 
situated in an adjoining town, without the consent of such town.” 

Now, Dr. Cullis, it is said, bought a farm in Wellesley. If Your 
Honors recollect, when Judge Adams was upon the stand he testified 
that there were objections to that hospital going there. Now, Dr. Cullis 
could do no more than the city of Boston can do. He could not go and 
establish a hospital in the town of Wellesley until the town of Welles- 
ley had consented, if it is a contagious hospital. 

Now, Boston has this large number of contagious — that is, if you 
call the disease contagious — consumpltives, and, that being the case, the 
medical testimony is clear in regard to the value of an institution to take 
care of them — except the testimony of Dr. Jernegan, whose testimony I 
will pass over without one word. Your Honors saw him—I have merely 
read his testimony ; and the vituperation of that man exceeded anything 
I have ever seen from a witness in forty years’ practice. That is all I 
have got to say with regard'to him. Now, I want to read what was put 
in here, a short sketch from Germany. ‘This is the paper referred to by 
Mr. Mallory, and shows the figures prepared by Dr. Nahm from the 
hospital in Falkenstein : 

‘* The medical officer to the well-known sanatorium at Falkenstein has 
collected information from the death registers of that district, with the 
object of seeing if the deaths from phthisis amongst the inhabitants have 
been more numerous since the establishment of the institution and the 
consequent assemblage of consumptives in the locality. He gives a 
table, extending from 1856 to 1894, showing for each year the total 
number of inhabitants, the deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, and , 
those from all other causes. From these figures he calculates the death 
rate for tuberculosis per thousand living for twenty years before the 
building of the sanatorium, and compares this with the tubercular 
death-rate from 1877 to 1894, during which time the institution has been 
in existence. A similar comparison is made on the basis of the percent- 
age of deaths from tuberculosis to the total deaths from all causes. He 
finds that in the first period — before the sanatorium existed — the 
deaths from tuberculosis averaged four for every thousand persons liv- 
ing; whilst in the second period, where a large number of consump- 
tives were living in their midst, the deaths from this disease amongst 
the inhabitants fell to 2.4 for every thousand living.” 

Now, that substantiates the testimony of almost all of the physicians 
here, and establishes this fact, that the health of Boston requires these 
institutions, and that they must be within —that is the contemplation 
of the statute, that each city and town shall provide within its own limits 
hospitals for these diseases that are contagious. 

Mr. Dana. — That is, hospitals established by the city or town 
authorities. 

Mr. Lunp. — Well, and the same if it is done by private enterprise, 
which relieves the city or town. Now, supposing the city had to take 
charge of the consumptives in this home and the others it would have to 
take charge of, how much would the expense to the city be as compared 
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with the amount of taxes that property would bring in, let me ask you? 
The city would be charged with an enormous expense, where now these 
philanthropists and kind-hearted people bear this expense, and the city 
does not have it. Besides that, this home takes these patients from the 
street — takes them fromm where the sputum would be thrown broadeast 
all over the city, and confines them in a place where it is taken care of. 

Bear in mind another thing: That home at all times is under the con- 
trol of the Board of Health of the city. As to the sanitary question, I 
have one thing to say..and that is that in this city, whether anything is a 
nuisance or not, the medical part of it belongs to the Board of Health. | 
It is so put by the statute; itis so put by the ordinances of this city. 
‘Now, the Board of Health have passed upon this, and they have said 
that, with the new hospital built there. it would reduce the danger toa 
minimum. Other physicians have said it would be absolutely without 
any danger. Iam not going to rehearse the testimony at all, because 
you gentlemen have that before you. 

Now, I want to make one other suggestion: That this does not come 
within the meaning of a home, of a hospital, within the meaning of the 
statute. That refers in all particulars to hospitals where the poor are 
taken for the purposes of curing them. This comes under the class of 
a home where they are taken to give them a home, and to give them 
the last kind touch and burial. 

The CHair. — When was that act passed, please ? 

Mr. Lunp. — What act? 

The CHarr. — The act you have reference to. 

Mr. Lunn. — The act with regard to the Board? I think that was in 
1872. 

Mr. Dana. — What act do you refer to P 

Mr. Lunp. — The act creating the Board of Health. It is in the Gen- 
eral Statutes, and there is an ordinance, the number of which I do not 
recollect. There is an ordinance which delegates to the Board of Health 
the sanitary matters; and our courts have decided in the Salem case, 
and in various other cases, that, upon the question of nuisance or dele- 
teriousness to hea th, the Board of Health are final. We have no appeal 
from the Board of Health, excepting to the courts by a certiorari, to 
revise their decision. This Board, and no other board, can revise it. 
‘Therefore, it seems to me that, with the report of the Board of Health 
put in here, it takes this entirely out of the question of necessity to 
remove it. It seems to me it takes it entirely out of the power of the 
Board of Aldermen. The Board of Health do net condemn it. If they 
condemn it, it must be removed, of course. But it remains at a!] times 
subject to their supervision. 

This is like the Old Ladies’ Home, the Old Gentlemen’s Home, — it is 
where they go to spend their days. It is not in a part of the city where 
hospitals have been prohibited ; and if you should attempt now to make 
the prohibition it would come under the clause of the Constitution pro- 
hibiting ex post facto laws to be passed, because the home has been there 
over twenty-five years. It would be reducing, injuring, and destroying 
their property, atter they were established by authority of the city and 
of the Commonwealth. — unless it is a matter of sanitary regulation — 
police regulation. That is all that the Legislature has reserved; and it 
cannot delegate to a city or town more than it has reserved to itself — 
more than the Constitution provides. There is what is called the right 
of police regulation; and that is put into the hands of the Board of 
Health so far as it applies to a nuisance or anything affecting the health 
of the people. Now, it never has been regarded in this city, or any- 
where else, that when the Board of Aldermen or Mayor established a 
new fire district, that they could tear down the old buildings. ‘They 
must stand until they come down. 

‘The evidence in this case, we say, establishes the fact — throwing 
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aside the adjudication of the Board of Health— that this is of advantage 
to the city, all told; so that, as a whole, it saves consumption, it pro- 
tects the people; and, therefore, as a matter of safety and protection, 
this petition should not be granted. é, 

I believe this petition also asks this Board to refuse to grant a permit. 
Well, that lies entirely with the Building Commissioner. I think I will 
take up no more time. 

The Cuarr.— Mr. Lund, have you read this communication from the 
Board of Health? 

Mr. Lunp. — I have read it as it was published. There is one thing 
I wish to say with regard to surrounding property, and that is that this 
Board has no power whatever to act with regard to that. That would 
be contrary to the 7th and the 10th articles of the Constitution, whéreby 
every person has a right to be protected in his property. It is not that 
property can be destroyed of one man to enhance that of another. The 
Constitution steps in there and says that it cannot be done. Therefore, 
no power has been granted to a city or to a town to take away, change 
the use of, or in any way affect one man’s property injuriously to increase 
the value of the property of another, or even of a whole community. 
There is but just this one power — and that is where it becomes a 
nuisance. As to such a place being offensive, that question is put into 
the hands of the Board of Health. 


STATEMENT BY WILLIAM F. DANA, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I shall be very brief in what I say. 
I simply want to say a word in reference to the legal questions that 
have been brought up here. Section 73 of chapter 80 of the Public 
Statutes, which was cited by Mr. Lund, was originally passed in the 
vear 1870, and formed chapter 306 of the Statutes of that year. As 
originally enacted, the statute was as follows: ‘*An Act relating to the 
Erection and Use of Buildings for Hospitals,” and in a side note, in 
small type, was this: ‘* Hospital not.to be erected or occupied without 
consent of town or city authorities.” The statute at that time read as 
follows: ‘*‘ Whoever erects, occupies or uses any building in any place 
for a hospital, in such part thereof as the mayor and aldermen or 
selectmien prohibit, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty dollars for 
every month he so occupies or uses such building, and in like propor- 
tion for a longer or shorter time; and the Supreme Judicial Court, or 
any che of the justices thereof, either in term time or vacation, may | 
issue an injunction to prevent such erection, occupancy or use.” 

Now, that statute, which was carried along and incorporated in the 
Public Statutes of Massachusetts, was changed in the Public Statutes in 
a few particulars. But | think there is a statute in the Public Statutes 
which provides that the Public Statutes are not to be judged, construed, 
or regarded as changing the preceding law. Therefore the section in 
the Public Statutes, section 73, is to be given the same meaning that 
would be given to the statute of 1870; and it is very plain, under the 
proper construction of that statute, that this Board, with, the Mayor, 
have full power to prohibit the erection of a hospital in any portion of 
the city that the Aldermen and Mayor see fit. 

Not only that, but this statute has been practically construed, and 
only last year the Board passed an order prohibiting the erection of a 
hospital at 149 West Concord street in the city of Boston, and that order 
was signed by the Mayor and went into effect. So that, so far as the 
jurisdiction of the Board is concerned, we already have a practical con- 
struction of the act. 

Now, in regard to the constitutional question that has been suggested, 
that the Legislature had no power to pass such a statute, I don’t suppose 
that that question would be considered here by this Board. But if the 
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Board cares to hear an argument upon that matter I will touch upon it 
briefly. I suppose, however, that it would be the duty of the Board to 
assume that they have all the authority which has been conferred upon 
them by the express statute of the Commonwealth. 


ARGUMENT BY ALBERT F, HAypeEN, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, inasmuch as all the witnesses — with, 
I think, but very few exceptions — have testified and argued as well, 
and all the counsel have testified as well as argued, I don’t think there 
is any necessity for argument on either side of this question at the 
present time. It has been so thoroughly rehashed that I should think 
the committee would be heartily sick of it. 

There is only one matter of which I am going to speak, and that is 
the importance of this question to the citizens and taxpayers of Boston 
and the people whom this committee represent. Not only do the people 
whom I represent object to this institution and expect relief, but the 
sentiment of the whole city of Boston, with the exception of the few 
followers of this institution, who are mostly here, is against the main- 
tenance of that institution. It has a record, it is known outside of 
Roxbury, and nine men out of ten on the street who know it will not 
speak a good word for it. 

As I say, the citizens of Boston expect from this committee 
relief. It is not a question of whether these people are going to 
be in their homes or whether they are going to be at Grove Hall. 
These people are going to be in this institution no matter where it 
is, if it is within a reasonable distance of the city of Boston. So 
that the whole theory of the expert testimony on the other side, that 
it is more dangerous to have the institution abolished than to have it 
maintained, goes for nothing. Thatis not the question at all. These 
people are going to be in this home, and they are going to be provided 
tor there just the same as they are now, except that the home is going 
to be outside the city limits. So that, from that point of view, as well 
as from the point of view of the taxpayers of the city of Boston, this 
home at Grove Hall should be abolished. I want to emphasize the 
fact that the whole sentiment of the city is against it. 

As I said at the beginning, we do not care to make an argument — 
not because there is nothing to be said, but because there has enough 
been said. I simply want, in conclusion, to thank the committee for 
the extreme courtesy and patience that has been shown from the begin- 
ning until now. 

Dr. Matitory.— And I just want to add a word of thanks, too, Mr. 
Chairman, for your kindness to us. I am sure you have been very 
courteous, and we are grateful to you for it.

weer OF PUBLIC BATHS. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, June 8, 1896. 


The joint standing committee on Health Department, to 
whom was referred the message of His Honor the Mayor, 
transmitting a preliminary report of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Baths, with recommendations, having considered the 
subject, respectfully submit the following report : 

The committee fully appreciated the interest taken in the 
question by His Honor the Mayor, who, in his letter accept- 
ing the nomination for Mayor of Boston, strongly favored, 
as a sanitary necessity vindicated by demand, the construc- 
tion and maintenance of public baths, and in his inaugural 
address, page 36, gives assurance of his intention of carry- 
ing out the pledges in his letter of acceptance, in the follow- 
ing language : 

“The maintaining of public baths, open all the - year, 
seems to me to be a project for encouraging social and 
sanitary improvement by municipal action which promises 
large returns for a comparatively small expenditure, and I 
am of the opinion that the experiment of establishing such a 
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public bath in a suitable locality should be tried. I shall 
recommend such an appropriation, to be provided for by 
loan.” 

The inaugural was delivered on January 6, and on Janu- 
ary 20 the Mayor had a plan formulated and appointed a 
committee of citizens to consider the subject in detail. In 
April this committee submitted a preliminary report to the 
Mayor, which on the 27th of April, a few days after its 
receipt, was transmitted to the City Council, together with 
a message from His Honor the Mayor urging prompt action 
and the | passage of an order authorizing a loan for the pur- 
pose, and on May 11 the whole matter was referred to the 
Committee on Health Department. The promptness of the 
Mayor in acting on this question was an incentive for 
the committee to expedite its investigations and respond 
as quickly as the importance of the subject would allow. 

The committee visited the People’s Baths, situated at No. 
9 Centre Market place in New York, and were received by 
Mr. kh. E. Taylor, who took pleasure in showing his estab- 
lishment and explaining in detail its workings and appurte- 
nances, a cut of the exterior and a section view of which the 
connnittee thought might be properly incorporated in the 
reporte  Lne building \ was constructed in 1891 by the New 
York Association for improving the condition of the poor, 
and contains twenty-two spray baths and three tubs. One 
side of the establishment is for. males and the other is for 
females, each provided with a waiting-room. 

The bath-rooms are eight feet long and four feet wide, an 
area of thirty-two square feet. It is possible that an area of 
forty square feet would better meet the idea of expert sani- 
tarians, but excellent results are obtained from the bath- 
rooms as shown in the cut. The rooms are divided by iron 
partitions that are kept properly painted, and in the opinion 
of Mr. Taylor, no better material can be used. It is durable 
and strong and does not take up much space. Each bath- 
room is supplied with a door, which is locked and can be 
opened by the occupant when through, but by no one on the 
outside except the Superintendent or his assistant, so that 
absolute privacy is afforded the bather. The bath-room is 
divided by a piece of canvas that protects the clothes while 
the bath is being used. 

The charge for the spray or shower baths, water at 
any temperature required, with soap and towel, is five cents. 
Bath-tubs for elderly women, with soap and towel, are five 
cents. 

There is no extra charge made for children with parents. 

The baths are open from May 1 to September 30, from 
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6 A.M. to 9 P.M., and October 1 to April 30 from 8 A.M. 
to 8 P.M. 

On Sundays from 6.30 to 9.30 A.M. 

On holidays from 7 A.M. to 1 P.M.

The Superintendent is of the opinion that with eight more 
spray baths the institution would be self-sustaining. 

As to the desirability of establishing such a bath in Boston, 
designed for the use of both males and females, there can be 
no question, and your committee are in accord with His 
Honor the Mayor on this point. “Every medical prac- 
titioner and every sanitarian, irrespective of theories as to 
the causation of preventable dise: ases, is assured of the help 
which filth gives to contagious illnesses.” The location for 
the first bath as selected by the committee of citizens and 
recommended by the Mayor meets with the approval of the 
committee. 

The capacity and arrangements of the building seem to 
your committee to be entitled to further consideration. ‘The 
number of spray baths should, in the opinion of the commit- 
tee, be not less than forty. The suggestion of a two-story 
building with baths on each story does not seem to your com- 
mittee ‘to be in accordance with the dictation of sanitar y 
science of to-day. 

A lot of the size suggested, viz., 50 feet X 100 feet, will 
afford ample provisions for a one-story bath-house, with a 
capacity for 40 spray baths, sufficient number of tubs, and 
suitable waiting-rooms. 

A building “40 feet front by 20 feet might be of two 
stories, with suitable waiting-rooms on the “first floor, and 
ibath-rooms with tubs, and matron’ Ss room, on second floor, 
The main bath-house, containing the spray baths, to be con- 
tinued for 75 or 80 feet and 30 feet wide, one story in height, 
on the same principle as the New York Peoples’ Bath-house, 
as shown in the cut herewith submitted. This will secure 
plenty of sunlight and air and the very best ventilating facil- 
ities, which are really the essential features of bath- houses 
open to the general public. The cost of a building as out- 
lined furnished and ready for use would be about $45,000, 
and the cost of maintenance about $6,000 annually. In 
sections of the city where it is impossible to secure area for 
a one-story building, the a Son Ie of the citizens’ 
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committee might be adopted, as a matter of necessity ; but 
from a sanitar y standpoint, your committee are strongly of 
the opinion that where the land is available the principle of 
the People’s Bath-house of New York should be carried out. 

This plan will admit of suitable waiting-rooms for males 
and females, with separate entrances ; thus enabling the baths 
to be opened to both sexes at all times. The fact that a com- 
mittee of public-spirited citizens and sanitarians, who were 
appointed by the Mayor to consider the question of con- 
structing such baths in different sections of the city of New 
York, after consulting with authorities in Kurope where such 
baths are maintained, and after carefully exhausting the sub- 
ject, have pronounced the establishment in question the very 
best of its kind extant, and recommend that all other baths 
of this nature be modelled after it, justifies the committee in 
the position they take. After a careful examination of the 
baths in question it occurred to your committee that perhaps 
a galvanized-iron curtain would be a sanitary improvement 
on the canvas curtain used to protect the clothes of the bather 
while the bath is in use. One could easily be attached and 
worked on a roller; it would cost a little more than the can- 
vas, but would be more durable and less liable to soil. Your 
committee also believe that the baths should be open as 
early as six o’clock in the morning during the summer. 

Concerning the recommendation of a public lavatory in 
the front part of the basement, where it can be easily 
entered from the street, if the word “ lavatory ” is used here 
in its literal sense, well and good; but if the intention is to 
make it a department of public comfort, it is a questionable 
experiment that your committee trust will not be attempted 
in connection with this building. 

While admitting the necessity of such stations, your com- 
mittee are of the opinion that they should be separate 
departments that might be properly supplied with wash- 
bowls, but believe it would be a mistake to establish them 
under the same roof with the baths. 

The recommendation of placing baths in school buildings 
should not be considered for a moment, and your committee 
trust that such an idea will not be tolerated. If necessity 
demanded anything approaching such a policy, it should be 
allowed to go no farther than the use of a portion of a school- 
house lot for a building fitted with spray baths and for the 
use of children only. 

As to whether the Board of Health or some other board 
should have charge of the public bath, your committee are of 
the opinion that this department should properly come under 
the Board of Health ; however, they are not strenuous on this _ 
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point. They are positive, though, that the public bath as 
suggested has long since passed the experimental stage, and 
in the opinion of the committee the only question which will 
require careful consideration, and decision of which will be 
an important factor in the success of the undertaking, is 
whether to maintain a free public bath or to charge a small 
fee for the privilege of using it. 

In the New York Baths, where the fee is five cents, includ- 
ing use of a generous crash towel and a small cake of soap, 
the patronage has increased from 59,000 the first year to 
89,000 the past year. Since the baths were opened in 
September, 1891, the patronage has exceeded 350,000. 
The superintendent, sperking from experience, is of the 
opinion that if the baths were free there would be a falling 
off in their use by the working-men, who prefer to use the 
baths when a small fee is charged. 

The experiment of having the baths free one day in the 
week might~-be tried, or, as has been suggested, societies 
composed of public-spirited citizens of independent means, 
of which there are a number in Boston, might arrange to 
secure tickets at special rates, entitling the holder to a bath, 
and furnish them to those who are unable to pay. How- 
ever, the policy to be adopted in operating the baths can be 
determined after the baths are finished and given a trial. 
Your committee are unanimously of the opinion, from the 
results obtained in New York, that the undertaking will be 
a success sanitarily, the city will be more than repaid for 
the expense entailed, and that the City Council will be 
justified in assisting the Mayor to commence the work 
immediately, by providing, in a separate loan item, the 
appropriation asked for to carry out this much-needed 
public improvement, and accordingly recommend the passage 
of the accompanying orders.

A SITE FOR A NEW WARD-ROOM IN WARD 19. 


In Common Councin, June 4, 1896. 


The special committee of the Common Council appointed 
to find a suitable site for a new ward-room in Ward 19, with 
an estimate of the expense of the same, having considered 
the subject, respectfully submit the following report : 

The committee have been untiring in their efforts to select 
what they considered a suitable site for the erection of a 
building to be used for ward-room purposes in Ward 19. 
While there are many sites that met the approval of the com- 
mittee, the mode of procedure for securing the sites and the 
preparation of plans and estimates for the construction of a 
building thereon would make the completion of the work, so 
that it could be used by the citizens for public meetings, very 
remote. 

On Elmwood street, in Ward 19, near Roxbury street, 
there is located a building, now in charge of the Water 
Department. It is the building formerly used as a pumping- 
station prior to the completion of the pumping-station at 
Chestnut Hill. Since the building at Chestnut Hill has been 
utilized this building has been abandoned as a pumping- 
station by the Water ‘Department, and has been in disuse by 
that department for several years. It is a large, well-con- 
structed building, with ample provisions for ward-room pur- 


m 
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poses. It is true that the Police Department now occupies a 
portion of the building for storage in connection with the 
patrol service, but it is not an economical use of this prop- 
erty. 

In the opinion of the committee this building could be re- 
modelled at a very small expense, and when completed would 
furnish facilities for ward-room purposes second to none in 
the city. It is situated in a portion of the ward convenient 
for all the voters, and your committee are unanimously of 
the opinion that ‘the proper steps should be immediately 
taken to secure this building for ward-room purposes, and 
accordingly recommend the passage of the accompanying 
order. By carrying out the recommendations of the com- 
mittee, the citizens of Ward 19 will be provided with a suita- 
ble ward-room for use in the early fall.

GENTLEMEN: In reply to your communication asking my 
opinion as to “whether or not the Board of Aldermen 
have any right to order the discontinuance of the Cullis 
Consumptives’ Home, so called, located on Blue Hill avenue, 
Washington and Seaver streets ; also whether or not the Board 
of Aldermen have any jurisdiction over any hospital used 
for the reception and treatment of persons aftlicted with con- 
tagious, infectious, or communicable diseases, and, if not, 
who has,” I have the honor to say that section 73 of chapter 
80 of the Public Statutes provides a penalty for any per- 
son who “occupies or uses a building for a hospital in a part 
ofa city or town prohibited by the Mayor and Aldermen.” I 
therefore am of the opinion that if the Mayor and Aldermen 
pass an order prohibiting the use of any street or any 
specified part-of the city for the purposes of a hospital, no 
person can occupy or use a building on such street or in such 
part of the city without violating the law, and a court of 
equity would enjoin them from such occupation or use. I 
may add that the Mayor and Aldermen have several times 
passed orders in accordance with this statute, and, as I am 
informed, they have always been complied with.

To the City Council: 


I have heretofore recommended the purchase by the city, 
for use as department offices, of the building now owned by 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, on "Tremont street, 
adjoining, in the rear, the old Probate Court building, now 
occupied by the city. Since making such recommendation, 
the sale of the estates Nos. 12 and 14 Beacon street, now 
rented by the city and occupied for offices by the Law De- 
partment, the Institutions Department, and the Sanitary, 
Street-Cleaning, and Bridge Divisions of the Street De- 
partment, preventing the renewal of the present lease of these 
buildings when it expires on October 1 next, and the con- 
sequent imperative necessity of providing offices elsewhere 
for these departments, ereatly increases the strength of the 
arguments in favor of purchasing this property. “The Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Society intends to remove shortly from 
this building, and I am informed that it must be offered for 
sale upon the market unless the city decides to purchase it. 
In view of the difficulties of securing an appropriation in the 
loan bill of the sum necessary to make this purchase, I have 
arranged with the representatives of the Society to allow the 
city to purchase, if desired, subject to a mortgage for one-

To the City Council: 


The passage by the Legislature of “ An Act to provide for 
a Union Station for passengers on railroads entering the 
southerly part of the city of Boston,’ being chapter 516 of 
the acts of the present year, and the fact “that work under 
this act is to be proceeded with at once, both by the railroad 
corporations concerned and by the city, calls for speedy 
action upon the matter of providing the money to be ex- 
pended by the city in making the alterations and extensions 
of streets required by the act. ‘The city is required to widen 
Cove street to the width of one hundred feet, and to extend 
it at this width from its present northern terminus at Hast 
street to the present Federal street ; Summer street must be 
extended, at a width of one hundred feet, from Purchase 
street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; and an extension 
of Dorchester avenue must be laid out and constructed from 
Federal-street bridge parallel with the Harbor Commission- 
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ers’ line to Summer street extended, upon land to be con- 
veyed to the city by the Terminal Company. 

Before this extension of Dorchester avenue can be built, a 
retaining-wall or bulkhead must be constructed on the easterly 
side, to hold the filling for the street. As the work of build- 
ing the retaining-wall and completing the extension of Dor- 
chester avenue will undoubtedly be a slow one, it is desirable 
that it should be entered upon as soon as possible. Now that 
this great improvement has been definitely provided for by 
legislation, 1t is important that the public should be enabled 
to enjoy the benefits of its completion at as early a date as 
possible, and I am anxious that the work devolving upon the 
city shall be prosecuted with such vigor that the work of 
building. the new station, and other work to be performed 
by the Terminal Company, shall in no way be delayed by the 
necessity of waiting for the city to complete its part of the — 
undertaking. 

Section 13 of said act provides that for the purpose of 
paying any expenses incurred by the city in carrying out 
its provisions, the City Council may from time to time, on 
the request of the Mayor, authorize the issue of bonds, 
payable in not exceeding thirty years from their date, to an 
amount not exceeding $2,000,000 in the ageregate. These 
bonds must be issued inside the debt limit, ‘and the amount 
issued in any year would therefore come out of the borrow- 
ing capacity of the city for such year... In accordance with 
this provision, I hereby request the City Council to authorize 
the City Treasurer to issue bonds, in accordance with the 
provisions of said act, payable in thirty years from their 
date, for the sum of 300,000, to provide the money neces- 
sary to be expended during ‘the present financial year in 
carrying out the above-named requirements of the act. It 
is impossible at the present time to make any accurate 

estimate of the amount which will be required within this 

time ; but this amount is fixed upon in the belief that it will 
cover all expenses of construction necessary to be incurred 
during this year; and that it will not be necessary to make 
any payments on account of land taken or purchased until 
next year. I have fixed the amount at as low a figure as 
seems safe, in order to make the appropriation within the 
borrowing capacity of the city for -the present year more 
practicable. While I am aware of the great demands for 
expenditures for local improvements, I believe that it ought 
to be possible to devote this amount to a purpose of such 
general interest. 

Section 13 of the act further provides that if the City 
Council shall not, within thirty days after a request from the

Mayor, authorize the loan requested, the City Treasurer 
shall, on the request of the Mayor, issue bonds outside of 
the debt limit, payable not more than five years from their 
date. Therefore, in case the City Council shall fail to author- 
ize within thirty days the loan of $300,000 now requested 
inside the debt limit, it will become necessary to issue five- 
year bonds for this amount. This provision was inserted 
upon my recommendation, in order that means might be pro- 
vided in any event for making this great improvement, 
withcut increasing the permanent long-term loans of the 
city, as such loans have already reached a figure which 
should not be increased, in my opinion, except for purposes 
of the plainest necessity, or for expenditures for productive 
objects which may fairly be expected to give a direct pecun- 
lary return to the city. If it becomes necessary to issue 
the five-year bonds, of course the sinking-fund, to pay such 
bonds at maturity, will have to be provided within the period 
of five years, and thus under existing laws a considerable 
fraction of such a loan will have to be included in each 
annual tax levy during such period. 

The City Council must therefore elect whether the cost of 
the street improvements connected with the new South 
Union Station shall be distributed over the next thirty years, 
by means of a loan inside the debt limit, or shall be paid out 
of the tax levies of the next five years, through the instru- 
mentality of a short-term loan outside the debt limit. Upon 
the basis of the valuation of 1895 an addition to the tax levy 
of one-fifth of the total amount of bonds authorized will in- 
crease the tax rate by forty-two cents.

The special committee appointed by this Board to examine 
the lines and bound-marks between this city and the cities 
of Everett, Somerville, and Newton, and the towns of 
Revere, Brookline, Dedham, and Hyde Park, have attended 
to that duty either personally or by duly appointed substi- 
tute, and in company with committees or agents appointed 
by the said several cities and towns have examined and 
agreed upon the several bound-marks on the existing 
boundary lines, and they submit herewith the descriptions 
of the same for record, together with a book containing 
photographs and maps showing the position of each and 
every monument. 

In the matter of the boundary line between the town of 
Hyde Park and the city of Boston, where the line runs 
diagonally across Ashland street, both committees agreed 
that a change in the line at this point was desirable, and 
your committee would recommend that a petition be pre- 
sented to the Legislature asking for a slight change in the 
line at this location. 

The boundary line, as it now exists, places a small part 
of said Ashland street, triangular in shape, in the town of 
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Hyde Park, and your committee suggest that the boundary 
line should be changed so as to conform to the southerly 
line of Ashland street, as shown by a red line and by monu- 
ments marked 126 and 128 on a plan accompanying this 
report.

The undersigned, S. T. Elliott and R. P. Moseley, Select- 
men, thereto duly authorized by the Board of Selectmen of 
the town of Hyde Park, and John H. Lee, David F. Barry, 
and Charles H. Bryant, Aldermen, John M. Galvin, City 
Clerk, and John W. Morrison, Chief Surveyor, authorized 
substitute for William Jackson, City Engineer, thereto duly 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen of ‘the city of Boston, 
met on the third day of June, A.D. 1896, and examined 
the lines and established the boundary marks between said 
town and city, which are described as follows : 
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Beginning at a poimt in the centre of the channel of 
Neponset river, in the boundary line between the towns of 
Hyde Park and Milton, where the boundary line hereinafter 
described running through a stone monument standing on

I transmit herewith a communication addressed to me, at 
my request, by the Institutions Commissioner, and I desire 
to strongly recommend the making of an appropriation of 
$25,000 for the purpose stated therein. The present practice 
of sending these observation cases to Deer Island is radically 
wrong and objectionable for several reasons, and it should 
be terminated at the earliest possible moment. The appro- 
priation asked for is a moderate one, and I trust that it may 
be granted for use this year.

Hon. Jostan Quincy, Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Sir: The city of Boston has at this time no proper 
place where patients can be sent and detained for observa- 
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tion as to their sanity. It has been, and is now, the practice 
for such persons to be sent to Deer Island Hospital as paupers, 
where they are detained until the doubt in the case has been 
removed. Many people are annually found, either on the 
street, in boarding-houses, or in hotels, who are insane or 
more or less confused. For these cases, as for those whose 
friends should be communicated with before their commit- 
ment and release, itis important that some suitable provision 
should be made. These unfortunate people in many cases 
are not paupers, neither are they criminals, and while at 
Deer Island they receive the best of care possible ina general 
hospital, they are not under the direct supervision of special- 
ists in mental diseases as they should be. These cases are 
held for observation by the examining physicians of ‘this 
department, and if committed come under its care. It is, 
therefore, important that this provision should be made 
under the Institutions Department. I therefore recommend 
that an Observation Department be created at the Boston 
Insane Hospital, Austin Farm, and that a special appropria- 
tion of $25,000 be granted for the erection of a building 
for that purpose.

department.

ffis Honor Jostan Quincy, Mayor: 


Sir: Referring to the request of the Common Council, I 
would respectfully say that relief from duty on account of 
“black shirt” was asked for by Olsen and Boyle of Engine 
14, and Hughes of Chemical 8, and annoyance reported by 
some half-dozen others, all of whom had permission to wear 
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any kind of shirt which would give them relief. As far as I 
know, analysis at the State House and elsewhere has failed 
to detect any poison. I believe they were mostly bought of 
Masstrangialo, 17 Green street ; but as the members of this 
department are always at liberty to buy any part of their 
uniform where they prefer, as long as it meets the require- 
ments of the samples issued to the district chiefs, I cannot 
speak definitely on that subject. Furthermore, these shirts 
were adopted for summer wear in place of the heavy flannel 
of winter, after two or three districts had so strongly 
expressed a wish for them that I inferred their adoption 
would give satisfaction ; and I have seen nothing to change 
my opinion, excepting in the few cases mentioned ; and, in 
even those, there has been no evidence that the skin trouble 
was not, in part at least, caused by other conditions than 
those of the shirt. 

On the subject of failures made by our Fire-Alarm 
branch I can definitely say that no single failure has oc- 
curred during my term of office which has prevented the 
system from giving the full and correct service for which — 
it is intended; and, while many small errors from various 
causes must happen in the vast number of strokes rendered, 
the system and rules governing the department are such 
that not one piece of fire apparatus has gone wrong during 
my year and a half experience, excepting in two cases where 
the men in charge of apparatus failed to comply with the 
rules laid down for their guidance in connection with the 
alarm system, the adoption of which reflects credit on. my 
predecessors, and the working of which, inside and outside, 
has been most excellent; and at present the whole system 
and all the men connected with it, from the linemen to the 
superintendent, have my entire confidence that their part is 
very satisfactorily performed in protecting the property of 
our citizens confided to our care. Messrs. Stone & Webster 
have just made a thorough electrical examination of the 
system, and I shall be elad to show their valuable report to 
any one interested in the matter. The suggestions to be made 
by those gentlemen in behalf of improvement and accuracy 
will have earnest attention as soon as received by me. I 
shall be glad to explain our system and its working to any 
citizens sufficiently interested in this department to warrant 
the trouble to themselves.

Dear Sir: In accordance with the provisions of Sect. 11 
of Chap. 419 of the Acts of 1894, an Act relative to the 
Licensing of Plumbers and the Supervision of the Business 
of Plumbing, I herewith submit the following report : 
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After an experience of two years in the enforcing of this 
act it appears to the department it would be advisable, in 
order to expedite the business and simplify the working of the 
law, that certain amendments should be made to said act. 

There should be no distinction between plumbers who 
were engaged in business prior to the passage of this act and 
those who are obliged to pass an examination since the 
passage of this act in order to perform plumbing under the 
terms of their certificate or license. 

Section 2 of said act permits all plumbers who were so 
engaged prior to July 10, 1893, to continue in business, 
either as masters or as journeymen, only requiring that they 
register in this department and pay a registering fee. The 
date for such registration was established as between the 
act going into effect July 6 and the first of September, 
1894; and such plumbers are not required to renew, nor are 
they known as licensed plumbers, but are termed by Section 
2 as plumbers who shall receive certificates, 

Under the provisions of Section 4 of said act those who 
were not engaged in business and duly registered, as above 
stated, are obliged to take an examination before the Board 
of Examiners established by this act, and after being certified 
by said Board that they have satisfactorily passed both their 
theoretical and practical examinations, they are required to 
register in this department and receive a license, paying the 
necessary fee ; and said Section 4 requires all licensed plumb- 
ers to renew annually. 

It seems to be advisable, therefore, to amend said act so 
that all plumbers of the city of Boston shall annually renew, 
and a definite date, such as May 1, should be established 
by law; otherwise, as at present, confusion and doubt arise, 
and many legal questions are left in debate.

To the Committee on Treasury Department, Boston City 
Government : 

GENTLEMEN: Acting under authority conferred in your 
meeting of May 4, 1896, I have made an examination of the 
accounts of Mr. Alfred T. Turner, Treasurer, and submit the 
following report. As Mr. Turner holds a dual position of 
trust, in that he is also Treasurer of the Board of Sinking- 
Funds Commissioners, any examination to be effective must 
comprehend the funds and accounts of both positions on the 
same day. 

Knowing that for three years, 1894-5-6, the Auditor 
selected by you to examine the City Treasurer’s accounts 
has not been invited by the .Board of Commissioners of 
Sinking-Funds to examine the Treasurer of the Sinking- 
Funds, thereby nullifying the work of separate auditors se- 
lected at different times to examine a portion of Mr. Turner’s 
accounts, I have felt it my duty, although uninstructed by 
your letter, to include the cash and accounts of the “ Board 
of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds, A. T. Turner, Treas- 
urer,” within the scope of my examination. In order that 
you might be satisfied that this has been done, I have pre- 
pared a statement (see pages 4 and 5) showing the com- 
bined receipts and disbursements of the City Treasurer and 
Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds 
for the fiscal year 1895-96, and also for the three months and 
eleven days ending May 11, 1896, this being the day upon 
which I examined the cash in the Treasurer’s possession, and 
verified the balances claimed to be in the several banks by 
a personal visit to their cashiers. I have examined vouchers 
for all disbursements not included in General, Special, or 
Pay-Roll Drafts, which I verified by figures from the Audit- 
ing Department. I verified the amounts credited to Bank 
Interest Account by the several deposit books of the City 
Treasurer, and verified the amount of bank interest credited 
on Sinking-Funds cash-book by figures from the Auditing 
Department. I verified the amount credited to City Col- 
lector by a visit to the Collecting Department. I have 
verified all footings and “ Amounts carried forward” on both 
cash-books through the entire period of fifteen months 
and eleven days. I have checked balance sheets drawn off 
the ledgers January 31, 1896, and have made a proof of 
these, as well as a proof of all the work on both ledgers, by

drawing off all the entries from both cash-books, and by 
applying them to their several accounts as they stood 
January 31, 1895, — entirely independent of the ledgers, — 
have shown how these accounts should stand January 31, 
meee oes heets!“\ A,” “B,” and “C”. for City Treas- 
urer’s Accounts, and “D” for Sinking-Funds Accounts ; 
also pages numbered 9 to 19, inclusive, which are tributary 
to them. I have prepared a list (see page 20) of the invest- 
ments held by the Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking-Funds, likewise a list (see pages 21, 22, and 23) 
of the several Sinking-Fund Loans, showing the resources of 
the funds January 31, 1896. I have examined all the 
Trust Funds held by Mr. Turner as custodian, as shown in 
his report, page 22, Document No. 31, of 1896. The keep- 
ing of Accounts of the Pay-Roll Tailings seems to me an 
unnecessary burden on this department. As the rolls are 
now returned to the Auditing Department, I would suggest 
the issue of a Pay-Roll Tailings Draft by the Auditor, who 
should take the signature of the applicant upon the book 
now kept in the Treasury. This would be a great relief to 
the Treasury Department, and scarcely, if any, increase of 
duty to the Auditing Department. The system employed 
in this department appears to meet all requirements with 
good results. Some minor changes leading to a saving of 
the book-keeper’s time might be suggested.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


VETOING ORDER 


PROHIBITING, ON AND AFTER OCTOBER 1, 1900, 
THE OCCUPANCY OR USE AS A HOSPITAL OF 
ANY BUILDING ON THE ESTATE COMMONLY 
KNOWN AS THE CONSUMPTIVES’ HOME AT 
GROVE HALL.

OrrFIcE oF THE Mayor, Crty HALL, 
July 3, 1896. 
To the Board of Aldermen: 

Genriemen: I return herewith, without my approval, 
the order passed by the Board on June 22, prohibiting, on 
and after October 1, 1900, the occupancy or use, as a hos- 
pital, of any building on the estate commonly known as 
the Consumptives’ Home, situated on Blue Hill avenue, 
Washington and Seaver streets. I feel constrained to with- 
hold my approval from this order at the present time upon 
the ground that I have been unable, in the time which has 
been at my command since it was laid before me, to arrive 
at any positive or final opinion as to the justification for the 
proposed action. After carefully reading the testimony 
presented to the Committee on Health, and listening to 
verbal arguments from persons representing each side of the 
case, I do not feel fully satisfied that the proposed action 
ean be taken without working injustice and injury to a 
charitable institution, nor am I fully satisfied, upon the 
other hand, that this institution should be allowed to con- 
tinue its work upon its present location. I fee] also that 
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the action taken in this case will establish, and probably 
ought to establish, a general policy to be hereafter adhered 
to, by the city, in dealing with consumptives’ homes or 
hospitals conducted under similar conditions. This question 
of general policy is aflected by so many delicate considera- 
tions that I think that it should receive the fullest examina- 
tion before anything is definitely decided upon. I also feel 
some doubt whether the proposed action is in conformity 
with the spirit, at least, of section 73 of chapter 80 of the 
Public Statutes, under which provision, as I understand 
it, this order is passed. This section contemplates the pro- 
hibition of hospitals in “a part of a city or town.” I think 
that there is at least a serious question whether this provision 
does not intend that a certain section or district of a city 
shall be designated for such prohibition, and whether it is 
proper, under this provision, for the Board to designate a 
single parcel of land. 

I believe also that the Cullis Home could remove from its 
present location voluntarily with much less prejudice to its 
standing and usefulness than if it is compelled to move by 
the action of the Board, and I think that an effort may well 
be made to come to some amicable understanding with the 
trustees of the Home with regard to removal before final 
action is taken in the direction of the order which I now 
return. The time when the prohibition contained in this 
order goes into effect is so remote that there 1s ample oppor- 
tunity, within the next few months, without prejudice to 
any interest involved, for a more comprehensive and search- 
ing examination of the whole question before final action is 
taken. 

While I am unable, with my present information, to 
assume the responsibility of approving this order, I might, 
after this fuller inquiry, feel justified in giving my assent to 
similar action, if again taken by the Board, and I do not 
wish to preclude myself from doing so. If it is the desire 
of the Board to bring this question up again, either in rela- 
tion to the Cullis Home or in relation to any other home or 
hospital for consumptives within the city limits, I shall be 
glad to give the question a deeper and more thorough con- 
sideration than I have now been able to do, and to arrive at 
a definite and final opinion upon a question which now seems 
to me to involve many difficulties and perplexities.

_ The special committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and other houses of 
detention in the county of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, present herewith their first semi- 
annual report. 

JAIL. 


The committee visited the jail June 25, and were well 
satisfied with its condition ss to cleanliness, care, and man- 
agement. 

The number of inmates awaiting trial, and prisoners sen- 
tenced to this institution, are increasing from year to year 
to such an extent that the county will be obliged to build 
an additional wing. The committee are of the opinion that 
this new wing should be built at once, and devoted exclu- 
sively to female prisoners. The custom of our lower courts 
of confining boys whose ages vary from eleven to fifteen 
years in this place, awaiting trial, is, in the opinion of your 
committee, wrong, and a more suitable place should be pro- 
vided. The committee are of the opinion of their prede- 
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cessors, that some provision should be made by the sheriff 
of the county towards providing out-door exercise for 
inmates awaiting trial, or those awaiting decisions from the 
higher courts. 

‘The wall surrounding the jail yard is in need of repoint- 
ing in part, and other parts need rebuilding. This should be 


done at once. 


ALMSHOUSE, LONG ISLAND. 


The Almshouse on Long Island was visited on July 9, and 
every part of it carefully inspected. The chapel is com- 
pleted and proves to be admirably arranged for religious 
services. The several dormitories and _ hospital buildings 
showed that good care and cleanliness that are essential for 
the comfort and health of the city’s poor. There has also 
been completed, since the visit of your committee of last 
year, new and extensive improvements in the toilet arrange- 
ments for the men in the big brick building, the former use 
of roller towels being abandoned, and india towels 
furnished each inmate. The training-school for nurses has 
proved a success, and their good work among the sick was 
quite apparent. 

The new administration building is finished, and is occu- 
pied by the Superintendent, Dr. Cogswell, who says it is 
perfect in every respect. 

It was evident to the committee that there was not suffi- 
cient help in the laundry of this institution to carry on the 
work properly, owing to the feeble condition of the inmates, 
and the committee respectfully recommend that more help 


be furnished for this special work, 


HovusE oF Correction, DEER ISLAND. 


By the operation of the law passed by the Legislature, 
and approved June 9, 1896 (chap. 536, sects. 9, 10; 11, 
and 12), which went into effect July 1, this institution, 
formerly known as the House of Industry, of the city of 
Boston, is established as a House of Correction for the 
County of Suffolk, and is to be hereafter known as the 
House of Correction at Deer Island. On July 9, the date of 
the committee’s visit, the buildings were found in their cus- 
tomary clean condition, and the inmates showed that they 
received proper care, and the quality of food furnished was 
good. The new 500-cell building to be used by “first com- 
ers” is nearing completion, and is expected to be ready for 
occupancy about the Ist of September. This building is one 
of the best of its kind ever built in this country, the cells being 
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large and well ventilated ; the solitary cells are at one end of 
the building and separated from the ‘regular cell-house by : 
thick brick wall. When this building i is finished “ Loafers’ 
Hall” will be abolished and turned intoa big wash and bath 
room. The committee were impressed with the cleanliness of 
the hospital building and the care given the inmates, the 
“Nursery” part of the hospital in particular. 

A new wing to the hospital is in progress of construc- 
tion ; this will complete the hospital according to the original 
plan. The new wing will have single rooms for the treat- 
ment of delirium tremens patients, and will separate the 
noisy from the quiet inmates. The women prisoners are all 
housed in the buildings formerly occupied by the reforma- 
tion and truant boys, “sleeping in dormitories. Your com- 
mittee believe that a new women’s prison should be built, 
with separate cells, and located on the hill, about 200 feet 
above the building the women are now in. If this sugges- 
tion is carried out, the buildings now occupied by “the 
women could be used for dormitories for the officers on 


the island. \ 


House oF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


This institution where juvenile offenders are committed 
was visited on the ninth day of July by your committee, 
who found everything in first-class shape, the buildings 
clean, the food excellent, and the management good. The 
separation of the boys by their removal from Deer Island to 
Rainsford Island was an excellent change. The manage- 
ment has established on a small scale an industrial school, 
and the boys are taught printing, carpentry, and shoe- 
making ; they have an instructor in music, who is making 
good progress with a brass band composed of twenty- -five 
boys. The boys are also employed on garden work during 
their vacation from school books. 

The Department of Institutions has established in the old 
hospital building a summer hospital for babies, with accom- 
modations for forty. Dr. Rotch is in charge, and stated to 
the committee he needs more room if the hospital is to pro- 
vide for the demands made. It is a splendid work of 
charity, and should in the opinion of the committee receive 
aid from the city government to further improve the work. 


MarceLua—St. Homer, Roxpury. 


The committee visited this institution July 10. The con- 
dition of the buildings, food, dormitories, and the care and 
management of the children was entirely satisfactory. The 
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oft-repeated recommendation of past committees asking for 
the removal of the swill-house controlled by the sanitary 
department of the Street Department seems to go unheeded. 

‘The committee of this year ask that “ His Honor the Mayor 
be requested to order its immediate discontinuance,” on 
account of its close proximity to the home. The committee 


also recommend that the boxes used for the children’s clothes: 


be abolished and lockers similar to those at the Parental 
School be substituted. They suggest to the commissioner 
that he provide “stools” in the girls’ dormitories. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL, Wrst ROXBURY. 


This institution was inspected July 10, and found to be 
excellently managed, the superintendent believing in the 
family idea of governing boys, rather than the old style of 
institutional forms, of high walls and fences. To this school 
are sent the boys who will not attend school within their 


districts. T hey receive good schooling here, and every one 


of them shows the good care they receive. The hospital 


building which serves a double purpose, for contagious and 
mild diseases, completely separated although under the same 
roof, is finished, although not furnished, and could be occu- 
pied at once in case of an emergency. ‘The new buildings 
are progressing towards completion, and will contain forty 
single rooms each; when these buildings are finished the 
rooms they occupy as dormitories will be used as school- 
rooms. ‘The committee recommend the building of two new 
buildings for dormitory purposes, similar to those now build- 
ing. 


Boston INSANE HOSPITAL. 


Austinand Pierce Farms, located in West Roxbury, under. 


separate management, were visited July 10. The institu- 
tion at Austin Farm is sadly in need of more new buildings 


built on the same plan as Pierce Farm, giving to the patients - 


separate rooms. 

The old building should be torn down and a new one 
erected in its stead, and the committee recommend 
such action. The committee are perfectly satisfied with the 

‘sare and management of this institution. After careful 
inspection of Austin Farm the committee visited Pierce Farm 
and found its condition perfect, and its inmates well cared 
for, The committee believe that more land should be bought 
for the insane, so that the city could care for all, instead of 
having them scattered around the various State institutions. 
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A new building should be erected on Pierce Farm, where 
the convalescent can be put away from the noisy and violent. 
An administration building should be erected at once for 
this institution. 


Houst oF Correction, SoutH Boston. 


The committee visited this institution on the 14th of July, 
and, considering the old buildings and their entire unfitness 
for occupancy by human beings, were impressed that the 
management was doing its best to properly care for those 
under his charge. 

The imperative need of a new house of correction grows 
more apparent at each visit of the committee, and they 
recommend that steps be taken at once toward a- new 
location. 

There are a number of cells that have the larger part of 
the doors of solid plate iron, with four or five slits in the 
upper half for the admittance of light. ~The committee 
recommend that all these cells have new doors of rod iron. 

The east wing of the old lunatic hospital is now used for 
hospital purposes for this institution, and is a great improve- 
ment on the old quarters. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 


This institution was visited by the committee on July 15, 
for the reason that under the Acts of 1895 (chap. 449) its 
inmates may be punished, if required, by confinement in 
cells, etc. ; it therefore becomes a house of detention. 

The superintendent informed the committee that he has 
had no oceasion to enforce such a law since its enactment. 
The buildings are of old construction, but could with a small 
outlay be so improved as to answer their purpose for years to 
come. The inmates all appeared happy and contented, and 
told the committee they received the best of care. There 
are a few old couples (man and wife) living here perfectly 
happy. The committee recommend a few improvements in 
the way of new windows in the upper story, and an addi- 
tional wing, with small rooms for about 40 couples, where 
husband and wife, in approved cases, might occupy the same 
room. 


SUMMARY. 


The committee were pleased with their visits to the various 
institutions, and noted the care, cleanliness, and discipline 
prevailing in all of them. They were afforded every facility 


_ for a thorough inspection, and received full 
all matters of inquiry. , 
The reports of the superintendents and ati 

of the several institutions inspected are upped 

a part of this report. |

Ordered, ‘That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the city of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain, and use double tracks on 
Adams street, beginning at a point near the junction of said 
Adams street and Neponset avenue, thence on said Adams 
street to a point near its junction with Dorchester avenue, 
with necessary curves, cross-overs, switches, and connections, 
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said tracks and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan 
made by A. L. Plimpton, dated February 15, 1896, and de- 
posited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 

to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 

be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and 
void.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
VETOING 


ORDER REQUESTING THE ARMORY COMMISSIONERS TO 
COMPLETE, ENLARGE, AND EXTEND THE ARMORIES 
OF THE CITY BUILT BY THEM, AT AN EXPENSE NOT 
EXCEEDING $120,000

To the City Council: 

-L return herewith without my approval an order request- 
ing the Armory Commissioners to “ complete, enlarge, and 
extend” the armories of the city built by them, at an ex- 
pense not exceeding $120,000. Under the provisions of 
chapter 384 of the Acts of 1888, the amount required each 
year to pay the interest and sinking-fund requirements for 
any loan contracted by the Commonwealth for these armories 
is charged to the city and assessed in the annual tax. Both 
the South Armory and the East Armory have been in use for 
some years, and it seems to me that they should be classed 
as finished buildings, and that a further appropriation is not 
needed to ‘ ‘ complete ” them. 

In respect to enlarging and extending these armories, the 
act does not seem to. contemplate such a necessity, and it 
does not seem to me altogether clear that, after the build- 
ings have been once completed, it would be proper to pro- 
vide for enlargements or extensions in the same manner as 
for the original construction ; but, however this may be, I 
do not believe, after examining these two armories as they 
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now stand, that there is any proper occasion for the expendi- 
ture of so large a sum as $120,000 upon them, although 
there may be a legitimate necessity for the expenditure of a 
much smaller amount. Some at least of the improvements 
which I understand to be contemplated seem to come under 
the head of furnishing, or of repairs, rather than under the 
head of extensions, and I would call attention to the fact 
that under section 8 of the act above referred to, all expenses 
for “furnishing and repairs ” are to be paid by the Common- 
wealth, and “ provided for in the annual appropriation for the 
militia.” I am willing, however, to give further considera- 
tion to this matter if a smaller expenditure i is requested, as I 
have no doubt that some of the proposed improvements are 
urgently needed.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
VETOING 


ORDER GRANTING A PERMIT TO THE FREE HOME FOR 
CONSUMPTIVES, QUINCY STREET, FOR THE ERECTION 
OF A WOODEN BUILDING WITHOUT A BRICK PARTI- 
TION. 


City oF Boston, Orricre of THE Mayor, 
Ciry Hat, July 20, 1896. 


To the City Council: 


I regret to feel obliged to return herewith, without my 
approval, the order which was sent to me on July 11 grant- 
ing a permit for the erection of a wooden building, without 
a brick partition wall, on Quincy st. This building is in- 
tended for the use of the institution known as the Free Home 
for Consumptives, situated upon that street. After consul- 
tation with the building commissioners I do not find that 
there is any objection from the standpoint of safety to the 
proposed building, located as designated in the application 
filed in his office, to which reference is made in the order. 
The grounds upon which I withhold my approval are that 
the granting of this permit would, in my opinion, definitely 
commit the city to the policy of allowing not only the perma- 
nent continuance of consumptives’ homes in residential dis- 
tricts, but also the enlargement of such homes, as may be 
required by the growth of the demands upon them, and (2) 
that the Board of Aldermen, which has the power to order 
the discontinuance of these homes, not only does not seem to 
have arrived as yet at any definite policy of this nature, but 
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has taken contradictory action in the two cases of this char- 
acter with which it has recently dealt. 

It seems clear that if this Consumptives’ Home on Quincy 
st. is now given a permit to erect this large building, 196 
feet long, to cost some $50,000, the city will be morally 
bound to allow the indefinite continuance of the work upon 
the present location, and furthermore that it will be necessary 
to accord the same privilege to other such homes in similar 
localities. 

The Board of Aldermen passed upon June 22, by a vote of 
7 to 5, an order prohibiting the occupancy or use as a hospi- 
tal, after Oct. 1, 1900, of any building upon the estate now 
occupied by the so-called Cullis Home for Consumptives, 
on Blue Hill avenue; this order was vetoed by me chiefly 
upon the ground that I was not satisfied, upon the informa- 
tion then in my possession, that the city should be com- 
mitted to the policy of compelling the discontinuance of this 
home and similar ones; but I distinctly left the general 
question open for subsequent and definite action. The order 
now before me was passed in the Board of Aldermen by a 
vote of 6 to 5, one alderman being absent in Europe. It 
does not appear affirmatively, therefore, that the order has 
a majority of the board behind it, or that it could have been 
passed ona full vote. If I should give it my approval there 
is no assurance at all that upon a fall vote the board would 
not decline to adopt the same policy in other cases, thus 
‘leaving the city in the position of discriminating between 
these institutions. The trustees of the Cullis Home have 
already given notice of their intention to erect a new build- 
ing, if allowed to continue on their present location, so that 
the embarrassment suggested is no imaginary one. 

The city can take one of three courses in regard to these 
homes. It can (1) notify them that their work must be. 
discontinued upon their present locations after a certain 
time, or (2) allow them to go on and erect new buildings in 
the expectation of continuing "indefinitely upon these locations, 
or (3) refuse at present to adopt definitely either the one 
policy or the other, keeping matters in statu quo for future 
action. I have declined to approve the first course, as at 
present advised, and before I approve the second I think I 
can properly ask that it shall appear that at least a majority 
of the whole membership of the Board of Aldermen is defi- 
nitely committed to it, and prepared to carry it out consist- 
ently. 

If this question is again presented to me in any form, I 
shall take it up with the feeling that consumptives’ homes 
ought not to be either required to remove from their present 
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locations, or restricted in extending their work, unless it ap- 
pears that this work can and will be continued elsewhere or 
otherwise. I do not feel that any action should be taken 
which would deprive sick and dying consumptives of the 
humane ministrations of those who conduct these homes, 
even though it may be shown that the value of real estate in 
the vicinity is injuriously affected. 

Iam also satisfied that if properly conducted they cannot 
be considered a menace to the health of the neighborhood. 
The work of the Quincy-street Home is carried on in a 
manner and spirit which makes it worthy of all praise and 
encouragement, and it is with regret that I feel obliged, for 
the reasons above indicated, to withhold my assent at the 
present time from the erection of a building for the extension 
of its usefulness. 

I am aware that this institution has the right to erect a 
new building in conformity with the laws and ordinances, 
and proceed to use it as a hospital, without any action by the 
city government, merely taking the chance that the Board of 
Aldermen might, either now or at some future time, order 
the discontinuance of such use. In this case the question of 
general policy would be avoided ; but I feel that the present 
order presents it directly, and requires it to be met directly.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON APPORTIONMENT OF 
REPRESENTATIVES FOR SUFFOLK COUNTY. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, August 4, 1896. 


The special committee of this Board, appointed to prepare 
a draft of an order to apportion the fifty-three representa- _ 
tives allowed by Chapter 509 of the Acts of 1896 to the 
County of Suffolk, among the several wards of this city and 
the city of Chelsea and the towns of Revere and Winthrop, 
respectfully report recommending the division of the said 
county of Suffolk into twenty-eight representative districts, 
and accordingly submit for the adoption of this Board the 
following order.

Dear Sir: The order of the Board of Aldermen re- 
questing the Board of Health to “investigate in relation to 
the nuisance alleged to exist on Moore street, East. Boston, 
and also as to the cause of the numerous cases of diphtheria 
in that vicinity,” has been received. 
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In reply, we beg to say that the nuisance at the foot of 
Moore street is the result of the flow of sewage upon the 
flats, and comes from the Moore-street sewer, which dis- 
charges at that point. : 

Its remedy will consist m turning the sewage into the 
intercepting sewer, which was built a year ago for this 
purpose. We beg to say also that another nuisance exactly 
like this, but perhaps somewhat greater, exists at the 
Meridian-street bridge in East Boston, and is the result of 
a discharging sewer upon the flats at that place, and which 
should also be connected with the intercepting sewer. 

In regard to the numerous cases of diphtheria in the 
vicinity of Moore street, we would say that most of the cases 
have occurred at a distance of half a mile away, and were 
largely the result of two unrecognized cases, and therefore 
not reported ; and while the nuisance at the foot of Moore 
street could not of itself create diphtheria, it nevertheless 
has a most unfavorable influence on the health of the vicinity, 
and demands early attention on the part of the government.

Sir: [herewith enclose letter from the Board of Health 
Department, forwarded by you, with report thereon. 

The Moore-street outlet was built in 1893, and is in first- 
rate condition. The mouth of this outlet is at the Boston, 
Revere Beach, & Lynn Railroad. It was intended: when 
this outlet was built to carry it under the railroad, using 
the piles which carry the road as a support for the sewer. 
The railroad authorities, however, objected so strongly to 
this, unless the. city would expend a large amount in 
strengthening this pile structure, that it was decided to 
stop on the line of the railroad. 

In this connection it may be said that the Porter-street 
outlet, which forms a part of the same system, is in bad 
condition, and should be rebuilt. The Cottage-street out- 
let, whieh connects with the Porter-street outlet, is in good 
condition. As both the Porter-street and Cottage-street — 
outlets are covered by water at every flood tide, it 1s 
probable that any odor which may be perceptible at low tide 
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proceeds as much from the flats as from any deposit made 
by the sewers. 

‘The estimated cost of rebuilding in a permanent manner 
this entire outlet system is about $30,000 — $16,000 of 
which has been asked for this year. 

_ The nuisance at Meridian-street bridge is now being done 
away with by making the connection with the Metropolitan 
Sewerage System, which will result in the discontinuance of 
the sewer now discharging on the flats.

MESSAGE OF: THE MAYOR 


IN RELATION TO THE 


CONTINUED MAINTENANCE OR EXTENSION OF 
THE CULLIS CONSUMPTIVES’ HOME, AND 
THE QUINCY-STREET FREE HOME FOR 
-CONSUMPTIVES, IN DORCHESTER. 


Ciry or Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Crry Hati, September 14, 1896. 
To the Board of Aldermen: 


In view of the fact that your Board has twice during the 
current year passed orders dealing with the question of the 
continued maintenance or extension of two consumptives’ 
homes (viz., the Cullis Consumptives’ Home and the-Quincy- 
+ street Free Home for Consumptives), I think it proper to 
call your attention to the fact that action is likely to be taken 
at an early date, by one or both of these Homes, which must 
either result in the immediate adoption by the city of some 
general policy, or, in the event of the failure of your Board 
to take positive action, must result in making it very diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, at least for many years to come, for 
the city to adopt any other policy than that of permitting 
the continuance and extension of existing consumptives’ 
homes upon their present sites. 

In vetoing the order granting a permit for the erection of 
a wooden building without a brick partition wall for the 
Quincy-street Home, I called attention to the fact that “ this 
institution has the right to erect a new building in conform- 
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ity with the laws and ordinances, and proceed to use it as a 
hospital, without any action by the city government, merely 
taking the chance that the Board of Aldermen might, either 
now or at some future time, order the discontinuance of such 
use.” I have since been informed that this Home now pro- 
poses to erect a new building in accordance with the building 
laws, for which it would only have to obtain the formal 
approval of the Building Commissioner. I have also been 
notified that the Cullis Home proposes to erect, upon its 
present site, a new building conforming to the building laws, 
and application has been made to the Building Commissioner 
for the granting of the usual permit. 

The Building Commissioner informs me that he would 
grant such a permit in the ordinary course of business if it 
were not for the fact that by an order passed by your 
Board on November 25, 1895, he was requested “to with- 
hold a permit for the erection of this hospital until this ques- 
tion shall be thoroughly investigated by the city Board of 
Health, and a report made as to whether or not there is any 
reasonable cause for alarm to the residents of that section of 
our city, who have remonstrated against the erection of this 
hospital on the ground heretofore set forth, to wit, that it is 
dangerous to the community, and to the public generally, by 
not being sufficiently isolated.” 

While the investigation proposed by this order has been 
made, yet in view of the fact that no decisive action has been 
taken or policy adopted, both the Building Commissioner 
and myself feel that, in view of this order and as a matter of 
courtesy to your Board, notice of this application for a per- 
mit should be given to you, and a reasonable time allowed 
for such action as you may deem it proper to take, before 
the permit is issued. If the further consideration of the 
matter by your Board should result in the passage of an. 
order such as you have the right to pass under the statutes, 
prohibiting, from some future date, the continuance of con- 
sumptives’ hospitals within the city, or within any district of 
the city, of course both the Cullis Home and the Quiney- 
street Home would be obliged to abandon the idea of erect- 
ing new buildings upon their present sites, and the question 
would be settled in that way. A failure to take positive 
action of this character would leave the matter in a position 
where the managers of these Homes could proceed to erect 
the proposed new buildings, if they chose to take the risk of 
adverse action by a subsequent Board of Aldermen. While 
a failure of the present Board of Aldermen to take action 
adverse to these Homes would have no legal effect in pre- 
cluding such action by a future Board of Aldermen, it is 
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nevertheless clear that if the large investments involved in 
the erection of these proposed new buildings are now even 
tacitly acquiesced in by your Board, it will be practically 
very difficult, if not impossible, for a future Board of Alder- 
men, at least for many years, to order the discontinuance of 
the use of these new buildings for hospital purposes. I 
would therefore recommend that your Board now take up, 
in its broadest aspect, the general question whether the public 
interest requires that your Board should exercise the power 
given to it by Section 73 of Chapter 80 of the Public Stat- 
utes, and prohibit the use of buildings for consumptives’ 
hospitals, either in the whole city or in any district of the 
city ; and in view of the importance of the question and the 
public interest in it, I think that full hearings should be 
given before any final conclusion is arrived at. 

If after this notice your Board does not take definite action 
within a reasonable time, the Building Commissioner will 
have no other course open to him than that of issuing the 
usual building permit. If such a permit is issued to either 
of these Homes, and building operations are commenced, I 
should then feel that there was no good reason why the City 
Council should not grant any proper and legal exemption 
from the requirements of the building laws in the case of any 
other proposed building for use as a consumptives’ hospital.

Sir: In reply to the order of the Board of Aldermen 
asking for information regarding revenue received from all 
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sources by the department to October 1, 1896; the number 
of places leased, together with the names of the lessees, the 
terms and revenue in each case and the purposes of the leases ; 
also the bathing capacity in the pavilion, Marine Park, the 
number of bathers accommodated, the number of bathing 
suits let and the prices charged, the number of shower baths 
let and the prices charged ; also the expense of sustaining the 
bathing facilities at the said pavilion, — we beg to say that the 
revenue received from January 1 to October 1 was $1,127.22, 
which was received from the sale of buildings, grass, wool 
and old materials, and for occupancy as tenants-at-will of 
park lands and buildings not in use for park purposes. 

The refectory at Franklin Park has been occupied by 
James Dooling and the head-house at Marine Park by 
L. E. Bow under an agreement for lease, the remuneration 
to the city to be a certain percentage of the gross receipts, 
to be ascertained and fixed after the results of the business 
the first season are ascertained. 

The number of bathing-houses at Marine Park is 508; 
the number of bathers FTO was 12,940; the 
number of bathing suits let was 12,245; the price charged 
for bathing suits was ten cents ; aie number of shower baths 
let was 695; the price charged for shower baths was fifteen 
cents. The total amount received from the bathing depart- 
ment was $1,328.75. The cost of maintaining the bathing 
facilities was $1,253.59, including the cost of the suits 
($324.54) and towels ($93. TD) amounting to $418.29. The 
number of towels not returned by bathers was 492, and the 
bathing suits now on hand are estimated to be worth 
about half price.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


VETOING 


ORDER GRANTING TO BOSTON PNEUMATIC 
TRANSIT COMPANY LEAVE TO LAY UNDER-— 
GROUND CONDUITS IN DEVONSHIRE AND 
OTHER. STREETS. 


City oF Boston, OrricE OF THE Mayor, 
Ciry Hau, October 2, 1896. 


To the Board of Aldermen: 


I return herewith without my signature an order passed 
by your Board on September 21, 1896, granting permission 
to the Boston Pneumatic Transit Company to “lay and 
maintain underground conduits for pipes and tubes, with 
suitable manholes therefor, to be used for the purpose of 
transmitting United States mail, messages, commercial 
bundles, packages, merchandise and other articles, by means 
of pneumatic power, from place to place,” in and under cer- 
tain streets in this city. 

During the limited time in which this order has been in 
my hands, I have inquired as carefully as possible into the 
operation of the pneumatic system which it is proposed to 
introduce, and into the organization and plans of the Boston 
Pneumatic Transit Company. The working of this special 
system in the city of Philadelphia seems to prove its entire 
practicability, and I think that there can be no doubt of the 
public utility of a pneumatic transportation service. 

The location of branch post-offices and the existence of 
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numerous local business centres seem to me to render this 
city a peculiarly favorable field for the successful operation 
of the pneumatic service; and as a large amount of business 
could reasonably be expected over routes only a few miles 
in length, the enterprise ought to prove a profitable one. 
The immediate transmission of letters from the main rail- 
road depots, at which it. is proposed to establish postal 
stations, to the central post-office, and from thence to the 
branch post-offices, which this service would make possible, 
would certainly prove a great convenience to business, while 
a service for the transportation of packages would tend to 
reduce, at least slightly, the use of streets already over- 
crowded. 

I therefore fully recognize the advantages to be derived 
by the public from the successful introduction of a service of 
this character, and should be glad to see Boston take a lead- 
ing place among the cities of the country in adopting such 
an improvement. Many of the large cities of Europe have 
for many years used the pneumatic service extensively, and 
the tubes which this company proposes to Jay in Boston are 
much larger than those used abroad, thus greatly increasing 
the utility of the service, as packages of larger diameter can 
be transported. After careful investigation, the Post-Office 
Department has fully recognized the utility of the pneumatic 
service for the local transportation of letters, and is prepared 
to make contracts for the transit of letters by such service 
where it can be secured. 

In respect to the, organization of this company, all that I 
can learn indicates that it has been formed in good faith, and 
that it can probably secure the necessary capital to install the 
plant. I do not, therefore, desire to stand in the way of 
granting to this company, upon any terms which seem to me 
to be proper and fair to the city, such rights as may be 
necessary to enable it to establish the proposed pneumatic 
service. I believe that the objections which I have to the 
passage of the order in its: present form can readily be over- 
come, and I would therefore suggest that this message be laid 
upon the table while an effort is made to arrive at such an 
arrangement between this company and the city as will remove 
such objections. I am informed by representatives of the 
company that they are willing to enter into a contract, if the 
terms can be agreed upon. 

Under the provisions of chapter 544 of the Acts of 1896, 
companies formed for the purpose of transmitting merchan- 
dise by pneumatic power are placed upon the same legal 
footing, with respect to locations and rights in the strects, 
as gas companies. The Public Statutes provide for the 


UNDERGROUND CONDUITS. 3 


eranting of permission to gas companies, by the Mayor and 
Aldermen of a city, to “take up and open the ground of any 
of the streets, lanes and highways thereof, so far as is 
necessary to accomplish the objects of the corporation.” 

There is no express authority given by the statutes to the 
Mayor and Aldermen to revoke a location or right of this 
character once granted, or to require the removal of the 
pipes of such companies from the streets. I am advised by 
the Corporation Counsel that, while the point has not been 
directly decided by our Supreme Court, it would probably 
be held that locations and rights of this character, once 
granted, are irrevocable. 

Therefore the franchise which the order grants to this 
corporation would be a permanent one, and it would have. 
the right not only to lay its pipes in the streets designated, 
but to maintain them forever, including the right to renew 
or repair them as necessity might require. 

I am very strongly of the opinion that where a munici- 
pality grants a fixed right of this character, constituting 
a vested property interest, — particularly when, as would 
doubtless be the case in the present instance, a monopoly is 
practically established, — whatever reasonable terms and con- 
ditions may be needed for the protection of the public in- 
terést should be imposed, and some reasonable pecuniary 
payment should be required, either absolutely or condition- 
ally, for the benefit of the municipal treasury. 

The introduction of an entirely new service requiring the 
use of the streets, seems to me to afford such a good oppor- 
tunity to establish from the beginning proper contract re- 
lations between the corporation introducing such service and 
the city, and to establish a principle which Boston, in com- 
mon with nearly all American cities, has suffered great loss 
by failing to apply in the past, that it ought not to be 
allowed to pass by without proper action. 

In view of the fact that the right of the Board of Alder- 
men under the statutes to impose terms and conditions 
upon the granting of franchises of this character, is, to say the 
least, very doubtful, I do not mean to criticise the terms of 
the order as sent to me, particularly as the proper authority 
of the executive to control the time when,:and the places 
where, streets may be opened, ‘is fully recognized ; but I am 
advised by the Corporation Counsel that a contract entered 
into between the Mayor, acting under his general executive 
powers as the representative of the city, and this company, 
providing that the rights granted by the order of the Board 
should only be exercised to a certain extent, and upon 
certain terms advantageous to the city, would probably be 
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upheld by the courts as a binding obligation, and that if the 
performance of such contract were secured by a bond, any 
violation of its terms would certainly enable the city to 
recover damages under the bond. It therefore seems to me 
to be clearly my duty, instead of assenting to the uncondi- 
tional grant of a new franchise of this character, which may 
in the future prove very valuable, to endeavor to secure a 
proper contract from the company, providing, among other 
things, for some form of compensation or return to the 
city, thus establishing a precedent which may be of much 
future importance. 

I should also add that the list of streets in which the loca- 
tions are granted seems to me a very long one, particularly 
in view of the somewhat novel character of the service, and 
in negotiating a contract I should probably deem it proper 
to provide for some restriction upon the immediate right of 
the company to dig up all of these streets for the laying of 
its pipes, particularly in view of the fact that many of them 
have been newly surfaced last year or this year. While the 
order as passed requires the issue of permits for street open- 
ings by the Superintendent of Streets, I am advised by the 
Corporation Counsel that such permits could only be refused 
temporarily, and for specific reasons connected with the 
condition of the streets. It does not seem to me necessary 
for the reasonable security of the company that it should be 
given absolute rights at once in all of the streets included 
within the order. 

I trust that the Board will concur with me as to the desir- 
ability of imposing some proper contract obligations in 
connection with this franchise, and will afford an opportunity 
for the negotiation of a contract with this company.

All the work of laying said conduits to be done on or 
before January 4, 1898, under the direction and to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Streets, and the said com- 
pany to give a bond and comply with all the requirements 
of the ordinances of the city, the bond to be also conditional 
to faithfully carry out the provision of the above condition.

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REPORT 


COMMITTEE ON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


ON THE 


PRACTICAL WORKINGS OF THE PIPE-LINE 
SYSTEM FOR FIRE SERVICE. 


The Committee on Fire Department, who were enabled 
by His Honor the Mayor to witness the practical workings 
of the pipe-line system, so called, for fire service in other 
cities, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT: 


In Detroit the committee were received by Fire Commis- 
sioners William Carson and E. H. Parker and Chief James 
B. Eliot, who met the committee at the hotel and escorted 
them to the fire-boat “Detroiter.” When all were on 
board, the boat conveyed them to the source of the longest 
pipe-line in operation, where connections were made with a 
three-way siamese with three and one-half inch openings. 
The party then took carriages to the terminus of this line, 
four thousand eight hundred feet from the water front, where 
an opportunity was afforded the committee to witness the 
practical workings of this system. 

Three one and one-half inch streams through one hundred 
feet of three-inch hose each were thrown a distance of two 
hundred and twenty-five feet ; two one and three-fourths inch 
streams with one hundred feet of three-inch hose each were 
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thrown two hundred and fifty feet; two two-inch streams 
with one hundred feet of three-inch hose each were thrown 
three hundred and twenty-five feet; one two and one- 
quarter inch stream with three lengths of fifty feet three-inch 
hose was thrown two hundred and seventy-five feet ; one two 
and one-half inch stream with three lengths of fifty feet three- 
inch hose siamesed into one length of fifty feet hose was 
thrown three hundred feet. The pumping capacity of the 
fire-boat “ Detroiter,” accomplishing the above work, is esti- 
mated at five thousand gallons per minute. The pipes are 
steel, eight and ten inches in diameter, and are entirely sep- 
arate from other pipes and hydrants connected with the Fire 
Department, forming an auxiliary to the Fire Department 
more formidable than the original department.

The pipe used is steel pipe, such as is used by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in pumping oil from the wells to tide- 
water, and are eight inches and in some cases ten inches in 
diameter, ten-inch pipe being preferred. The pipe. is 
capable of standing an immense pressure, — one thousand 
pounds hydraulic. Hydrants are set at convenient points. 
Each hydrant has a six-inch standpipe, with two three- 
inch (hose) and one four-inch steamer outlet, with inde- 
pendent cut-offs on each outlet. Brick manholes are built 
opposite each hydrant, and a wire is ran alongside the main 

ipe so as to enable telephor ions. bebe 
pipe so a: enable telephone connections between each 
hydrant and the boat. In the manholes at the end of the 
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pipes are placed relief-valves in case of an excess of pressure. 
The upper manholes are connected with the sewer, having 
sufficient fall to carry off any water that may enter the man- 
hole should it be necessary to use the relief-valve. The 
blow-off manhole at the lowest point in the pipe is also con- 
nected with the sewer, and by means of a four-inch gate- 
valve the pipe is emptied into the sewer. Each hydrant is 
connected with what is called a swing-gate for shutting off 
the water, in case of any defect in the hydrant, without in any 
way affecting the rest of the service. LKach pipe is also 
supplied with an air-exhaust valve working automatically. 

The cost of the pipe-line system in Detroit was $7,000 a 
mile, ready for operation. The cost of maintenance is 
merely nominal. Hose can be run one thousand feet from 
any connection, and operated with the same effect as a 
line of one hundred feet, thus enabling the fire-boat, whose 
usefulness was confined to the water front heretofore, to 
extend its service in a belt one mile wide and _ parallel 
with the water front. 

From the longest direct pipe-line an offset line has been 
constructed through an intersecting street for seven hundred 
feet, connecting with main line with an ordinary T-connec- 
tion, and the same service is obtained from hydrants on 
intersecting as from hydrants on main line. 

The pumping capacity of the fire-boat “ Detroiter ” operating 
these pipe-lines is estimated at five thousand gallons per 
minute, working through open butts, equal to the work of 
eight first-class steam fire-engines. The maximum water- 
pressure at the boat when delivering water through the pipe- 
lines is one hundred and eighty pounds, and one hundred and 
forty pounds of steam is the maximum pressure ; proving the 
value of fire-boats to be almost incalculable where water is 
plenty. 

While of the opinion that the report should be confined to 
the practical working of the pipe-line system, as demon- 
strated by actual tests, leaving the science of hydraulics to 
the engineers, yet, as the question has been asked as to the 
friction loss, your committee thought it might be proper to 
insert the following information : 

The friction loss in an eight-inch line of two thousand 
feet long, working through two lines one hundred feet each 
of three-inch hose, is as follows; two one and three-fourths 
inch streams :

This would be less in a ten-inch pipe and still less im a 
twelve-inch pipe. fe 

After witnessing the pipe-line tests, the committee visited 
the Veterinary Hospital, training and supply stable build- 
ings, having accommodations for thirty herses and costing 
$10,000. ‘The plant is two hundred and eighty feet» by two 
hundred and forty feet. The Veterinary Hospital is two 
hundred feet long and forty feet wide, containing fifteen 
box-stalls twelve feet square, also a department for horses 
suffering from any kind of distemper, containing three box- 
stalls. The main building is of brick, two stories, forty-two 
feet by sixty feet, with one-story addition forty feet wide 
by ninety fect long, with a still further one-story addition, 
fitted up with three box-stalls, known as the contagious 
department. In the grounds around the building is a well- 
constructed track, seven laps to the mile, used for training 
green horses for the service and exercising convalescent 
horses. Experience has demonstrated that this 1s a neces- 
sary adjunct to the fire departments in large cities, and 
many other cities are now establishing veterinary and train- 
ing departments. 

The committee left Detroit Monday evening, well satisfied 
from what they had seen that His Honor the Mayor would 
be justified in carrying out his intentions of recommending 
the adoption of the pipe-line system and veterinary training- 
school in Boston. | 

Arriving in Milwaukee Tuesday afternoon about two 
o’clock, they were received by Chief Foley and a delegation 
from the city government, who were instructed by the 
Mayor to afford the Boston visitors every facility for in- 
specting the pipe-line system and the Fire Department 
generally. The committee were escorted to the fire-boat 
“James Foley,” where connections were made with a six- 
way siamese, three and one-half inch openings. Carriages 
were then taken, and the committee were driven a half- 
mile to witness test on longest pipe-line in Milwaukee, 
two thousand one hundred feet: connections were made 
with hydrant at the end of this line fifty-seven and one- 
half feet above the river, and a two and one-half inch 
stream was thrown over the Court House, attaining an ele- 
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vation of over one hundred and ninety-five feet, or about 
two hundred and fifty-five feet above the source of pres- 
sure. Here, as in Detroit, steel pipe is used, ten inches in 
diameter, provided with hydrants having two three and one- 
half inch openings and telephonic communications between 
each hydrant and the boat. From here the committee were 
taken to another section of the city, where the other boat 
was in service, and an opportunity afforded them to witness 
the quantity of water that could be concentrated on a fire by 
the use of the pipe-line system. Six: three-inch streams 
_ were thrown over buildings one hundred and fifty feet high. 

‘The area covered by the pipe-line system in Milwaukee is 
about the same as Detroit, —one mile square. The cost in 
Milwaukee was $5,680.58 per mile, or $1.72 per foot. The 
first fire-boat was built here in 1890; and so well was the 
service appreciated that a second boat was built in 1893, and 
another boat is now on the stocks. It was dark when the 
tests were finished, about seven o’clock inthe evening. The 
committee were well satistied with their day’s work, and 
more strongly convinced of the efliciency of this branch of 
the fire service. 

The committee felt under heavy obligations to Chief 
Foley, Alderman Ramsey, and Sergeant of Police Gleason, 
who was formerly an East Boston. boy, for their attention 
and courtesy. The committee were obliged to leave Mil- 
waukee early the next morning, Wednesday, to keep an 
appointment with Chief Swenic, of Chicago. Arriving in 
Chicago about noon, they called on Chief Swenie at oneo ‘clock, 
who received and: afforded them an opportunity to inspect his 
department, which the committee found as efficient as any 
other in the country. Chief Swenie was the first to recom- 
mend the direct pipe-line system from the water front, and 
has continued to recommend it in his report year after year, 
but as yet no appropriation has been made for this purpose. 
The committee are grateful to the Chief for his untiring 
attention during their limited stay in Chicago. Chief 
Swenie, as alll as all other fire-chiefs and men of long 
experience in fighting fires, strongly recommend the pipe- 
line service, believing that a properly equipped fire-boat 
with the pipe-line system will do the work of twenty first- 
class fire-engines. 

On Wednesday evening the committee left for Cleveland, 
arriving there about eight o'clock ‘Thursday morning. At 
half-past nine Assistant Chief H. H. Rebbick, in the absence of 
Chief Dickinson, called on the committee and conducted them 
to the office of Mayor MeKisson, who welcomed the visitors 


and placed them in charge of Mr, G. L.. Heckler, Director - - 
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of the Fire Department, with instructions to place the 
department at their disposal. He had carriages in readiness, 
and the committee were driven to the fire-boat and afforded 
an opportunity to witness its workings. Connections are 
made with a six-way siamese, three and one-half inch open- 
ings. Each hydrant has two three and one-half inch open- 
ings. Connections are made with boat by means of the 
telegraph overhead wires. Cleveland was the first city to 
introduce the pipe-line system, inaugurating the system in 
1889. It has four’miles of pipe and five direct lines with 
thirty-six hydrants. The area covered by this service is 
equal to two square miles, in two sections: one section con- 
taining the lumber and manufacturing interests, and the 
other the mercantile interests. There are two fire-boats: one 
a steel boat, with a draught of seven feet, and one.a wooden 
boat, with a draught of eight feet. The test here was at a 
‘distance of two thousand feet from the boat, where, with the 
water-tower at an elevation of ninety-three feet, a three- 
inch stream was thrown two hundred and fifty feet. 

The cost of the pipe system in Cleveland is $6,500 a 
mile. It was started with six-inch pipe, but was increased 
to eight and ten inch pipe, steel pipe being the material 
used. Here, as in Detroit and Milwaukee, the improve- 
ment of the pipe-line system over the steam fire-engines was 
demonstrated by practical tests. After witnessing the tests, _ 
the committee were driven to the Veterinary Training School, | 
which was inaugurated in Cleveland in January, 1896, and 
is furnished with a well-regulated pharmacy. The school is 
located on Huntington street, near Central street; is one 
hundred forty-seven feet long, twenty-seven feet in front, 
and fifty feet in the rear. All sick horses are taken here 
for treatment. In the front part of the building are located 
a reserve engine and hose wagon, which part is constructed 
and furnished the same as any engine-house, the rear por- 
tion being devoted to veterinary purposes, and is furnished 
with one padded stall twenty feet square, one box-stall 
twelve feet square, and ten ordinary stalls. A veterinary is 
employed, and paid a certain salary yearly ; who, besides 
treating sick horses, examines all horses purchased for the 
department. Director Heckler is of the opinion that to 
obtain the best results the city should maintain’ its own vet- 
erinary and training school for the fire department. It was 
late. in the evening when the committee finished. its labors 
in Cleveland, where Director Heckler and Assistant Chief 
Rebbick spared no pains to assist them in obtaining the in- 
formation they desired. The committee took the night train 


a pee 
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morning. At half-past nine o’clock Director Brown, of the 
Public Safety Department, called on the committee and con- 
ducted them to the office of Mayor Ford, where they were 
cordially received and presented to Chief Humphries, Di- 
rector Mead, and a number of other city officials whom the 
Mayor had appointed to receive the visitors, who imme- 
diately took them in charge. An elegant new building for 
the Department of Public Safety, situated on Sixth avenue, 
was visited. From here the party went to the Veterinary 
Training School, a modern and elegant building not quite 
completed, but which is to be furnished and equipped with 
all the modern appliances for a first-class veterinary hospital 
and training-school, including a regular pharmacy, soaking- 
stalls, sweating-stalls, and other improvements that advanced 
veterinary science demands. The city of Pittsburg employs 
a veterinary surgeon at a salary of $2,500 a year. | 
After the engine-houses in the business part of the city 
were visited, the Mayor escorted the commnittee to Alleghany 
City, where they met Director Murphy, Owing to the 
limited time, the committee were only able to inspect the 
Pittsburg Fire Department; and in the afternoon Mayor 
Ford and his committee took the visitors on a tour of in- 
spection to the engine-houses in the residential portion of 
Pittsburg, where the houses are certainly fine specimens of 
‘architecture, both as to design and plan. Mayor Ford and 
his associates gave up the entire day to the entertainment of 
your committee, and, while they have not as yet introduced 
the pipe-line system, they certainly are in advance in their 
engine-houses and veterinary training-schools. 
At eight o’clock in the evening the committee took the 
train for Philadelphia, arriving there about seven o’clock 
Saturday morning. At ten o’clock the sergeant-at-arms of 
the Philadelphia Common Council called on the committee 
and escorted them to the office of Mayor Warwick, where 
the chief of the Fire Department took charge of the party, 
visiting several of the engine-houses, and then the fire-boat, 
where an exhibition was given. The pipe-line system has 
not yet been introduced into Philadelphia, but is under con- 
sideration. From the boat, carriages were taken to the 
Veterinary Hospital or Training School, which is certainly 
a model of its kind, located on the south-west corner of 
Eleventh and Morton streets. The building is one hundred 
and thirty feet long by thirty feet wide, furnished with 
twelve box-stalls, twelve feet by twelve feet, soaking-stalls 

and sweating-box. Connected with the hospital is a well- 
regulated pharmacy. The cost of the building is $25,000. 
-The plant covers an avea of two hundred feet by. two. hun- 
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dred and fifty feet, and has a paddock one hundred and 
seventy feet by fifty feet. The building is also used for a 
supply and reserve stable for the police and fire departments. 
From what the committee had observed in the different cities 
visited, there was no difference of opinion as to the wisdom 
of establishing and maintaining a veterinary hospital and 
training-school in connection with Boston’s Fire Department. 
St. Louis has at the present time a veterinary hospital that 
is inadequate for the needs of the department. New plans, 
however, for the building of a combined training-school and 
hospital are now in the hands of the Committee of Public 
Works, and through the courtesy of Chief Swingley the draw- 
ings and plans were examined. It is proposed to erect a 
building that will contain in all thirty-five box-stalls, one-half 
of the number for the use of sick and otherwise disabled horses 
of the fire department, and the remaining’ half for new 
horses being trained for fire service. Between these two 
departments it is proposed to build a wall of masonry so that 
the horses confined in the hospital will not be disturbed by 
the noises attending the training of the new horses. The 
stalls are to be ten feet square and the ceiling twelve feet 
high. At the top of each stall, six inches below the ceiling, 
a bull’s-eye window with a swing sash is to be placed for 
ventilation. Additional means of ventilation and admission 
of fresh air will be had by means of a broad entrance-hall, 
in which side skylights will be placed.» Two stalls will be 
especially built with a concreted floor.and sides, with a de- 
pression of one foot below the level of the floor, and the 
necessary plumbing placed therein to fill with water of any 
degree of temperature, for horses receiving treatment, in 
which hot foot and ankle baths may be conveniently given. 
The training-school is to be fitted up with an alarm tapper, 
sliding chains, and weighted harnesses; in short, with all 
appliances to properly make efficient. this very important. 
department of the service. A short oval cinder-path will be 
laid out, adjoining the building, to drive the horses around. 
The appropriation asked for to carry out this project is 
$10,000. Chief Swingley is one of the best-informed men 
upon fire-fighting subjects in the West, and has been con- — 
nected with the department for more than twenty years; 
both he and his assistant chiefs are loud in their praises and 
cannot advocate too strongly the introduction of the pipe- 
line system. | 
The proposition to introduce the pipe system, so called, 
in Boston, for the purpose of utilizing the water in the 
harbor for fire purposes, is not a new one. In 1873 ‘Henry 
~N. Stone and others presented a petition to the City, Coun- - 
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cil asking that salt water be used for fire-extinguishing 
purposes, and for the erection of pumping-stations on the 
water front to embrace that portion of the city north of 
Dover street. The stations were to have been located at 
the foot of Hanover street, foot of State street, foot of Cam- 
bridge street, and junction of Albany and Dover streets, 
with twenty nine-inch mains and eight-inch branches, sup- 
plied with post hydrants, each hydrant being equal to four 
first-class steam fire-engines. Of the feasibility and practi- 
cability of the system no one doubted. The petition was 
referred to the Committee on Fire Department, who reported 
favorably, and the report was accepted; but conservatism 
and not progressiveness held sway, and nothing was done. 
It remained for younger and more progressive cities to take 
the initiative in this important improvement for controlling 
and subduing large conflagrations. 

In 1893 the Fire Commissioners recommended the pipe- 
line system, to be supplied with water hy the fire-boats, for 
the conflagration district, so called; and the present Fire 
Commissioner, in his report for this year, strongly recom- 
mends the system for the more congested parts of the city. 
The Building Commissioner, Capt. John 5. Damrell, has 
for many years urged the adoption of a pipe-line system, 
and to-day is of the opinion that there should be no delay in 
perfecting sucha system. Chief Webber, of the Fire Depart- 
ment, indorses the position taken by the Fire Commissioner 
and the Building Commissioner, and from practical experi- 
ence is of the opinion that no more important improvement 
for the protection of the lives and property of our citizens 
than the pipe-line system can be introduced. As to the 
practicability and efliciency of this branch of the service 
there can be no question. In the cities where it is in opera- 
tion it is being extended as fast as finances will permit, and. 
in the near future instead of being an auxiliary to the Fire 
Department the present Fire Department will be simply an 
auxiliary to the so-called pipe system in all cities that have 
a water front that may be utilized. With this system a boat 
with a capacity of seven thousand gallons per minute maxi- 
mum will perform the service of ten first-class fire-engines, 
and with two boats the service would be equal to twenty 
first-class engines. Some of the chiefs in other cities con- 
sider the service of two boats equal to that of twenty-four 
first-class fire-engines, but your committee are of the opinion 
that the first calculation is nearer correct. However, its 
superiority over the present system of fire-fighting is so 
creat that the committee’ have no hesitancy-in recommend- 
ing its adoption. 
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His Honor the Mayor, who has taken an active interest in 
this question, was waiting to be assured of the practical 
working of the system, and had a conference with the com- 
mittee immediately on its return; and so well satisfied was 
the Mayor with the result of the committee’s investigation, 
that he decided to ask for the sum of $18,000 in the !oan- 
bill for this purpose. The committee voted unanimously 
to recommend the adoption of the pipe-line system, and 
authorized the chairman to appear with the Mayor before 
the Committee on Finance and urge the adoption of this 
item in the interests of the citizens doing business in the 
congested district, so called; and $15,000 of the $18,000 
was incorporated in the loan bill and is now available for the 
purpose. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the successful fire-_ 
fighting of the future must be done by big streams, and there 
is no more effective way of securing this than by utilizing 
water-front resources, where available, by means of fire- 
boats and pipe-line systems. Less hose will be needed, and 
hydrants are cheaper than hose, and always reliable. The 
service is always ready for operation, and there is no waiting 
for engines delayed in crowded streets. Your committee 
are of the opinion that in introducing the system into Boston 
twelve-inch steel pipe should be used, for there is no question 
but what when one pipe-line is in operation, demonstrating 
its superior power for fire-fighting, there will be no limit to 
its extension. Your committee are also of the opinion that 
as many direct pipe-lines as possible should be constructed 
in order to secure the most efficient service from intersecting 
lines. In connection with the pipe-line system, the com- 
mittee inquired carefully into the construction of the fire-boats 
used in the different cities, and satisfied themselves that the 
Boston fire-boat now in commission is competent to perform 
the work that may be demanded of it in connection with a 
pipe-line system, While the location of the first line is per- 
haps a question to be settled by the Fire Commissioner and 
the City Engineer, the committee fee] justified from their 
experience in recommending that the first line be constructed 
in Oliver street, from Fort Hill wharf, through Fort Hill 
square, across High street, a distance of about eight hundred 
and twenty-five feet, with two hydrants : one at the corner 
of Oliver and Purchase streets, and one at the north-east 
corner of Oliver and High streets. Fort Hill wharf prop- 
erty 1s owned by the city, and Fort Hill square will afford an 
excellent opportunity to test the eficiency of the system. 

This line would be about the same length as the Bates- 
street line in Detroit, and could be extended to Liberty and 
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Post Office squares. The extension of this system will 
relieve the present water-supply. 

The committee are also of the opinion that the old fire. 
boat should be put in commission, so as to be ready for ser- 
vice when the system is extended; and an estimate of the 
cost should be made at once, so that the money could be 
provided. In fact, it should be in readiness to perform the 
service of the boat now in commission, in order'to enable the 
- present boat to handle the pipe-line system; and the com- 
mittee are further of the opinion that the unexpended balance 
of the appropriation for land, house, and engine, North End, 
amounting to $32,000, should be transferred to an appropria- 
tion for pipe-line service. 

_ In regard to the veterinary hospital and training-school, 
the committee are strongly of the opinion that the Boston 
Fire Department, like the fire departments in other cities, 
should own and control a veterinary hospital and training- 
school, as recommended by the Fire Commissioner in his 
last report. It seems from the Commissioner’s report that 
at one time land was secured on Swett street, and plans were 
made for a suitable hospital, to cost $12,000. The commit- 
tee visited the land in question and found that a portion of 
it was used by the Board of Health for a disinfecting plant, 
and that there was a very large portion of it that was not 
used for department purposes; and your committee are of 
the opinion that a portion of this land could be used for the 
hospital and training-school, with land enough for a suitable 
paddock, without in any way interfering with the plant 
maintained by the Board of Health. The location is a con- 
venient one, and as the city owns the land, and it is not in use 
by any department, steps should be immediately taken to 
utilize it for a veterinary hospital and training-school, the 
design and plan of which may properly be left to the Fire 
Commissioner and the Architects, and your committee 
accordingly recommend the passage of the ee 
orders.

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A COMMUNICATION 


' FROM 


OFFICERS OF THE MASSACHUSETTS

HIS HONOR THE MAYOR, ASKING HIS CO-OPERA-

Dear Str: We desire to call your attention to a,few 
facts, concerning the long-delayed project for supplying the 
militia of Boston with a rifle range, and to ask your co- 
operation, so far as lies in your power as chief magistrate, 
_ towards securing the same. 

On May 4, 1895, George H. Hall, Inspector General of 
Rifle. Practice, M.V.M., sent. the following communication 
to the Board of Aldermen : 


OFFICE oF THE INSPECTOR GENERAL OF RIFLE PRACTICE, 
206 FEDERAL STREET, 
Boston, May 4, 1895. 
To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston : 


GENTLEMEN: On August 9, 1894, I had the honor to 
make application to the Mayor and Aldermen to provide by 
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purchase suitable grounds, conveniently located, for target 
ranges, in accordance with Militia Laws of 1893, to which 
letter I now beg leave to refer you. 

My communication was referred to the Committee on 
Armories, and on recommendation of that committee the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings was authorized to ask for 
proposals for the furnishing of a suitable tract of land. Be- 
fore anything was done under this order, the municipal year 
expired, and our militia is still unprovided with suitable 
ranges. 

It is absolutely essential for the improvement and greater 
effectiveness of our troops that the city should furnish per- 
manent grounds for this purpose ; and I beg leave to call the 
attention of the present administration to the subject, and to 
urge immediate action thereon.

After due consideration and investigation, the city govern- 
ment, on July 9, 1895, authorized a loan for a ‘* Parade 
Ground for the Militia, etc.,” amounting to $125,000. 

During the summer and fall unsuccessful attempts were 
made to agree upon a site to be purchased. Almost the last 
official act of Mayor Curtis, on December 30, 1895, was to 
veto an order directing the Superintendent of Public Grounds 
to purchase certain land in West Roxbury ‘‘ for use as 
grounds for the parade, drill, and target practice of the mili- 
tia belonging to the city of Boston.” 

The $125,000 loan which was authorized is still available, 
and early in the present year proposals were again asked for 
and duly received. These bids embrace quite a number of 
sites in and adjacent to Boston, which have been examined 
by militia-men who know what they want. 

The site which has received the unqualified approval of 
the undersigned, acting for the militia, and whose judgment 
has been accepted when other cities were selecting sites, is 
the one located in Revere. So far, Boston is almost the only 
city which has not complied with the statute law and pro- 
vided a rifle range for its militia. All unreasonable delay in- 
acting upon this matter renders the city liable to a heavy fine. 

The money having been appropriated, the militia-men of 
Boston cannot understand why there should be a delay of 
over a year in selecting a site, particularly when so many 
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sites have been offered. All the lots now offered have been 
carefully examined, solely with a view to their fitness for the 
object intended. As we understand it, there will be a saving 
on the appropriation if the Revere lot is purchased, and we 
respectfully urge that there may be no more delay in the 
matter. ! 

If the city cannot agree upon a site, it is our candid 
opinion, judging by the feeling among the militia-men of 
Boston, that the State will be asked to take the whole matter 
out of the hands of the city at the next session of the Leg- 
islature, because the lack of these grounds is a very serious 
detriment to the welfare of the Boston contingent of the 
Massachusetts Volunteer Militia.

Dear Sir: I am very glad to answer your question about 
rifle ranges. 

In my opinion, the land I saw in company with Lieut. 
W. A. Hayes and yourself, on the 27th of August, in West 
Roxbury, beyond Roslindale, and near the Spring-street 
station, is entirely unfit for a range, in natural features and 
surroundings. 

The tract we saw a few days before that in Revere, near 
Linden station, is, in my opinion, ideal in its natural features, - 
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if enough of the tract.can be secured. Its surroundings do not 
hamper it. I wish Boston could secure it.

To the City Council: 7 

I transmit herewith for your information the report of the 
Advisory Committee on Public Baths appointed by me early 
in the present year. The plans for the first bath-house, to 
be erected upon the lot of land acquired for the purpose on 
Dover street, near the corner of Harrison avenue, are now 
in my office for approval, and I should be glad to have them 
inspected by any members of the City Council or other 
persons interested in the subject. It is hoped to have this 
bath-house in operation by the beginning of next summer, 
at latest. 

The committee has given careful consideration to the 
question whether the baths should be absolutely free, or 
whether a small fee should be charged, and I am decidedly 
inclined to support its recommendation that the baths should 
be free. 

The plans as now drawn can be utilized very largely, 
With such modifications as local conditions may require, for 
the erection of bath-houses for other sections of the city. 
The question of locating other bath-houses is already being 
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considered, at my request, by the same committee, and [ 
expect to recommend early in the coming year the appro- 
priation of sufficient money to provide at least two or three 
additional sections of the city with similar bathing accom- 
modations. For a comparatively moderate expense Boston 
can be placed in advance of any other American city with — 
respect to the municipal provision of proper bathing facili- 
ties. I believe that it would be enlightened publie policy 
to make such provision at the public expense, upon the 
ground that public cleanliness bears a close relation to the 
public health. 

I recognize and appreciate the readiness which the City ~ 
Council has already shown to coédperate in the inaugura- 
tion of such a policy, and to provide the money necessary 
therefor; and now that the first bath-house is definitely pro- 
vided for and will soon be in process of construction, I trust 
that equal willingness will be shown to extend the benefits 
of this policy to other parts of the city, by making financial 
provision for the erection of other bath-houses during the 
coming year.

REPORT TO HIS HONOR THE MAYOR BY THE 
COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC BATHS. 


~Your Honor’s Committee on Public Baths herewith sub- 
mit the plans and specifications prepared under the direction 
of the committee by Messrs. Peabody & Stearns. The 
bath-house is to be erected upon the lot situated on Dover 
street, near Harrison avenue, which has already been pur- 
chased by the city. In accordance with the details sub- 
mitted to your Honor from time to time, the plan calls for a 
building forty-three by one hundred and ten feet in extent. 
On the first floor are separate waiting-rooms for men and 
women, together with laundry and engine-rooms in the rear. 
On the second floor are separate bath-rooms for men and for 
women. In the front part of the building there is a third 
floor containing an apartment for the manager of the baths 
and his family. ie 

There will be fifty baths, including seventeen for women, 
giving thus capacity for bathing one hundred and fifty people

per hour. The steam supply for all purposes in the building 
is to be furnished from the boiler-room of the Fire Depart- 
ment repair-shop, situated just at the rear of the bath-house 
lot. : 
Great pains have been taken by the committee and the 
architects to provide a building that would not only stand 
the test of all sorts of practical demands, but would possess 
the dignity worthy of a municipal enterprise. 

After continued careful consideration as to the administra- 
tion of the baths, your committee again strongly recommend 
(with one dissenting vote) that the use of the baths be 
entirely free. It is the feeling of the committee that no 
other plan would be quite consistent in a city which pro- 
vides such a park system and such a library system as 
Boston does. It is true that the precedents coming from 
bath-house management elsewhere are nearly all in favor 
of charging a small fee for the use of the baths. It is held 
that citizens will appreciate the privileges of the baths 
more and feel more independent in using them if a small 
fee is charged. But the precedent and the argument, so 
far as they affect public baths, both come from foreign 
cities, where a democratic system’ of government and 
universal suffrage either do not exist or have not yet 
become firmly established; where it is not understood that 
great municipal enterprises must be not only for the people 
but by the people. In the one American city where there 
have been municipal baths — Chicago — there is no charge 
whatever. Your committee believe it is unworthy of the 
city to make a charge which can be only a small fraction of 
the real cost, thus deceiving the people. We hold that it 
is far better—seeing that all the citizens are taxpayers, 
whether directly or indirectly —to have each citizen 
encouraged to feel that he is a joint owner in the bath- 
house. In this way it will not only have its largest use in 
promoting the health of the city, but it will serve an impor- 
tant incidental function, as do the parks and the Public 
Library, in stimulating a higher appreciation of the privileges 
and responsibilities of citizenship. As to the risks of abuse 
of such freedom, we again fall back upon the experience of 
the city in administering the parks, and the Library, with its 
priceless treasures. And if it be held that the bath is pro- 
vided especially for a certain class in the community — 
that is, for those not having bath-rooms in their own houses 
—and that they should therefore pay a fee for the privilege, 
a suflicient reply is that many of the facilities of the Library 
and the park system — such as the special divisions of the

Dear Str: The Committee on Accounts of the School 
Committee respectfully inform you that the appropriation 
eranted for school purposes, exclusive of new buildings and 
repairs, alterations, etc., viz., $2,000,000, is insufficient to 
meet the expenses of the schools to the close of the present 
financial year. 

Under date of December 24, 1895, the Scheel Committee 
presented an estimate amounting to $2,120,000, which, in 
their opinion, would be needed “for the year’s expenditures. 
The City Council reduced the estimate $120,000, which has 
proved to be a larger sum than could be saved from the 
amount requested. 2 

When the estimate was presented it was thought that 
$50,000 might be required to adjust and slightly increase the 
salaries of ‘teachers 5 but the schedule of salaries adopted 
called for an increase of less than one-half this amount. 3 

The contract for coal was made at $3.99 per ton, thereby 
saving nearly $10,000 from the estimate made for this item. 

The expenditures for the year will amount to about 
$45,000 less than the estimate, nearly eighty per cent. of 
which sum will be saved from the two items as mentioned.

I transmit herewith a communication from the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, in which he states the reasons why he 
does not deem it advisable to comply with the request con- 
tained in an order recently passed by your Honorable Board, 
that he lay out and construct a speedway on the easterly 
side of Blue Hill.avenue, between Morton street and Talbot 
avenue.

Hon. Jostan Quincy, Mayor: 
Sir: I herewith enclose without the approval of this de- 
partment the request of the Board of Aldermen and citizens’ 
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petition for the construction of a speedway on Blue Hill 
avenue, between Morton street and Talbot avenue. 

I am a firm believer in the establishment of a speedway, 
and this year built such a road at Brighton, and this would 
have been more successful had the lay of the land been more 
favorable. The drawbacks discovered on this location are 
the same that would exist on Blue Hill avenue. The proper 
construction of a speedway calls for a deep loam road con- 
struction similar to a race-track. On this there can be no 
eross-walks, and cross streets cause a depression at the point 
of intersection, and the crossing of teams makes speeding 
dangerous. 

The location should also be such that the speedway could 
be closed within certain hours, so that heavy travel could be 
kept out without a police watch such as has been necessary 
on Commonwealth avenue. The part of Blue Hill avenue 
asked for this purpose has running into it cross streets. 
Residents on these streets and teams entering for the deliv- 
ery of ice, coal, and other purposes must cross or follow the 
speedway. Also, to take the cars which run through the 
central space of the avenue, people must cross without cross- 
walks ; and the nature of a loam road makes this very muddy 
in wet weather. 

The building up in the near future of the land bordering 
on the speedway would ruin the road during operations ; 
and thereafter, the householders might properly object. to 
restrictions as to driving, or standing a team opposite. their 
houses, which must be enforced if the object of the drive is 
to be maintained. The very considerable expense attending 
the construction of a road of this kind should prevent the 
location of a speedwayin any but a fairly permanent locality. 
In regard to the Blue Hill location, the avenue was laid out 
under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891 and amendments 
thereto, and a definite construction was ordered by the 
Street Commissioners. One roadway has been completed, 
and the other let by contract, in accordance with this 
order. Inasmuch as Elue Hill avenue is a through turnpike 
road, had a speedway been contemplated, the lay-out would 
have been different. 

Onthe Brighton speedway I have had located an inspector 
for the sole purpose of determining its value to the horsemen 
and lovers of fast driving, and hic: reports show that the idea 
is a most excellent one; but experience there proves my 
argument that a straight stretch of land should be found 
along the line of the parkways, on the river front, or in a. 
reserved central space on some broad avenue, where travel 
of all kinds except the light and fast could be kept off. with- 
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out detriment to the surrounding property or an unnecessary 
expense to the police appropriation.

PLAYGROUND, WARD 3. 


In Common Councit, December 23, 1896. 


The committee appointed to consider the question of 
a playground for Ward 3 and to find a location for the 
same, in submitting their report, have first to say, that while 
oiving the matter a good deal of attention, have, through no 
fault of their own, an indefinite report to make. The need 
of a playground in the ward is beyond all question. 

The ward has a population of about 14,000 people, 
crowded into something like half a square mile of territory, 
without a foot of open space and without any place of a 
public character where children or young men can congre- 
gate and enjoy such games and sports in which they may 
desire to engage. 

For several years the people of the ward, property-hold- 
ers and tax-payers, as well as the parents of the children them- 
selves, have been engaged in a laudable effort to obtain a 
playground, not only that the children might be benefited 
in bodily health, but also because it would take them from 
the streets where they now have to play, running the risk, 
-as they do, of personal injury, besides causing annoyance to 
people and doing damage to property. 


2 City Document No. 187. 


It is no uncommon occurrence in the ward for boys to 
engage in athletic contests in the streets. Baseball — particu- 
larlv a game of which all young America is fond —is played 
by them in the streets. This means that residents on the 
streets who are entitled to peace and quiet and the protec- 
tion of their property, are put to a good deal of annoyance 
by the noise that the boys make, and sometimes to a good 
deal of expense in the replacing of windows broken during 
the games. Police warnings will not prevent the boys 
having their sport, and to put an end to it would require 
the arresting of most of the boys in the ward. Neither the 
police nor the residents want this, and both put up with a 
great deal of annoyance, hoping all the time that the city 


will come to their relief, provide a playground for the ward, , 


and thereby take the children off the streets. 

The ward is distinctively one of families with many chil- 
dren. Few localities in the city have a larger population of 
children. The dictates of common humanity require that 
they be provided with the means of giving vent to their 
childhood spirits without having constantly before them the 
threat of being called before the police court to answer for 
some misdemeanor which would not be such anywhere but 
in the streets. Considerations of health also enter into the 
question, but they are too well understood by this body, as 
well as by the public at large, to require a discussion in this 
report. 

It is enough for your committee to say in this connection 
that the health of the children of the ward would be greatly 
improved were they in a position to enjoy freely and with- 
out fear plenty of out-door exercise. 

The difficulty that confronted your committee in seeking a 
proper location for a playground was a serious one. As has 
been already said, there is no unoccupied territory in the 
ward. There are four or five places there that the com- 
mittee viewed, but most of them were given slight consider- 
ation after it was learned that it would cost a great deal of 
money to take any one of them and fit it for a playground. 
Whart property seemed to be the best adapted in several 
respects, particularly from a financial point of view. 

At the suggestion of your committee, His Honor Mayor 
Quincy visited the ward for the purpose of making a per- 
sonal inspection to ascertain its needs in respect to a play- 
ground and, also to view the sites which the committee 
thought desirable. His Honor admitted the necessity of a 
playground. The selection of a site being purely an execu- 
tive function, your committee is content to leave the matter 
wholly to the Mayor. Before anything can be done by His 
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Honor the Mayor it will be necessary for the City Council 
to provide the money necessary to purchase the site. It is 
the judgment of your committee that a place wholly suited 
to the purpose can be purchased for about $65,000. Your 
committee therefore recommend that this sum be provided 
from the next loan, and they also recommend the passage of 
the accompanying order.

The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West Roxbury & Roslindale Street Rail- 
way Company for leave to relocate and extend its tracks on 
Washington street, near Forest Hills station, and to locate 
a turn-out on Brandon street, near South street, having 
further considered the subject, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the accompanying orders.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West Roxbury & Roslindale Street Railway Company 
to lay down tracks in the streets of the city of Boston, said 
company shall have the right to relocate, lay down, maintain, 
and use its track on Washington street, and to extend the 
same not exceeding 75 feet in length, near the station of the 
New York, New Haven, & Hartford Railroad Company at 
Forest Hills; also to construct a turn-out, with necessary 
connections with its tracks, on Brandon street, near its 
junction with South street; said tracks and turn-outs being 
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shown by red lines on a plan made by Hodges & Harring- 
ton, dated November 10, 1896, and deposited in the office 
of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
Roxbury & Roslindale Street Railway Company shall accept 
this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply 
with the conditions herein contained, and- shall file said 
acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty 
days from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be 
null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order. 

Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the West Roxbury & Roslindale Street 
Railway Company to establish and maintain the electric 
system of motive power in the operation of its cars in the 
city of Boston, by the overhead system, so called, as 
follows: On Washington street, near the Forest Hills station 
of the New York, New Haven,'& Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, 1n connection with its tracks as relocated and extended 
on said Washington street, at said place and connecting with 
its existing overhead system; also on Brandon street, near 
its junction with South street, and connecting with the 
existing overhead system of the company on said Brandon 
street. 

And permission is hereby granted to the said West Rox- 
bury & Roslindale Street Railway Company to erect, main- 
tain, and use such wires and iron poles, of the height of not 
less than 20 feet, at the places indicated by red circles or dots 
on the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets, dated November 10, 1896, as may be necessary to 
establish and maintain said overhead electric system of 
motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and qual- 
ity of material used, shall be under the direction and to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be approved 
by him. i 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board of Aldermen 
of the city of Boston, to make rules and regulations per-

taining to the operation and maintenance of the electric 
system, and the running of electric cars in the city of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the City Clerk within thirty days from the passage 
thereof ; otherwise it shall be null and void.

INSPECTORS OF PRISONS AND IHIOUSES 
OF DETENTION

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, January 1, 1897. 
The special committee of the Board of Aldermen appointed 
to visit the jail and other houses of detention in the county 
of Suffolk, having made the inspection required by law, 


present herewith their second semi-annual report. 


AN Tbe 


On Saturday, December 19, the jail was visited. The 


building and its surroundings, the cells and the inmates, 


showed the good care and interest that those in charge take 
in looking after the county’s property and of the prisoners 
committed to their care. Cleanliness prevailed in every part 
of the institution, and every inmate questioned said that the 
food was good, and that they were plentifully supphed. A 
part of the recommendations of the committee made in their 
réport of last July have been carried out. The continuance 
of the work of repointing the wall should be attended to at 
once. The committee believe that the balconies in the jail 
should have iron grills placed there to prevent accident. 
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The committee recommend the building of a wing to the 
present building to contain one hundred new cells for males. 
This would remedy the fault now existing of placing two 
persons in the same cell. They again recommend the build- 
ing of a new building for women. This building would also 
provide a place for hospital service and attendance, which 


is badly needed. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home, Roxsury. 


This institution was visited hy the committee Wednesday, 
December 23. The buildings, the dormitories, and class- 
rooms were in good condition, the food furnished the children 
was good and wholesome, ane the cure of the little ohes was 
commendable. 

There are many improvements required to make the Home 
what it should be for the comfort of the children ; but the com- 
mittee believe that the city should abandon the present location 
and go out farther in the outlying districts where land is 
cheaper, build a new Home, where the children can have plenty 
of room to romp and play, and at other times give the older 
ones an opportunity to be taught gardening work. The 
custom of sending children committed by the courts for tru- 
ancy to this institution is wr ong, and immediate steps should 
be taken tostopit. We again recommend the discontinuance 
of boxes for the children’s clothes and the substitution of the 
modern lockers. In spite of the oft-repeated recommenda- 
tion of this committee and former committees, the nuisance 
maintained by the Sanitary Division of the Street Depart- 
ment in keeping the swill-house of the Roxbury district in 
close proximity to the buildings of this institution still con- 
tinues. We again ask His Honor the Mayor to direct the 
Superintendent of Streets to have it removed at once. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL, West Roxpury. 


This school and home for truant boys and girls was visited 
December 23. The care and management of the boys (up 
to the present time no girls have been committed) and the 
institution is good, aitee inmates showing that good care, 
cleanliness, and discipline prevail. The new buildings to be 
occupied as dormitories are not furnished completely, but will 
be in a short while. The committee recommend building 
two new buildings for dormitory purposes, and thereby pre- 


vent the sending of children committed here to Marcella- 
street Home. 
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Boston Insane Hospitrau. 


Austin and Pierce Farms were visited by the committee 
December 23. Everything showed the good care and interest 
taken by the management in caring for the poor unfortu- 
nates committed to their care. The committee recommend 
that an additional story be built on the laundry building at 
Austin Farm, that additional furniture be furnished for the 
patients’ rooms, that the present barn be moved farther away 
from the administration building, and that the piggery be 
transferred to the low land on Pierce Farm adjoining Austin 
Farm. More land and additional buildings are needed at 
once on Pierce Farm, and both institutions should be in- 
stalled with an electric-lighting plant. We again recom- 
mend an administration building for Pierce Farm. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 


This institution was visited Saturday, December 26. The 
committee found the inmates happy and contented, the build- 
ing clean, and the food wholesome. The management of 
this institution was praised by the inmates for the good care 
given them, and no complaint of any kind was presented. 

The committee recommend the building of a wing from the 
centre, in the rear, to contain twenty sleeping rooms ; the 
basement to be used for the steam-heating plant, the ‘first 
story for laundry and kitchen purposes. 


_Houskt oF Correcrion, Soury Boston. 


The committee visited this institution on Saturday, De- 
cember 26, nnd were satisfied with the care and man agement 
of the same. They believe its present buildings and loca- 
tion should be changed as speedily as possible ; the prison 
is not a fit place to put human beings, and they again recom- 
mend that immediate action be taken by the City Council for 
anew House of Correction for Suffolk county. They also 
recommend that some out-door work be provided for the pris- 
oners, such as cutting stone, same as that done at Deer 
island. 


Hovusrt oF RerormMation, Ratnsrorp ISLANp. 


The committee visited this institution, where juvenile 
offenders (buoys) are committed, on the 30th day of De- 
cember. 

The inmates, with a few exeeptions, were in their class- 
rooms upon the arrival of the comnittee, giving us a good 
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opportunity to inspect their personal appearance. A few 
suvgestions’ were made to the boys by the commissioner 
and the committee, and an improvement will no doubt be 
the result. The committee recommend the employment of a 
matron at this institution. They also reeommend the build- 
ing of three dormitories on the cottage plan and a new 
building for school purposes. If this is done, the old brick 
building at present used for class-rooms and dormitories 
could be used for workshops. 

The committee further recommend the establishing of an 


electric-lighting plant and the abolishment of kerosene 
lamps. 7 


ALMSHOUSE, Lone ISLAND. 


The committee visited this institution December 30. 
The several buildings, including the chapel and the hospital, 
were inspected carefully. ‘The neat appearance of the 
inmates and the clean condition of the institution were pleas- 
ing to the committee, the only fault coming from the old 
ladies was that they would like to have milk in their tea 
and coffee, and the committee recommend an appropriation 
large enough to gratify their desire. The committee recom- 
mend immediate action for a thorough system of ventilation 
for the old brick building occupied by the men, a separate 
hospital building for cases of a loathsome character, and a 
new wing to the hospital building with single rooms for dis- 
agreeable and bad cases. 


House or Correction, Desr IsLanp. 


This institution was visited by the committee on De- 
cember 30. 

The several buildings on the island were found in their 
usual clean condition, the inmates well cared for, and the 
food wholesome. | 

The new five-hundred cell building has not been occupied 
as yet, having to wait for the completion of a new boiler 
and dynamo building, which is being pushed as rapidly as 
possible. The committee repeat their recommendation of 
last July for a new women’s prison, to contain five hundred 
cells; they also recommend an addition to the bakehouse, 
making room for two new ovens. The additional wing to 


the hospital is nearly finished, and will supply a long-felt 
want when completed. 
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SUMMARY. 


The committee take this opportunity to extend to the 
new commissioner, Mr. KE. C. Marshall, their thanks for the 
interest and courtesy extended to them in their work of in- 
spection, also to Mr. D. F. Bradley, the assistant keeper 
of the jail. The committee commend the several superin- 
tendents of the institutions for the good care and discipline 
of the inmates, the cleanliness of the buildings, and the 
assistance tendered them to make a thorough inspection.

Mr. Brices presented the following resolution :

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT CONRY. 
Gentlemen of the Council: 


I have listened to the resolution just read and 
adopted, and to the remarks that accompanied it, 
with deep interest. To me, gentlemen, they rep- 
resent, I assure you, more than a mere formality, 
something more than mere resounding utterances 
that are spoken simply to hear the echo. 

Your remarks indicate that while our official life 
has been often productive of intense feeling, while 
emotions have surged and tempers kindled and _ pas- 
sions sometimes become agitated, yet when it all 
passed away and placid calm of afterthought ensued, 
opimions prevailed that the Chair endeavored to do 
what he felt was right as he saw it, and man 
cannot do more. 

And now, gentlemen, with the shadows of a dying 
year rapidly gathering around us, and a _ bright 
vista of the future coming with another dawn, 
when, if ever, men are given to retrospect, con- 
templation, and resolution, I assert that during the 
year my simple aim has been to express what I 
considered the will of the majority, at all times 
filled with determination to do justice to the minor- 
ity. Coming to the chair with no other experience 
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in parliamentary affairs save that obtaimed by one 
years service on the floor of this chamber, I 
thoroughly realized my shortcomings; it is not to 
be wondered at, therefore, that I should be disposed 
to overlook the delinquencies of others. 

Happily for me, however, I found the duties of 
the office light, most agreeable, and thoroughly con- 
genial, all owing to that kindly spirit of confidence 
in me the Council invariably displayed. 

Our duties are now at an end. Some of you 
enter higher office, the State Legislature, the Board 
of Aldermen, and many have been returned to this 
body for another year of activity. But the man of 
all our number is not true to himself who does 
not acknowledge that his experience in this Council 
has given him new ideas of the magnitude, re- 
sponsibility, sublimity, and glory of our beloved city. 
All of us at this time keenly regret the loss of 
one whose departure was for all time. Mr. Butler 
we mourn for to-day as a friend and brother we 
could admire and love. I knew him in a previous 
year; we entered the Common Council together; I 
enjoyed his personal friendship, and while the records 
of the Council contain the tributes paid him by his 
fellow-members, I could not bear to think he was 
forgotten on this occasion. Let us hope, gentlemen, 
he is enjoying the highest reward our friendship 
could wish him. 

To you all I extend most sincere wishes for 
your future welfare. I owe you much, and can 
pay you only in feelings of gratitude. No matter 
how undemonstrative, how retirmg, or even how 
indifferent a member of this Council may have 
been, I wish you to understand that all my feel- 
ings towards you are of the pleasantest. 

To the City Messenger and his faithful, pains- 
taking assistants I return my thanks in public for 
their efforts in behalf of the comfort of the Council. 
Likewise to the Clerk of Committees and his assist- 
ants, all- of whom are entitled to the thanks of 
myself and the entire Council. 

The City Clerk and his office have done much 
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to win the highest respect and warmest thanks of 
this body. To the members of the press, upon 
whom devolves the highly important and ofttimes 
delicate duty of giving to the outside world a clear 
and impartial account of the doings of this body, 
I also wish to extend my thanks for the uniform 
courtesy I have received in their reports. To you 
all I repeat, may blessing and prosperity greet you. 

Gentlemen of the Council: This body has been 
subjected to the customary criticisms of the unthink- 
ing; epithets of contumely, ridicule, and bitter feel- 
ing have been applied to this as to other simular 
bodies in the history of the world. I have never 
felt called upon to notice such language. Why? 
Because the Common Council is the representative 
body of the people. The Council has performed 
its labors, and whether for the best or otherwise, 
it was the work of men who were chosen directly 
by and from the people; and so long as our con- 
stitution endures and popular government prevails, 
individual differences of opinion will exist and per- 
sonal ideas will be expressed, and, I regret to add, 
but truth insists, not always im courteous language. 

Personally I have endeavored to act at all times 
in a dignified manner, always conscious that under 
certain contingencies the President of the Council 
may be Acting Mayor of. Boston. 

In my remarks when taking this chair I said, 
“Boston is renowned among the cities of the world.” 
At the expiration of a year I repeat with firmer 
tone and stronger emphasis, with more fervid, more 
zealous, and almost religious faith, that from the 
noble, grand, and lofty pedestal of advanced thought, 
development, and maintenance, from its political, 
educational, and social history, from the character 
and deeds of her people, and from the material no 
less than the sentimental view of her greatness, 
Boston stands unrivalled among the cities of the 
earth. |

Alderman ALLEN said: 


Mr. Clerk, I take great pleasure in. rising to 
say a word in seconding the resolution. I do 
not propose to utter words of fulsome flattery, and 
I know that such words would be distasteful to 
our Chairman. The qualities, as it seems to me, 


of a presiding officer should be  ahility, fairness, 


decision, courtesy. JI thmk I will be borne out 
by every member here in my belief that the pre- 
siding officer of this branch unites in himself 
those qualities. 

Of his ability I need not speak. He is my 
grandfather in parliamentary law and knowledge. 
Of his fairness I think it should be said _ that, 
while he is an ardent supporter of his. view and 
of the views of his party, and has a desire to 
attain the ends which that party desires to see 
carried out, yet, when it comes to the question of 
a fair consideration of any matter or of a ruling 
upon any point that is raised, or of the recogni- 
tion of an opponent, he is, you will all agree 
with me, absolutely fair. 

During the two years I have been here, the 
last year under him as_ presiding officer, I. wish 
to bear witness to the fact’ that I have always 
been treated by him with the utmost fairness, 
although we are, of course, opposed politically, 
and have had diverse views upon different subjects 
coming before the body. I have always had 
recognition when I demanded it; I have always 
had an opportunity to properly state my views on 
a subject; and I wish to say that in all his 
rulings, while they have not always been in my 
favor, I have always believed that he considered 
them honestly to be correct. Of his courtesy we 
need not speak—that goes with fairness to a 
certain extent. 
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‘But another quality which I admire in him 
perhaps as much as any—and which perhaps 1s 
not sometimes appreciated when one is hit on the 
head with a club by a_ presiding. officer —is his 
firmness. A wobbly chairman is a very poor 
piece of furniture in any legislative body. <A 
chairman, of course, is liable at times to be 
wrong, but it is his duty to make up his mid 
conscientiously and bring his best thought and best 
experience to bear upon a subject under considera- 
tion, and then ‘to take a firm stands?) aaiieecmee 
man is not so gifted he can never be a good 
presiding officer. 

I am about to be thrown out on the cold 
world to get a living in some way not connected 
with the City Government. I have made many 
pleasant friendships here. While I have probably 
dittered from my colleagues as often as any mem- 
ber of the Board, I have never yet cast any 
aspersions -on those who have differed with me, 
and it is very pleasant for me to state that I 
never: have had any aspersions cast on me by such 
gentlemen. We have had otr debates — debates in 
which there have been heated differences of opinion ; 
but I hope that I am considered a friend by 
every member of the Board. I am _ their friend, 
and shall be glad at any time to render them 
any assistance possible. I regret leaving the Board 
of Aldermen. I have made many acquaintances 
here which I shall keép up, not as intimately as 
has been the case during the past year in this 
little family circle of-ours, but I trust that af I 
ever have to come in contact with the members 
of the Board in a business or a social way, I 
shall receive as good treatment as I have received 
during my membership of the last two years. 


Alderman W. F. DoNoVAN said: 


Mr. Clerk, It is not for the purpose of com- 
plying with any established custom that I stand 
here to-day to second this. resolution. I assure 


> 
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you that no pleasanter duty has been mime than 
that offered now, and I only regret that I can- 
not do the subject of this resolution that Justice 
which he deserves. 

I feel sure that everything said here to-day in 
praise of John H. Lee comes from the heart. 

Although a party man, he has not played the 
part of partisan in the chair. As Chairman of 
this body he has been careful to be just, impar- 
tial, and honest; and if at any time he has erred, 
I think it can be said of him that his failings 
leaned to virtue’s side. 

His years of experience, coupled with his recep- 
tive faculties and power of observation, made it 
easy for him to acquire and accumulate vast stores 
of useful and valuable imformation, all of which 
have been used to the city’s best interest. 

The City Hall has been his school, and he has 
been an apt scholar, easily standing at the head 
of the class in municipal lore. 

No member of this body has ever appealed to 
him for advice or assistance without receiving it. 
As Chairman of the Board he has never failed to 
give both sides equal opportunity, and has left for 
his successor a good example which he might 
follow with profit to himself and all concerned. , 

I do not believe that any man leaves the chair 
with better wishes for his future welfare than 
John HH: Lee. While there have been a tew 
tilts during the year, they lasted but for the 
moment and left no wounds. 

I believe that every member of this body feels 
grateful to Alderman Lee for his courteous treat- 
ment, and for one I thank him with all my heart, 
and cheerfully welcome him here, to a place 
on the floor, in the ranks again; where he will be 
equally valuable to the citizens of Boston and to 
the party in the Board of which he will be the 
unquestioned leader by reason of his superior 
qualifications — qualifications which leave him with- 
out a competitor. 
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Alderman HAL said: 


Mr. Clerk, I am glad to have the opportunity 
to say a word in seconding this resolution. All 
that has been said by Alderman Allen with refer- 
ence to the conspicuous abilities of our Chairman 
I can heartily endorse. I think I am justified m 
the statement that no man ever occupied the 
chair in this body possessed of greater abilities 
or better informed than is the gentleman who 
has presided over our deliberations durig the past 


year. 


While thus heartily endorsing the resolution, I 


wish to say a word in praise of our exceptionally 
able Clerk, one of the ablest men who ever occu- 
pied the position; nor can too much be said in 
praise of his assistant. We must also speak of 
our genial friend and former associate, the Clerk 
of Committees, and his efficient corps of assistants; 
and our new City Messenger, his deputy and assist- 
ants, are entitled to a very strong word of praise 
for the excellent manner in which the affairs of 
City Hall have been administered. The city officials, 
one and all, have done all they could, so far as I 
have been able to observe, not only for the benefit 
of, individual members of the Government, but for 
the welfare of the city; and it is with a great 
deal of pleasure, Mr. Clerk and gentlemen, that 


I extend to them my personal thanks for the many 


kindnesses shown to me. 
[ have sometimes felt, during my membership 
the past year, that the duties of the Board are 


growing beautifully less. While the functions of | 


the Board of Aldermen have not materially changed 
in the past few years, since the adoption of the 
charter amendments, yet the powers of the Board 
have been curtailed and its influence has been 
_lessened. ‘The separation which seems to exist 


between the executive and what may be termed _ 


the executive's advisory board, and this  legisla- 
tive branch of the City Government, seems to me 
to be rather unfortunate than otherwise. It may 
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be wise in one way, but it seems to me to be 
unwise in another. There was a time’ when the 
Mayor used to preside over the deliberations of 
the Board of Aldermen and serve as chairman of 
many important committees, when he was in close 
touch with this branch of the City Government ; 
and I believe it would be well for the city uf that 
close communication were reéstablished. 

Without entering into that question, however, I 
will simply say, referrmg to our relations in this 
Board, that we have here formed pleasant friend- 
ships which will last through our lives; that we have 
the satisfaction of having endeavored to serve the 
city and its interests, as we understood them, 
according to the best of our ability. Many im- 
portant matters have come before us. While we 
have “differed ~at times, in. the main we have 
agreed; and I think we are to be congratulated 
that there have been no serious differences between 
us. That shows a unanimity, a common purpose 
to do what is best for the municipality and the 
community which we were elected to serve. 

As a retirmg member, one who is about to 
leave this chamber probably never to return, I wish 
to say that I am deeply grateful to the Chair- 
man and to the various city officials and members 
of this Board for the unfailing courtesy and kind- 
ness which I have received during the term of 
service which I have just completed. 


Alderman W. J. DONOVAN said: 


Mr. Clerk, I am glad to express my thanks 
for the courtesy and the aid I have received from 
eur worthy Chairman, and from the members of 
this Board, of whom six are to be with us the 
coming year. In all measures which I have pre- 
sented, before doing so I have had confidence that 
they would be fairly acted upon; and when | was 
in need of information I have always felt that I 
could go, without hesitation, to any one of my 
fellow-members. I have always felt im my heart 
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the responsibility placed upon me, coming in as 
a new member and beimg appointed upon the 
most important committee of this Government. I 
hesitated when it was offered to me, on the 
ground that, as a new member, I probably had 
not the experience which would enable me to do 
justice to the honor conferred upon me; but I 
have always felt sure of the aid and _ assistance 
of our worthy Chairman, and I felt that with his 
aid and that of the other members of this Board 
I could accomplish to their satisfaction what I 
was expected to do. 

Neither can I forget to express my apprecia- 
tion for the kindness I have received from our 
worthy Clerk and his assistant, the Clerk of Com- 
mittees and his assistants, the City Messenger and 
his subordinates, and the city press. We are here 
as a family, and I must say that m any legisla- 
tive body of which I have been a member I have 
never found the friendly feeling existing that exists 
in this Board of Aldermen. ‘There is also a kindly 
spirit, what I might call a non-partisan  friendli- 
ness, between the members of this Board and the 
representatives of the press. I don’t think there 
has been a year in the history of the Govern- 
ment where twelve men who have sat together 
in this chamber have agreed so wunitedly on the 
measures coming before the body; and I feel, in 
eommon with some of the older members who are 
leaving us to-day, a sentiment which I cannot 
express, a feeling of regret that I am never again 
probably to be associated with them. While we 
are parting as members of the Board of Alder- 
men, I trust that we may in some future time 
meet as ex-members of the Board of Aldermen and 
of the City Government of 1896. 

We have been very fortunate. None of us has 
been afflicted m any way. We have fulfilled to 
the best of our abilities the trust reposed in us. 
I trust that I can say the same of the incoming 
City Government at the end of the year 1897, — 
that we will have done as good work for the 
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eitizens of Boston as has been done by the Board 
of Aldermen and the Government of 1896. 


Alderman CHARLES said: 


Mr. Clerk, Perhaps it is well that I, as one of 
the younger and, as some one has styled me, one 
of the frisky members, should say a word upon 
the resolution which has been offered to-day. 
When I was quite young—I mean young in 
politics —I first heard of John H. Lee in the 
City Government. He comes from a section having 
much in common with that from which I come. 
We have given him our support for a_ great 
many years; he has a great many friends among 
us. I have heard of him from all kinds of 
people, and have heard all kmds of reports. In 
fact, you will hear all kinds of reports in regard 
to a man who has been in public life for any 
length of time. It is a peculiarity and a charac- 
teristic of the American people to be a little 
carping, critical, fault-findmg; not, perhaps, giving 
the praise due at all times. They are not much 
given to flattery. 

When came into this Board, Mr. Clerk, I 
came from a body where we used to fight it out 
on the floor of the House. We had there many 
strong contests, and when I came here, perhaps I 
still carried with me a little of the feeling there 
shown. I came to an entirely ditterent body, and 
having heard so much in regard to our worthy 
Chairman, and having served under him now for 
one year, durmg which I have had the oppor- 
tunity of judging and observing for myself what 
was fair and right, it gives me pleasure to rise 
and second this resolution, and to say that I have 
always, durmg the year I have been here, found 
the characteristics of our worthy Chairman to be 
justice, fairness, impartiality, and a purpose to do 
what is right. More than that, Mr. Clerk, I have 
always found and observed the Chairman of this 
Board standing up and arguing for the dignity 
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and the honor of the Board,—a Board that is so 
frequently assailed,— watching carefully to see that 
nothing was done by the Board that was wrong 
or that would impeach its character m the 
slightest degree. That I can say. after a years 
experience. 

What more can be said? Take a presiding 
officer of a Board lke this, the presiding officer 
of any legislative branch: it is a very difficult 
position to fill and to satisfy all the members; 
and I can. conceive of nothing to be said or done 
that reflects the truth to any greater extent than 
when, at the end of the year, the members who 
have sat under that presiding officer unanimously 
rise- and say: “We are satisfied, irrespective of 
party, that you have done well.” That is’ what 
we are domg here to-day. 

Mr. Clerk, I have enjoyed my year here very 
much. If I were to come back next year, there 
are many things I have done which I would wish 
to recall. The Board of Aldermen is not the 
body I expected to find it.. I thought to7eimd 
more of a legislative body. The actions and 
doings of the Board of Aldermen, as far as lL 
have observed, are’ more im» the: naturemseaneee 
council. The only thmg with which I would find 
fault, and which I thik the public’ finds fault 
justly, is that the doings, actions, and sayings of 
the Board of Aldermen are not publicly enough 
expressed. I think our whole work should be 
done in this chamber openly, free to the people 
of the city of Boston to observe all action that 
is taken, and to hear every word that is_ said. 
If there is then any member who seeks to do 
anything that is not.right, who undertakes © to 
carry through any measure which the people 
oppose, the public will have the opportunity they 
should have of observing the actions of that 
member. I hope soon to see a great reform in 
that direction inaugurated in the proceedings of 
the Board of Aldermen. | 

In closing, allow me to say that I. thank- you, 


Finat Proceeptines Boarp oF ALDERMEN. uA: 


Mr. Chairman, most sincerely, for the courtesy that 
has been shown to me. I carry away nothing 
but the most kindly feeling for yourself and 
every member of the City Government. We have 
had our differences, we have had our sharp 
debates; but, like gentlemen, let us lay those all 
aside, and, as true gentlemen always _ should, 


recognize the worth and merit of our presiding 


officer by the unanimous passage of the resolu- 
tion, parting the best of friends. 


Alderman BRYANT said: 


Mr. Clerk, In seconding the resolution offered by 
my friend Alderman Folsom my remarks will be 
brief, as they generally have been in my three 
years experience in this body. This has been my 
first year under a Democratic presiding officer 
during seven years service in various bodies, and 
I must say that a fairer or squarer presiding 
officer I never served under. I could say a good 
many things, outside of politics, im reference to 
our Chairman, — about little kindnesses that have 
been done to myself and family,—that I would not 
wish to mention here. 

Under this administration all the heads of depart- 
ments have: used me as fairly as they have the 
members of their own party. I have felt free to 
go anywhere in the Hall at all times and to ask 
favors from any of the city officials, with a feel- 
ing that I would always be courteously received 
and given kindly consideration. 

At this time I wish to say a word in commend- 
ation of our City Clerk, whom I consider one of 
the ablest city clerks I have ever come in con- 
tact with. I wish also to thank his assistants in the 
department. I also wish to speak in kind remem- 
brance of the treatment received at the hands of 
the Clerk of Committees and his corps, the City 
Messenger and his subordinates, the representatives 
of the press, and to say that in leaving this . 
Board to-night I leave behind me a host of friends. 
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To the incoming Board I wish all the success that 
has attended the career of the Board of Aldermen 
during my three years’ experience. 


Alderman MAHONEY said: 


Mr. Clerk, In seconding the resolution offered 
by the Alderman from Dorchester it gives me 
great pleasure to add a few words of appreciation 
of the services of the chairman of this Board. 
As you all know, to be a successful Chairman 
requires ability, fairness, tact, and skill of a high 
order; and that those qualities belong to our 
Chairman in a very high degree are recognized by 
all who know him. 

It is to me a source of regret to sever the 
friendships which I have formed in my year’s 
connection with the Board of Aldermen. I feel, 
however, that our separation is,not a permanent 
one, that we will continually meet and renew, in 
some degree, the pleasant companionship of the 
past year, and that our association as members of 
this Board will always remain fresh and green in 
our memories. 

In closmg, I wish to extend thanks for kind- 
nesses I have received from our City Clerk and 
his assistants, from the Clerk of Committees, the 
City Messenger, and their respective corps of assist- 
ants; and to those of our fellow-members who are 
to retire with myself I wish all the success in the 
world. Those who are to remain in this body or 
are to enter a higher sphere of political duty 
cannot accomplish a higher degree of success than 
I wish for them. 

Gentlemen, I wish you all a happy and_ pros- 
perous New Year. 


Alderman Dyar said: 
Mr. Clerk, I desire at this time to express my 


appreciation of the fairness and courtesy which the 
present Chairman has always extended to me and 
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to the other members of the Board. I wish to 
congratulate him, at the expiration of his term of 
office this year, upon the unanimous feeling of good 
will toward him on the part of his associates. I 
hope that his successor, whoever he may be, will 
be entitled to a small part of the appreciation and 
the congratulations that have been extended to 
him to-day. 

The new year ushers in a very unpleasant duty 
to the members of the Board who are to return 
for 1897, inasmuch as they are at this time com- 
pelled to bid good-by to a number of the mem- 
bers who have served with them the past year. 
I am sorry that the pleasant associations and 
experiences of the year are so soon to be broken 
up, but such will always be the case while politi- 
cal combinations and warfare exist; and in the 
succeeding year new members-elect will stand in 
these places and express to some of us regrets 
that we are not to be returned for the year 1898.

Alderman BARRY said: 


Mr. Clerk, It is very pleasant to me to sit 
here at the close of this Board’s existence and 
hear the eulogies offered by each and_ every 
member of the Board of our present presiding 
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officer. For many years he and I have been 
associated in the branches of this Government. 
As has been truly said in that resolution, our pre- 
siding officer, as a member of the Board of 
Aldermen, has been an invaluable man to the tax- 
payers of our city. The feelmg with which he is 
regarded by them was conclusively shown in the 
recent election by the endorsement he received in 
the residential portion of our city where the busi- 
ness men dwell. 

Mr. Clerk, I fully realize from my connection 
with the Chairman of the Board, both as Presi- 
dent of the Common Council and as Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, how well it is for the 
interests of the taxpayers that he was -returned 
to this body. 

Some of our members have already said that 
they leave this Board without: any  ill-teeling 
toward any member. As the members will recol- 
lect, 1t was my experience to have a difference 
with our Chairman during the -year; but, as has 
been already said by Alderman Allen, when such 
differences have arisen in this Board the Chair- 
man has always been honest in the position he 
has taken, and when he has made up his mind 
has stood firm. | 

Mr. Clerk, I desire to thank you for the cour- 
tesies you have extended to me during the year, 
also your assistant, Mr. Priest, the Clerk of Com- 
mittees and his assistants, the City Messenger 
and his subordinates, and also the members of the 
press, who have been uniformly kind. In closing, 
I wish to the Chairman of our Board a _ happy 
and a prosperous New Year. 


Alderman PRESHO said: 


Mr. Clerk, Although the last speaker, I trust 


that what I have to say will be considered not 


less sincere than what has been said by those who 


have preceded me. As for our presiding officer, 
I consider him one of the ablest, brightest, and 


~~.) 
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cleverest men it has been my good fortune to 
meet. I have received nothing but courtesy and 
fairness at his hands, and I wish him a_ happy 
future in public hfe. 

In respect to the City Clerk and his assistants, 
the Clerk of Committees and City Messenger and 
their assistants, and the members of the press, I 
wish to say that their treatment of me has been 
handsome in the extreme, and I wish for them 
a very happy future. 


The resolution was passed by a unanimous rising 
vote. . 


Chairman LEE said: 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen, I have 
listened with pleasure and gratitude, although not 
without pain, to your resolve and to your kind 
words and expressions of confidence In me as your 
associate and presiding officer. My pleasure in. 
having listened to your words of esteem is marred 
by the thought that I know that many of you 
will not be associated with me next year. Six of 
the present members of the Board are not coming 
back, and to them especially I wish to say that 
although it is too much to expect that we should 
be together year after year, yet it is rather a 
wrench of old associations to know that so many 
of you are not to return. 

I wish to thank you all for the honor you paid 
me at the opening session of the year. You ele- 
vated me Chairman of this body by a unanimous 
vote, and that was a mark of your confidence in 
me which I hope you have never had reason to 
regret. : 

I thnk I may say, without exaggeration, that 
we have worked together harmoniously and 
with but little friction during 1896. I also 
take occasion to say here, to my friends Aldermen 
Barry and Charles, that the tilt we had during 
the year upon a parliamentary question has left 
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no feelmg upon my part. I believed as_ presid- 
ing officer of this branch that I should decide 
all questions pertaining to the duties of my 
office without fear or partisan feeling, and although 
I may have at times ruled contrary -to the judg- 
ment of some of the gentlemen with me, I 
certainly followed the dictates of my own opinions, 
and endeavored to do what I believed to be 
right. 

Mr. Allen’s connection with the Board of 
Aldermen ceases to-day. I regret that he is to 
leave us, as no man esteems his ability and 
fearlessness more than I do. His departure is a 
loss to the Government, although a gain to the 
Transit Commission. I desire to extend to him my 
personal thanks for the able manner in which he 
has presided over what J consider to be the 
most difficult committee of the City Government 
to properly look after. I refer now to the Com- 
mittee on Claims. Mr. Allen has certainly been. a 
most efficient Chairman, and on the Chairman of 
that committee rests the greater part of the respon- 
sibility for its acts. 

My old friend Alderman Bryant also takes his 
deprature.. He carries away with him my best 
wishes and friendship. Always honest and _ out- 
spoken, of a genial and sunny disposition, may 
success attend him wherever he goes or whatever 
he does. 

After only a year of service in this branch, 
Alderman Charles retires to the seclusion of private 
life. Durmg his time here he has made a repu- 
tation for himself in municipal affairs which has 
gained for him the confidence and estéem of the — 
citizens of our city. They will not forget him. 
Mr. Charles is also favorably known as a lawyer 
and as a mighty hunter before the Lord, thus 
judiciously combining business and pleasure, and 
stormg up strength and vigor of both mind and 
body. 

To my friend Alderman Hall I express my 
regret at the severance of his connection with the 
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City Government. We have been friends of some 
years’ standing. Always courteous and _ good- 
natured, he takes from this Board the friendship 
of every member. I am sorry I cannot hail him 
as member of Congress, but Bordman Hall is a 
philosopher, and knows well how to await his 
opportunities. 

Alderman Folsom will soon take his seat under 
the gilded dome, and his name will have “ Hon- 
orable” prefixed to it. He is well worthy to wear 
the title, as his word was ever true. During his 
four years’ service in this branch he has exhib- 
ited a remarkable aptitude for and knowledge of 
city affairs, and the experience thus gained will 
be of inestimable service to him in his new 
position, and I know that he will defend the 
rights of our city, which are too frequently 
trampled under foot by the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature. 

To the last member, following the alphabetical 
order, Alderman Mahoney, I wish to say that he 
bears away from this chamber with him my best 
wishes and hearty friendship. Always the friend 
and champion of the poorer class, he has, by his 
efforts in their behalf this year, opened new 
avenues for their relief. His work im their behalf 
will be remembered. At the recent election the 
margin of votes between us was so small that it 
was a question at times which one of us would 
win. Had I been defeated, I would have accepted 
the situation as gracefully, I hope, as he has; 
and I do not know but that his return would 
have more than compensated for my defeat. 

To the other members, with whom I am to serve 
next year, I can only say that I thank them 
earnestly and cordially for their confidence in me. 
I hope I may be able to show them that I 
appreciate the kind and _ considerate manner in 
which they have treated me, and, in a measure, 
return them some of the courtesies they have so 
frankly extended to me. 


; 
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I wish to thank City Clerk Galvin and Mr. 
Priest for their assistance to me durmg the year. 
They are invaluable, and worthy of confidence and 
respect. The new Clerk of Committees, John P. 
Dever, and his assistant, Mr. Brawley, have ful- 
filled their duties with care and despatch. City 
Messenger Leary and his corps have been prompt 
and able. The official reporter, Mr. Harnden, has 
corrected our errors, and painstakingly and faith- 
fully fulfilled the duties pertaining to his diffieult 
position. The members of the press have, as usual, 
treated me fairly, and I thank them for it. 

Our record as a Board of Aldermen will com- 
pare favorably, I think, with that of previous 
Boards. We have transacted a large amount of 
business, and every member has placed his shoulder 
to the wheel and attended to his share of the 
work. 

The old year has gone, and soon the municipal 
year of 1896 will be a memory. We have labored 
for the interests of the city, and the citizens may 
look at the record of our stewardship. They will 
at least credit us with honesty of purpose, if not 
with ability. | 

Gentlemen, I wish you all prosperity and peace.
